PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 


TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  COUNCIL, 


The  Twenty-First  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas assembled  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  on  the  second 
Wednesday  after  Easter,  April  12,  1893. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  being  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bruce  and  Miller. 

The  Council  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  R.  S.  James. 
D.  D.,  who  took  for  his  text,  Acts  i,  viii:  "But  ye  shall  re- 
ceive power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you  and 
ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth." 

After  the  service,  the  Council  was  called  to  order,  the  Bishop 
presiding.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  April  12. 

The  Council  reassembled  at  3  p.  m.,  and  on  beinej  called  to 
order  the  Bishop  proceeded  at  once  to  read  his  Annual 
Address.     (See  Appendix  I.) 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  the  certificates 
of  D:!legates  from  St.  John's  Parish.  Fort  Smith,  was  received,, 
and  that  Parish  was  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Council. 
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On  motion,  it  was  re-^olved  that  the  daily  business  sessions 
of  the  Council  begin  with  Morning  Prayer  at  9  a.  m.,  and  con- 
tinue until  I  p.m.;  the  afternoon  session  to  begin  at  2:30 
o'clock  and  continue  until  5  p.  m. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  five  ({5)  dollars  of  the  back  dues  of  the  following 
Parishes  were  remitted,  viz :  St.  Andrew's,  Marianna;  St.  An- 
drew's, Mammoth  Spring,  and  St.  Agnes',  Morrilton. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  Thursday  morn- 
ing at  9  o'clock. 

SECOND  DAY.

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  9  a.  m.  Morn- 
ing Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  D.  D.  and  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish.  Immediately  after  the  service  the  Coun- 
cil was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  The  roll  being  called, 
it  was  found  that  all  present  yesterday  were  present  today. 
The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  the  certificate  of 
Mr.  T.  H.  Jackson  as  Delegate  from  the  Mission  at  Brinkley,  had 
been  received  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Coun- 
cil. The  roll  being  called,  Mr.  Jackson  answered  to  his  name 
and  took  is  seat.

On  motion,  the  Bishop's  Address  and  the  Parochial  Reports 
-were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on  mo- 
tion, were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons : 

Resolved,  That  for  Canon  IV,  Title  III,  the  following  be  substituted  : 

CANON  IV. 

Section  i.  The  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  are,  by  their  Baptism, 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Diocesan  Council  is  the  proper 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  sit  as  a  Board  of  Missions  at  such  times  as 
the  Council  shall  itself  determine  by  its  rules  of  order,  or  by  special  vote  at  any 
time. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  missionary  interests  of  the 
Diocese  shall  be  cared  for  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  as  President  ex-officio,  the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  and  three 
■Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  silting  as  the 
•Board  of  Missions. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  regulate  all  matters  of 
missionary  work  not  ordered  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese;  Provided,  That  i.ll  ap- 
ipointments  and  removals  of  Missionaries  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop  nlone.  or.  in 
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his  absence,  by  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  that  no  new 
Mission  shall  be  opened,  no  old  Mission  abandoned,  and  no  change  made  in  the 
stipend  of  any  particular  Missionary,  without  the  Bishop's  consent. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary, and  its  meetings  shall  be  held  not  less  than  four  times  during  the  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  shall  receive,  hold  and 
pay  out  funds  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  His  accounts  shall 
be  audited  by  the  Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of  the  year's  work,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  itself  and  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  8.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a  General  Missionary  to  assist 
him  in  the  care  of  the  scattered  and  pastorless  people,  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our 
ordinary  ministrations,  and  also  in  the  supplying  of  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and 
Missions;  Provided^  However;  that  the  General  Missionary  thus  appointed  shall 
have  no  work  assigned  him,  as  General  Missionary,  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  having 
a  Priest  in  charge.  Such  General  Missionary  will  be  expected  to  report  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  concerning  his  work  in  the  Diocese,  with  special  reference 
to  the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the  subject  of  openings  for  new  work. 

Resolved^  That  Section  5,  Canon  I,  Title  III,  be  stricken  out  and  Sections  6  and  7 
be  numbered  5  and  6. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsay  presented  the  application  of  St.  Paul's 
Mission  at  Ogamaw,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  New  Parishes. 

The  reports  of  Mr.  Logan  H.  Roots,  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocesan  Fund,  the  Disabled  Clergy  Fund,  and  of  the  Fund 
for  Diocesan  Missions,  (See  Appendix  III),  were  read  by  Mr. 
P.  K.  Roots,  and  on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  Auditing  and 
Finance  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Wallace  Carnahan  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  as  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  read  the  annual  report  of  the  com- 
mittee.    (See  Appendix  II.) 

On  motion,  the  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  which  resulted  as  follows  i

from  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock : 

7>  tki  Diccesan  Council : 

At  a  meetiiig  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  held  in  the  Parish 
office  Friday,  April  7,  1893,  it  was  unanimously  resolved : 

First — ^That  we  renew  oar  solemn  protest  against  the  admission  of  negro  Delegates, 
and  their  use  in  the  Council  to  overcome  the  will  of  the  majority  of  white  Delegates, 
and  that  we  will  patiently  abide  our  time  when  our  brethren  will  open  the  way  for 
us,  so  that  we  can  consistently  send  our  Delegates  to  the  Council 

Second — That  the  Rector  be  requested  to  present  these  resolutions  to  the  Twenty- 

-first  Annual  Council,  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Helena  next  week.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Carnahan  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  : 

Resolved^  That  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  be  repealed,  and  instead  thereof  the 
following  be  adopted  as  Article  II : 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  at  such  time  and  place,  within 
the  Diocese,  as  the  next  previous  Council  shall  appoint;  and  if  any  Council  shall 
fail  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  the  next  Council,  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
shall  appoint  the  time  and  plsu:e. 

Special  Councils  may  be  called  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  by  giving  sixty  days 
notice  to  every  Parish  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  every  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  enti- 
tled to  membership  in  the  Council  thus  called. 

The  Council  shall  be  composed  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Every  white  clergyman  who  (i)  is  canonically  and  actually  resident  in  the  Diocese  . 
-(2)  is  Rector  of  a  Parish  of  the  Diocese,  or  is  doing  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese* 
under  appointment  and  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof,  and  (3)  is 
not  under  sentence  of  an  ecclesiastical  court  of  the  Church.  Provided^  however. 
That  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  a  Bishop  unless  he  has 
possessed  the  above  mentioned  qualifications  for  six  monttis  next  before  such  elec- 
tion. 

The  laity  shall  be  represented  in  Council  by  white  Delegates,  to  be  chosen  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  canon. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in]  Council,  and  in  his  absence  the 
Council  shall  elect  its  President  from  amongst  its  members. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Deputies  and 
Supplementary  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  which  re- 
sulted as  follows :

Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  read  his  report  as  Trustee  of  the  Epis- 
copate Fund,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Auditing 
and  Finance  Committee. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons: 

Resolved^  That  Canon  II,  Title  IV,  be  amended  as  follows :  Before  the  first 
paragraph  ioiert  the  words  '*  Section  i."  That  a  new  section  be  added  to  be  nam 
bered  ** Section  2,"  and  to  read  as  follows  :    '^  Hereafter  no  organized  Mission  shall 
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be  admitted  at  a  Parish  into  anion  with  this  Council  until  it  shall  have  a  church- 
building  and  can  show  positive  evidence  of  its  ability  to  contribute  at  least  $800 
per  annum  to  the  support  of  a  Rector." 

The  Secretary  having  read  a  communication  from  the  Rev. 
W.  S.  Langford^  D.  D.,  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, directing  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  change 
made  by  the  late  General  Convention  in  Article  IV  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
contained  in  Title  I,  Canon  7,  of  the  Digest,  by  which  it  is 
made  incumbent  upon  each  Diocesan  Convention  to  choose 
one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  as  members  of  the  Missionary 
Council,  the  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  such  Del- 
egates, and  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsay  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots  were 
elected. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsay  read  the  following  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons : 

To  the  Diocesan  Council : 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  has  carefully  considered  the  resolu- 
tion referred  to  it  to  repeal  Canon  IV,  Title  III,  and  substitute  the  accompanjring 

Canon,  viz.: 

CANON  IV. 

Section  i.  The  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  are,  by  their  Baptism, 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Diocesan  Council  is  the  proper 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  sit  as  a  Board  of  Missions  at  such  times  as 
the  Council  shall  itself  determine  by  its  rules  of  order,  or  by  special  vote  at  any 
time. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  Missionary  interests  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  be  cared  for  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  as  President  ex'officio,  the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  and  three 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  sitting  as  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  regulate  all  matters  of 
missionary  work  not  ordered  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese ;  Providtd^  That  all 
appointments  and  removals  of  Missionaries  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop  alone,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  that  no  new 
Mission  shall  be  opened,  no  old  Mission  abandoned,  and  no  change  made  in  the 
stipend  of  any  particular  Missionary,  without  the  Bishop's  consent. 

Sec.  5;  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  organised  by  the  election  of  a  Secretary, 
and  its  meetings  shall  be  held  not  less  than/i^air  times  during  the  year. 

Sec.  6>.    The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  shall  receive,  hold  and 
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pay  oat  funds  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Hfs  accounts  shal 
be  audited  by  the  Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 

Sbc  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of  the  year's  work,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  itself  and  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sbc.  8.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a  General  Missionary  to  assist 
him  in  the  care  of  the  scattered  and  pastorless  people  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our 
ordinary  ministrations,  and  also  the  supplying  of  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and 
Missions ;  Provided,  However,  that  the  General  Missionary  thus  appointed  shall  have 
no  work  assigned  him,  as  General  Missionary,  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  having  a 
Priest  in  charge.  Such  General  Missionary  will  be  expected  to  report  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  concerning  his  work  in  the  Diocese,  with  special  reference  to 
the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the  subject  of  openings  of  new  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  above  be  adopted. 

We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  '*  That  Section  5,  Canon  I,  Title  III,  be  stricken  out,  and  Sections  6  and 

7  numbered  5  and  6."

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the  Diocesan  Funds,  as  submitted  by  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots,  and  of  Mr.  S.  S.   Faulkner, 
Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  find  them  correct  and  carefully  kept. 

The  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy  shows  a  small  increase  in  the  inyestment  in  build- 
ing stock,  but  that  there  was  expended  in  this  cause  (outside  of  this  investment), 
one  hundrtd  dollars,  svYkWt  the  total  receipts  were  only  $37.  I3t  leaving  the  fund 
smaller  than  last  year.  The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  is  only  $64.43 
at  the  present  time. 

The  report  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  shows  the  Episcopate  Fund  to  be  in  a  very 
^encouraging  condition.  The  total  increase  for  the  past  year  was  $1557.58,  and  the 
funds  are  Well  invested,  the  natural  increase  from  the  interest  and  rents  being  over 
$1000  per  annum.  We  would  urge  that  greater  efforts  be  made  by  all  Parishes  to 
make  their  offerings  for  this  fund  as  large  as  possible  during  the  ensuing  year. 
y^t  congratulate  Mr.  Faulkner  on  the  care  and  interest  he  has  shown  in  handling 
this  fund. 

We  find  the  unpaid  assessments  due  from  different  Parishes  amount  now  to  over 
•one  thousand  dollars,  and  would  respectfully  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken 
by  this  Council  to  either  collect  or  remit  the  same.

The  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen  being  called  on,  presented  a  plan  for 
the  support  of  Diocesan  Missions,  viz.:  the  formation  of  Pa- 
rochial Missionary  Societies  to  be  composed  of  the  Baptized, 
and  having  as  their  object  the  securing  of  pledges  of  money 
for  the  support  of  the  missions  of  the  Diocese  to  be  collected 
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weekly  or  monthly  and  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer.  After  a  full  explanation  of  the  plan  and  its  method 
of  working,  Major  John  J.  Hornor  moved  that  the  Board  of 
Missions  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan  by  the  Beard  of 
Managers,  with  the  request  that  the  Board  put  it  into  immedi- 
ate operation  throughout  the  Diocese.     Adopted. 

Interesting  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx, 
the  Rev.  Herbert  Edwards  and  Major  Hornor,  in  the  interests 
of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  also  ad- 
dressed the  Board,  pointing  out  how  greatly  the  Diocese  needs 
a  General  Missionary,  and  hoped  that  the  proposed  plan  would 
be  adopted  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  that  the 
money  might  be  forthcoming  wherewith  a  General  Missionary 
might  be  appointed  and  supported. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  election  of  a  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, the  following  Clergymen  and  Laymen  were  nominated 
and  elected  for  the  ensuing  year: 

Rev.  John  Davis,  Mr.  Logan  H.  Roots, 

Rev.  C  H.  Lockwood,  Mr.  John  J.  Hornor, 

Rev.  W.  T.  Allen,  Mr.  A.  F.  Adams. 

After  prayers  by  the  Bishop,  the  Board  of  Missions,  on  mo- 
tion, adjourned,  to  meet  as  the  Diocesan  Council  Saturday 
morning  at  9  o'clock.

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  9  a.  m.  Morn- 
ing Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish.  After  service,  the  Council  was  called  to 
order,  the  Bishop  presiding,  The  roll  was  called  and  the  min- 
utes were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lockwood  offered  the  following  resolution  : 
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Riiolved^  That  this  Council  indorse  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Mitsiont  aod 
strongly  urge  upon  the  Board  of  Managers  to  put  into  immediate  operation  the  plao 
proposed  for  raising  money  for  the  support  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  first 
paragraph  the  words,  **  Provided^  That  Deacons  may  sit  in  the  Council  and  have 
voice  in  its  proceedings,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote ;  and  Provided  further^. 
That  Lay  representatives  from  Organized  Missions  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Council  and  a  voice  in  its  proceedings  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote." 

On  motion,  the  above  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Preacher 
before  the  Twenty-second  Annual  Council,  which  resulted  ia 
the  election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Potter  as  Preacher,  and  the  Rev. 
John  Davis  as  alternate. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Daggett  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted.  (See  Ap- 
pendix VI.) 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsay  made  the  following  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons : 

To  the  Diocesan  Council : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution,  to-wit : 

**  Add  to  the  first  paragraph  the  words,  '  Provided,  That  Deacons  may  sit  in  the 
Council  and  have  voice  in  its  proceedings,  but  shall  not  be  entitled   to  vote;  and 
Provided  further  f  That  Lay  Representatives  from  Organized  Missions  shall  be  en- 
titled to  seals  in  the  Council  and  a  voice  in  its  proceedings,  but  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  vote ;'  "— 

Recommend  that  this  Council  approve  the  amendment  as  proposed.

A  vote  being  taken  on  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article 
II  of  the  Constitution,  it  was  approved,  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  notify  the  Parishes. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  as  acting  Dean  of  the  Little  Rock 
Convocation,  reported  that  he  had  received  through  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Edwards  the  sum  of  seven  ($7)  dollars  for  repairs  on  St. 
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James'  Chuich,  Prescott,  and  asked  what  disposal  should  be 
made  of  it. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsay  moved  that  the  above  sum  be  for- 
warded to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  as  a  special  for  St.  James'* 
Church,  Prescott.     Adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  James  requesting  that  the  assessment  on  St. 
James'  Parish,  Eureka  Springs,  for  the  last  year,  be  remitted,, 
his  request,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen,  was  granted. 

On  motion,  Mr.  W.  G.  Whipple  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Mellette 
were  unanimously  elected  members  of  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee, to  serve  for  one  year. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Daggett  read  the  following  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means: 

To  the  Diocesan  Council: 

Owing  to  the  late  day  in  the  session,  your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  the  question  of  separating  the  assessment  for  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  the  Diocese  from  the  assessment  for  the  Episcopate  Fund,  as  sug- 
gested in  the  report  of  the  Trustee,  and  referred  to  this  committee,  be  deferred  until 

the  next  Annual  Council.  (Signed)

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  the  committee  dis- 
charged. 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  was  excused,  at  his  request^ 
from  further  attendance  at  the  Council. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  until  after  evening  service 
on  Sunday,  April  i6th.

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ing  celebrant.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  T. 
Allen,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith. 

At  8  p.m., there  was  evening  service  and  sermon, the  Bishop 
preaching, taking  for  his  subject  "The  So-called  Exclusiveness 
and  Bigotry  of  the  Episcopal  Church." 

Immediately  after  the  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order, 
the  Bishop  presiding. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Council  hereby  directs  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  after  pay- 
ing the  costs  of  printing  and  distributing  the  Journal  of  Proceedings,  to  transfer 
to  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  whatever,  if  any,  Diocesan  funds  are  re- 
maining in  his  hands,  excepting  and  reserving  only  $50  for  incidental  expenses, 
and  such  additional  amount  as  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  may  esti- 
mate will  be  required  for  paying  expenses  of  clerical  members  attending  meetings 
of  such  committee. 

Adopted. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Council,  on  motion,  after 
prayers  by  the  Bishop,  adjourned  sine  die,

APPENDIX   I. 


THE   BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity : 

I  welcome  you  to  your  seats  in  the  Twenty-first  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  am  sorry  not  to  see 
here  today  some  that  I  met  at  the  last  Council.  I  am  thankful 
that  death  has  made  no  break  in  our  ranks.  But  I  grieve  that 
various  circumstances  have  led  to  the  diminishing  of  our  cler- 
ical force.  Since  our  last  Council  the  Rev.  Joshua  Brown 
Whaling  has  resigned  his  position  as  Canon  of  Trinity  Cathe- 
dral, Little  Rock,  and  taken  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese 
of  Nebraska.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Jones  has  resigned  the  Rector- 
ate  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville,  and  taken  Letters  Dimis- 
sory to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky.  The  Rev.  J.  Taylor  Cham- 
bers has  resigned  his  temporary  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Newport,  and  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  The  Rev. 
Innes  O.  Adams,  after  thirteen  years  of  residence  and  efficient 
work  in  Arkansas,  has  resigned  the  Rectorate  of  Trinity  Church*. 
Pine  BlufT,  and  taken  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Ala- 
bama. The  Rev.  David  F.  McDonald,  D.  D.,  whose  name  has 
stood  on  our  Clergy  list  for  several  years,  though  he  was  not  re- 
siding in  this  State,  ha^  taken  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese 
of  Albany.  Thus  our  Clergy  list  has  lost  five  names,  and  the 
Diocese  four  active  workers,  during  the  year  past.  But  if  we 
have  losses  to  sadden  us,  we  have  not  been  without  gains  to 
cheer  us.  Soon  after  the  close  of  tiie  T>ventieth  Council,  the 
Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsay,  after  some  years'  absence  from  this  Dio- 
cese, wherein  he  received  priest's  orders,  and  labored  for 
awhile  with  marked  success,  has,  to  my  great  satisfaction,  re- 
turned to  us  on  Letters   Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Ken- 
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tucky,  and  is  infusing  new  life  and  vigor  into  the  Parish  of  St. 
John's,  Camden.  The  Rev.  William  T.  Allen,  bringing  Letters 
Dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  has  become  Rector 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  and  I  am  confident  that 
under  his  energetic  and  zealous  administration,  that  noble  old 
Parish,  so  full  of  good  works,  will  advance  even  beyond  the 
high  position  that  it  has  long  held.  I  am  glad  to  know  that 
the  Rector  of  St.  John's  will  work  steadily  towards  the  erection 
of  a  much  needed  and  larger  new  Church.  The  Rev.  John 
Davis  has  been  received  on  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Missouri,  and  has  become  Dean  of  Trinity  Cathedral. 
His  accession  has  given  great  satisfaction  to  all  of  the  congre- 
gation as  well  as  to  myself.  Though  he  has  been  in  his  posi- 
tion barely  a  month,  th^  Cathedral  is  exhibiting  many  signs  of 
new  life.  He  enters  on  his  labors  under  many  favorable  aus- 
pices, and  I  believe  that  under  his  Deanship  the  Cathedral  en- 
ters upon  a  new  and  most  hopeful  era.  To  all  of  these  breth- 
ren I  extend  a  most  cordial  welcome.  I  pray  God  that  the 
Parishes  yet  vacant  may  be  filled  by  workmen  as  good  and  as 
true. 

I  am  no  little  troubled  on  account  of  these  vacancies.  Trin- 
ity Church,  Van  Buren,  has  remained  without  a  pastor  for 
more  than  sixteen  months.  Efforts  have  been  made  both  by 
the  Vestry  and  by  myself  to  secure  a  Rector,  but  so  far  without 
success.  The  last  call,  made  but  a  few  weeks  since,  has  been 
declined.  I  trust  another  trial  may  be  made  at  once.  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Batesville.  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  have 
become  vacant  much  more  recently.  For  the  present  emer- 
gency I  have  advised  that  they  both  be  placed  under  one  pas- 
tor. These  fields  are  very  promising.  \W  unitinj^  their  forces, 
they  can  offer  such  a  salary  as  ought  to  secure  an  able,  devoted, 
energetic  priest,  and  I  am  confident  that  such  a  man  would, 
with  God's  blessing,  be  able  in  two  or  three  years  to  build  up 
into  strong  Parishes  both  of  these  fields,  already  >o  full  of  life 
and  so  full  of  promise.  I  am  glad  to  add  that  at  both  oi  these 
points  the  services  are  regularly  kept  up  by  lay  readers.  The 
-vacancy  at  Trinity  Church,  Pine   Bluff,  is  of  so  recent  origin 
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that  no  time  has  been  afforded  to  fill  it.     I  trust  that  this  very 
important  Parish  may  not  be  long  left  without  a  Rector. 

Besides  these  vacancies  in  well-known  Parishes,  we  have  to 
lament  the  paralyzed  condition  in  which  have  been  left  several 
points  at  which  the  Church  had  already  planted  herself,  or 
taken  many  steps  in  that  direction.  Of  these,  in  some  respects 
the  most  important  is  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Mammoth  Spring 
which  I  with  no  little  hesitancy  place  in  this  category,  for 
there  is  still  much  life  and  energy  there.  Till  lately  a  clergy- 
man had  charge  of  this  Parish  in  conjunction  with  a  neighbor- 
ing Parish  in  the  Diocese  of  Missouri.  Sometimes  the  clergy- 
oian  remained  canonically  and  actually  in  Missouri ;  sometimes 
in  Arkansas.  That  arrangement  seems  to  be  now  impractica- 
ble, and  St.  Andrew's,  too  poor  to  support  a  minister,  has  been 
for  months  without  pastoral  care.  There  is  a  Church  and  a  Rec- 
tory. With  a  few  hundred  dollars  aid  for  a  short  term  of 
years  it  might  become  a  self-supporting  Parish.  But  unless 
the  contributions  to  our  Diocesan  Missions  are  more  liberal  I 
see  no  source  from  whence  to  draw  these  few  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  eastern  and  middle  Deaneries  would  unite  their 
forces  and  place  in  the  field  a  Missionary,  who  could  have  his 
home  at  Mammoth  Spring,  and  vist  regularly  Black  Rock, 
Portia,  Hoxie,  Walnut  Ridge,  Jonesboro,  Nettleton,  Para- 
gould  and  various  other  stations  on  the  Kansas  City  &  Mem- 
phis, the  Iron  Mountain,  the  Iron  Mountain  &  Helena,  and  the 
Cotton  Belt  Railroads,  this  Parish  would  be  saved  from  dying 
out,  and  the  seeds  of  many  other  Parishes  would  be  planted. 

Till  lately  St.  James'  Church,  Prescott,  might  be  reckoned 
among  dead  Parishes,  but  the  Rev.  Palin  Saxby  has  been  re- 
cently giving  it  frequent  and  regular  visits,  and  he  reports  it 
as  now  rapidly  reviving.  At  Arkadelphia,  where  we  had  the 
shell  of  a  Church,  there  seems  to  be  utter  lifelessness.  At 
Lake  Village  there  was  completed  and  furnished  a  neat  little 
Church.  It  is  dead.  A  few  years  tince  I  tried  to  unite  Lake 
Village,  Monticello  and  Arkansas  Ciiy  (where  there  was  a 
most  promising  work  in  progress),  under    one  Missionary.     I 
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should  have  succeeded  had  it  not  been  for  officious  and  un- 
called for  intermeddling  on  the  part  of  others.  This  prevented 
concert  of  action  by  the  Churchmen  in  the  three  places,  and 
nothing  is  being  done  in  either  of  them. 

The  Church  at  Dardanelle  is  a  similar  case.  There  is  hardly 
a  Church  family  there.  But  it  can  be  revived.  It  is  hardly 
worse  ofT  now  than  it  was  when  I  began  there  with  nothing 
more  than  twenty  years  ago.  It  is  not  so  bad  off  now,  with 
ita  beautiful  little  Church.  Raise  but  a  thousand  or  twelve 
hundred  dollars  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  we  can  sustain  the 
Parishes  that  are  tottering  and  plant  new  ones  yearly. 

Meanwhile  much  can  be  done  with  the  means  already  at 
command. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsay  has  lately  broken  new  ground  in  a 
town  about  twenty  miles  from  Camden,  and  he  begins  under 
most  favorable  auspices.  I  am  informed  that  the  Rector  of  St. 
John's,  Helena,  has  started  a  mission  near  the  city,  but  of  the 
particulars  I  am  not  informed.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  will  soon 
begin  a  similar  work  a  few  miles  south  of  Fort  Smith.  The 
Rev.  Mr,  Vaulx  has  been  for  years  doing  missionary  work 
around  Fayetteville,  doing  it  regularly  and  persistently,  and 
with  good  results,  and  I  have  now  placed  the  Church  at  Wins- 
low  under  his  pastoral  care.  A  few  years  ago  Dr.  Dunlop  and 
family  moved  from  Fort  Smith  to  Winslovv,  on  the  top  of  Bos- 
ton Mountain ;  they  soon  opened  a  Sunday  school,  now  they 
have  a  small  Church,  not  finished  yet,  but  so  far  completed  that 
it  can  be  opened  for  services.  I  was  there  March  i6th  and 
17th.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Vaulx  baptized  three  adults  and  twelve 
children,  and  I  confirmed  ^ve  persons.  To  state  these  facts  is 
sufficient.  Mr.  Vaulx  planted  St.  James'  Church,  Eureka 
Springs.  The  Church  at  Nashville  and  the  Church  at  Morril- 
ton  were  planted  from  the  Cathederal.  So  far  as  human  in- 
strumentality goes  the  Parish  at  Dardanelle  was  of  my  own 
planting.  Bishop  Otey  many  years  before  had  made  the  town 
one  visit,  except  him  no  Clergyman  of  the  Church  had  ever 
officiated  there,  when  I  held  a  series  of  services,  baptized  and

confirmed  there,  and  for  several  years  I  was  its  only  Pastor.  I 
mention  these  facts,  and  many  of  like  kind  remain  unmentioned, 
to  show  what  can  be  done  with  but  little  exertion,  and  I  mention 
them,  too,  to  emphasize  the  following  declaration :  No  Parish 
should  be  without  an  outlying  mission  to  which  it  gives  its  fos^ 
tering  care. 

And  what  is  true  of  Parishes  is  equally  true  of  individual 
Churchmen.  Communicants  of  thi  Church,  however  isolated, 
should  not  remain  without  her  services.  Every  Layman  has 
his  Prayer  Book,  and  has  also  the  right  to  use  it.  If  there  is 
no  public  services  of  hers  to  attend,  let  him,  or  her  gather  as 
large  a  congregation  of  friends  as  can  be  obtained,  and  at  least 
on  Sundays,  read  the  service  for  the  day.  Let  him  or  her 
teach  others  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  invite  them  to  join 
in  the  worship.  Every  one  has  the  right  to  act  as  a  Lay 
Reader,  and  requires  no  license  from  the  Bishop  to  do  so.  In- 
stead of  waiting  and  waiting  for  the  services  of  the  Church  to 
be  brought  to  them,  let  Churchmen  everywhere  extend  her 
holy  benefits  to  others.  Let  each  communicant  become  a 
missionary  to  his  neighbors.  This  is  the  way  to  extend  the 
Church  and  spread  the  truth. 

But  we  return  to  a  consideration  of  some  favorable  signs  of 
progress.  Two  more  Churches  are  freed  from  debt  and  are 
now  awaiting  consecration  :  St.  Mark's,  at  Hope,  and  St. 
Agnes',  at  Morrilton.  A  guild  hall  is  being  completed  by  the 
Parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville.  The  Cathedral  has 
been  adorned  by  a  large  window,  a  memorial  to  Mr.  Winne, 
our  late  organist.  The  debts  on  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock  ; 
on  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  and  on  Trinity  Cathedral,  are  held 
well  in  hand  and  are  steadily  advancing  towards  liquidation. 
Doubtless  the  same  may  be  said  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena, 
but  I  speak  here  ^ot  from  direct  information,  but  from  my 
knowledge,  of  the  able  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  that 
Parish  are  conducted ;  though  it  may  be  that  the  debt  is  about 
what  it  was  last  year,  since  the  Rectory  has  been  recently  much 
enlarged.     It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  here  that 
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during  the  past  year  Mrs.  W.  E.  Moore  has  contributed  ^1500, 
and  other  parties  ^100,  and  Major  John  J.  Hornor  has  given  a 
lot  containing  a  square  acre.  These  gifts  are  preliminary  to 
the  erection  of  an  orphans'  home,  which  is  to  bear  the  name 
of  a  sainted  soul  now  in  Paradise,  and  to  be  called  the  Ophelia 
Polk  Moore  Orphanage.     I  thank  God  for  all  this. 

Most  of  our  Parishes  are  out  of  debt,  and  in  a  few  years,  I 
trust,  all  of  them  will  be. 

The  growth  of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund  is  an  item 
worthy  of  your  serious  attention.  This  matter  is  one  of  the 
utmost  importance.  I  am  now  approaching  the  close  of  my 
73d  year.  If  God  spares  my  life  a  few  years  longer,  I  cannot 
expect  to  retain  the  vigorous  health  with  which  I  have  been 
hitherto  blessed.  The  time  will  come,  and  may  come  soon, 
when  you  will  be  called  upon  to  choose  my  successor,  or  one 
to  share  my  labors.  You  must  be  preparing  for  either  of  these 
contingencies,  one  of  which  must  ere  many  years  become  a 
certainty. 

For  the  immediate  present  I  neither  complain  of  the  burden 
nor  ask  for  relief.  But  I  can  make  no  pledges  for  a  future 
either  more  remote  or  close  at  hand.  I  have  already  passed 
the  age  beyond  which  we  are  told  all  is  labor  and  sorrow.  I 
know  well  what  both  are,  yet  I  still  have  much  to  thank  God 
for,  which  is  far  from  being  sorrow.  I  am  considering  myself 
far  less  than  I  am  you  and  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese  when  I 
exhort  you  to  increase  to  the  requisite  amount  the  endowment 
of  the  Episcopate.  I  add  another  to  the  many  warnings  I 
have  given  you  on  this  subject.  Since  the  danger  of  your 
being  well-nigh  crushed  by  a  heavy  burden  becomes  yearly 
more  imminent. 

It  is  now  two  years  since,  acting  under  the  canon  relating  to 
the  matter,  I  divided  the  Diocese  into  three  Convocations. 
Owing  to  several  untoward  circumstances,  the  results  of  this 
action  have  not  been  all  that  we  hoped  for,  though,  perhaps, 
all  that  we  could  reasonably  expect.  I  am  confident  that  the 
step  then  taken  was  a  wise  one,  and  I  trust  that  its  wisdom 
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will  be  evidenced  by  abundant  fruits  in  due  time.  All  of  the 
Convocations  are  now  weak.  But  as  the  number  of  our  Clergy 
and  of  our  Parishes  becomes  larger  they  will  grow  3tronger, 
more  active  and  more  efficient.  All  missionary  work  in  Ar- 
kansas will  soon  be  conducted  under  their  auspices.  I  have 
some  plans  relative  to  this  matter  and  some  suggestions  as  to 
the  manner  of  working,  which  I  propose  to  lay  before  you  in 
a  less  formal  way.  Although  it  might  have  been  introduced 
in  an  earlier  connection,  I  must  not  omit  to  mention  a  cheering 
event,  which,  I  think,  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  outgrowth  of 
ourconvocational  system.  Very  recently  The  Very  Reverend, 
The  Dean  of  the  Helena  Convocation,  and  the  Rev.  C.  A. 
Bruce,  visited  the  thriving  Town  of  Brinkley  and  held  services 
for  several  days.  The  result  of  their  labor  was  the  formation 
of  a  very  promising  Organized  Mission,  bearing  the  name  of 
St.  Luke.  This  Mission  has  already  yielded  its  first  fruits,  for 
on  Saturday  night  last  I  confirmed  there  a  very  interesting 
class  of  seven  persons.  The  newly  organized  Parish  at  For- 
rest City  is  about  to  erect  a  church  on  the  good  foundation 
laid  on  the  24th  day  of  May  last.  The  little  band  of  earnest 
workers  there  are  worthy  not  only  of  all  praise,  but  also  of  sub- 
stantial aid  from  this  Diocese  and  from  the  Church  at  large. 

As  this  address  has  been  prepared  at  such  odd  moments  as 
I  could  snatch  during  my  travels  and  visitations,  it  cannot  be 
otherwise  than  very  imperfect.  Doubtless  I  have  omitted 
many  things  that  ought  to  find  a  place  here.  But  I  am  obliged 
to  present  it  to  you  with  all  of  its  defects.  I  have  now  time 
only  to  append  to  these  hurried  remarks  a  brief

To  this  abstract  of  my  journal,  which  I  have  made  as  brief 
as  possible,  I  add  for  the  convenience  of  reference,  a  still  more 
condensed 
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Brethren,  I  cannot  close  this  address  without  saying  that  I 
am  glad  the  work  of  revising  the  Prayer  Book  is  at  an  end. 
On  the  whole  the  Church  in  this  land  has  gained  no  little  by 
some  of  the  changes  made.  Though  I  am  sorry  that  our 
branch  of  the  Church  has  allowed  to  pass  unimproved  more 
than  one  golden  opportunity  of  making  still  further  advances 
towards  absolute  catholicity — advances  which  duty  will  com- 
pel her  sooner  or  later  to  make — I  can  yet  thank  God  that 
so  little  harm  has  been  done  and  so  much  good  has  been  ac- 
complished in  this  protracted  effort  to  enrich  our  worship  of 
Almighty  God.  I  beg  you  to  faithfully  use  the  improved 
Prayer  Book,  Had  the  revision  been  more  wisely  conducted, 
we  might  have  attained  better  results  and  in  a  shorter  time. 
But  as  it  now  stands,  we  have  one  of  the  best  Prayer  Books 
that  the  Christian  world  has  ever  seen.  The  new  hymnal,  as 
it  comes  at  last  from  the  Commission,  I  have,  as  yet,  found  no 
time  to  carefully  examine,  and  unless  it  is  much  better  than 
the  proposed  book  laid  before  the  last  General  Convention, 
it  is  no  improvement  on  what  we  already  had.  I  shall  there- 
fore continue  to  use  the  old  hymnal  for  the  ensuing  three 
years,  as  we  are  amply  authorized  to  do.  I  am  fast  coming 
to  the  conviction  that  we  had  better  follow  the  example  of  the 
Church  in  England  and  leave  the  whole  question  of  hymnody 
an  open  one.  The  evils  which  might  possibly  follow  such  a 
course  would  not,  as  some  suppose,  be  without  remedy,  for  I 
presume  to  say  that  a  man  can  be  disciplined  for  singing 
heresy  as  well  as  for  teaching  it.  If  the  General  Convention 
would  give  us  a  collection  of  hymns  as  nearly  perfect  in  all 
respects  as  they  can  be  found  or  be  made,  and  not  exceeding 
300  in  number,  and  then  allow  the  free  use  of  other  hymns,  I 
think  our  Communion  would  be  satisfied.  That  it  will  rest 
content  with  the  present  hymnal  I  neither  hope  nor  desire.  I 
am  heartily  sorry  that  the  whole  matter  was  not  left  just 
where  it  was  for  three,  six  or  nine  years  longer  rather  than 
fasten  upon  us  even  for  awhile  a  book  so  open  to  criticism  in 
many  respects  as  this,  even  on  a  cursory  examination,  seems 
to  be.     The  old  hymnals   you  have,  or  can  now  obtain  very 
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cheaply,  and  I  advise  you  to  make  no  change  till  the  close  of 
the  next  General  Convention.  But  let  every  one  follow  his 
own  judgment.     I  give  you  my,  advice  simply. 

There  are  many  other  topics  of  Diocesan,  national  and  gen- 
eral interest,  which  might  be,  perhaps,  not  unprofitably  dis- 
cussed. But  an  annual  address  to  a  Diocesan  Council  has 
properly  narrow  limits.  I  will  not,  therefore,  trespass  any 
further  on  the  time  much  needed  for  your  deliberations. 

I  pray  that  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  present  with  you  and 
guide  you  into  such  harmonious  action  as  may  be  well  pleasing 
to  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts.  Remember  that  where  the 
Spirit  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is,  there  is  liberty,  but  that  this 
liberty  is  exercised  under  the  guidance  of  love;  that  love 
which  beareth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  thinketh  no  evil,  is 
not  easily  provoked,  and  abideth  forever.  Greater  than  faith, 
greater  than  hope,  is  charity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Twenty-first  Annual  Council: 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report : 

April  30,  1892.  The  committee  met  in  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Hot  Springs,  and  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  Innes  O.  Ad- 
ams. President,  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots,  Secretary. 

August  17,  1892.  The  committee  met  in  Pine  Bluff,  and  ac- 
cepted with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots  as  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  Secretary  of  the  same. 
At  this  meeting  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Miller  was  elected  Secretary, 
and  Major  J.  J.  Hornor  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  resignation  uf  Mr. 
P.  K.  Roots.  Also,  approved  the  bond  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner, 
Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund.  The  committee  gave  consent 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  George  H.  Kinsolving,  as  As- 
sistant Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas.  Consent  was  also 
given  to  the  Diocese  of  Greg  >n  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop. 

March  16,  1893.  The  committee  met  in  the  City  of  Little 
Rock.  Consent  was  given  to  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Parish, 
Pine  Bluff,  to  mortgage  the  inside  sixty  feet  of  the  Rectory  lot, 
to  secure  loan,  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  dollars,  to  pay  in- 
debtedness of  said  Vestry.  The  Rev.  I.  O.  Adams  informed 
the  committee  that  he  was  about  to  leave  the  Diocese,  and 
tendered  his  resignation  as  President  of  the  committee,  and  as 
a  member  of  the  committee.  His  resignation  was  accepted, 
and  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood  elected  President  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

April  12,  1893.  The  committee  met  in  the  City  of  Helena, 
and  gave  its  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Frederick  R.  Graves,  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Juris- 
diction of  Shanghai,  China.  Consent  was  also  given  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  McKim  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Yeddo,  Japan.

I  earnestly  ask  your  co-operation  in  materially  increasing  the 
fund  by  a  personal  gift  now,  and  the  use  of  your  influence  with 
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Churchmen  and  friends  of  the  Diocese  in  your  Parish.  Every 
one  interested  in  the  growth  and  well-being  of  the  Church  in 
Arkansas  ought  to  be  seen,  and  the  matter  fully  explained  and 
a  contribution  solicited.  This  should  be  done  at  once,  and 
the  amount  paid  to  Treasurer  of  Parish,  or  sent  direct  to  Trus- 
tee of  said  fund,  who  will  receipt  to  you  for  same. 

Every  dollar  given  now  will  be  worth  two  five  years  hence. 
Heretofore  we  have  looked  to  a  surplus  from  the  Contingent 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  to  add  something  to  this  fund.  Last  year 
many  Parishes  failed  to  pay  their  apportionment,  so  that  the  bal- 
ance left  to  be  paid  over  to  Trustee  of  Episcopate  Fund  was  but 
$222.  This  sum  represents  the  actual  amount  contributed  dur- 
ing my  term  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  in  Ar- 
kansas. Comment  is  unnecessary.  But  I  think  the  time  has 
come  for  earnest  effort  in  this  matter,  and  we  ought  each  year 
to  try  to  raise  at  least  ^looo  to  add  to  this  fund,  and  in  a  few 
years  the  principal  will  reach  an  amount  sufficient  to  produce 
an  income  ample  for  the  support  of  the  successor  to  the  pres- 
ent Bishop.  As  matters  now  stand,  we  are  receiving  from  the 
General  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  the  full  amount  of 
our  Bishop's  salary.  Can  we  conscientiously  go  on  year  after 
year  receiving  this  aid  without  putting  forth  a  more  earnest 
effort  to  provide  for  our  own  ?  I  say  all  honor  to  the  men 
and  women  who  have  made  the  fund  what  it  is ;  but  we  ought 
not  to  rest  satisfied  until  we  have  given  to  the  Diocese  a  suffi- 
cient endowment  to  support  our  next  Bishop.  Therefore,  I  ap- 
peal to  you  to  consider  this  matter  earnestly.  Help  us  with 
your  means  and  your  support,  and  I  am  sure  the  result  will  be 
that  this  fund  will  be  raised.

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PERSONAL   REPORT  OF   THE  REV.  HERBERT 

EDWARDS. 

Helena,  April  12,  1893. 
After  having  been  received  into  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  00 
second  day  of  the  Council  at  Hot  Springs,  I  returned  to  Pres* 
cott,  and  until  the  Church  was  removed  from  its  old  site  to  a 
better,  continued  to  give  monthly  services.  I  also  went  by  re- 
quest to  take  Rocky  Comfort  and  Richmond,  and  while  there 
was  kept  by  the  floods  for  about  six  weeks  between  Little  and 
Red  River,  unable  to  get  back.  I  took  services  at  Ashdown 
and  Wilton,  points  on  the  Texarkana  &  Fort  Smith  Railroad. 
Dr.  Hamilton,  of  Richmond,  kindly  furnished  a  horse  for  some 
months,  and  after  that  Col.  A.  D.  Hawkins  found  one  for  the 
work.  In  September,  having  the  means,  I  made  a  mission 
trip,  visiting  Searcy,  Beebe,  Cabot,  Alexander  and  Benton.  I 
then  returned  to  Rocky  Comfort  and  Richmond.  Trinity  Sun- 
day I  was  a  guest  of  Rev.  Mr.  Anderson  at  Texarkana,  and 
preached  there  both  times.  He  was  much  beloved  by  my  Rocky 
Comfort  people  and  could  help  me  in  the  work  there  from  his 
knowledge  of  the  people.  It  was  thought  wise  at  Prescott  to 
discontinue  the  Church  services  until  we  could  partly  repair 
the  building.  After  removal,  and  after  the  above  mentioned 
mission  trip  to  Searcy,  etc.,  I  made  Rocky  Comfort  and  Rich- 
mond my  headquarters.  I  gave  services  on  the  fourth  Sunday, 
and  to  help  out  took  services  at  Clarksville  three  times  and 
Paris  twice  and  Bonham  once.  I  baptized  three  children  in 
Texas  related  to  our  people,  and  I  also  held  four  services  in 
the  Indian  Nation,  Choctaw,  and  baptized  six  children,  nephews 
and  nieces  of  Senator  Harris,  who  entertained  me.  I  baptized 
at  Wilton  the  child  of  Isaiah  Daniels  and  also  succeeded  in  per- 
suading Gen.  Williams  to  be  baptized,  but  as  I  was  absent  at 
Prescott  he  had  to  call  in  someone  else.  He  was  80  years  of 
age  and  died  just  after.  Had  I  had  more  means  I  could 
have  done  much  better  work.  I  have  worked  hard  and,  trust 
that  God  will  bless  these  humble  efforts  to  establish  His  King- 
doTi.

The  Council  reassembled  at  2  p.  m.,  and  was  called  to  order 
as  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Bishop  presiding. 

The  (irst  in  the  order  of  business  was  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  >yhich  was  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  as  follows : 

To  the  Twenty' Stcond  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  begs  to  make  the  following  report 
of  its  proceedings  since  its  appointment  by  the  last  Council. 

Inasmuch  aj»  many  were  absent  at  the  time  this  Board  was  created,  and  some 
clergymen  have  come  into  the  Diocese  since  its  creation  and  do  n  't  know  of  the 
method  then  adopted,  and  inasmuch  as  some  do  not  seem  to  understand  that  this 
plan  has  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and  is  therefore  binding  on  the  whole  Dio- 
•cese,  it  is  thought  best  by  the  Board  to  give  the  Canons  respeciiog  these. 

First,  as  to  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  tne  Board  of  Missions : 

Section  3,  of  Canon  IV,  is  as  follows  : 

**  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session  the  missionary  interests  of  the  Diocese  shall 
te  cared  for  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as 
President,  ex-^fficio,  the  general  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  and  three  clergymen 
and  three  laymen,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Mis- 
sions." 

Second,  as  to  the  Canon  adopting  the  present  method  of  raising  mission  funds,  we 
^opy  the  following  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  : 

**  The  following  is  the  resolution  offered  by  Major  J.  T.  Hornor,  respecting  the 
plan  presented  to  the  Council  for  the  support  of  Diocesan  Missions,  by  Rev.  W.  T. 
Allen :  *  Moved,  that  the  Board  of  Missions  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan 
■of  the  Board  of  Managers,  with  the  request  that  the  Board  put  it  into  immediate 
operation  throughout  the  Diocese.'    Carried." 

Respecting  the  indorsement  of  the  plan  by  the  Council,  the  following  resolution 
WIS  offered  by  the  Rev.  C  H.  Lock  wood  :

cese."    Adopted.

last  meeting  of  each  year  immediately  before  the  opening  of  the  ConndL  The 
and  last  meetings  to  be  held  at  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Council;  the  others  a& 
Little  Rock." 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  prepare  and  print  collectots*  books,  new-membec 
blanks,  and  a  circular  letter  explaining  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Cooncil,  an<^ 
send  them  to  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese-    This  was  done. 

The  Board  ot  Managers  appropriated  $400,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  for  the  ensuing^ 
year,  as  follows:  To  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  D.  D.,  $100;  to  Rev.  D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter^ 
D.  D.,  $100;  to  Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  $100;  to  Mammoth  Spring.  $100.  And,  al-^ 
though  this  amount  was  largely  in  excess  of  any  amount  previously  raised  by  th^ 
Diocese  for  missions,  the  Board  pledged  itself  to  see  it  paid. 

It  was  soon  discovered  that  tbough  all  necessary  books,  blanks,  etc.,  had  beets 
sent  to  the  different  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  but  few  responded,  and  many  ol 
the  places,  perhaps  a  majority,  did  not  put  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Council  intc 
operation.

Accordingly,  Very  Rev.  John  Davis  was  appointed  f 
itor  and  Mr.  A.  F.  Adams,  Business  Manager.    One  thousand,  five  hundred  cof 
were  issued  in  the  first  issue.     The  paper  has  now  reached  a  self>supporting  ba 
and  we  think  is  doing  much  good  in  the  Diocese.

»t^le  Rock,  and  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Mammoth  Spring,  were 
itliout  pastoral  oversight.

*^tocese  of  Virginia.  St.  Philip's  Church,  Little  Rock,  is  now 
^*^*riistered  to  by  the  Rev.  Isaiah  P.  Daniels,  whom  I  made  a 
*^^a.con,  on  St.  Stephen's  Day,  1893.  I  have  received  notice 
^■^^t  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  of  Missouri,  called  to  fill  the  va- 
^^ncy  at  Mammoth  Spring,  is  about  to  enter  at  once  upon  his 
^^bors.  The  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce,  who  gave  much  assistance  at 
*^^  Cathedral  and  at  St.  Philip's  during  the  summer  and  au- 
^UTxin  of  last  year,  presented  to  me  Letters  Dismissory  from 
^tie  Diocese  of  Alabama,  and  soon  after  received  from  me  Let- 
^rs  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas.  The  Rev.  Herbert 
Awards,  who  was  doing  some  missionary  work  in  this  Dio- 
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cese  last  year,  has  now  removed  beyond  the  bounds  of  Ark 
sas,  but  his  name  still  appears  on  our  Clergy  list,  as  he  has 
yet  applied  for  Letters  Dimissory.  His  present  addres 
unknown  to  me.

In  closing  this  portion  of    my  address,   my   heart  will 
allow  me  to'pass  unnoticed  the  sad  affliction  that  has  darke 
the    life  of  the  senior  Priest   of  this  Diocese,   the   Rev.  C 
Bruce.     She  who  was  many  years  his   closest   companion 
the  wife    of  his  youth  has  been  called  to  Paradise.     Selc 
does  so  saintly  a  character  leave  this  world  for  the  better  < 
She  was  a  noble  Christian  woman,  faithful   in   all  the  relati 
of  life,  beloved   by  all  who  knew  her,   and  triumphant  in 
death.     May  the   Comforter  that   proceedeth  from  the  Fal 
sustain  our  dear  brother   and    his  family  under  this   great 
reavement. 

In  looking  over  the  list  of  Diocesan  officers  which  prefa 
the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Twenty- first  Annual  Cc 
cil  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  find  two  names  which  h 
long  stood  on  that  list,  but  which  will  appear  there  no  more 
mention  them  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  stood  on  1 
list,  and  have-  stood  for  years. 

Mr.  Logan  H.  Roots,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese;  the  h 
M.  L.  Bell,  Chancellor — such  is  the  order  in  which  t 
appeared  on  our  records.  Such  is  the  order  in  which  they 
enrolled  on  the  records  of  Paradise.  They  were  both  1 
well  and  widely  known,  both  were  men  of  national  reputat 
The  places  which  they  occupied  in  the  Diocese  and  in 
State  of  Arkansas  will  be  hard  to  fill  again  as  they  filled  th 
Both  of  them  were  my  personal  friends  ;  I  knew  them 
and  I  knew,  partially  at  least,  their  great  worth.     For  ne 
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a  quarter  of  a  century  I  was  in  close  contact  with  them,  and 
I  claim  to  have  a  clearer  insight  into  their  true  characters  than 
the3^  ^^"  possibly  have  who  saw  them  but  at  a  distance,  or 
were  acquainted  with  them  only,  as  it  were,  by  hearsay, 

Col.  Roots  departed  this  life  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  May. 
1893.  H^  ^^^  been  ill  but  a  few  days, and  appeared  to  be 
slightly  better  on  the  morning  of  the  day  before.  Later  in 
the  day  he  became  suddenly  worse  and  his  mind  began  to 
wander.  At  1:20  p.  m.,  May  30,  he  expired.  On  the  first  day 
of  June  the  funeral  services  were  held  in  Trinity  Cathedral  by 
myself,  assisted  by  the  Dean.  The  thousands  that  filled  every 
sea.t:,  occupied  every  foot  of  standing  room  in  the  edifice  and 
cro^wded  around  the  door,  testified  that  the  citizens  of  Little 
Rock  were  aware  that  the  city  had  suffered  a  great  loss  and 
that  the  mortal  remains  of  no  common  man  were  on  the  way 
to  their  lasting  resting  place. 

I    shall  not   here  attempt  to  giv.e  a  biographical  sketch  of 
Col.    Roots'  career  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave.     I  wish  to 
briefly  speak  of  him  as  I  knew  him,  as  the  able  business  man, 
the  clear-headed  and  far  seeing  financier,  as  the  public-spirited 
citizen,  as  the  promoter  of  sound  aud  promising  enterprises  for 
(developing  the  natural  wealth  and  useful  industries  of  the  State, 
as  the  fosterer  of  charitable  and  benevolent  schemes,  as  the 
advocate  and   aider  of  city  and   State  improvements.     To  no 
tn^n  is  the  capital  of  Arkansas  so  much  indebted  for  her  sub- 
stantial increase  in  extent,  in  beauty  and  in  comfort,  as  she  is 
to  Col.  Logan  H.  Roots.     His  helping  hand  was  ever  held  out 
to  every  undertaking  which  looked  to  the  public  improvement 
of  the  city  that  he  loved.     To  his  generosity,   Christ   Church, 
Little  Rock,  owes  in  large   measure  the  beautiful   edifice  in 
which  they  now  worship,  and  Trinity  Cathedral  has  also  been 
*  recipient  of  his  bounties. 

But  Col.  Roots'  reputation  as  a  public  man  was  not  confined 
to  Arkansas ;  it  was  national.  When  Gen.  Harrison  was  elect- 
ed to  the  presidency  and  was  forming  his  Cabinet,  there  was 
^iiot  a  newspaper  of  any  standing,  without  regard   to  political 
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bias,  which  did  not  urge  Col.  Roots'  name  for  a  position  in  thai 
body.  No  stronger  proof  could  be  given  of  the  public  confi' 
dence  of  the  whole  Southland  in  this  man's  ability  and  integ 
rity  of  character. 

The  Masonic  bodies,  which,  next  to  the  Church  of  God,  an 
probably  the  staun chest  advocates  and  the  strongest  promot 
ers  of  morality  and  a  high  sense  of  honor,  testified  to  the  satm 
thing  by  electing  him  to  the  most  exalted  positions  known  tc 
the  Order. 

So  much  for  the  public  life  of  our  friend  and  brother  mus 
suffice  for  this  occasion,  though  much  more  could  be  said. 

We  turn  now  to  that  life  less  known  to  the  world  at  large 
and,  after  my  long  acquaintance  with  him,  I  here  avow  that  i 
is  my  firm  conviction,  that  few  gentlemen  of  Col.  Roots'  posi 
tion  and  wealth  will  present  at  the  day  of  judgment  the  recon 
of  a  private  life  as  spotless  as  his  was.  His  mind  was  a  finely 
balanced  one.  He  had  great  power  of  self-control.  I  neve 
witnessed  in  him  any  of  those  outbursts  of  temper  or  manifes 
tations  of  impatience  which  many  good  men  are  at  times  liabl 
to.  He  was  always  the  courteous  gentleman.  Every  true  gen 
tleman  feels  it  a  degradation  to  defend  himself  against  aspei 
sions  of  his  character.  He  will  be  silent  where,  the  guilty  ma 
will  be  loud-mouthed  in  his  protestations  of  innocence.  Eve 
in  those  ruder  ages,  when  the  slightest  insult  from  an  equs 
was  likely  to  be  wiped  out  with  blood  in  the  deadly  duello, 
man  of  knightly  rank  and  soul  would  pass  serenely  along,  a 
regardless  of  the  villifying  hooting  of  the  mob  as  he  was  c 
the  cur  barking  at  his  heels.  In  such  a  case.  Col.  Roots'  silenc 
was  prompted  by  a  sense  of  his  own  dignity,  his  own  rectitude 
and  his  honorable  pride.  When  pelted  with  mud  he  could  nc 
soil  his  hands  by  throwing  mud  in  return.  Every  gentlema 
can  understand  his  action  and  sympathize  with  his  feelings- 
whether  baser  minds  do  or  not  matters  very  little. 

Col.  Roots  was  a  man  of  strong  and  honest  political  opii 
ions.  That  he  was  thoroughly  honest  in  these  opinions  is  ver 
obvious,  from   the   fact  that  he  adhered  to  them  consistcDtl) 
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when  it  would  have  been,  so  far  as  we  pan  judge,  more  to  his 
worldly  advantage  to  change  them  and  bring  himself  into 
greater  harmony  with  his  surroundings.  For  the  attempts  to 
depreciate  him  sprang  from  two  sources,  generally  speaking ; 
from  political  antagonisms,  and  from  envy  at  his  success.  The 
former  he  might  have  closed  at  once,  had  he  been  less  stead- 
fast in  his  principles. 

But  let  me  say  here,  that  however  acrid  and  venomous  the 
assaults  made  on  him,  he  bore  them  as  a  devout  Christian,  and 
trusted  his  vindication  to  God.  I  never  heard  a  bitter  word  or 
unkind  remark  from  his  mouth  against  his  worst  enemies.  I 
am  glad  to  add,  that  however  much  these  unjust  assaults  may 
have  saddened  his  life,  they  really  did  him  no  social  harm. 
Never  was  his  reputation  higher  or  his  influence  greater  than 
at  the  date  of  his  death. 

He  died  at  peace  with  God  and  at  peace  with  the  world.     I 

pray  God  that  the   Holy  Spirit  may  so  change  the  hearts  of 

his  vilifiers  that  they  may  at  last  stand  before  their  Maker  with 

as  true  a  heart,  as  clean  hands,  and  as  good  a  conscience,  as  I 

believe  Logan   H.   Roots  now  does.     And  I  pray  this  for  all, 

the  malicious  as  well  as  the  misguided. 

Of  Col.  M.  L.  Bell  I  shall  say  less,  not  because  there  is  less 
to  be  said,  but  because  there  is  less  need  of  saying  it  on  this 
oocasion. 

Thursday  night,  September  21,  1893,  at  10:30  o'clock,  I  re*- 

c^ivcd  a  telephone  message  from  Pine  Bluff,  saying  Col.  Bell 

s  very  ill,  and  asking  me  to  hasten  to  him  by  the  next  train. 

:  8:50  a.  m.  Friday  I  took  the  Valley  Route  train,  and  arrived 

Col.  Bell's  residence  about   1 1   o'clock  a.  m.     The  Colonel 

s  very  low,  but  he  recognized  me,  and  on  inquiring  whether 

would  like  to  receive  the   Holy  Communion,  he  replied  : 

cs,  whenever  the  Bishop  is  ready."     At  i  p.  m.  I  adminis- 

^^  ■'ed  to  him  that  blessed  sacrament.    The  reception  of  the  Holy 

^^>mmunion  was  almost  the  last  conscious   act  of  his   earthly 

*^^.    Soon  after  that  his  mind  began  to  wander,  and  he  con  • 

^^v^ued  in  this  state  during  the  remainder  of  the  day  and  through 
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the  succeeding  night,  <juring  which  time  I  was  with  him.  At 
five  minutes  past  8  o'clock,  on  Saturday  morning,  September 
23,  1893,  I  said  over  him  the  commendatory  prayer  as  his  soul 
departed  for  a  better  world.  On  Sunday,  September  24,  at 
4:30  p.  m.,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  David  L.  Trimble,  I  officiated 
at  the  funeral,  which  was  from  Trinity  Church,  of  which  Church 
he  was  largely  the  founder  and  earnest  supporter  for  twenty- 
four  years;  and  just  as  the  sun  sank  below  the  western  horizon, 
I  committed  to  its  last  earthly  resting  place,  dust  to  dust,  ashes  to 
ashes,  the  mortal  body  of  Marcus  L.  Bell,  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas.  As  the  grave  closed  over  his  mortal  re- 
mains, a  deep  sorrow  fell  upon  the  hearts  of  the  large  assembly 
that  had  crowded  and  more  than  filled  the  Church,  and  sadly 
followed  the  hearse  to  the  cemetery.  All  felt  that  the  City  of 
Pine  Bluif  had  lost  its  grandest  and  most  prominent  citizen,  the 
State  of  Arkansas  one  of  her  noblest  sons,  Trinity  Church  one 
of  the  most  devout,  consistent,  earnest  and  liberal  handed  of  her 
members,  and  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  one  of  her  wisest  and 
ablest  counselors ;  and  I  felt,  as  doubtless  did  many  others, 
that  I  was  bereaved  of  one  of  the  truest  and  most  trusty  friends 
I  have  ever  had. 

For  nearly  twenty-four  years  Col.  Bell's  home  has  been  like 
a  second  home  to  me.  Its  doors  were  ever  open  to  me  and  a 
cordial  welcome  ready  to  greet  me.  I  knew  him  in  his  family 
as  one  of  the  wisest,  most  considerate,  tenderest  and  most  de- 
voted of  husbands  and  fathers.  Those  who  did  not  know  him 
in  his  home  relations  failed  to  see  one  of  the  finest  obases  of 
his  true  manliness.  Of  all  the  men  I  have  known,  I  recall 
none  who  excelled  Col.  Bell  in  physical,  mental,  social,  moral 
and  aesthetic  composition.  There  was  no  trace  of  pettiness 
about  him.  He  was  great  every  way.  His  mind  was  poised 
to  a  nicety.  As  a  lawyer,  he  was  well  read  in  his  profession  and 
an  eloquent  advocate;  as  a  citizen,  he  was  public-spirited 
and  unselfish ;  as  a  Churchman,  he  was  well-informed,  devout, 
catholic  and  tolerant ;  as  a  debater,  he  was  the  fairest  oppo- 
nent, and  the  most  dispassionate  arguer  I  ever  listened  to;  as 
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a  gentleman,  he  was  courteous,  cheerful,  forbearing,  patient. 
He  was  as  frank  as  the  noonday  ;  no  low  cunning  lurked  in  his 
soul.  He  was  one  of  God's  noblemen,  faithful  and  true  in 
every  relation  of  life.  The  name  of  M.  L.  Bell  will  live  long 
4n  Arkansas  and  be  the  synonym  of  all  that  is  manly  and  true. 
While  we  miss  his  presence  and  lament  his  loss,  we  hold  his 
memory  in  pious  remembrance. 

From  the  reminiscences  of  our  honored  dead,  we,  as  living 
and  responsible  actors,  come  back  to  the  consideration  of  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  this  world. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  sold  the  Church  lot  in  the  Town 
of  Arkadelphia.  More  than  twenty  years  ago  we  purchased  a 
lot  in  that  town  and  erected  the  shell  of  a  Church  upon  it.  The 
mission  was  a  promising  one,  but  the  most  active  members 
removed  from  the  place  and  from  the  State.  The  building 
went  to  decay.  The  few  members  left,  discouraged  or  in- 
different, gave  no  attention  to  it,  and  seemed  to  take  no  interest 
in  it.  The  building  became  desecrated  and  no  one  interfered 
to  prevent  it.  At  last  it  was  illegally  taxed  and  sold  for  taxes. 
It  was  subsequently  redeemed  at  my  expense,  no  one  being 
willing  to  spend  a  few  dollars  for  that  purpose.  Then,  the 
Parish  having  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  property  vesting  in  me 
in  trust,  I  resolved  to  sell  it,  and  I  did  so,  for  the  sum  of  J500, 
and  this  money  I  took  and  freed  St.  Philip's  Church,  Little 
Rock,  from  mortgage.  You  will  ask  by  what  right  I  made 
this  disposition  of  the  funds  ?  I  answer.  More  than  twenty 
years  ago  I  loaned  to  that  congregation  $250  from  a  fund  at  my 
disposal  for  aiding  Church  building  in  Arkansas.  This  money 
was  to  be  returned  in  regular  installments,  in  order  to  be  used 
again  for  a  like  purpose.  The  original  fund  was  J500.  I 
loaned  one-half  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville.  That  was 
duly  paid  back,  and  I  gave  it  towards  the  building  of  the 
Church  at  Dardanelle.  From  Arkadelphia,  where  the  other 
{250  had  been  placed,  nothing  was  returned,  yet  with  accumu- 
lated interest  at  legal  rates,  the  same  was  quadrupled.  I  there- 
fore deemed  it  right  to  bestow  the  money  obtained  from  the 
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sale  of  the  lot  as  I  did.  St.  Philip's  Church  and  small  Rectory 
is  now  free  from  debt  and  has  been  legally  transferred  by  my- 
self, as  trustee,  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  aud  Vestry  of  that 
Parish ;  and  the  Parish  once  at  Arkadelphia  is  extinct  and 
without  property,  and  will  no  jnrjrer  appear  on  our  list.  This 
is  a  full  explanation  of  the  transaction  in  this  case ;  an  expla- 
nation which  I  make- for  your  information,  not  asking  for  your 
approval,  as  the  matter  wp<?  one  entirely  under  my  own  control. 

From  the  dead  we  turn  once  more  to  the  living;  from  an 
extinct  Parish  to  the  improvements  made  in  the  active  ones. 
Though  spiritual  advancement  is  more  important  than  material 
and  financial  increase,  yet  the  true  order  in  nature  and  in  grace 
is  ever,  first  the  natural,  then  the  spiritual. 

First,  I  announce  that  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  is  now 
out  of  debt.  For  this  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  noble  gener- 
osity of  Col.  Logan  H.  Roots,  who  has  relieved  from  this  Dio- 
cesan Church  the  last  mortgage  resting  on  it.  I  return  my 
personal  thanks,  as  I  hardly  expected  to  be  relieved  of  my 
long  anxiety  so  soon.  A  small  debf  still  rests  upon  the  Dean- 
ery, but  this  is  already  provided  for,  and  is  being  gradually 
extinguished  by  monthly  payments  into  a  building  association. 
The  debt  on  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  has  been  much  reduced 
during  the  past  year.  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  is  freed 
from  all  encumbrances  and  is  ready  for  consecration.  The 
Guild  Hall,  attached  to  and  greatly  improving  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Fayetteville,  is  completed  and  paid  for. 

St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  has,  through  the  generosity  of 
Mrs.  Naomi  Hays  Moore,  established  a  Church  Home  for 
Girls,  **  the  Ophelia  Polk  Moore  Home."  It  bears  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Moore's  much-lamented  daughter.  It  is  now  in  successful 
operation,  and  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  is  nobly  sustaining  and 
carrying  on  the  work.  But  scarcely  had  the  bereaved  mother 
completed  this  memorial  of  her  lovely  and  much-loved  daugh- 
ter, than  she  was  called  away  from  her  lonely  and  sorrow- 
stricken  life  to  the  rest  and  joys  of  the  better  world,  and  after 
blessing  the  world,  during  her  pilgrimage  here,  she  left  a  bless- 
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ing  behind  her  as  she  departed.  She  left  by  will  to  the  Parish 
of  St.  John's  one-third  of  her  estate.  This  munificent  gift  in- 
sures the  new  and  larger  Church,  so  much  needed  by  this  act- 
ive and  flourishing  Parish. 

The  Church  at  Forrest  City,  of  which  the  foundation  was 
laid  last  year,  is  now  in  the  process  of  erection,  and  in  the 
course  of  a  few  months  will  be  so  near  to  completion  as  to  be 
available  for  services.  The  little  band  of  Churchmen  there 
have  worked  heroically  to  secure  a  house  of  worship,  and  God 
is  blessing  their  efforts. 

Even  these  external  improvements  are  proofs  of  increasing 
spiritual  vitality  in  the  Diocese.     But  more  direct  evidence  of 
this  is  shown   in   the  greater   number   of  services  held,  and 
specially   in    the   more    frequent    celebrations    of    the    Holy 
Eucharist.     I  think  the  observation   of  Lent  has  been  better, 
and  the  attendance  on  the  Lenten  services  larger  than   ever 
before,  and  that  the  good  work  done  has  been,  by  God's  bless- 
ing, productive  of  fruit,  is  manifested  in  the  fact  that  the  num- 
ber confirmed  is  sixty- four  more  than  it  was  last  year. 
As  we  consider  these  factn  we  have  great  reason  to  hope  for 
tfte  future.     But  to  my  mind  the  most  encouraging   feature  in 
the  past  year's  work   is  the  successful  operation  of  the  scheme 
for  extending  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.     The  formation  of  a 
Sc>a.rd  of  Missions   and   the  declaration  that  every  member  of 
^he      church  is  to  be  regarded,  from  the  very  fact  of  his  or  her 
^^^  T^bership  in  the  body  of  Christ,  as  a  member  of  the  missionary 
nization.  has  proved  to  be  the  beginning  of  a  new  era.     I 
truly  say  that  the  plan  adopted   has  succeeded.     But  the 
^^^ciess  would   have   been   far   greater  had   every  Parish  and 
^^*5^sionary  station  carried   out   in   detail   the   plan  adopted  by 
^■^^    Council.     My  dear  brethren,  the  Church  in  Arkansas  may 
€ro\^  stronger  by  the   strengthening  of  the  Parishes  already 
^sta.blished,  but  the  hope  of  spreading  the  Church  here  is  based 
^^    the  hoped-for  growth   of  our  missionary  society.     Every 
rarish  should  co-operate  in  this  work.     I  see  nothing  of  greater 
importance   in  the  immediate   future   than   this.     Everything, 
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humanly  speaking,  depends  on  our  pressing  forward  with  all 
our  energy  in  our  missionary  enterprises. 

That  you  may  partly  know  how  I  have  been  employed  since 
we  last  met  in  Council,  I  here  append,  according  to  general 
custom,  an  outline  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  year.

I  have  now  completed  my  hasty  review  of  the  past  year,  and 
given  glances  at  our  present  condition  and  glimpses  of  our 
probable  future.  It  remains  now  only  for  me  to  call  your 
attention  anew  to  a  matter  of  great  importance.  I  refer  to  our 
Episcopate  Fund.  Were  the  financial  condition  of  the  coun- 
try more  propitious,  I  should  urge  you  to  take  steps  at  once  to 
increase  the  fund,  till  the  income  from  it  becomes  sufficient  to 
support  an  Assistant  Bishop,  if  I  am  wholly  or  in  large  degree 
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finable  to  perform  the  duties  of  my  office,  or,  a  successor,  as 
Diocesan,  in  case  I  am  called  away.  One  or  the  other  of  these 
conting^encies  must  arise  soon,  and  you  must  be  prepared  to 
tneet  what  is  not  far  before  you.  To  me,  personally,  this  pro- 
posed  provision  for  the  Episcopate  matters  nothing ;  hence  I 
<:an  speak  the  more  freely  concerning  it.  Be  wise,  and  do  not 
throw  suddenly  upon  this  growing  and  yet  weak  Diocese  the 
burden  of  a  heavy  assessment.  Few  of  the  Parishes  are  yet 
^ble  to  bear  it.  It  may  be  unwise  to  make  a  great  effort  in 
this  direction  just  now.  But  the  favorable  moment  for  decisive 
action  may  appear  at  any  time.  The  feeble  efforts  at  financial 
recuperation  may  soon. become  strong.  In  order  to  avail  your- 
selves of  the  occasion,  when  it  comes,  it  may  be  w€ll  to  give 
this  matter  into  the  hands  of  a  committee  elected  by  yourselves, 
ivith  power  to  act  should  it  become  necessary  or  prudent  so  to 
do.  It  may  be  too  late,  if  you  wait  till  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Council.  With  this  suggestion  I  close  this  long  and  hur- 
riedly written  address. 

I  pray  God  that  you  may  be  guided   in  all  your  doings  by 
the  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  to  report  on  that  por- 
tion of  the  Bishop's  Address  officially  announcing  the  death  of  this 
eminent   layman   made  the  following  report: 

By  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Marcus  L.  Bkll,  for  so  many  years 

identified  with  the  work  of  this  Council,  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  loses 

one  of  its  most  eminent  laymen,  an  efficient  officer  and  zealous  promoter 

of  its  interests  and  welfare.    It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  it  was  charac* 

teristic  of  Col.  Bell  that  amid  the  avocations  of  life  the  Church  to 

« 

him  was  never  secondary,  but  always  first  and  above  all  else,  and  there- 
fore every  duty  imposed  on  him  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  was  dis- 
charged with  conscientious  faithfulness  even  to  the  sacrifice  of  his  time 
and  means.  In  the  deliberations  of  the  Council  he  was  a  wise  counsellor 
and  adviser,  his  charm  of  manner  winning  for  his  words  a  ready  and 
respectful  hearing.  So  useful  and  efficient  a  son  of  the  Church  is  sadly 
missed  in  our  work  now,  and  we  therefore  record  our  deep  sense  of  loss 
in  this  going  out  from  us  of  our  dear  brother  and  co- laborer,  and  offer 
the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  inasmnch  as  this  Council  has  heard  with  great 
sorrow  and  regret  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  our  beloved  brother, 
and  while  we  deplore  his  departure  from  us,  we  take  comfort  in  the 
thought  that  he  has  gone  before,  "in  the  Communion  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  in  the  confidence  of  a  certain  faith,  in  the  comfort  of  a  reason- 
able, religious  and  holy  hope." 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  minute  and  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  with  the  assurance  of  our  sympathy  and 
prayers.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 

THE  CHURCH. 

To  the  Diocesan  Council: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

It  is  with  deep  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  we 
are  able. to  report  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  as,  in  many  respects,  better  than  it  has  ever  been 
before.  There  has  been  a  quickening  and  strengthening  of 
her  spiritual  pulse,  an  enlargement  of  her  influence,  and  a 
greater  activity  among  her  Clergy  along  all  lines  than  formerly, 
as  evidenced  by  a  greater  missionary  zeal,  more  frequent  cele- 
brations of  the  Holy  Communion,  more  Sermons  preached, 
more  Services  held,  more  Confirmations  and  larger  contribu- 
tions to  the  missionary  cause  than  ever  before.  And  all  this  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  year  has  witnessed  the  culmination 
of  the  most  stupendous  and  far-reaching  financial  stringency 
that  this  county  has  ever  undergone,  paralyzing  industries  and 
enterprises  by  disturbing  the  relations  of  labor  and  capital  to 
an  'jxtent  never  known  in  the  history  of  America. 

Your  committee  note  with  special  pleasure,  as  a   reason  for 
great  encouragement,    the   large    proportion    of  places  which 

have  put  into  successful  operation  the  Missionary  Plan  adopted 

* 

by  the  last  Council.  We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  although 
the  system  did  not  get  under  headway  till  nearly  half  the  year 
was  gone,  and  was  new  and  untried  to  both  Clergy  and  Laity, 
and  although  some  places  have  not  yet  put  the  plan  into  opera- 
tion, more  than  six  times  as  much  money  was  raised  under 
this  plan  during  the  past  year,  than  under  the  old  system  last 
year,  or  in  any  preceding  years,  as  far  as  the  committee  are 
informed.  We  think  the  system  has  demonstrated  its  practica- 
bility, and  we  believe  that,  what  with  better  acquaintance  with 
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d  more  general  adoption  of  the  plan,  the  deepened  interest 
missions  which  it  has  awakened  in  the  Clergy  and  in  the 
ity,  not  only  in  adults,  but  in  the  little  children,  teaching 
:m  to  give  as  an  act  of  worship,  teaching  them  to  give  to 
jects  from  which  they  expect  to  gain  no  immediate  benefit, 
shall  not  only  see  a  larger  amount  of  money  raised  for 
ssions  the  coming  year,  but  the  spirituality  of  the  Diocese 
sed  to  a  higher  tone;  and  we  call  the  attention  of  the 
ocese  especially  to  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which 
rtains  to  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions  as  worthy  of 
Mctical  realisation. 

We  note,  also,  with  gratitude  to  God,  that  our  Clergy  list 
s  been  increased  by  the  advent  of  three  or  four  earnest  and 
cient  ministers,  filling  some  of  the  most  important  places 
the  Diocese,  which  have  long  been  vacant. 
3ut  your  committee  regrets  to  report  two  or  three  features 
the  state  of  the  Church  that  sadly  need  amendment. 
The  first  is  the  poor  attendance  of  Delegates  at  the  present 
uncil,  due,  in  part,  no  doubt,  to  their  Parishes  not  having 
d  their  Diocesan  assessment.  This  latter  fact  is  probably 
^  to  two  causes.  First,  excessive  assessment ;  second,  the 
i^ncial  stringency  already  alluded  to.  The  first  it  is  in  our 
ver  partially  to  remedy.  And,  therefore,  we  respectfully 
CDmmend  that  the  assessments  be  made  upon  a*  basis  not 
:  ceding  fifty  cents  per  communicant. 

^e  note,  with  regret,  also,  that  there  are  only  fifteen  pa- 
liial  reports  this  year,  as  against  sixteen  last  year  and  thir- 
tliree  year  before. 

t^here  is  a  discrepancy  in  the  reports  from  some  of  the  Par- 
^s.  For  instance,  one  Parish  reports  only  231  communi- 
"^ts  this  year,  as  against  267  last  year,  and  that  notwith- 
^ding  the  gain  has  been  greater  than  the  loss.  Another 
^^ish  presents  the  same  discrepancy.  The  committee  are  in- 
^nicd  that  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  reports  were  made 
y  new  incumbents  last  year,  upon  the  supposition  that,  though 
™cy  had  not  been  able  to  find  all  the  communicants  reported 
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by  their  predecessors,  they  took  it  for  granted  that  they  were 
still  there,  and  so  reported  them.  But  careful  investigration 
has  developed  the  fact  that  they  were  not ;  and  the  reports  this 
year  are,  perhaps,  more  accurate  than  last  year  in  these  in- 
stances. This  discrepancy  leads  your  committee  to  suggest 
the  necessity  of  rigidly  adhering  to  the  Church  law  concern- 
ing transfer  of  communicants,  upon  removal,  as  they  come  and 
go  without  the  knowledge  of  the  minister. 

But  in  all  other  respects,  we  think  there  is  much  to  en- 
courage us.  and  for  which  we  ought  to  be  deeply  grateful. 

Your  committee  feel  that  they  cannot  close  this  report  with- 
out expressing  their  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  that,  in  His 
infinite  wisdom  and  mercy.  He  has  spared  our  beloved  Dio- 
cesan through  the  unremitting,  untiring  and  ever-increasing 
labors  which  he  has  undergone  during  the  past  year ;  and  we 
pray  God  he  may  yet  be^  spared  many  years  to  go  in  and  out 
among  us,  to  cheer,  strengthen  and  guide  us  with  his  apostolic 
offices  and  words  of  wisdom.

PREAMBLE.

ARTICLE  L 


0/  the  Clergy  and  Laity. 

"Inhere  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy  :* 

l^irst — ^The  Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of  the 

^^i«iistry,  presides  over  the  Church  by  Apostolic  Authority, 

*^^  has  the  sole  right  to  ordain,  to  confirm,  and  to  pronounce

.  Third — The  Deacons,  who  having  received  limited  office  in 
the  general  Ministry,  serve  i.i  the  same  where  they  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop.  They  are  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
Bishop,  cannot  take  the  Rectorship  of*  a  Church,  and  must  be 
under  the  care  and  supervision  of  some  priest,  who  shall  direct 
then  in  their  work. 

The  Laity  are  divided  and  organized,  according  to  local 
convenience,  into  Parishes  or  Congregations.  They  commit 
the  general  management  of  their  parochial  business  to  a  por- 
tion of  their  own  number,  annually  elected,  and  called  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen.  To  these  belong  the  administration  of  all  the 
secular  concerns  of  their  particular  Parish ;  but  they  have  no 
part  in  the  spiritual  government  of  the  Church,  which  belongs 
to  the  Clergy  alone. 

ARTICLE  IL 

Of  the  Council. 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  deter- 
mine ;  and,  in  case  of  its  failure  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  ap- 
point the  time  and  place.  In  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall 
preside  by  virtue  of  his  office.  The  Clergy  shall  sit  by  right 
of  their  order,  and  the  Laity  shall  be  represented  by  Delegates 
chosen  for  that  purpose  by  the  Vestry  of  each  Congregation 

The  Chancellor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  with  privilege  of  de 
bate  but  shall  have  no  vote,  by  reason  of  their  offices. 

Special  Councils  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  o 
a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee 
when  some  urgent  necessity  may  require  the  action  of  th< 
whole  Church. 

Without  the  concurrence  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  nc 
rule  or  law  of  the  Church  can  be  adopted,  changed  or  don< 
away.

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ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Congregations. 

JK\\  Congregations  and  Parishes  represented  in  the  Primary 
Convention,  shall  be  deemed  duly  organized;  and  thereafter, 
the  organization  of  all  Parishes  shall  be  in  the  form  provided 
^y  the  Canon,  and  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Council.  And  no 
Pa.rish  shall  have  an  or^^anic  existence,  or  corporate  life  in  this 
Church,  unless  acknowledged  by  the  Council  and  approved  by 
^^•^  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Support  and  Advancement  of  the  Church, 

All  Christian  men  are  bound  to  bear  their  just  share  of  the 
wardens  which  duty  imposes. 

The  Council,  by  Canon  and  resolution,  may  establish  special 
'"i*nds: 

Jf*irst — For  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 
Second — For  the  support  of  Missionaries. 
'Third — For  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen. 
J^ourth — For  Church  building. 

J*ifth — For  education  of  men  for  the  Ministry;  and  take  all 
other  measures   necessary   for  the  advancement   of   Christ's 
Kingdom :    Provided,  That   this  article  does  not   imply  any 
power  to  make  any  assessment  except  for  the   necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese,  *"  which  shall    include  all  current  ex- 
penses and  proper  provision  for  the  Episcopate  Fund." 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  Administration  of  fustice. 

The  Clergy,  Priests  and  Deacons,  may  be  tried  by  an 
Ecclesiastical  Court,  composed  of  Presbyters  chosen  for  that 
purpose.  But  there  shall  be  no  such  trial  except  on  due  pre- 
sentment, and  according  to  the  Canon  for  the  trial  of  Clergy-

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Tenure  of  Church  Property, 

The  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry,  or  other  persons  in 
whose  names  the  property  of  any  Church  or  Parish  may  be 
vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other  means,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  under  their 
hands  given,  grant,  alienate  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  i.mds, 
messuages,  or  hereditaments  in  them  vested  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  Churchy  nor  charge,  nor  encumber  the  S'lme  to 
any  person  whatever. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Amending  the  Constitution, 

A  proposal  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  laid  before 
the  Council  in  writing,  and,  if  approved,  shall  lie  over  until  the 
next  annual  Council,  and  in  the  meantime,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  Parishes ;  and  then,  if  it  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and 
by  two  thirds  of  the  Clergy,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Laity 
present,  voting  by  orders,  the  proposed  amendment  shall  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Constitution.

TITLE  I. 


OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

CANON  I. 

OF   THE    COUN'CIL. 

Section   i.     The  Members  of  the  Council  shall  consist  of 
the   Clergy  and  Laity  of  the   Diocese  having  the   following 
qualifications :     Every  Clergyman  having  been  admitted  can- 
oDically  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Council ;  but  no  Clergyman  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  unless  he  shall  have  been  canonically 
and  actually  a  resident  of  the  Diocese  for  six  months.     Every 
Parish  regularly  organized  as    required   by  the  Constitution 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  three  Delegates  to  the  Council,  and 
every  duly  organized  Mission  Station  shall  be  entitled  to  send 
one  Delegate  ;  Provided  always^  That  such  Delegates  shall  be 
communicants  of  the  Protestant   Episcopal  Church,  and  that 
no  person    under   ecclesiastical   censure  or  process,  whether 
Clergyman  or  Layman,  shall  be  allowed  a  seat  in  the  Council. 
Sec  2.     The    first    standing  committee  appointed   by  the 
Bishop,  after  the   Council  has  been   duly  organized,  and  the 
last  to  make  a  report,  shall  be   a  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  consisting  of  one  Priest  and  two  Laymen,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  the  condition  of  each  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion, and  to  make   an  equitable  assessment  upon  them,  to  be 
applied  to  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  include  all 
current   expenses    and    proper    provision    for  the  Episcopate 
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Fund.*  The  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesa 
Council  shall,  as  a  necessary  part  of  their  credentials,  presei 
to  the  Council  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  < 
other  satisfactory  evidence,  showing  the  payment  of  this  asses 
ment  and  that  their  Parish  is  not  in  arrears  en  any  prior  aeses 
medt.f  Provided^  That  the  Council  when  formally  organize 
may,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  excuse  any  delinquei 
Parish  or  Mission  from  the  payment  of  any  portion  or  all  \ 
this  assessment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall,  ordinarily,  deliberate  and  vot 
without  any  distinction  of  orders ;  but  any  member  may  ca 
for  a  division  upon  any  question,  and  if  this  call  is  sustaine 
by  two  other  members,  then  the  question  shall  be  put  first  t 
the  Clergy  and  next  to  the  Laity,  who  shall  vote  by  Parishes 
and  in  such  a  case  a  majority  of  b'  th  orders  shall  be  necei 
sary  to  constitute  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  presides  in  Council  by  virtue  of  h 
office,  and  has  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  upon  every  sul 
ject  that  may  come  btrfore  the  Council.  In  the  absence  of  th 
Bi>hop,  the  Council  shall  elect  a  Chairman  from  the  Clerg 
present.  At  each  Council  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  b 
elected  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the  whole  body. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  Council  sha 
always  vote  by  orders,  in  this  wise  :  The  Clergy  shall  make 
nomination  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  Lay  Delegates,  votin 
by  Parishes,  shall  concur  by  ballot,  in  order  to  constitute  a 
election. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  great  necessity  shall  arise,  the  Bisho] 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Con 
mittee,  may  call  a  special  Council.  In  such  case,  four  week 
notice  shall  be  given  to  every  Clergyman  and  to  one  of  tl 
Wardens  in  every   Parish  in  the   Diocese,  stating   the   tim

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pla.ce  and  objects  of  the  special  Council;  and  no  other  matters 
shsLll  be  proposed  or  acted  upon  than  those  specified  in  the 
<ra.ll  of  said  special  Council. 

CANON    II. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

Section  i.     The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  keep  in  a 
fit   book,  full  and  exact  records  of  all  of  its  acts,  and  shall  pre- 
serve all  papers,  documents,  memorials,  etc.,  belonging  to  the 
same,  duly  indorsed  and  filed  in  such  way  that  they  may  be 
easily  consulted  whenever  recourse  to  them  may  be  necessary. 
He  shall  also  prepare,  under  the  direction,  of  the  Bishop,  at 
least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  list  of  all 
the    Ministers  canonically  resident  in  the   Diocese,  annexing 
their  respective  stations,  distinguishing  Priests  from  Deacons, 
but  not  inserting  the  name  of  any  Clergyman  who  is  suspended 
from  the  Ministry.     The  list  thus  prepared  shall  be  laid  before 
the   Council    immediately  after   it  shall  be    called  to  order, 
and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  shall  be  called  there- 
from.    Nevertheless,  the   Council  has  power  immediately  to 
order  the  correction  of  any  errors  or  omissions. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  General 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  other  funds  the  Council  may 
commit  to  his  care,  and  shall  keep  a  strict  account  of  the  same 
in  a  fit  book,  with  a  distinct  place  therein  for  all  proper  en- 
tries. He  shall  keep  a  regular  account  with  all  funds  and  with 
all  persons  and  Parishes  concerned,  and  shall  annually  exhibit 
a  balance  sheet  to  the  Auditing  Committee.  He  shall  indorse 
and  file  away  all  warrants,  orders  or  other  papers  belonging  to 
his  department,  and  shall  have  his  accounts  audited  at  each 
Council  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Secretary 
or  Treasurer,  or  Trustee  of  any  fund,*  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall

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receive  all  records,  funds  and  papers  from  the  hands  of  the- 
former  officer  or  his  legal  representatives,  and  such  appointee- 
shall  continue  in  office  and  perform  all  the  duties  thereof  untiK- 
the  ensuing  Council  shall  have  elected  some  one  to  fill  th^ 
same. 

CANON   III. 

OF    THE    REGISTRAR. 

Section  i.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council^ 
into  whose  keeping  shall  be  committed  all  documents  pertain- 
ing to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas, 
that  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become  the  property  of  the 
Council.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to  preserve 
all  documents  herein  referred  to,  in  some  suitable  place  of  de> 
posit,  and  to  hold  them  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year 
and  until  another  shall  be  chosen  in  his  place. 

CANON    IV.* 

OF     REGULAR    ATTENDANCE    AT   COUNCIL. 

Section  i.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  attend 
the  Annual  Council,  unless  he  is  excused  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Parish  shall  send  Lay  Delegates  to  the  An- 
nual Council,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make 
provision  for  their  representation,  unless  excused  by  the 
Council. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  the  Council  shall  leave  the  same 
during  the  sessions  without  having  obtained  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 

OF  THE  NUMBER  NECESSARY  TO  CONSTITUTE  A  QUORUM. 

Section  i.  A  quorum  for  ordinary  business  at  the  Annual- 
Council  shall  consist  of  such   Clergy  and   Delegates  from  the 

*As  amended  by  the  action  of  the  Twentieth  and  Twenty-first  Annual  Conoctls^ 
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Parishes  as  may  be  present;  but,  if  the  Bishop  be  not  present^ 
such  quorum  shall  have  power  only  to  receive  reports  of  com- 
mittees and  Parishes,  and  to  refer  the  same;  to  elect  the  ordi- 
nary officers  and  committees,  and  to  fix  the  time  and  place  for 
the  next  Council.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  two-thirds  of 
the  Clergy  and  a  majority  of  all  the  Parishes  shall  be  present 
before  the  Council  proceed  to  elect.  At  any  called  Council^ 
other  than  as  provided  for  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  a 
quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
se.its.  and  Lay  Delegates  from  four  or  niors  Parishes. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  i.  At  the  opening  of  every  Council  there  shall  be 
a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  a  sermon  by  a  Priest 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  when  the  Bishop  himself  does  not 
deliver  at  that  time  a  sermon  or  charge.  And  this  tnay  be 
preceded  by  Morning  Prayer. 

CANON  VII. 

OF   THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE   OF   THE    DIOCESE. 

Section  i.  At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  elected 
three  Priests  and  two  Laymen,  by  ballot,  as  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  the  ensuing  year.  They  shall  elect,  from  their  own 
body,  a  President  and  Secretary.  They  shall  meet  on  the 
summons  of  the  President.  To  constitute  a  quorum  two 
Priests  must  be  present,  and  when  required  they  shall  vote  by 
orders. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  reg- 
ular record  of  their  proceedings,  in  a  book  which  shall  belong 
to  the  Diocese,  and  which,  together  with  all  papers  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Committee,  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Committee,  or  the  Council  when  required. 

Sec.  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  summoned  on 
the  requisition  of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  their  ad- 
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vice ;  and  they  may  meet,  of  their  own  accord  and  agreeably 
to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may  be  disposed  to  advise  the 
Bishop.  And  the  President  shall  call  a  meeting  at  any  time, 
on  the  request  in  writing  of  any  two  members,  or  when  he  may 
deem  it  nect-ssary. 

Sec.  4  When  the  Diocese  is  Vr*cant,  through  any  cause,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  call  a  meeting 
forthwith,  and,  after  consultation  as  to  the  time  and  place,  to 
summon  a  Special  Council  of  the  Diocese,  to  elect  a  successor, 
with  all  convenient  speed.  Provided,  That  if  such  vacancy 
occur  within  less  than  six  months  before  the  Annual  Council 
there  shall  be  no  Special  Council,  but  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
shall  be  deferred  until  the  Annual  Council ;  and  during  the 
vacancy,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  consistent  with  their  character 
as  the  administrators  of  the  Diocese  under  Council. 

CANON  VIII.* 

OF  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Section  i.     At  every  Council  the  Presiding  Officer  shall 
appoint  standing  committees  on —

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CANON  IX. 

OF   THE    ELECTION    OF   TRUSTEES. 

Section  i.  Every  Council  shall  elect  Trustees  for  all  funds 
that  may  be  created. 

Sec.  2.  A  Trustee  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
Council,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate 
Kndowment  Fund,  and  who  shall  be  specially  charged  with  the 
responsibility  for  the  accumulation  and  investment  of  said  fund. 
As  often  as  the  amounts  received  by  him  shall  aggregate  the 
sum  of  ^50,  he  shall  invest  the  same,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  Trustee  to  make  annual  reports  to  the 
Council  of  the  condition  of  said  fund  and  the  investment 
thereof.  The  said  Trustee  shall  execute  a  bond  with  the  State 
of  Arkansas,  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese  of  the  State,  in  such 
sum  as  may  be  required  by  the  Council  each  year,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  said  Standing  Committee,  and  filed  there  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.^ 

CANON  X. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be 
chosen  at  each  Annual  Council,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
until  others  are  chosen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  separately  electing  the 
Deputies  and  Substitutes  of  their  respective  orders. 

Sec.  3.  Substitutes  for  Deputies  shall  be  elected  one  at  a 
time ;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  inability  of  any 
Deputy,  Clerical  or  Lay,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Substitutes  in  the  order  of  election,  and  the  Journal  must  show 
the  order  of  election  of  Substitutes,  Clerical  or  Lay.

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CANON  XI. 

OF    PUBLISHING   THE   JOURNAL. 

Section  i.  The  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop, 
and  duly  distributed,  unless  the  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

CANON  Xll. 

OF  FAILURE  TO  ELECT  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  In  all  cases  of  failure  to  elect  officers,  whether 
in  the  Council  or  in  a  Parish,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  con- 
tinue to  serve  with  full  power  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

CANON  XIII.* 

OF   THE    CHANCELLOR    AND   JUDICIARY  COMMITTEE   OP   THE  DIO- 
CESE. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  an  officer 
learned  in  the  law,  under  the  title  of  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act  as  the  legal  counselor  of  the 
Bishop  and  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  matters  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  Church,  as  his  professional  counsel  may  be 
asked  or  required.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and,  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy,  the  Annual  Council  next  ensuing  shall  elect  a  suc- 
cessor for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  shall  annually  elect  two  Laymen, 
learned  in  the  law,  who,  together  with  the  Chancellor,  shall 
constitute  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  of 
which  committee  the  Chancellor  shall  be  Chairman.

CANON  I. 

Section  i.     All  vacant  Parishes  shall  be  under  the 
care  of  the  B'u  hop.     He  shall  provide  for  public  wo 
far  as  he  can,  by  occasional  services  of  the  Clergy,  ai 
persons  appointed  as  Lay  readers. 

CANON  II. 

Section  i.  When  any  Parish  shall  have  elected  < 
and  he  shall  have  accepted  the  call,  it  shall  be  the  dut 
Vestry  to  file  with  the  Bishop  a  minute  of  their  proc 
including  the  particular  agreement  on  their  part  and  the 
ance  of  the  elected  Minister,  showing  that  he  accept 
terms  and  agreements  stipulated  by  the  Vestry.  Th< 
shall  make  record  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  bii 
the  parties  concerned,  and  held  as  a  firm  contract. 

CANON  III. 

Section  i.     The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  Vest: 
ings,  if  present,  and  open  the  same   with   prayer,  and 
vise,  but  not  vote,  on  any  question. 

Sec.  2.  To  the  Rector  belongs  the  control  of  the 
the  Church,  and  the  right  to  open  the  Church  for  publi< 
sermons,  catechetical  instructions,  marriages,  funerals,  b 
and  all  rights  and  ceremonies  authorized  by  the  Pr 
Episcopal  Church  in  America,  at  all  times  when  he  m: 
proper. 

Sec.  3.  The  Church  building  shall  never  be  used 
secular  or  profane  purpose.

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CANON    IV. 

Section  i.     Every  Parish  Minister  shall  keep  a  Parish  Reg-

iform  throughout  the  Diocese. 
Sec.  2.     In  it  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  bap- 
^*  ^^^d.  confirmed,  married  and   buried   in  the   Parish.     It  shall 
sitain  a  list  of  all  the  communicants,  of  all  families,  and  of 
ividuals  not  thus  included,  belonging  to  the  Parish,  or  reg- 
l-'^^rly  attending  its  services.     It  shall  also  contain  a  record  of 
1^  1    collections  made  in  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.     From  this  Register  shall  the  annual  parochial  re- 
:ats  be  made  to  the  Council,  under  all  the  heads  that  may  be 
uired  by  the  Council  or  Canons. 

CANON  V. 

Section  i.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  report, 

^itx  dually,  to  the  Council,  by  their  Delegates,  a  full  statement 

^^    their  financial  condition,  according  to  general  order  of  the 

^c^uncil.     This  statement  shall  contain  the  amount  and  value 

^^  their  property  and  the  net  income  of  their  Parish. 

CANON  VI. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make  a 
full  exhibit  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  time  of  his  annual  visitation, 
if  he  shall  so  require,  of  all  their  affairs,  and  receive  from  him 
counsel  and  advice  for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  VII. 

Section  i.     The  organization  of  a  new  Parish  shall  be  forth- 
vith  notified  to  the  Bishop,  and,  if  approved  by  him,  the  Parish 
lay  elect  a  Rector,  and  send   Delegates  and  apply  for  admis- 
on  to  the  Council. 

Sec  2.  But  if  the  new  Parish  proposed  to  be  organized  be 
thin  the  territorial  bounds  of  any  existing  Parish,  the  Bishop 
ill  notify  the  Rector  and  Wardens  thereof,  and  if  objections 
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be  made  thereto,  notice  shall  be  ^iven  to  both  parties,  and  the 
Bishopy  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall  hear  the  same  before 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  decision  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  shall  determine  the  case. 
Provided^  That  no  Parish  within  any  city  shall  be  divided  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  and  independent  Parish,  within 
its  boundaries,  except  by  express  order  of  the  Council. 

CANON  VIII. 

Section  i.  Congregations,  Parishes,  and  the  members 
thereof,  shall  never  recognize  any  suspended  Clergyman,  oth- 
erwise than  as  declared  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  Parish,  or  the  members  thereof,  shall  take 
part  with  a  contumacious  Clergyman,  they  shall  forfeit  their 
rights  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  All  parochial  property  is  held  by  a  tenure  subject 
to  this  rule. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  any  Congregation  should  be  so  far  forgetful 
of  the  honor  of  God's  Church  as  to  transgress  in  this  mat- 
ter, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  General  Fund,  to  proceed  at  once  to  re- 
cover all  the  Church's  property  in  such  contumacious  Parish, 
and  to  reduce  it  to  the  control  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  5.  The  organization  of  every  Parish  shall  recognize 
this  rule,  and,  if  it  be  not  expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation, their  admission  into  union  with  the  Council  shall  bind 
them  to  this  law. 


TITLE  III. 

OF    CONVOCATIONS.    DIOCESAN    MISSIONS    AND 

CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

CANON  I.* 

Section  i.  The  Bishop  may  divide  the  Diocese  into  Dis- 
tricts, naming  the  town  in  each  District  which  shall  be  the  cen- 
ter of  a  Missionary  work ;  and  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese 
of  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station,  shall  be  assigned  to 
one  or  the  other  of  the  Missionary  centers. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  each  District,  when  or- 
^nized,  shall  constitute  a  Convocation,  and  have  charge  of  the 
Missionary  work  in  the  field  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Clergy  in  each 
District  as  Dean  of  Convocation.  The  Convocation  shall  elect 
a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  Clergyman,  and  a  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  a  I<ayman. 

Sec.  4.  The  Convocation  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules 
as  they  shall  adopt,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  and  each  shall 
report  through  its  Dean  to  the  Bishop  annually. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Parish  shall,  by  its  Vestry,  appoint  one 
Delegate  to  Convocation. 

Sec  6.  In  Missionary  Stations,  the  Missionary  in  charge 
or  Dean  of  Convocation  shall  appoint  the  Lay  Delegate. 

CANON    II. 

Section  i.  All  organized  Mission  Stations  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec  2.     All  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  3.  Missionary  Stations  duly  organized  shall  report  to 
the  Annual  Council  the  same  as  Parishes,  and  shall  be  entitled

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to  send  one  Delegate,  wlio.  shall  have  the  right  to  debate,  but 
not  to  vote. 

CANON    III. 

In  any  community  where  there  are  twelve  baptized  adults, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  male  c<^mmunicant,  desirous  of  organ- 
izing a  Missionary  Station,  they  shall  assemble  themselves — 
their  own  Missionary  being  present,  or,  if  they  have  no  Mis- 
sionary, any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  being  present  and  con- 
senting— and  adopt  the  following  form  of  organization,  affix- 
ing their  signatures  thereto,  and  sending  a  copy  of  the  same 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  his  approval : 

*'  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous  of  en- 
joying the  privileges  of  religious  worship  and  instruction  of 
the  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  according  to  the 
forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 

United  States  of  America,  have,  this day  of ,  A.  D. 

,  at  ,  in  the   State  of  Arkansas,  formed   ourselves 

into   a  Congregation,  and   adopted   the  following  Articles  o 
Association  : 

"  Article  I.  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the Mission. 

**  Article  II.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to, 
and  will  be  governed  by  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

*'  Article  III.  When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Associa- 
tion shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  Article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  this  Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
voting  in  the  election  of  officers,  of  being  elected  an  officer, 
or  of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or  connected  with  the 
said  Association  ;  dtit  this  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual 
standing  of  the  excluded, 

**  Article  IV.     In   this  Mission,  regular   attendants   at   the 
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services  of  the  Church  shall  b^  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  and 
on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter  meeting.

"Article  VIII.     We  promise  to  pay  the  sum  of  % per 

nnum  for  the  support  of  the  Missionary  whom  the  Bishop  or 
issionary  Committee  may  send  to  us." 

CANON  IV.* 

Section  i.     The  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  are, 

y  their  baptism,  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese,  and 

%e  Diocesan  Council  is  the  proper  Board  of  Missions  of  the 

iocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Diocesan  Cou4jcil  shall  sit  as  a  Board  of  Mis- 
^  ions  at  such  times  as  the  Council  shall  itself  determine  by  its 
^'ules  of  order,  or  by  special  vote  at  any  time. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  Missionary 
^^terests  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cared  for  by  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  President 
^JC' officio,  the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  and  three 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Council,  sitting  as  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  regu- 
late all  matters  of  missionary  work  not  ordered  by  the  Council

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of  the  Diocese ;  Pro:  iihd,  That  all  appointments  and  removals 
of  Missionaries  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop  alone,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee^ 
and  that  no  new  Mission  shall  be  opened,  no  old  Mission  aban- 
doned, and  no  change  made  in  the  stipend  of  any  particular 
Missionary,  without  the  Bishop's  consent. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  organized  by  the 
election  of  a  Secretary,  and  its  meetings  shall  be  held  not  less 
\\iditi  four  times  during  the  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund 
shall  receive,  hold  and  pay  out  funds  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the 
Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of  the 
year's  work,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers itself  and  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  8.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a  General 
Missionary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  scattered  and  pas- 
torless  people  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our  ordinary  ministra- 
tions, and  also  the  supplying  of  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and 
Missions;  Provided,  However,  that  the  General  Missionary 
thus  appointed  shall  have  no  work  assigned  him,  as  General 
Missionary,  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  having  a  Priest  in  charge. 
Such  General  Missionary  will  be  expected  to  report  annually 
to  the  Board  of  Missions  concerning  his  work  in  the  Diocese, 
with  special  reference  to  the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the  sub- 
ject of  openings  of  new  work.

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TITLE  IV. 

OF  VESTRIES  AND  WARDENS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES, 

ETC. 

CANON  I.* 

Section  i.  Annually,  at  a  meeting  on  Easter  Monday,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  members  of  the  Parish  enti- 
tled to  vote  shall  elect  from  the  communicants  of  the  Parish 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen,  of  whom 
the  Rector  or  Minister  shall  appoint  one  as  Senior  Warden 
and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  another  as  Junior  Warden.  Pro- 
videdy  That  the  congregation  worshiping  in  the  Cathedral 
Church  may,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  early  there- 
after as  practicable,  elect  three  communicants  to  represent 
them,  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  parochial 
representation  ;  diVid  provided,  further,  that  this  qualification  as 
to  Vestrymen  shall  not  affect  the  eligibility  to  future  election 
of  any  person  now  serving  as  a  Vestryman. 

Sec.  2.  Notice  of  the  election  shall  be  given  on  Easter  Day, 
or  at  the  service  last  preceding  the  election,  after  Morning 
Prayer,  and  the  Congregation  duly  warned  of  the  importance 
of  the  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  Vestry  elect  shall  meet  within  ten  days  there- 
after, and  organize  by  the  election  of  the  Junior  Warden, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary.  As  soon  as  the  offices  are  filled  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  if  not  re-elected,  shall  pass  over  to 
their  successors  the  books,  papers,  accounts  and  moneys  in 
their  hands.  The  Vestry  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  Delegates 
to  represent  the  Parish  in  the  next  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  the  Rector,  shall  give  the 
Delegates-elect  certificates  to  that  effect. 

Sec.  4.  It  is,  in  general,  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen to  consider  and  determine  upon  the  election  of  a  Min-

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ister  when  the  Parish  is  vacant ;  to  see  that  the  Minister  is  weli 
and  properly  supported,  sufficiently  and  punctually  paid;  tc 
make  and  execute  all  contracts  for  the  erection  of  Church 
edifices,  Rectories,  and  other  Church  buildings ;  to  provide  fpi 
their  furnishing  and  repair  and  due  preservation  ;  to  have  anc 
to  hold  i  li  Church  property  as  Trustees  of  the  Parish,  and  a* 
such  generally  to  transact  all  temporal  and  financial  business 
of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  5.  !t  is  the  special  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  see  that 
the  Church  edifice  be  kept  from  unhallowed  use ;  that  it  b( 
kept  clean  and  in  good  repair,  duly  lighted  and  warmed ;  tc 
provide  a  sufficient  supply  of  books  and  ecclesiastical  vest 
ments  to  be  used  in  the  public  ministrations  by  the  Minister 
and  to  provide  proper  elements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Hoi) 
Communion  and  preserve  due  order  during  service. 

Sec.  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector  the  Wardens  preside 
at  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens  their  duties  devolve 
on  the  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all  th< 
(neetings  of  the  Vestry,  and  perform  the  proper  functions  o 
his  office. 

Sec  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  al 
moneys  collected  under  authority  of  the  Vestry;  to  collect  al 
moneys  due  the  Vestry  or  Congregation,  and  to  pay  them  out 
on  the  order  of  the  Vestry  in  the  manner  they  shall  provide 
Two  w^eks  before  Easter,  every  year,  the  Treasurer  shall  pre 
sent  to  the  Vestry  a  full  statement  of  his  accounts,  and  th< 
Vestry  shall  audit  the  same,  and,  if  found  correct,  order  the 
annual  balance  to  be  made  up  in  accordance  therewith. 

Sec  10.  The  Minister  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestrj 
whenever  he  shall  desire,  and  shall  call  a  meeting  when  re 
quested  by  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  of  which  he  shal 
give  due  notice ;  but  meetings  may  be  held  at  regular  period 
by  regulation  of  the  Vestry.     At  every  meeting  the  minute:

Sec.   II.     It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Vestry,  at  the 

time  of  public  service,  or  other  meeting  in  the  Church,  to  see 

that  the  Congregation  is  properly  seated,  and  in  the  perform-

FORM    FOR   ORGANIZATION   OF   PARISHES. 

Section  i.     Hereafter  all  Parishes  shall  be  organized  by  the 
adoption  of  the  following  form  of  organization  :

"  Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
^^    *  The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  — — ^—  Church.' 

**  Article  2.     This   Association    acknowledges,  accedes   to, 

and   will  be  governed  by  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine, 

^*scipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Epriscopal  Church  in 

^'^e    United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and    Canons   of  the 

Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

*'  Article  3.     When  any  person,  uniting  with  this  Associa- 
^*^n,  shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  men- 
^^oned  in  the  preceding  Article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member 
^^  the  Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
^^ting  in  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  of  being  elected  a  Vestry- 
man, or  of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or   connected 
^ith  the  said  Association ;  6ul  this  exclusion  shall  not  affect 
^^  spiritual  standing  of  the  excluded,

'*  Article  4.  In  this  Parish  all  baptized  members  of  the 
Church,  who  are  duly  registered  as  members  of  this  Congre- 
gation, shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen,  and  on  all 
matters  brought  before  the  Easter  meeting. 

"Article  5.     The  Vestrymen  of Church  shall  be 

elected  annually,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  assembled 
for  that  purpose,  notice  to  that  effect  having  been  given  pub- 
licly to  the  Congregation  on  the  preceding  Sunday.  The 
Vestrymen  so  elected  shall  continue  in  office  one  year  or  until 
their  successors  are  chosen. 

"  Article    6.      The    Rector   of  Church    shall    be 

elected  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting* 
which  shall  be  duly  convened  for  that  purpose,  they  having 
due  regard  in  all  such  elections  to  the  previously  ascertained 
wishes  of  the  Congregation,  and  especially  of  the  commuH^' 
cants  of  the  Church. 

**  Article  7.     No  person  shall  be  chosen  Rector  or  Minist^fr 

or  Associate  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  of Church, 

or  be  allowed  to  exercise  any  of  the  functions  of  the  Sacred 
Ministry  in  the  same,  unless  he  be   recognized  by  the  Bisb<^P 
having  charge  of  this  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  tl*^ 
Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  an  ordained  Minister    ^* 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  good  standing.     Pravid^^* 
That  nothing   in  this   Article  shall  prevent  the  Wardens  a^^ 
Vestry  from  inviting  any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episc^^' 
pal  Church,  in  good  standing,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  t\^^ 
Church,  or  interfere  with  the  performance  of  the  usual  servic^^^ 
by  the  Lay  readers,  duly  appointed  to  so  officiate  in  the  a^'' 
sence  of  the  Rector  or  Minister.

Rector  or  Minister,  and  to  such  other  objects  as  arc  connected 
with  the   well-being  of  the  Church,  and  to   no   other  purpose:

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**  Ailicle  9.  This  Association,  or  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestry,  or    other    persons   in    whose    name    the    property  of 

^^ Church  may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other 

means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  un- 

der  his  hAnd  given,  grant,  alienate,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any 

/ands,  messuages  or  hereditaments,  in  them  vested  for  the  use 

a»icl  benefit  of  said  Church,  n6r  charge  nor  encumber  the  same 

o    any  person  whatever. 

•'Article  lo.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  or  extinction  of  this 
^55sociation,  for  any  cause  whatever;  the  lands,  tenements,  and 
t:  tier  estate,  real  or  personal,  if  such  there  be,  shall  vest  in  the 
►  i  shop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or 
»^  <ier  whose  supervision  it  may  for  the  time  be,  and  his  ca- 
c>  nical  successors,  to  be  by  him  and  them  held  in  trust  for  the 
^  nefit  of  a  future  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
-Wurch,  which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  place  or  vicinity, 
K^d  upon  the  same  principles  as  the  present  Church  and  Asso- 
i^ition. 

^'Article  II.  This  Canon  is  applicable  to  and  binding  on 
^1  Parishes  now  existing  in  the  Diocese,  and  cannot  be  altered

Sec  2.  Hereafter  no  organized  Mission  shall  be  admitted

^^  contribute  at  least  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  the 
support  of  a  Rector. 

.  CANON  III. 


Section  i.  Clergymen  and  Laymen  shall  exercise  due  care 
^^  signing  the  papers  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  shall 
^ot  sign,  except  on  personal  knowledge  or  reasonable  evidence. 
^"^^  if  any  fraud  or  concealment  may  have  been  used  to  obtain 
*^crtificHtes,  the  signers,  on  evidence  of  the  facts,  may  revoke 
their  recommendation.  And  if  they  shall  rashly  or  unadvisedly^ 
'I'Jtnout  due  care  and  caution,  or  through  favor,  or  with  cor- 
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rupt  purpose,  sign  the  recommendation  of  candidates,  whereby 
-unworthy  or  unfit  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the  Ministiy, 
whether  they  be  Clergymen  or  Laymen,  they  shall  be  subject 
to  ecclesiastical  censure. 


TITLE  V.' 

TRIAL  OF  MINISTERS. 

Section  i.  Every  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  liable 
to  presentment  and  trial  for  the  following  offenses,  to-wit: 

First — Crime  and  immorality. 

Second  -  Holding  and  teaching,  publicly  or  privately,  an  ^ 
advisedly,  any  doctrine  contrary  to  that  expressly  and  gcneC 
ally  set  forth  in  the  standards  of  the  Protestant  Episcop^ 
Church  of  the  United  States. 

Third — Violation  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  ih< 
General  Convention,  or  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  th^ 
Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Fourth — Any  act  that  involves  a  breach  of  his  ordinatio«3 
vows. 

Sec.  2.  If  a  minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  any  of  the  oflTenses  enumerated  in  the  foregoing  section,  li^ 
shall  be  admonished,  suspended  or  degraded. 

Sec.  3.  In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  a  charge  oi 
charges,  with  specifications,  shall  be  made  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  signed  by  at  least  two  male  communicants  of  tli^ 
Church,  affirming  that  the  same  is  true,  and  that  the  accuser^ 
will  make  the  charge  or  charges  good.  Should  the  Bishop 
have  reason  to  believe  that  a  Clergyman  is  guilty  of  any  oral^ 
of  the  above  named  offenses,  he  shall  notify  the  Standing  Com^ 
mittee  of  the  fact,  and  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  at  once  proceed  to  an  investigation  of  th^ 
case,  and  should  they  be  convinced   of  the  guilt  of  the  Clcr-*

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gyman,  they  shall  make  the  charges  to  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee, affirming  as  above.  Thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  furnish  the  accused  a  copy  of 
:he  charge,  and  require  an  answer  to  be  filed  thereto  within 
hirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  copy.  On  the 
oming  in  of  the  answer,  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  furnished 
tie  parties  making  the  charge,  accompanied  by  a  notice  that 
11  proof  on  the  issue,  of  both  parties,  must  be  taken  and  filed 
/'ith  the  Secretary  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  no- 
ice.  All  proof  must  be  by  deposition,  taken  before  an  officer 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  must  be  upon  reasonable 
iotice.  Both  parties  have  the  right  to  be  present  at  the  taking 
>f  the  depositions  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel. 

At  the  end  of  the  thirty  days  the  hearing  shall  close,and  there- 
upon the  said  committee  shall  consider  the  charges,  and  if  two 
members  of  the  same  shall  deem  the  charges   clearly  within 
the  scope  of  the  Canons,  and  sustained  by  the  proof,  it  shall 
be  so  declared  in  writing,  and  they  shall  file  all  the  papers  in 
the  case  with  the  Standing  Committee  ^f  the  Diocese. 

In  ca^c  the  accused  is  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  two  remaining  Clerical  members  shall  choose  a  Priest  of 
the  Diocese  to  supply  his  place,  and  for  the  purposees  of  this 
trial  the  Priest  so  chosen  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  receipt  of  the  presentation  and  papers  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  to  consider  of  the  charge,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of 
*t  least  two  of  said  Clerical  members,  the  charge  be  clearly 
^'thin  the  scope  of  the  Canons  and  sustained  by  the  proof  ad- 
"uced,  they  shall  cite  the  accused  to  appear  before  them, 
^»ther  in  person  or  by  representative,  together  with  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese,  and  in  their  presence  they  shall  select 
hy  lot  seven  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  on  a  certain 
%  after  thirty  days,  at  a  certain  place,  within  which  the  ac- 
cused may  reside.  Immediately  upon  their  selection,  the  ac- 
cused shall  strike  off  one  name  from  the  list  of  seven  drawn  ;.

the  Judge  Advocate  shall  then  strifce  off  a  second   name;  the 
accused  shall  strike  off  a  third  name;  and  lastly,  the  Judge 
Advocate  shall  strike  off  a  fourth,  and  the    three    remaioiog 
shall  constitute  the  Court.     Should  the  accused  refuse  to  ex- 
ercise his  right  of  striking  off  the  names  as  proposed,  then  the 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee   present  shall  draw  by 
lot  from  the  seven  names  first  chosen,  three  to   constitute  the 
Court.     In  case  the  accused  or  his  representative,  should  not 
appear,  then  the  drawings  should  proceed  without  him.    The 
court  shall  be  judges  both  of  law  and  fact. 

Sec.  S.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  prosecutors  in 
the  case,  and  shall  appoint  a  Judge  Advocate,  ivho  shall  be  a 
Priest  of  this  Diocese.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  give 
the  accused  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial, 
and  shall  also  deliver  to  him  at  the  same  time,  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him  ;  and  he  shall  not  be  required 
to  answer  to  anything  not  contained  in  the  presentment. 

Sec.  6.     At  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial,  the  members  of  th 
Court  shall  assemble  at  the  place   designated,  and  choose 
President  and  Clerk  from  their  own  number ;  and  they  shall- 
before  they  proceed,  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  th 
trial  shall  be  conducted,  if  rules  of  ecclesiastical  trial  have  no 
already  been  set  forth  by  authority.     Provided,  however,  That^ 
all  the  evidence  heard  at  the  trial  shall  be  reduced  to  writing^ 
at  the  time  it  is  given,  and  signed    by   the    witness   before  he 
leaves  the  room. 

Sec.  7.  The  accused  shall  be  allowed  counsel,  whom  he 
may  choose  from  among  the  Priests  of  the  Church,  and  he  may 
also  advise  with  a  Lay  communicant  learned  in  the  law.  If  the 
accused  decline  to  choose  counsel,  the  Court  shall  appoint 
counsel  for  him  from  the  Priests  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  8.  If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  for  trial,  without 
assigning  sufficient  cause,  the  court  shall  proceed  against  him 
for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  by  the  Bishop  from 
the  exercise  of  all  Clerical  functions  for  the  space  of  three 
•months.     And  if,  in  the  three   months,  he  shall  not  apply  for 
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trial,  at  any  time  afterwards,  with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  Bishop  may  proceed  to  pronounce 
upon  the  recusant  the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Min- 
istry. 

Sec.  9.     But  if,    in    the  three   months   above    named,  the 

accused  shall  appear  for  trial,  the  Court  may  proceed  on  the 

presentment  originally  made,  and  shall  adjudge  him  guilty  or 

not  guilty,  according  to  the  evidence.     The  Court  shall  render 

tHdr verdict  before  separation;  and  if  it  shall  be  guilty,  they 

sh.all  designate  the  penalty  or  degree  of  censure,  which,  in 

tt&^r  judgment,  aught  to  be  pronounced  against  him  ;  which 

tt».  c  Bishop  may  not  exceed,  though  he  may  modify  it. 

Immediately  upon  rendering  the  verdict,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
^  ^    the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  action  of 
tfa^  e  Court,  delive  ring  to  him  all  the  pleadings  and  evidence  in  the 
■^^se;  and  he  shall,  at  the  end  often  days,  pronounce  sentence, 
^^^less  the  condemned  has  appealed  to  him  from  the  verdict  of 
**^«  Court.     In  case  of  appeal,  the  Bishop  shall  give  notice  to 
•^^>th  the  Judge  Advocate  and  the  accused,  that  on  a  day  fixed 
""^  will  hear  the  case  on  appeal.     At  such  hearing  the  accused 
*Hall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  a  Lay  communicant 
^^arned  in  the  law,  and  the  Bishop  may  call  two  of  the  neigh- 
boring Diocesans,  who  shall  sit  with  him  at  the  hearing,  to 
Assist  him  in  arriving  at  a  correct  determination. 

Sec  10.  The  Clerk  of  such  Ecclesiastial  Court  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  shall  contain  a  copy  of 
the  presentment,  the  specifications  under  particular  charges, 
the  notice  to  the  accused,  his  answer,  his  plea  or  pleas,  a  clear 
statement  of  the  evidence  for  and  against,  both  oral  and  writ- 
ten, and  the  judgment  of  the  Court.  An  attested  copy  of  this 
record  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec  II.  On  hearing  the  case  on  appeal,  the  Bishop,  or  the 
Bishop  and  his  Assessors,  shall  confirm  the  decision  of  the 
Court,  and  at  once  pronounce  sentence  ;  or,  order  a  new  trial, 
stating  in  order  the  reason  and  grounds  of  such  decision,  in 
which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  formed,  after  the  same  man- 
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ner  as  before ;  or,  reverse  the  decision  of  the  Court,  according 
to  the  finding  in  the  case,  and  shall  declare  him  innocent 
accordingly.  When  the  sentence  of  the  Court  is  less  than 
deposition,  the  Bishop  may,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  him^ 
reprieve  or  wholly  pardon  the  condemned. 

Sec.  12.  Every  summons,  notice  or  citation,  mentioned  in 
the  proceedings,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  served  by  the 
delivery  of  a  written  notice  to  the  person  to  be  summoned, 
notified  or  cited,  or  by  leaving  it  or  a  certified  copy  at  his  res- 
idence or  last  known  residence,  by  a  person  duly  appointed  in 
writing  by  the  Standing  Committee  or  Court,  as  the  case  may 
require.  Depositions  must  be  taken  according  to  the  rules  of 
law. 

Sec.  13.  The  Court  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  or  to  a 
day  certain,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  parties  to  obtain  cvi^ 
dence  that  they  may  affirm  to  be  necessary  to  the  maintenance 
of  their  cause ;  but  to  obtain  a  postponement  of  trial  for  more 
than  three  days,  the  party  making  the  motion  shall  solemnly  " 
affirm  that  such  postponement  is  sought,  not  for  delay,  bnt 
that  justice  may  be  done,  and  that  he  expects  thereby  to  ob- 
tain evidence  which  is  material  to  his  cause,  and  which  he 
cannot  now  produce. 

Sec.  14.  Suspensions  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of 
the  Ministry  shall,  ipso  facto^  sever  the  connection  between  a 
Clergyman  and  his  Parish. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  Clergyman  shall  be  contumacious  when 
suspended,  and  attempt  to  perform  any  of  the  functions  of  the 
Sacred  Ministry,  the  Bishop  shall  at  once  cite  him  before  the 
Standing  Committee ;  and,  if  the  alleged  facts  be  admitted  or 
proven  by  sufficient  evidence,  on  having  been  duly  cited,  such 
suspended  Clergyman  shall  not  appear  or  give  reasons  for  not 
appearing,  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, may  proceed  at  once  to  pronounce  upon  said  recusant 
the  grave  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  16.  No  Clergyman  shall  be  suspended,  or  receive  any 
public   censure   from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Dio- 
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cese,  without  having  been  adjudged  thereto  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Canon. 

Sec.  17.     If  an  accused  Clergyman  shall,  to  avoid  notice  or 
citation,  remove  himself  out  of  the  Diocese,  he  may  be  duly 
served  with  all  notices  by  publicatton  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  the  Capital  of  the  State,  or  the  Church  newspaper 
^v-iiich  the  Bishop  shall  have  adopted  as  the  official  organ  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sbc.   18.     If  there  shall  be  a  necessity  for   the   trial  of  a 
Clergyman, at  any  time  when  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  is 
vesicant,  the  Bishop  of  some  neighboring  Diocese  may,  at  the 
''^^quest  of  the  Standing  Committee,  perform  all  the  acts  as- 
signed by  this  Canon  to  the  Diocese. 

Sec.   19.     Any  resort  to  a  civil  court  on  the  part  of  the  ac- 
cused, for   the    purpose  of  impeding,  delaying,  or   avoiding 
^^ta.1,  shall  be  treated  as  contumacy,  and  shall  be  sufficient 
caiase  to  suspend  such  Clergyman  from   the  exercise  of  the 
^^iiistry  for  contumacy,  until  he  shall  appear  and  demand  a  trial. 
Sec.  20.     No   Clergyman    under    trial,   or    suspension,   or 
^Ssiinst  whom  charges  have  been  presented  by  the  Standing 
C^OEimittee,  can  be  transferred  to  any  other  Diocese,  or  be  re- 
^^ivcd  therefrom.     And  if  charges  are  made  against  a  Clergy- 
tt^an  who  has  already  obtained  Letters  Dimissory,  said  charges 
^^all  be  sent  to  the  Diocese  to  which  the  letters  were  taken, 
^^thin  six  months  after  the  date  of  said  letters,  and  not  later. 
A^nd  if  such   letters  have  not  been  presented  and  received  at 
^^e  time,  the  party  shall  be  remanded  to  his  Diocese  for  trial, 
•  and  his  Letters  Dimissory  thereby  revoked. 
'  Sec.  21.     All    rights,    claims    and     privileges,    which    any 
Clergyman  may  enjoy,  or  have  a  right  to   enjoy  or  receive,  in 
the  Diocese,  by  virtue  of  her  general  law,  or  by  particular 
Canon,  are,  by  the  sentence  of  suspension  or  deposition,  ipso 
facto,  forfeited  and  rendered  void  ;  and  every  Clergyman  shall 
hold  his  ecclesiastical  rights  subject  to  this  enture.

The  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas 
met  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  on  Wednesday,  May  8, 
1895.  The  opening  service  was  held  at  1 1  a.m.,at  which  the  Holy

BISHOP   OF    ARKANSAS- 


SECRETARY'S  Note. 

Our  beloved  Bishop  reached  the  twenty- tifih  anniversary  of  his  consecration  to 
to  the  Episcopate  on  the  Feast  of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Panl,  January  25th,  1895. 
At  his  request,  the  celebration  of  this  happy  event  was  postponed  until  the  second 
day  of  the  Annual  Council,  May  9th,  1895,  when  he  would  have  around  him  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  representatives  from  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions. 
This  celebration   was  looked  forward  to  with  more  than  ordinary  interest  by  the 
Clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Bishop's  many  personal  friends.     The 
silver  jubilee  of  the  pastorate  of  a  single  tiock,  is  an  event  of  great  interest  and  of 
congratulations,  but  the  silver  jubilee  of  a  Bishop  is  a  far  more  notable  event  in  that 
the  Episcopate  is  one  of  the  greatest   monumental  evidences  of  the  truth  of  Jesus 
and  the  Resurrection.     Indeed,  the  Episcopate  was  raised  up  for  this  very  purpose, 
that  it  should  be  a   witness  to  the  Resurrection  unto  the  end  of  the  world.     That 
one  should  be  spared  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  to  participate  in  such  witnessing,  is  an 
event  that  must  command  the  attention  of  all  thoughtful  and  earnest  men. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Nilfs  Fierce,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  the  fourth  Bishop  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  of  Arkansas  and  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  was  born  in 
Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  October  19, 1820.  lie  was  graduated  at  Brown  University, 
in  1842.  After  passing  his  theological  examination,  he  was  ordained  Deacon 
April  23,  1843,  so  that  he  has  been  in  the  ministry  for  tifty-two  years.  On  January 
3,  1849,  he  was  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  and  was  successively  Rector  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Springfield,  111.,  his  Rectorship 
of  the  two  Parishes  covering  a  period  of  twenty  years,  or  from  1 850  to  1 870.  It 
was  while  he  was  Rector  at  St  Paul's  Church  that  he  was  elected  by  the  House  of 
Bishops  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Arkansas  and  the  Indian  Territory. 
His  consecration  to  the  Episcopate  took  place  at  Mobile,  Ala.,  on  the  Feast  of  the 
Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  January  25,  1870,  the  consecrating  Bishops  being  Bishops 
Green,  of  Mississippi,  Whitehouse,  of  Illinois.  R.  H.  Wilmer,  of  Alabanaa,  Quin* 
tard,  of  Tennessee,  J.  P.  B.  Wilmer,  of  Louisiana,  and  Young,  of  Florida. 
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It  may  not  be  uointerestiDi^  to  note  that  Bishop  Pierce  was  the  ntnety.fifth  Bishop 
consecrated  in  the  American  line  of  the  Episcopate.  Of  the  Bishops  then  living 
there  were  fifty-one,  there  being  thus  fifty  Bishops  ranking  as  his  seniors  in  office. 
Dtaring  these  twenty-five  years  seventy-nine  Bishops  have  been  consecrated,  making 
17^  in  all.  Of  these  eighty-two  are  still  living,  and  Bishop  Pierce  ranks  fifteenth  in 
the  crder  of  consecration,  thus  showing  what  '*  manifold  changes  and  chances  " 
have  characterised  the  history  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

^^hen  the  Bishop  took  charge  of  the  jurisdiction  to  which  he  was  assigned  he  en- 
^c^<3  upon  a  life  of  hardship,  sacrifice  and  unremitting  toil.  The  field  he  had  eo- 
^c^ci  was  purely  a  missionary  field,  with  a  few  scattered  congregations,  very  feeble, 
^tli  io  means  and  numbers,  and  far  removed  from  one  another.  The  Episcopal 
^sitations  involved  great  labor,  fatigue  and  exposure.  Only  a  very  strong  man 
Physically  could  undertake  such  work.  The  only  railroad  at  that  time  in  the  State 
the  Memphis  &  Little  Rock,  and  perhaps  some  portions  of  other  lines.  The 
it  Iron  Mountain  system  had  not  yet  been  completed.  The  railroad  bridge  at 
^ttle  Rock  was  not  built  until  1872-3.  Traveling  in  the  State  was  mostly  by 
*^S^St  private  conveyances  and  by  boat. 

I" lie  above  statement  will  give  some  idea  of  the  missionary  field  and  work  upon 
wHich  the  Bishop  had  entered.  The  old  journals,  as  well  as  the  later  ones,  show  that 
^^  traveled  as  many  as  eight  and  nine  thousand  miles  each  year,  which  is  a  remark- 
^^le  record  of  endurance  and  faithfulness  of  purpose. 

3liortIy  after  the  Bishop's  arrival  in  the  State  steps  were  taken  towards  the  organ- 
'^s^tion  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Arkansas  into  a  Diocese.  To  this  end  a 
^^n vocation  was  held  on  Ascension  Day,  May  18.  1871,  at  which  there  were  pres- 
^^t  seven  Clergymen  and  three  Lay  Delegates  from  three  Parishes.  At  this  meet- 
^^S  «  full  Diocesan  organization  was  decided  upon  and  the  Bishop  was  asked  to  call 
^^^  Primary  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  to  be  held  on  St.  Bartholomew's 
^<Ly,  August  24, 187 1.  The  Primary  Council  met  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  on 
^^^  day  appointed,  and  set  forth  a  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  elected  Bishop 
^^Tce  as  Diocesan.  The  first  Annual  Council  was  likewise  held  in  Christ  Church  , 
^Uile  Rock,  on  May  9,  1872. 

Of  these  early  days  of  the  Bishop's  Episcopate,  very  Utile  can  be  found  in  the 

^^^y  of  statistics,  showing  the  condition   of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 

-Arkansas.     But  church  life  was  very  feeble,  the  communicants  few  in  number  and 

(Teatly  scattered,  and  what  Parishes   there  were  were  simply  at  the  beginning  of 

Uiings.     Long  years  of  patient  toil,  many  discouragements  and  drawbacks,  but  withal 

to  abiding  hopefulness  must  be  experienced  before  anything  like  an   assured  and 

confident  life  could  be  realized.     The  Bishop's  work  and  that  of  his  Clergy  was 

fooodation  work,and  with  but  small  means  to  carry  on  even  that  But  already  there  are 

many  evidences  of  life  and  strength  manifested  in  this  still  small  Diocese  that  are  an 

earnest  of  the  future.    When  Bishop  Pierce  took  charge  there  were  but  five  church 

buildings,  one  parsonage  and  605  communicants,  as  reported  by  Bishop  Lay,  who  was 

translated  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton,in  1869.    To-day  there  are  twenty-seven  church 

buildings,  sixteen  parsonages  or  rectories,  one  guild  hall,  nearly  3000  communicants 
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anrl  a  church  membership  of  about  15,000.    The  Diocese  h&i  proprrtjr  valued  s 
•omething   over  $225,000,  and   the  oflferings  for  religioas  purpoiCK  average  abo^ 
$25,000  a  year.     The  Epiicopal  Endowment  Fuod  has  gradually  grown,  and  wi 
out  any  special  effort  for  iti  increate,  until  it  now  amounts  to  $I5/xx>. 

One  work  in  this  enumeration  must  not  be  omitted.     Bishop  Pierce  is  to  be  coi 
gratulated  that  the  twenty 'tifih  anniversary  of  his  consecration  witnesses  the 
pletion  of  his  Cathedral  and  its  entire  freedom  from  debt.     It  has  been  a  marvel 
us  who  were  mere  on-Iookers  how  the  Bishop  managed  to  accomplish  so  m 
Year  after  year  witnessed  some  addition  to  the  Cathedra]  nntil  to-day  it  stands  fort 
a«   a   tine   S(>ecimen   of  old  English  Charch  architecture  and  as  a  monameot  t 
the   Bishop's   unfaltering  faith,  business  management  and  of  the  high  purpose  h 
has   in   mind.     For  several   years  a   burden  of  debt  rested   upon  it  which  it  wa 
thought  would  take  many  years  to  lift,  but  through  the  large-hearted  liberality  of 
member  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  the  debt  was  paid  and  the  Cathedral  is  no 
free  and  ready  for  consecration. 

Besides  building  Trinity  Cathedral,  the  Bishop  also  built  St.  Philip's  Church  and 
parsonage  for  the  use  of  the  colored  people  of  Little  Rock.  This  property  is  also  firee 
from  debt  through  the  Bishop's  own  efforts,  and  the  church  is  ready  for  consecra- 
tion. It  is  used  every  Sunday  by  a  congregation  of  colored  people,  a  minister  of 
their  own  race  officiating. 

THE    CELEBRATION. 

On  Thursday,  May  9th,  1895,  at  1 1  a.  m.,  the  Bishop. 
Clergy  and  a  number  of  the  faithful,  assembled  in  Trinity 
Cathedral  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  by  a  special  service 
of  Praise  and  Thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  the  Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary  of  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

There  were  present  of  the  Clergy,  besides  the  Bishop,  the 
Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  Senior  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev. 
W.  J.  Miller,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,the  Rev.  Dr.  Potter,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  James,  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsay,  the  Rev.  John  Davis, 
the  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen,  Rev.  Charles  E.  Cabaniss,  Rev.  George 
W.  Flowers,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Keeble,  the  Rev.  John  Gass,  the 
Rev.  E.  J.  Williams,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce  and  the  Rev.  I.  P. 
Daniels. 

In  the  congregation  were  representatives  from  the  follow- 
ing Parishes : 

Trinity  Cathedral,  Christ  Church,  and  St.  Philip's,  Little 
Rock ;  St.  John's,  Helena ;  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs ;  St. 
John's,  Fort  Smith ;  St.  James',  Eureka  Springs ;  St  Paul's, 
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Batesville ;  St.  Andrew's  Marianna ;  Trinity  Church,  Pine 
BIufT;  St.  Paul's,  Newport ;  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Forrest  City. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsay  and  the  Very  Rev.  John  Davis, 
Dean  of  the  Cathedral.  The  appointed  preacher  was  the 
Senior  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev,  James  J.  Vaulx, 
who  took  for  his  text,  St.  Matt.  XXVIII,  1 8,  19  and  20.  The 
preacher  set  forth  the  divine  origin  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Cliristiaa  Church  and  its  transmission  through  the  ages  by 
Apostolic  Succession,  and  in  beautiful  and  appropriate  words 
he  referred  to  the  work  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles  Pierce, 
D.  I).,  LL.  D.,  as  Bishop  and  Apostle  during  the  past  quarter 
of  a  century.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  service  was  the 
solemn  benediction  of  a  costly  set  of  Altar  hangings  for  the 
Trinity  Season,  which  was  presented  as  a  thank  offering  by 
two  of  the  Bishop's  friends. 

At  the  close  of  the  service,  while  the  congregation  yet  re- 
gained, the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  the  Hon.  Wm.  G. 
^hippie,  in  an  eloquent  address,  presented  to  the  Bishop  as 
Coining  from  the  Clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese,  a  hand- 
^Qitie  cope,  richly  embroidered,  as  a  token  of  their  love,  esteem 
^nd  congratulations. 

The  following  resolutions  were  read  as  a  greeting  from  St. 
John's  Church,  Fort  Smith  :

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Desft,  hunger  and  thirst,  and  often  bodily  danger  io  meeting  hit  appointments,  be- 
sides what  came  upon  him  daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches— and  the  further  dis- 
advantage under  which  he  has  labored  in  the  difficulty  of  securing  self-sacrificing 
men  willing  to  come  to  this,at  that  time,unsettled  country.  And  we  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
Harvest,  that  he  may  be  spared  to  this  Diocese  for  many  years  to  come  and  that  his 
future  labors  will  be  abundantly  blessed,  so  that  he  may  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul 
in  the  rapid  up-building  of  the  Diocese  along  all  lines  and  finally  in  the  folfillmeni 
of  those  blessed  promises,  *  He  thatgoeth  forth  weeping,  bearing  precious  seed  shall 
doubtless  come  again  with  rejoicingi  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him,'  and  *They  that 
turn  many  to  righteousness  shall  shine  as  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever.'

In  every  instance,  the  sum  raised  by  this  plan  is  largely  in  excess  of  what  was 
raised  by  these  places  before  adopting  this  plan.  Unfortunately,  all  the  places  hcve 
not  yet  put  the  plan  into  operation.  We  feel  confident  that  had  this  been  done  the 
lioard  would  have  had  a  much  larger  sum  to  report.  **  The  harvest  truly  is  great, 
but  the  laborers  are  few.'*  The  Board  respectfully  invites  the  attention  and  serious 
consideration  of  the  Council  to  the  following  facts  : 

There  are  in  Arkansas  about  70  towns  of  over  soo  population,  and  about  126 
towns  of  over  300  population.  Out  of  this  number  the  Episcopal  Church  has 
churches  in  only  26.  She  has  regular  services  every  Sunday  in  only  1 1  places,  and 
occasional  services  in  1 7  places.  This  leaves  27  places  of  over  SOO  and  83  places 
of  over  300  inhabitants  in  which  there  are  never  any  Episcopal  services.  We  have 
16  Clergymen  to  divide  up  into  126  places.  It  is  long  division,  and  the  quotient  is 
about  one  Clergyman  to  eight  places.  Numbers  of  people  and  many  towns  in  Ar- 
kansas never  saw  an  Episcopal  service.  The  field  is  white  to  the  harvest.  It  is 
well  known  that  when  wheat  is  white  to  the  harvest  it  must  be  harvested  in  a  very  short 
time  or  it  will  be  lost.  This  is  eminently  true  of  the  great  harvest-field  of  Arkansas.  If 
the  Episcopal  Church  is  ever  to  succeed  in  these  towns  she  must  plant  churches  in 
them  at  once.  The  ground  is  being  rapidly  preoccupied  by  the  various  religious 
bodies  around  us  with  most  commendable  zeal.  Just  now,  building-sites  can  be  se- 
cured cheap,  and  the  few  Episcopal  families  that  are  in  these  towns  can  be  kept  in 
the  Church.     But  pardon  us  if  we  illustrate  what  is  happening  in  Arkansas  by  what 
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happened  in  a  town  in  Alabama.    There  lived  in  this  town  a  large  Church  family. 
"Hiey  made  every  effort  to  secure  Episcopal  services  there.    After  years  of  vain  effort 
^tge  Christian  parents   concluded   that  they  could  not  see  their  children  grow  up 
^thont  any  religious  training ;  so  they  sent  them  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.    The 
result  is  there  were,  a  short  time   since,  eighty  members  of  the  different  generations 
of  this  family  who  formed   the  bone  and  sinew  of  a  strong   Presbyterian  Church 
(here.    They  might  have   formed   a    strong  Episcopal   Church.     If  it  is  replied : 
"  They  ought  not  to  have  left  the  Church."      Admit  it ;  but  we  must  deal  with  peo- 
plc  as  they  are  and  not  as  they  ought  to  be.      If  the  mother  wW  not  or  cannot  pro- 
ride  food  for  the  children,  they  must  beg  it  of  strangers.    This  same  thing  is  hap- 
pening all  over  Arkansas.     Now  is  the  crisis  in  the  history  of  the  Church  in  Arkan- 
sas.    The  ground  we  are  losing  now  can  never  be   regained.     One  dollar  now  \% 
1^0  vih  $s^  o'  ^too  ten  years  hence. 

^low,  what  is  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  doing  towards  sending  ministers  to  these 

places,  and  helping  to  build  churches  in  them?     Four  years  ago,  the  whole  Diocese 

o^      Arkansas  raised  the  great  sum  of  about  $75  for  this  purpose.     Three  years  ago, 

it   iS^ve  about  the  same.     Two  years  ago,  the  Council  adopted  a  plan  by  which  every

H.  Van  Etten,  a  loss  which  is  felt  by  the  whole  Diocese ;  that  the 
li larch  in  Arkansas  has  never  had  a  truer  friend,  he  being  one  who  could  always  be 
'^ied  upon  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  aid  in  carrying  its  burdens,  and  advancing  its 
"c^e  interests.  Always  solicitous  for  its  prosperity,  no  appeal  for  substantial  assist- 
■^ce  was  ever  made  to  him  in  vain.  Not  only  was  he  thus  ever  prompt  to  respond 
^^H  his  substance  but  he  was  equally  ready,  whenever  needed,  with  his  active  ser- 
^^cs  for  the  good  of  the  Church.  The  value  of  his  services  in  the  erection  of  the 
^^gnificent  edifice  of  Christ  Church  Parish  in  this  city  can  never  be  over  estimated, 
^  he  probably  devoted  more  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  work  of  construction 
ttaan  any  other  person. 

Generous,  constant,  faithful  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  Church,  he  was 
<iual|y  public  spirited  and  large  hearted  in  all  matters  affecting  the  public  interests. 
^Qd  it  is  probable  that  his  over-exertions  in  that  behalf  were  among  the  efficient 
•-iscs  of  his  death.

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS  TO  THE  TWENTY-THIRD  AN- 
NUAL COUNCIL. 

^f^i^  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

Time  is  speeding  his  flight.  We  reach  today  the  Twenty- 
^'^ird  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  I  have 
"^eady  passed  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  my  consecration 
^^^  the  Episcopate.  The  quarter  of  a  century  now  joined  to 
''^^  by-gone  eternity  has  been  one  of  labor,  disappointment  and 
^^^XTow — of  how  much  labor,  disappointment  and  sorrow  no 
^  "^  c  knows  so  well  as  I  know.  The  whole  story  may  be  known 
^^l^en  I  have  passed  away.  It  will  not  be  spread  before  the 
'^^:)rld  as  long  as  I  live.  Unless  the  good  of  the  Church  demands 
*^  »  it  will  be  buried  in  my  grave.  Matters  are  improving  now. 
^^ley  have  been  improving  for  several  years ;  but  for  a  dreary 
^^rnel  fought  this  battle  almost  alone,  with  little  aid  and  less 
^V'mpathy. 

Of  the  eight  Clergymen  who  met  in  the  Primary  Convention, 
^t  which  was  organized   the   Diocese  of  Arkansas,  five  have 
Passed  over  to  the  Church   Expectant  in  the  Paradise  of  God, 
^nd  the  three  that  remain  are  widely  scattered  through  this 
Und.     Not  one  of  them  belongs  to  this    Diocese.     The  last 
clerical  tie  that  bound  me  to  that  past,  now  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury distant,  has  been  recently  severed.  On  Maunday  Thursday 
last  The  Rev.  Caleb  Alexander  Bruce,  the  Senior  Presbyter  of 
this  Diocese  entered  into  rest.    He  died  at  about  the  hour  when 
the   Holy  Eucharist  was  instituted,  and  on  the  anniversary  of 
its  institution.     His  mortal  remains  were  laid  in  the  grave  on 
Easter-Even,  at  the  hour,  when,  owing  to  my  previous  absence 
from  home,  I  first  received  the  sad  tidings  of  his  death. 

Of  all  the  days  in  the  year  none  could  be  more  fitting  for  the 
decease  and  burial  of  a  Christian.     For  he,  as  it  were,  just  pre- 
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ceded  our  Lord  in  his  death  and  lay  in  the  grave  with  I^^™» 
awaiting  like  Him  a  glorious  resurrection. 

The   Rev.  Caleb  Alexander  Bruce   was  no  ordinary  r^*^- 
He  was  in  the  highest  and  truest  sense  of  the  word  a  ger*  tie- 
man,  and  such  a  gentleman  as  is  not  formed  and  developetd  ^^ 
one  or  two  generations.     Tracing  his  ancestry  by  undoul::^  ^^^ 
record  for  nearly  a  thousand  years  up  the  stream  of  time  ^    ^^ 
was  a  descendant  of  famous  men.     And  in   the    more  t  J^^° 
twenty-five  years  that  I  have  been  intimately  acquainted  \t/"^^^ 
him,  I  have  never  known  him  to  even  verge  towards  any  ^^^ 
which  would  have  raised  a  blush  on  the  face  of  any  of  the  f5  ^^ 
royal  ancestors  from  whom  he  legitimately  drew  the  blood  cou  ^^' 
ing  in  his  veins.     No  man  ever  had  a  keener  sense  of  hon 
His  was  no    common    intellect.     Though  his  mind   was   n 
stored  with  what  the  world  deems  the  highest  learning,  yet 
was  capable  of  highest  thought.     I   do   not  by  these  won 
mean  to   imply  that  he  was  deficient  in  education.     His  an 
quirements   were  large,  and  whatever  he  knew,  he  knew  wel 
His  thoughts  and  his  utterances  had  that  distinctness,  definite 
ness  and  lucidity  which  shows  the  well-trained  mind.     In  noth 
ing  was  this  more  evident  than  in  his  sound  theological  views 
He  was  never  showy  and  shallow,  vague  or  shadowy,  but  h< 
was  above  all  a  practical  man  and  a  man  of  energetic  action.^ 

To  him  this  Diocese  owes  the  erection  of  no  less  than  four — 
new  Church  edifices,  three  of  which  still  stand  as  monuments 
to  his  memory,  and  the  fourth  has  ceased  to  be  only  because 
the  town  where  it  was  planted  has  gone  to  hopeless  decay.     It 
is  now  but  a  name,  not  even  a  village. 

Firm  in  his  opinions,  and  frank,  even  at  times,  perhaps  too 
frank  in  his  expression  of  them,  he  had,  at  heart,  the  larg-st 
charity  for  those  who  differed  from  him.  Faithful  as  a  pastor, 
energetic  and  strong  as  a  preacher,  tender  and  loving  as  a  hus- 
band and  father,  his  work  was  well  done,  and  he  has  gone  to 
his  reward.  I  hope  all  his  clerical  brethren  will  add  some 
contributions,  however  small,  to  the  memorial  window  soon  to 
be  set  up  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  beautiful 
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^^difice  designed  by  his  taste  and  built  through  his  energetic  in- 
s^piration. 

Another  name  disappears  this  year  from  the  records  of  our 

Diocesan  Council.     It  has  stood  there  for  years,  and  had  not 

<Jeath   erased,  it  would  have  stood  there  for  years  to  come. 

^ince  the  spring  of  1888,  we  have  read  in  our  list  of  Diocesan 

officials,  Mr.  George  H.  Van  Etten,  Registrar.     So   faithful 

xind  painstaking  was  he  in  the  duties  of  his  office  that  no  one 

<Jesired  a  change,  nor  could   have  desired.     He   has  left  the 

<Zhurch  on  earth  to  join  the  Church  in   Paradise.     He  was  far 

iSKway  from  this  Diocese  when  the  summons  came.     He  was 

c:  raveling  with  his  faithful  and  devoted  wife,  in  the  hope  of  re- 

czruperating  his  failing  health,  when  death  overtook  him. 

We  have  sustained  a  severe  loss,  in  the  departure  of  our 
r~i«riend.     And    when  I  say  **  we,"  I  may  well  include  the  State 
V.  nd  capital  thereof,  as  vtrell  as  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.     For 
^  you  search  the  records  of  the  past,  you  will  find  few  enter- 
^^  rises  for  the  development  and  improvement  of  this  commu- 
'^  ity  with  which  the    name  of  George  H.  Van  Etten  was  not 
ore  or  less  intimately  associated.     He  was  ever  ready  to  lend 
is  influence  and  his  pecuniary  aid  to  every  movement  for  the 
-^-  ^vancement  of  our  prosperity  and  the  public  good.     He  was 
^  ■}  energetic  business  man,  with  a  suave  bearing  and  a  kindly 
Jart.     Few    men  were  more  charitable  than   he.      I  do  not 
'lieve  that  any  plea  for  assistance,  having  a  fair  basis  in  real 
erit,  was  ever  presented  to   him  in  vain.     I   know  that  the 
^^^"ggling  Parish  of  St.  Philip's  in  this  city  was  often  the  recipi- 
ent of  his  bounty.     The   Cathedral  also  profited  by  his  liber- 
^lity  on  more  than  one  occasion,  and  his  own  Parish,  Christ 
Church,  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  at  least  to  his  memory.     As 
Wc  fill  the  office   of  Registrar,  now  vacant,  let  us  remember 
with  tender  regret  him  who  so  long  and  so  faithfully  filled  it. 

The  clerical  changes  in  the  Diocese  since  we  last  met 
in  council  arc  few.  The  Rev.  Wallace  Carnahan  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
Western  Texas.     The  Rev.   Palin  Saxby  has  been  transferred 
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to  the   Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  is  now  Rector  of  St.  Luk^  ^ 
Church,  Cannelton.     The   vacancy   in  Christ's  Church,  Little 
Rock,  has  been  filled   by  the   Rev.  John  Gass,  received    oti 
letters  dimissory  from   the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.     The 
field  left  vacant  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Saxby's  departure  has  bect^ 
filled  by  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce,  received  on  letters  dimisso^'y 
from  the  Diocese  of  Texas.     The  Rev.  E.  J.  P.  B.  William^* 
whom  I  announced  to  the  last  Council  as  Rector-elect  of  S*^- 
Andrew's   Church,  Mammoth   Spring,   presented   to  me  soO^ 
after  our  adjournment,  letters  dimissory  from    the  Diocese    ^^ 
Missouri.     The  Diocese    of    Arkansas  has    good  reasons  f^^ 
congratulating^  herself  on  these  new  accessions  to  her  Cler 
list.     The  name  of  the  Rev.  Herbert  Edwards  disappears  fro 
our  Journal,  as  he  has  returned  to  his  native  England. 

Regarding   Church  edifices,  I   have  to   announce   that 
Church  of  the   Good   Shepherd,  at   Forrest  City,  is  now  co 
pleted,  except  some  of  the  larger  windows.     For  its  size  it 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  structures  1   have  ever  seen.     I  a 
glad  to  add  here  that  the  debt  originally  resting  on  it,  $SOC^^ 
has  been  already  reduced  to  $400,  and  in  a  few  weeks  it  wil 
be  reduced  to  $300.     Some  six  or  seven  miles  south  of  For 
Smith,   a    country    chapel    is    in    process    of    erection.     Th^^ 
chapel    at   Winslow    has   been    much    improved,    but    proper 
Chancel    furniture    is    yet    lacking.     At  Brinkley  a    buildin 
has    been    purchased,    which    will    serve    for    some    time    to 
come   as  a  chapel.     It   is  a  great    step  onward  when   we  se- 
cure a  place   of   worship    as  our  own,  be  it  ever  so  humble, 
Until  that  is  done  we  can  do  no  permanent  work.      But  while 
we  rejoice    at  the  erection  of  new  churches  as  new  centers  of 
church  life,  we  must  take  care  to  preserve  those  already  built, 
though   from    various    causes,    the  church  life  in  their  vicinity 
has  run  very  low. 

About  twenty  years  ago,  I  visited  Dardanelle.  It  was  the 
second  visit  ever  made  there  by  a  Bishop  of  our  commu- 
nion. Years  before.  Bishop  Otey,  of  Tennessee,  had  been 
there.      I  was  told  that  Bishop  Lay  had  never  been   in    Dar- 
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la.nelle.    According  to  my  recollection,  there  were  no  persons 

n  the  town  that  considered  themselves  communicants   of  the 

churchy  though  a  few  had  received  holy  baptism  at  her  hands, 

md  a  few  others  were  inclined  to   walk    in    her   ways.      This 

irst  visit   was   followed  up  by  others.     On  one  occasion  only 

^vas  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Stout ;   all    the    other 

imes  I  was  alone  and  worked  unaided.      On   some    occasions 

held   two  services   daily  for  a  week  or  more  together.    I 

^reached,  baptised,  confirmed  and  celebrated   the    Holy   En- 

Harist.     At  last  I  obtained  by  gift  a  6ne  lot  and  by  degrees  a 

beautiful   church   was   erected.      I    planted    and  fostered  the 

*3.rish.     It  was  my  own  child  and  I  felt  a  deep  affection  for  it. 

^t  last  Dr.  MacDonald  was  settled  there  and  remained  several 

^ars.       For   his   own   comfort,  he  built  on  one  corner  of  the 

>ts,  or  to  speak  more  correctly,  on  one  of  the  lots,  which  com- 

rised  the  church  property,  a  small  rectory,    at   his    own    ex- 

^nse,    and    he   was    granted   a  lease  of  said  lot  for  a  term  of 

^ars.      To  Dr.  MacDonald  succeeded  the  Rev.  R.  S.  James, 

^-  £>.,  and  as  Dr.  MacDonald  claimed  a  right  to  rent  the  rec- 

^^ry  for  some  years  to  come,  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry 

sked  my  canonical  consent  to  borrow  $300  from  the  Church 

building    Fund  and  to  secure  said  loan  by  giving  a  mortgage 

^»i  the  said  lot  and  building.       My  consent  was  given.     Not 

^^e  cent  of  the  ^300  has  ever  been  paid,  nor  has  a  cent  of  the 

^<icruing   interest    been    paid.      After  a  year  or  so,  Dr.  James 

f^^oved  elsewhere,  the  church  families   moved  away  one  after 

another,  and  if  theie  is  now  a   single    church    family   left   in 

*^ardanelle,  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it.     The  amount  now  due, 

Principal  and  interest,  is  more  than  $400.     The  Church  Build- 

^"g  Commissioners  have  given  notice  that  they  will  foreclose 

^he  mortgage.     I  have  asked  them  to  defer  action  till  I  could 

'^ythe  matter  before  this  Council.     I  hope  some  steps  will  be 

taken  to  aid  me  in  saving  this  piece  of  church    property.     If 

you  ask  me  why  attempt  to  save  it,  if  the  church    in    Dardan- 

clle  is  dead?     I  answer,  it  may  have  a  resurrection.     When 

I  went  there  twenty  years  ago  I  found  nothing ;  now  there  is 
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a  church  and  a  small  parsonage.     Could  we  place  a  Mission^  ^>' 
in  that  parsonage,  we  might  revive  the  church  there  and  pl3.  ^^ 
it  in  Russellville,  Clarksville  and  many  other  points  between 
Russellville  and  Van  Buren.     I  will  assist  you  in  accomplish! '^^ 
this  gre«t  work,  but  I  cannot  do  it  by  myself.      A  small  co*^* 
tribution  from  each  Parish  for  a  few  years  to  come,  will    p3-  3^ 
the  interest  on  this  debt,  and  gradually  extinguish  the  prin^  *' 
pal.     If  life  were  not  doubly  uncertain  to  one  of  my  age, 
would  scarcely  ask  your  aid  and  become  personally  respond  ^ 
ble  for  this  debt,  but  now  I  dare  not  do  that. 

The  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  in  a  healthy  condition  g^ 
erally.     Trinity   Church,  Van  Buren,  was  consecrated  on  t 
1st  day  of  May  last,  and  has  paid  off  the  indebtedness  on  t 
old   rectory,  and  is   now  preparing  to  build  a  new  one  mo 
convenient    to  the    church.     Means  for  this  are  obtained  W^^--^^' 
placing  a  lien  on  the  old  and  the  new  rectory  lots.     Never  w 
the  Parish  as  flourishing  as  it  is  now. 

St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  and   St.  John's,  Helena,  a 
approaching  the  time  when  work  will  be  begun  on  their  mu 
needed  new   and   larger  churches.     St.  Luke's,  Hot   Sprin 
and  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  are  ridding  themselves  of  the 
debts,  and  in   a   few  years,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  all  th 
church   property   in   the   Diocese  of  Arkansas    will  be  free 
all  financial  incumbrances. 

The  confirmations  during  the  past  year  sum  up  184,  two  les^ 
than  last  year.     This  small   deficiency  may  be   more  than  ac^ 
counted  for  by  the  fact  that  I  have,  at  the  request  of  the 
in  charge,  deferred  till  a  later  da*^e  my  visits  to   Hope,  Wash 
ington,  Nashville  and  Brinkley. 

Now,  one  word  in  regard  to  our  Missionary  organization. 
It  has  worked  well,  but  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every 
Parish  in  Arkansas  it  could  have  done  even  more.  No  system 
originating  in  man  is  perfect.  If  our  present  system  is  imper- 
fect, let  us  improve  it.  It  is  better  to  supply  deficiencies,  and 
to  prune  away  redundancies,  than  it  is  to  attempt  to  work  out 
a  new  plan,  which  we  may  find  at  last  less  efficient  than  the  one 
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discarded.  But  whatever  is  agreed  upon,  let  us  be  a  unit  in  its 
adoption,  and  when  it  is  adopted  let  every  one  do  his  utmost 
to  carry  it  into  efficient  operation.  Our  two  years'  experience 
shows  that  we  can  do  much.  Let  us  now  resolve  to  plant  the 
Church  in  every  permanent  town  in  the  State  of  Arkarr^ns 
We  cannot  do  this  at  once,  but  it  can  be  done  by  earnest  and 
persistent  efforts. 

Brethren,  my  heart  goes  out  to  you  on  this  twenty-fifth  year 

completed  of  my  consecration  to  the  Episcopate,  and   I  bless 

you  in  God's  name  for  your  many  kindnesses  to  me  during  the 

p?«st  quarter  of  a  century.     And  I  thank  God   that  I  can  feel 

this  day  more  than  I  have  ever  before  felt,  that  we  are  a  united 

I^iocese.     My  earnest  prayer  is  that  we  may  ever  continue  to

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  announcing  to  the  Council  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Caleb 
Alexander  Bruce,  Priest  and  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Mari- 
anna,  and  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following: 

It  is  with  very  great  sorrow  that  the  Council  has  learned  of  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Caleb  Alexander  Bruce,  Senior  Priest,  and  one 
who  has,  in  almost  every  official  capacity  served  the  Diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas, and  has  been  identified  with  the  work  of  the  Church  of  the  State  for 
over  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  a  true  missionary  in  every  sense  of 
the  word,  and  believed  that  the  commission  he  had  received  bade  him  go 
into  the  waste  places  and  there  preauh  the  Gospel,  and  build  up  the 
Kingdom  of  his  Master;  true  to  such  a  conviction  he  went  forth  to  his 
work,  and  as  a  result  of  his  labors,  there  stands  in  the  Diocese  today 
four  beautiful  church  buildings  bearing  witness  to  the  truth  taught  by 
the  great  Apostle,  "he  being  dead,  yet  speaketh." 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  brother,  we  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  have  lost  a  warm  friend  and  earnest  worker  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese,  and  one  whose  place  in  the  Council 
w^ill  be  hard  to  HU.  But  our  loss  is  his  gain,  for  he  has  gone  on  before 
to  the  rest  "  that  remaincth  to  the  people  of  God."  May  God  grant  to 
him  eternal  rest,  and  may  **  light  perpetual  shine  upon  him."

This  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  having  been  referred  for  the  action  of  the 
Council,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was  appointed  to  act  with  the 
Trustee  as  a  commission  on  the  increase  of  the  Episcopate  Fond. 

The  committee  met  two  or  three  times  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  procuring  tab- 
scriptions  to  the  Fund,  with  special  reference  to  the  support  of  an  Assistant  Bishop; 
also  consulting  with  the  Bishop  on  the  subject.  Nothing  definite  was  decided  on, 
but  on  August  7,  1894,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  made  the  following  commania- 
tion  to  the  Committee :

On  receipt  of  this  letter  the  Standing  Committee  appointed  a  sub-committee  from 
its  own  members  to  act  with  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  whose  daty  it 
should  be  to  canvass  the  Diocese  and  receive  subscriptions.  Owing  to  the  illoeu 
of  one  of  its  members  and  the  general  depression  in  business,  this  committee  was 
unable  to  undertake  the  work  assigned  it. 

Being  informed  of  this  the  committee  at  a  meeting  held  January  25th,  decided  to 
address  a  circular  letter  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  setting  before  then 
the  importance  of  the  subject  the  Bishop  has  so  urgently  presented.  We  believe 
our  people  do  not  realize  how  necessary  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  is  to  the 
future  well-being  o\  the  Diocese.  The  committee  would,  therefore,  urge  upon  the 
Clergy  and  their  congregations  that  they  take  up  this  subject,  talk  it  over,  discos*  it 
at  Vestry  meetings,  guild  meetings  and  in  the  home,  till  public  interest  is  awakeoeo 
and  public  opinion  on  the  subject  is  created. 

The  Bishop  has  already  pointed  out  how  soon  additional  Episcopal  supervisi<>^ 
may  be  needed.     Indeed  it  is  needed  now.     In  this  weak,  yet  growing  Dioc^^* 
abundant  opportunity  for  growth  and  increase  is  constantly  presented,  demandii4 
constant  Episcopal  supervision,  and  our  aged  and  beloved  Bishop  already  real>^^ 
that  the  time  has  come  when  at  least  a  portion  of  this  work  should  be  handed  o^^ 
to  a  younger  man.     But  this  much  needed  additional  Episcopal  supervision  caa^^ 
be  had  unless  the  people  in  all  our  Parishes  and  Missions  contribute  to  the  supi^^ 
of  an  Assistant  Bishop.     The  whole  Diocese  must  assume  this  responsibility,     a 
time  has  come  for  action  ;  we  must  now  determine  what  we  shall  do. 

We  therefore  commend  this  subject  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  •-  ^ 
ask  for  its  prayerful  and  earnest  consideration.     We  would  be  glad  to  hear  frc^ 
each  Clergyman  and  each  Vestry  in  the  Diocese  on  the  subject.     Any  suggesti  ^^ 
or  any  plan  they  may  deem  practicable  will  be  gladly  received,  and  will  enable  t  ^ 
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immittee  to  make  a  rqport  bearing  on  this  whole  subject  at  the  next  Council.    Such 

plies  may  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

As  this  subject  will  be  the  leading  topic  at  the  coming  Diocesan  Conucil,  you  r 

mmittee  especially  desires  that  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  will  send  their 

el^ates  instructed  to  act  and  to  pledge  the  support  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  in  a 

finite  sum. 

What  is  above  outlined  seems  to  the  committee  the  only  way  to  create  public 

ntiment  and  to  awaken  public  interest.     To  this  end  we  respectfully  request  that 

is  letter  be  read  to  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese  at  the  next  Sunday  service  after 

i  receipt.

It  is  with  deep  regret  I  call  attention  to  the  small  amount 
that  has  been^donated  by  the  various  Parishes  throughout  the 
Diocese.  I  had  hoped  that  with  the  reduction  of  the  Council 
assessment,  that  a  liberal  response  would  be  made  to  let  the 
difference  go  to  this  fund.  It  seems  so  strange  to  me  that  there  is 
nothing  more  done  by  the  Clergymen  to  get  special  contribu- 
tions; fpr  1  cannot  help  but  feel  that  if  the  people  fully  knew 
what  a  burden  this  would  be,  in  case  we  had  to  support  our 
Diocesan,  they  would  certainly  take  some  steps  toward  the 
increase  as  a  means  of  their  own  protection.  At  the  last 
Council  held  at  Fayetteville  a  resolution  was  passed  empower- 
ing the  Standing  Committee,  in  connection  with  the  Trustee 
of  this  fund,  to  take  such  steps  as  they  deemed  wise  to  increase 
it.  This  committee  sent  out  a  circular  to  all  the  Parishes 
throughout  the  Diocese,  stating  fully  the  plans  to  be  adopted, 
and  tried  to  impress  the  Laity  with  our  needs ;  this  statement 
shows  what  success  it  met  with.  I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to 
ask  that  each  Parish  give  the  same  amount  to  this  fund  that 
they  pay  to  the  Council  assessment,  and  make  it  obligatory.  I 
consider  this  one  of  the  most  important  matters  that  will  come 
before  you,  and  hope  such  means  for  a  more  liberal  contribu- 
tion to  increase  this  fund  will  be  adopted.  I  have  been  com- 
pelled to  take  legal  steps  to  collect  the  Bell  note,  and  hope  to 
have  it  all  arranged  soon.  I  have  done  everything  possible  to 
build  up  this  fund,  and  had  it  not  been  for  substantial  increase 
on  the  B.  &  L.  funds  our  profits  for  past  year  would  have  been 
very  small.  I  must  express  my  thanks  to  Messrs.  N.  B.  &  J. 
B.  Trulock  for  the  kind  attention  they  have  given  to  property 
in  Pine  Bluff,  and  had  it  not  been  for  them  the  fund  would 
have  sufTered  considerably  on  account  of  costs  for  collecting 
rents  and  adjusting  other  claims  we  had  in  that  city.

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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 

This  Church  conforms  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  of  the  same; 
to  which  Constitution  and  Canons  this  Church  hereby  accedes, 
and  subordinates  herself,  according  to  the  rules  of  ecclesias- 
tical law. 

ARTICLE  I.* 

Of  the  Clergy  ond  Laity, 

There  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy  : 

First — The  Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of  the 
Ministry,  presides  over  the  Church  by  Apostolic  Authority, 
and  has  the  sole  right  to  ordain,  to  confirm,  and  to  pronounce 
judicial  sentence  on  offenders;  and  governs  the  Church  in  his 
Diocese  according  to  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Canons  of 
this  Church. 

Second — The  Priests  or  Presbyters,  who  preach  the  Word, 
administer  the  Sacraments  of  the  Church,  and   have  the  over- 
sight and  pastoral  care  of  the  Laity  in  their  several  Congrega- 
tions.    They  also  have  the  rigiit  to  advise  their  Bishop  and  to 
share   in    the   government    of   the  Church,  according  to  th 
Canons. 

Third — The  Deacons,  who  having  received  limited  office  i 
the  general  Ministry,  serve  in  the  same  where  they  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop.  They  ate  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
Bishop,  cannot  take  the  Rectorship  of  a  Church,  and  must  be 
under  the  care  and  supervision  of  some  priest,  who  shall  direct 
them  in  their  work. 

The   Laity   are  divided  and  organized,  according  to   local 
convenience,  into  Parishes  or  Congregations      They  commit

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the  general  management  of  their  parochial  business  to  a  por- 
tion 6f  their  own  number,  annually  elected,  and  called  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen.  To  these  belong  the  administration  of  all  the 
secular  concerns  of  their  particular  Parish  ;  but  they  have  no 
part  in  the  spiritual  government  of  the  Church,  which  belongs 
to  the  Clergy  alone. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Of  the  Council. 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  deter- 
mine ;  and,  in  case  of  its  failure  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  ap- 
point the  time  and  place.  In  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall 
preside  by  virtue  of  his  office.  The  Clergy  shall  sit  by  right 
of  their  order,  and  the  Laity  shall  be  represented  by  Delegates 
chosen  for  that  purpose  by  the  Vestry  of  each  Congregation. 

The  Chancellor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  with  privilege  of  de- 
bate but  shall  have  no  vote,  by  reason  of  their  offices. 

Special  Councils  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  when 
some  urgent  necessity  may  require  the  action  of  the  whole 
Church. 

Without  the  concurrence  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  no 
<*ule  or  law  of  the  Church  can  be  adopted,  changed  or  done 
^way. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Congregations. 

All  Congregations  and  Parishes  represented  in  the  Primary 
C^onvention,  shall  be  deemed  duly  organized ;  and  thereafter, 
^he  organization  of  all  Parishes  shall  be  in  the  form  provided 
tDy  the  Canon,  and  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Council.  And  no 
I^arish  shall  have  an  organic  existence,  or  corporate  life  in  this 
Church,  unless  acknowledged  by  the  Council  and  approved  by 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Support  and  Advancement  of  the  Church, 

All  Christian  men  are  bound  to  bear  the  just  share  of  t^ 
burdens  which  duty  imposes. 

The  Council,  by  Canon  and  resolution,  may  establish  spec# 
funds : 

First — For  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Second — For  the  support  of  Missionaries. 

Third — For  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen. 

Fourth — For  Church  building. 

Fifth — For  education  of  men  for  the  Ministry;  and  take  all 
other  measures  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's 
Kingdom :  Provided,  That  this  article  does  not  imply  any 
power  to  make  any  assessment  except  for  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese,  ***  which  shall  include  all  current  ex- 
penses and  proper  provision  for  the  Episcopate  Fund."

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the   Administration  of  Justice. 

The  Clergy,  Priests  and  Deacons,  may  be  tried  by  an 
Ecclesiastical  Court,  composed  of  Presbyters  chosen  for  that 
()urpose.  But  there  shall  be  no  such  trial  except  on  due  pre- 
sentment, and  according  to  the  Canon  for  the  trial  of  Clergy- 
men set  forth  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  rules  of  Ecclesiastical 
law. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the   Tenure  of  Church  Property, 

The  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry,  or  other  persons  in 
whose  names  the  property  of  any  Church  or  Parish  may  be 
vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other  means,  without  the 
ccMisent  of  the  Bishoi)  and  Standing  Committee,  under  their 
hands  given,  grant,  alienate  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Amending  the  Constitution. 

A.  proposal  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  laid  before 

-  Council  in  writing,  and,  if  approved,  shall  lie  over  until  the 
>ct  annual  Council,  and  in  the  meantime,  shall  be  notified  to 

-  Parishes;  and  then,  if  it  be  approved  by  the  Bishop^  ai^d 
*■  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Laity 
'^sent,  voting  by  orders,  the  proposed  amendment  shall  be- 
ome  a  part  of  the  Constitution.

TITLE  I. 

OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ARKANS/VS 

CANON  I.* 

OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  i.  The  members  of  the  Council  shall  consist  ^» 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  having  the  following 
qualifications  :  Every  Clergyman  having  been  admitted  caO' 
onically  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  be  a  member  o* 
the  Council;  but  no  Clergyman  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  unless  he  shall  have  been  canonically 
and  actually  a  resident  of  the  Diocese  for  six  months.  Every 
Parish  regularly  organized  as  required  by  the  Constitution* 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  three  Ddegates  to  the  Council,  and 
every  duly  organized  Mission  Station  shall  be  entitled  to  send 
one  Delegate  ;  Provided  alzuays.  That  such  Delegates  shall  b^ 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that 
no  person  under  Ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  whcthc^ 
Clergyman  or  Layman,  shall  be  allowed  a  seat  in  the  Council* 

Sec.  2.  The  first  standing  committee  appointed  by  th^ 
Bishop,   after  the   Council   has  been   duly  organized,  and  the

sion, and  to  make  an  equitable  assessment  upon  them,  to  be 
applied  to  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  include  all 
current  expenses  and  proper  provision  for  the  Episcopate 
J^und.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan 
Council  shall,  as  a  necessary  par:  of  their  credentials,  present 
^0  the  Council  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or 
'^ther  satisfactory  evidence,  showing  the  payment  of  this  assess- 
ment and  that  their  Parish  is  not  in  arrears  on  any  prior  assess- 
"Jent.  Provided,  That  the  Council  when  formally  organized, 
roay,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  excuse  any  delinquent 
Parish  or  Mission  from  the  payment  of  any  portion  or  all  of 
'his  assessment. 

Shc.  3.  The  Council  shall,  ordinarily,  deliberate  and  vote 
without  any  distinction  of  orders;  but  any  member  may  call 
■or  a  division  upon  any  question,  and  if  this  call  is  sustained 
^y  two  other  members,  then  the  question  shall  be  put  first  to 
Ac  Clergy  and  next  to  the  Laity,  who  shall  vote  by  Parishes; 
^nd  in  such  a  case  a  majority  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  constitute  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  Council. 

Sec  4.  The  Bishop  presides  in  Council  by  virtue  of  his 
<^^ce,  and  has  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  upon  every  sub- 
l^ct  that  may  come  before  the  Council.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  the   Council  shall  elect  a  Chairman  from  the  Clergy 

present.     At  each  Council  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be 

elected  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the  whole  body. 
Sec.  5.     When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  Council  shall 

always  vote  by  orders,  in  this  wise  :     The  Clergy  shall  make  a 

Domination  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  Lay  Delegates,  voting 

by  Parishes,  shall  concur  by  ballot,  in  order  to  constitute  an 

election. 

Sec  6.  When  any  great  necessity  shall  arise,  the  Bishop, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
oiittee,  may  call  a  special  Council.     In  such  case,  four  weeks' 
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notice  shall  be  given  to  every  Clergyman  and  to  one  of  tl  e 
Wardens  in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  stating  the  time, 
place  and  objects  of  the  special  Council ;  and  no  other  matters 
shall  be  proposed  or  acted  upon  than  those  specified  in  the  call 
of  said  special  Council. 

CANON  II.* 

OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

Sec.  7.     The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  keep  in  a  fit 
book,  full  and  exact  records  of  all  its  acts,  and  shall  preserve 
all  papers,  documents,  memorials,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  same, 
duly  indorsed   and  filed  in  such  way  that  they  may  be  easily 
consulted  whenever  recourse  to  them  may  be  necessary.    He 
shall  also   prepare,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  at  least 
one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  list  of  all  the 
Ministers  canonically  resident  in  the   Diocese,  annexing  their 
respective  stations,  distinguishing  Priests  from   Deacons,  but 
not  inserting  the  name  of  any  Clergyman  who  is   suspendec^ 
from  the  Ministry.     The  list  thus  prepared  shall  be  laid  befor^ 
the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall  be  called   to  order,  an^^ 
the  names  of  the  clerical  members  shall   be  called  therefroit^ 
Nevertheless,  the  Council  has  power  immediately  to  order  th^^ 
correction  of  any  errors  or  omissions. 

Sec.  8.     The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  General' 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and   all  other  funds  which   the   Council 
may  commit  to  his  care,  and  shall  keep  a  strict  account  of  the 
same  in  a  fit  book,  with   distinct  places  therein  for  all  proper 
entries.     He  shall  keep  a  regular  account  with  all  funds  and 
with  all  persons  and   Parishes  concerned,  and  shall  annually 
exhibit  a  balance  sheet  to  the  Council.     He  shall  indorse  and 
file  away  all  warrants,  orders  or  other  papers  belonging  to  his

Sec.  9.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Secretary 
or  Treasurer,  or  Trustee  of  any  fund,  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
:hority  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall 
receive  all  records,  funds  and  papers  from  the  hands  of  the  for- 
ner  officer  or  his  legal  representatives,  and  such  appointee 
shall  continue  in  office  and  perform  all  the  duties  thereof  until 
the  ensuing  Council  shall  have  elected  some  one  to  fill  the 
same. 

CANON  III.* 

OF   THE   REGISTRAR. 

Sec.  10.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council,  into 
whose  keeping  shall  be  committed  all  documents  pertaining  to 
the  history  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  that  are 
now,  or  may  hereafter  become,  the  property  of  the  Council. 
Said  Registrar  shall  preserve  all  documents  herein  referred  to, 
in  some  suitable  place  of  deposit,  and  shall  hold  them  subject 
to  such  regulations  as  the  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  pre- 
icribe. 

Sec.  II.  Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year, 
md  until  another  shall  be  chosen  in  his  place. 

CANON  IVt 

OF  REGULAR  ATTENDANCE  AT  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  12.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  attend  the 
Annual  Council,  unless  he  is  excused  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  13.  Every  Parish  shall  send  Lay  Delegates  to  the  An- 
nual Council,  and  the  Vestry  shall  make  provision  for  their 
representation  unless  excused  by  the  Council.

CANON  V. 

OF   THE   NUMBER    NECESSARY   TO    CONSTITUTE   A   QUORUM. 

Sec.  15.  A  quorum  for  ordinary  business  at  the  Annual 
Council  shall  consist  of  such  Clergy  and  Delegates  from  the 
Parishes  as  may  be  present ;  but,  if  the  Bishop  be  not  present, 
such  quorum  shall  have  power  only  to  receive  reports  of  com- 
mittees and  Parishes,  and  to  refer  the  same ;  to  elect  the  ordi- 
nary officers  and  committees,  and  to  fix  the  time  and  place  for 
the  next  Council.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  two-thirds  of 
the  Clergy  and  a  majority  of  all  the  Parishes  shall  be  present 
before  the  Council  proceed  to  elect.  At  any  called  Council, 
other  than  as  provided  for  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  a 
quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
seats,  and  Lay  Delegates  from  four  or  more  Parishes. 

CANON  VI. 

OF   THE    OPENING    OF   THK    COUNCIL. 

Sec   16.     At  the  opening  of  every  Council  there  shall  be  <» 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  a  sermon  by  a  Pries^ 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  when  the  l^ishop  himself  does  not  dc 
liver  at  that  time  a  sermon  or  charge.     And  this  may  be  pre-^ 
ceded  by  Morning  Prayer. 

CANON  VII.* 

OF   THE   STANDING    COMMITTEE    OF   THE    DIOCESE. 

Sec.  17.  At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  elected 
three  Priests  and  two  Laymen,  by  ballot,  as  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  the  ensuing  year.  They  shall  elect,  from  their  own 
body,  a  President  and  Secretary.  They  shall  meet  on  the 
summons  of  the  President.     A  quorum  shall  consist  of  three.

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two  of  whom  at  least  shall  be  Priests.  When  required  they 
shall  vote  by  orders. 

Sec.  18.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  their 
proceedings  in  a  book  which  shall  belong  to  the  Diocese,  and 
which,  together  with  all  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  Commit- 
tee, shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee,  or  the 
Council  or  the  Bishop  when  required. 

Sec  19.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  summoned  on 
the  requisition  of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  their  ad- 
vice ;  and  they  may  meet,  of  their  own  accord  and  agreeably 
to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may  be  disposed  to  advise  the 
Bishop.  And  the  President  shall  call  a  meeting  at  any  time, 
O"^  the  request  in  writing  of  any  two  members,  or  when  he  may 
deem  it  necessary. 

Sec  20.  When  the  Episcopate  is  vacant,  through  any 
c^-use,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  call  a  meeting  forthwith, 
^"^cl,  after  consultation  as  to  the  time  and  place,  summon  a 
^F^ecial  Council  of  the  Diocese,  to  elect  a  successor,  with  all 
cc>nvenient  speed.  Provided^  That  if  such  vacancy  occur 
within  less  than  six  months  before  the  Annual  Council  there 
^l^^U  be  no  Special  Council,  but  the  election  of  a  Bishop  shall 
^^  deferred  until  the  Annual  Council;  and  during  the  vacancy, 
*^  ^  Standing  Committee  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the 
^^crlesiastical  Authority  consistent  with  their  character  as  the 
^^  administrators  of  the  Diocese  under  Council.

CANON  IX.* 

OF   THE    ELECTION    OF   TRUSTEES. 

Sec  22.     Every  Council  shall  elect  Trustees  for  all  funds 
that  may  be  created. 

Sec  23.     A  Trustee    shall   be  annually  appointed   by  the 
Council,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate 
Endowment  Fund,  and  who  shall  be  specially  charged  with  the 
responsibility  for  the  accumulation  and  investment  of  said  fund. 
As  often  as  the  amounts  received  by  him  shall  aggregate  the 
sum  of  ^50,  he  shall  invest  the  same,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.     The  said 
Trustee  shall  make  annual  reports  to  the  Council  of  the  con- 
dition of  said  fund  and  the   investment  thereof.     Each   year 
said  Trustee  shall  execute  a  bond  with  two  or  more   sureties  • 
to  the  State  of  Arkansas,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Dioccs* 
thereof;    said  bond  shall  be  for  such  sum  as  the  Council  ma] 
require,  and  affirmed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  which  bond,  ^ 
when  so  affirmed,  said  committee  shall  file  with  the  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  X.

Sec.  38.  In  it  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  bap- 
tized, confirmed,  married  and  buried  in  the  Parish.  It  shall 
contain  a  list  of  all  the  communicants,  of  all  families,  and  of 
individuals  not  thus  included,  belonging  to  the  Parish,  or  reg- 
ularly attending  its  services.

In  case  any  Congregation  should  be  so  far  forget- 
ful of  the  honor  of  God's  Church  as  to  transgresss  in  this  mat- 
ter, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  General  Fund,  to  proceed  at  once  to  re- 
cover all  the  Church's  property  in  such  contumacious  Parish 
and  to  reduce  it  to  the  control  of  the  Diocese.

Sec.  49.  The  Bishop  may  divide  the  Diocese  into  Distiicts, 
naming  the  town  in  each  District  which  shall  be  the  center  of 
a  Missionary  work ;  and  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese  of 
every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station,  shall  be  assigned  to  one 
or  the  other  of  the  Missionary  centers. 

Sec  50.  The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  each  District,  when  or- 
ganized, shall  constitute  a  Convocation,  and  have  charge  of 
the  Missionary  work  in  the  field  assigned  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  51.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Clergy  in 
each  District  as  Dean  of  Convocation.  The  Convocation  shall 
elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  Clergyman,  and  a  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  a  Layman. 

Sec.  52.  The  Convocation  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules 
as  they  shall  adopt,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  and  each  shall 
report  through  its  Dean  to  the  Bishop  annually. 

Skc.  53.  Every  Parish  shall,  by  its  Vestry,  appoint  one 
Delegate  to  Convocation. 

Sec.  54.  In  Missionary  Stations,  the  Missionary  in  charge 
or  Dean  of  Convocation  shall  appoint  the  Lay  Delegate. 

CANON  II. 

Sec.  55.  All  organized  Mission  Stations  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec.  56.     All  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  57.  Missionary  Stations  duly  organized  shall  report  to 
the  Annual  Council  the  same  as  Parishes,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  send  one  Delegate,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  debate,  but 
not  to  vote.

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CANON  III. 

Sec.  58.  In  any  community  where  there  are  twelve  baptized 
adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  male  communicant,  desirous  of  or- 
ganizing a  Missionary  Station,  they  shall  assemble  themselves — 
their  own  Missionary  being  present,  or,  if  they  have  no  Mis- 
sionary, any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  being  present  and  con- 
senting— and  adopt  the  following  form  of  organization,  affixing 
their  signatures  thereto,  and  sending  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  his  approval : 

"  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous  of  en- 
joying the  privileges  of  religious  worship  and  instruction  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  according  to  the  forms 
and    doctrines  of  the    Protestant    Episcopal    Church   in   the 

United  States  of  America,  have,  this  —  day  of ,  A.  D. 

,  at  — — .  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  formed   ourselves 

into  a   Congregation,  and  adopted  the    following  Articles  of 
Association  : 

"Article  I.  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the  —  Mission. 

"  Article  II.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to, 
and  will  be  governed  by  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

"Article  III.  When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Associa- 
tion shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  Article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  this  Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
voting  in  the  election  of  officers,  of  being  elected  an  officer, 
or  of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or  connected  with  the 
said  Association ;  but  this  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual 
standing  of  the  excluded, 

"Article  IV.  In  this  Mission,  regular  attendants  at  the 
services  of  the  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  and 
on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter  meeting. 

"Article   V.      The   officers   of  this   Association   shall   be : 
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The  Minister  in  charge  as  President  ex»officio\  a  Warden,  who 
must  be  a  male  communicant,  and  appointed  by  the  Minister; 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  annually  the 
Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
due   notice  having  been  given  of  time  and  place   of  election. 

•'Article  VI.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  the  same 
as  those  of  like  officers  in  organized  Parishes. 

"Article  VII.  All  lands,  tenements,  or  other  property, 
real  or  personal,  of  this  Association,  shall  vest  in  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it  may  for  the  time 
be,  and  his  canonical  successors,  to  be  by  him  and  them  held 
in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mission. 

"Article  VIII.  We  promise  to  pay  the  sum  of  J—— per 
annum  for  the  support  of  the  Missionary  whom  the  Bishop  or 
Missionary  Committee  may  send  to  us. 

CANON  IV.* 

Sec.  59.  The  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  arc 
by  their  baptism,  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Diocesan  Council  is  the  proper  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  60.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  sit  as  a  Board  of  Mis- 
sions at  such  times  as  the  Council  shall  itself  determine  by  its 
rules  of  order,  or  by  special  vote  at  any  time. 

Sec.  61.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  Missionary 
interests  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cared  for  by  a  Board  of  Man« 
agers,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  President 
ex  officio^  the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  and  three 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Council,  sitting  as  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec  62.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  regu- 
late all  matters  of  Missionary  work  not  ordered  by  the  Council 
of  the  Diocese ;  Provided^  That  all  appointments  and  removals 
of  Missionaries  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop  alone,  or,  in  his

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absence,  by  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  that  no  new  Mission  shall  be  opened,  no  old  Mission  aban- 
doned, and  no  change  made  in  the  stipend  of  any  particular 
Missionary,  without  the  Bishop's  consent. 

Sec  63.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  organized  by  the 
election  of  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  its  meetings  shall 
be  held  not  less  than  j^i^r  times  during  the  year. 

Sec  64.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund 
shall  receive,  hold  and  pay  out  funds  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the 
Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 

Sec.  65.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of  the 
year's  work,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers itself  and  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  66.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a  General 
Missionary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  scattered  and  pas- 
torless  people  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our  ordinary  ministra- 
tions, and  also  the  supplying  of  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and 
Missions;  Providedy  however,  That  the  General  Missionary 
thus  appointed  shall  have  no  work  assigned  htm,  as  General 
Missionary,  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  having  a  Priest  in  charge. 
Such  General  Missionary  will  be  expected  to  report  annually 
to  the  Board  of  Missions  concerning  his  work  in  the  Diocese, 
with  special  reference  to  the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the  sub- 
ject of  openings  for  new  work.

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TITLE  IV. 

OF    VESTRIES    AND    WARDENS    AND    THEIR  DU- 
TIES.  ETC. 

CANON   I.* 

Sec.  67.  Annually,  at  a  meeting  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  members  of  the  Parish  entitled 
to  vote  shall  elect  from  the  male  communicants  of  the  Parish 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen,  of  whom 
the  Rector  or  Minister  shall  appoint  one  as  Senior  Warden 
and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  another  as  Junior  Warden.  /Vtf- 
vided.  That  the  congregation  worshiping  in  the  Cathedral 
Church  may,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  early  there- 
after as  practicable,  elect  into  a  Chapter  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  eleven  male  communicants  to  represent  them, 
subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  parochial  repre- 
sentation ;  and  provided  further,  that  this  qualification  as  to 
Vestrymen  shall  not  affect  the  eligibility  to  future  election  of 
any  person  now  serving  as  a  Vestryman. 

Sec.  68.  Notice  of  the  election  shall  be  given  on  Easter 
Day,  or  at  the  service  last  preceding  the  election,  after  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  and  the  Congregation  duly  warned  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  election. 

Sec.  69.  The  Vestry  elect  shall  meet  within  ten  days  there- 
after, and  organize  by  the  election  of  the  Junior  Warden, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary.  As  soon  as  the  offices  are  filled  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  if  not  re-elected,  shall  pass  over  to 
their  successors  the  books,  papers,  accounts  and  moneys  i^ 
their  hands.  The  Vestry  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  Delegates 
to  represent  the  Parish  in  the  next  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  the  Rector,  shall  give  tb* 
Delegates-elect  certificates  to  that  effect.

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ShX.  70.  It  is,  in  general,  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  to  consider  and  determine  upon  the  election  of  a 
Minister  when  the  Parish  is  vacant ;  to  see  that  the  Minister  is 
well  and  properly  supported,  sufficiently  and  punctually  paid; 
and  together  with  the  Rector,  to  make  and  execute  all  con- 
tracts for  the  erection  of  Church  edifices.  Rectories,  and  other 
Church  buildings ;  to  provide  for  their  furnishing  and  repair 
and  due  preservation  ;  to  have  and  to  hold  all  Church  property 
as  Trustees  of  the  Parish,  and  as  such  generally  to  transact  all 
temporal  and  financial  business  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  71.  It  is  the  special  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  see  that 
the  Church  edifice  be  kept  from  unhallowed  use  ;  that  it  be 
kept  clean  and  in  good  repair,  duly  lighted  and  warmed  ;  to 
provide  a  sufficient  supply  of  books  and  ecclesiastical  vest- 
ments to  be  used  in  the  public  ministrations  by  the  Minister, 
and  to  provide  proper  elements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  and  preserve  due  order  during  service. 

Sec.  72.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector  the  Wardens  pre- 
side at  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings. 

Sec.  73.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens  their  duties  de- 
volve on  the  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  74.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all  the 
^nectings  of  the  Vestry,  and  to  keep  a  record  of  all  its  pro- 
<^eedings. 

Sec.  75.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive 
from  the  Secretary  all  moneys  collected  under  authority  of  the 
V<?55try,  giving  his  receipt  therefor,  and  to  pay  them  out  on  the 
^rcier  of  the  Vestry  in  the  manner  they  shall  provide.  Two 
w^^ks  before  Easter,  every  year,  the  Treasurer  shall  present 
^0  ^he  Vestry  a  full  statement  of  his  accounts,  and  the  Vestry 
sh^ll  audit  the  same,  and,  if  found  correct,  order  the  annual 
balance  to  be  made  up  in  accordance  therewith. 

Sec.  76.     The  Minister  may  call   meetings  of  the    Vestry 
^Vxenever  he  shall  desire,  and   shall  call  a  meeting  when  re- 
quested by  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  of  which  he  shall 
^ive  due  notice ;  but  meetings  may  be  held  at  regular  periods 
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by  regulation  of  the  Vestry.  At  every  meeting  the  minutes 
in  the  former  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved,  or  corrected 
and  approved. 

Sec.  tj.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Vestry,  at  the 
time  of  public  service,  or  other  meeting  in  the  Church,  to  see 
that  the  Congregation  is  properly  seated,  and  in  the  perform- 
ance of  this  duty  they  shall  give  special  attention  to  strangers. 

CANON  II.* 

FORM    FOft    ORGANIZATION    OF    PARISHES. 

Sec.  78.  Hereafter  all  Parishes  shall  be  organized  by  the 
adoption  of  the  following  form  of  organization  : 

*'  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous  of 
enjoying  the  privileges  of  religious  worship  and  instruction  of 
the  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  according  to  the 
forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 

United  States  of  America,  have,  this day  of  ,  A. 

D. ,  at  '",  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,   formed  our- 

selves into  a  Parish,  and  adopted  the  following  Articles  of 
Association  : 

*' Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
of  *  The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of Church.* 

'•  Article    2.     Tiiis    Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to, 
and  will  be  governed  by,  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United   States,  and  the   Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

'*  Article  3.  When  any  person,  uniting  with  this  Association, 
shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  Article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privileges  of  voting 
in  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  of  being  elected  a  Vestryman,  or 
of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or  connected  with  the

cils,  and  also  by  ihe  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of  1895. 
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said  Association  ;  but  this  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual 
standing  of  the  excluded, 

*'  Article  4.  In  this  Parish  all  communicants  of  the  Church, 
of  lawful  a^e,  who  are  duly  registered,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  Vestrymen,  and  on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter 
meeting. 

"  Article  5.     The  Vestrymen   of Church  shall  be 

elected  annually,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  assembled  for 
that  purpose,  notice  to  that  effect  having  been  given  publicly 
to  the  Congregation  on  the  preceding  Sunday.  The  Vestry- 
men so  elected  shall  continue  in  office  one  year  or  until  their 
successors  are  chosen. 

*•  Article  6.     The  Rector  of Church  shall  be  elected 

by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting,  which  shall 
be  duly  convened  for  that  purpose,  they  having  due  regard  in 
all  such  elections  to  the  previously  ascertained  wishes  of  the 
Congregation,  and  especially  of  the  communicants  of  the 
Church. 

•'  Article  7.     No  person  shall  be  chosen  Rector  or  Minister, 

or  Associate   Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  of Church, 

or  be  allowed  to  exercise  any  of  the  functions  of  the  Sacred 
Ministry  in  the  same,  unless  he  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop 
having  charge  of  this  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  an  ordained  Minister 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  good  standing.  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  prevent  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry  from  inviting  any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  in  good  standing,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  the 
Church,  or  interfere  with  the  performance  of  the  usual  services 
by  the  Lay  readers,  duly  appointed  to  so  officiate  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Rector  or  Minister. 

••  Article  8.  The  annual  rents,  contributions  and  other  rev- 
enues raised  by  this  Congregation,  shall  be  applied  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
Vector  or  Minister,  and  to  such  other  objects  as  are  connected 
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with  the  well-being  of  the  Church,  and  to  nn  other  purpose 
whatever. 

**  Article  9.  This  Association,  or  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestry,   or    other   perso;is    in    whose    name    the  property  of 

Church  may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other 

means,  with^'Ut  the  consent  of  the  liishop  of  the  Diocese,  un- 
der his  hand  given,  grant,  alienate,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any 
lands,  messuages  or  hereditaments,  in  them  vested  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  Church,  nor  charge  nor  encumber  the  same 
to  any  person  whatever. 

"  Article  10.  In  case  of  tlie  di>solution  or  extinction  of  this 
Association,  for  any  cause  whavevcr,  the  lands,  tenements,  and 
other  estate,  real  or  personal,  if  such  tliere  be,  shall  vest  in  the 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Kpisc«>pal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or 
under  whose  supervisio.i  it  may  for  the  time  be.  and  his  ca- 
nonical successors,  to  be  by^  him  and  them  held  in  trust  f<»r  the 
benefit  of  a  future  C<»ngregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  place  or  vicinity, 
and  upon  the  same  princl[)les  as  the  present  Church  and  Asso- 
ciatit)n. 

"Article  11.  This  Canon  is  applicable  to  and  bmding  on 
all  Parishes  now  existing  in  the  Dmcese,  and  cannot  be  altered 
or  ■  mend' d  except  by  the  acti(»n  t)f  the  Council  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Arkansas." 

Skc.  79,  Hereafter  no  organized  Mission  shall  be  admitted 
as  a  Parish  into  union  with  this  Council  until  it  shall  have  a 
Church  building  and  can  sh(nv  positive  evidence  of  its  ability 
to  cin tribute  at  least  /i^/zr  Jrjftdred  dollars  per  annum  to  the 
support  of  a  Rector.  And  whenever  a  Parish  shall  no  longer 
be  able  to  contribute  s.iid  amount  for  said  purpose;  or,  no 
longer  have  enough  male  communicants  to  constitute  a  Vestry, 
the  Bishop  shall  be  authorized  to  remand  said  Parish  to  the 
condition  of  a  Mission. 
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CANON  III. 

Sec.  80.  Clergymen  and  Laymen  shall  exercise  due  care 
in  signing  the  papers  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  shall 
not  sign,  except  on  personal  knowledge  or  reasonable  evidence. 
And  if  any  fraud  or  concealment  may  have  been  used  to  obtain 
certificates,  the  signers,  on  evidence  of  the  facts,  may  revoke 
their  recommendation.  And  if  they  shall  rashly  or  unadvisedly, 
without  due  care  and  caution,  or  through  favor,  or  with  cor- 
rupt purpose,  sign  the  recommendation  of  candidates,  whereby 
unworthy  or  unfit  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the  Ministry, 
whether  they  be  Clergymen  or  Laymen,  they  shall  be  subject 
to  Ecclesiastical  censure. 


TITLE  v.* 

TRIAL  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  81.  Every  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  liable 
to  presentment  and  trial  for  the  following  offenses,  to-wit: 

First — Crime  and  immorality. 

Second — Holding  and  teaching,  publicly  or  privately,  and 
advisedly,  any  doctrine  contrary  to  that  expressly  and  gener- 
ally set  forth  in  the  standards  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States. 

Third — Violation  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention,  or  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Fourth — Any  act  that  involves  a  breach  of  his  ordination 
vows. 

Sec.  82.  If  a  minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  any  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  the  forgoing  section,  he 
shall  be  admonished,  suspended  or  degraded. 

Sec.  83      In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  a  charge  or

charges,  with  specifications,  shall  be  made  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  signed  by  at  least  two  male  communicants  of  the 
Church,  affirming  that  the  same  is  true,  and  that  the  accusers 
will  make  the  charge  or  charges  good.     Should  the  Bishop 
have  reason  to  believe  that  a  Clergyman  is  guilty  of  any  or  all 
of  the  above  named  offenses,  he  shall  notify  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  fact,  and  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  at  once  proceed  to  an  investigation  of  the 
case,  and  should   they  be  convinced  of  the  guilt  of  the  Cler- 
gyman, they  shall  make  the  charges  to  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee, affirming  as  above.     Thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  committee  to  furnish  the  accused  a  copy  of 
the  charge,  and  require  an  answer  to  be  filed  thereto  withia 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  copy.     On  the 
coming  in  of  the  answer,  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  furnished 
the  parties  making  the  charge,  accompanied   by  a  notice  that 
all  proof  on  the  issue,  of  both  parties,  must  be  taken  and  filed 
wiih  the  Secretary  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  no- 
tice, unless  for  good   cause  shown  the  time    be  extended  by 
written  order  of  the  Bishop.     All  proof  must  be  by  deposition, 
taken  before  an    officer  authorized   to  administer  oaths,  and 
must  be  upon  reasonable  notice.     Both  parties  have  the  right 
to  be  present  at  the  taking  of  the  depositions  and  to  be  rep- 
resented by  counsel. 

When  the  taking  of  testimony  is  closed  the  committee  shall 
consider  the  charges,  and  if  two  members  of  the  same   shall 
deem  the  charges  clearly  within  the  scope  of  the  Canons,  and 
sustained  by  the  proof,  it  shall  be  so  declared  in  writing,  and 
they  shall  file  all  the  papers  in  the  case  with  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese. 

In  case  the  accused  is  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  two  remaining  Clerical  members  shall  choose  a  Priest  of 
the  Diocese  to  supply  his  place,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this 
trial  the  Priest  so  chosen  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec  84.     On  the  receipt  of  the  presentation  and  papers  it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
■Committee  to  consider  of  the  charge^  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  at 
least  two  of  said  Clerical  members,  the  charge  be  clearly 
within  the  scope  of  the  Canons  and  sustained  by  the  proof  ad- 
duced, they  shall  cite  the  accused  to  appear  before  them, 
cither  in  person  or  by  representative,  together  with  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese,  and  in  their  presence  they  shall  select  by 
lot  seven  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  on  a  certain  day 
after  thirty  days,  at  a  certain  place,  within  which  the  accused 
may  reside.  Immediately  upon  their  selection,  the  accused 
shall  strike  off  one  name  from  the  list  of  seven  drawn ;  the  Judge 
Advocate  shall  then  strike  off  a  second  name  ;  the  accused 
shall  strike  off  a  third  name;  and  lastly,  the  Judge  Advocate 
shall  strike  off  a  fourth,  and  the  three  remaining  shall  consti- 
tute the  Court.  Should  the  accused  refuse  to  exercise  his 
right  of  striking  off  the  names  as  proposed,  then  the  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee  present  shall  draw  by  lot  from  the 
seven  names  first  chosen,  three  to  constitute  the  Court.  In 
case  the  accused  or  his  representative,  should  not  appear,  then 
the  drawings  should  proceed  without  him.  The  court  shall  be 
judges  both  of  law  and  fact. 

Sec.  85.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  prosecutors  in 
the  case,  and  shall  appoint  a  Judge  Advocate,  who  shall  be  a 
Priest  of  this  Diocese.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  give 
the  accused  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial, 
and  shall  also  deliver  to  him  at  the  same  time,  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him ;  and  he  shall  not  be  required 
to  answer  to  anything  not  contained  in  the  presentment. 

Sec.  86.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial,  the  members  of  the 
Court  shall  assemble  at  the  place  designated,  and  choose  d 
President  and  Clerk  from  their  own  number;  and  they  shall, 
before  they  proceed,  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the 
trial  shall  be  conducted,  if  rules  of  Ecclesiastical  trial  have  not 
already  been  set  forth  by  authority.  Provided^  however.  That 
all  the  evidence  heard  at  the  trial  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
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at  the  time  it  is   given,  and   signed  by  the  witness  before  he 
leaves  the  room. 

Sec.  Sy.  The  accused  shall  be  allowed  counsel,  whom  he 
may  choose  from  among  the  Priests  of  the  Church,  and  he  may 
also  advise  with  a  Lay  communicant  learned  in  the  law.  If  the 
accused  decline  to  choose  counsel,  the  Court  shall  appoint 
counsel  for  him  from  the  Priests  of  the  Diocese. 

Skc.  88.  If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  for  trial,  without 
assigning  sufficient  cause,  the  court  shall  proceed  against  him 
for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  by  the  Bishop  from 
the  exercise  (if  all  Clerical  functions  for  the  space  of  three 
months.  And  if,  in  the  three  months,  he  shall  not  apply  for 
trial,  at  any  time  aflerwarcis,  with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  Bishop  may  proceed  to  pronounce 
upon  the  recusant  the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Min- 
istry. 

Sec  89.  But  if.  in  the  three  months  above  named,  the 
accuscii  shall  appear  for  trial,  the  Court  may  proceed  on  the 
presentment  originally  made,  and  shall  adjudge  him  guilty  or 
not  guilty,  according  to  the  evidence.  The  Court  shall  render 
tlicir  verdict  before  sep.ir.itiijn  ;  and  if  it  shall  be  guilty,  they 
shall  desifjn.-ite  the  i>en.ihy  or  dej^ree  of  censure,  which,  in 
their  judgment,  ou^ht  to  be  prDiiounced  against  him;  which 
the  Bishop  may  not  exceed,  though  he  may  modify  it. 

Irumedi.itel}  u|)nn  rendering  the  verdict,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
(if  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  action  of 
tlie  Court,  delivering  to  Inni  all  the  pleadings  and  evidence  in  the 
case  ;  and  he  shall,  at  the  end  of  ten  liays,  pronounce  sentence, 
unless  the  contiemned  has  appealed  to  him  from  the  verdict  of 
the  Court.  In  case  of  appeal,  the  Bishop  shall  give  notice  to 
b  th  the  Jud»:e  Adv<  cate  and  the  accused,  that  on  a  day  fixed 
he  will  hear  the  case  on  appeal.  At  such  hearing  the  accu>.ed 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  a  Lay  communicant 
learned  in  the  law,  and  the  Bishop  may  call  two  of  the  neigh- 
boring Diocesans,  who  shall  sit  with  him  at  the  hearing,  to 
assist  him  in  arrivincr  at  a  correct  determination. 
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Sec.  90  The  Clerk  of  such  Ecclesiastial  Court  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  shall  contain  a  copy  of 
the  presentment,  the  specifications  under  particular  charges, 
the  notice  to  the  accused,  his  answer,  his  plea  or  pleas,  a  clear 
statement  of  the  evidence  for  and  against,  both  oral  and  writ- 
ten, and  the  judgment  of  the  Court.  An  attested  copy  of  this 
record  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  91.  On  hearing  the  case  on  appeal,  the  Bishop,  or  the 
Bishop  and  his  Assessors,  shall  confirm  the  decision  of  the 
Court,  and  at  once  pronounce  sentence  ;  or,  order  a  new  trial, 
stating  in  order  the  reason  and  grounds  of  such  decision,  in 
which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  formed,  after  the  same  man* 
ner  as  before ;  or,  reverse  the  decision  of  the  Court,  according 
to  the  finding  in  the  case,  and  shall  declare  him  innocent 
accordingly.  When  the  sentence  of  the  Court  is  less  than 
deposition,  the  Bishop  may,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  him, 
reprieve  or  wholly  pardon  the  condemned. 

Sec.  92.  Every  summons,  notice  or  citation,  mentioned  in 
the  proceedings,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  served  by  the 
delivery  of  a  written  notice  to  the  person  to  be  summoned, 
notified  or  cited,  or  by  leaving  it  or  a  certified  copy  at  his  res- 
idence or  last  known  residence  by  a  person  duly  appointed  in 
writing  by  the  Standing  Committee  or  Court,  as  the  case  may 
require.  Depositions  must  be  taken  according  to  the  rules  of 
law. 

Sec.  93.  The  Court  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  or  to  a 
day  certain,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  parties  to  obtain  evi- 
dence that  they  may  aflirm  to  be  necessary  to  the  maintenance 
of  their  cause  ;  but  to  obtain  a  postponement  of  trial  for  more 
than  three  days,  the  party  making  the  motion  shall  solemnly 
affirm  that  such  postponement  is  sought,  not  for  delay,  but 
that  justice  may  be  done,  and  that  he  expects  thereby  to  ob- 
tain evidence  which  is  material  to  his  cause,  and  which  he 
cannot  now  produce. 

Sec  94.     Suspensions  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of 
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the  Ministry  shall,  ipso  facto,  sever  the  connection  between  a 
Clergyman  and  his  Parish. 

Sec.  95.  If  any  Clergyman  shall  be  contumacious  when 
suspended,  and  attempt  to  perform  any  of  the  functions  of  the 
Sacred  Ministry,  the  Bishop  shall  at  once  cite  him  before  the 
Standing  Committee  ;  and,  if  the  alleged  facts  be  admitted  or 
proven  by  sufficient  evidence,  on  having  been  duly  cited,  such 
suspended  Clergyman  shall  not  appear  or  give  reasons  for  not 
appearing,  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, may  proceed  at  once  to  pronounce  upon  said  recusant 
the  grave  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec  96.  No  Clergyman  shall  be  suspended,  or  receive  any 
public  censure  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Dio- 
cese, without  having  been  adjudged  thereto  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Canon. 

Sec.  97.  If  an  accused  Clergyman  shall,  to  avoid  notice 
or  citation,  remove  himself  out  of  the  Diocese,  he  may  be  duly 
served  with  all  notices  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  the  Capital  of  the  State,  or  the  Church  newspaper 
which  the  Bishop  shall  have  adopted  as  the  official  organ  of 
the  Diocese. 

Skc.  98.     If  there   shall   be   a  necessity  for  the  trial  of  a 
Clergyman,  at   any  time  when  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese 
is   vacant,  the  Bishop  of  some  neighboring  Diocese  may,  at 
the  request  of  the   Standinjjj   Committee,  perform  all  the  acts 
assigned  by  this  Canon  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Skc.  99.  Any  resort  to  a  civil  court,  on  the  part  of  the  ac- 
cused, for  the  purpose  of  impeding,  delaying,  or  avoiding  trial, 
shall  be  treated  as  contumacy,  and  shall  be  sufficient  cause  to 
suspend  such  Clergyman  from  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  for 
contumacy,  until  he  shall  appear  and  demand  a  trial. 

Skc.  100.  No  Clergyman  under  trial,  or  suspension,  or 
against  whom  charges  have  been  presented  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  can  be  transferred  to  any  other  Diocese,  or  be  re- 
ceived therefrom.  And  if  charges  are  made  against  a  Clergy- 
man who  has  already  obtained  Letters  Dimissory,  said  charges

shall  be  sent  to  the  Diocese  to  which  the  letters  were  taken, 
within  six  months  after  the  date  of  said  letters,  and  not  later. 
And  if  such  letters  have  not  been  presented  and  received  at 
the  time,  the  party  shall  be  remanded  to  his  Diocese  for  trial, 
and  his  Letters  Dimissory  thereby  revoked. 

Sec  ioi.  All  rights,  claims  and  privileges,  which  any 
Clergyman  may  enjoy,  or  have  a  right  to  enjoy  or  receive,  in 
the  Diocese,  by  virtue  of  her  general  law,  or  by  particular 
Canon,  are,  by  the  sentence  of  suspension  or  deposition,  ipso 
facto^  forfeited  and  rendered  void ;  and  every  Clergyman  shall 
hold  his  Ecclesiastical  rights  subject  to  this  tenure. 


TITLE  VI.* 

OF  THE  AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS. 

Sec.  102.  No  Canon  or  part  of  Canon  can  be  amended 
except  in  the  following  manner  :  Any  proposed  amendment 
shall,  after  being  introduced  at  any  Council,  lie  over  until  a 
succeeding  Council  for  final  action,  and  must  then  receive  a 
two-thirds  vote.  Provided,  That  any  regular  Council  shall 
have  power  to  amend  any  Canon  by  unanimous  consent.

The  Tweuty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  met  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  on  Thurs- 
day, May  7,  1896. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  John  Gass,  rector 
of  Christ  Church,  at  10:30  o'clock,  and  the  Holy  Com- 
munion was  celebrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles 
Pierce,  D.  D.,  LL.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANACiERS  OF  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

The  Bi>arcl  of  Manafiferfl  uf  Diooosan  Mipsions  begs  leave  to  make  the 
following  report: 

It  has  held  meetingfl  on  the  13th  of  May,  1S95;  November  12,  1S95; 
February  5,  1S96,  and  May  (i,  lS9(i.  Its  appropriations  were  as  follows: 
Rev.  R.  S.James,  D.  D.,  slUO;  Rev.  D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter,  D.  D.,  8100; 
Rev.  E.  J.  Williams,  8100;  Forrest  City,  Marianna  and  Brinkley,  8100. 
As  no  pledges  were  made  at  the  Council,  the  Board  instructed  the 
Secretary  to  send  the  following  letter  to  the  various  ministers  of 
the  Diocese : 
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"The  appropriations  and  expenses  for  the  coming  year  will 
amount  to  at  least  6600.  Inasmuch  as  there  were  no  pledges  made 
at  the  last  Council  by  the  several  parishes  and  missioli  stations  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  may  we  expect  you  to  raise  the  same  amount  you 
gave  last  year?  We  would  urge  that  the  amount  be  increased,  if  pos- 
sible, as  there  are  several  new  points  asking  assistance  and  we  are 
anxious  to  grant  the  same.  Please  write  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
stating  definitely  the  amouut  you  will  pledge,  before  August  1,  the 
date  of  our  next  meeting." 

The  Secretary  received  the  following  replies,  in  substance:  Rev. 
John  Gass:  "Cannot  say  definitely  what  we  will  do,  but  we  will  do  all 
we  possibly  can,  and  I  hope  that  will  be  much."  Rev.  E.  J.  Williams, 
Mammoth  Spring:  "You  may  depend  upon  between  ^12  and  61o  at 
least  from  this  Parish,  and  it  certainly  will  not  be  less  than  812,  and 
as  much  more  as  we  can  make  it."  Rev.  D.  H.  Ramsey:  "St,  John's, 
Camden,  will  (D.  V.)  send  s60  during  the  counciliar  year  to  the  Treas- 
urer for  Diocesan  Missions."  Rev.  W.  J.  Miller:  "I  hopa  fully  as 
well  as  last  year. "  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce:  "With  regard  to  my  field, 
you  can  count  on  as  much  as  last  year,  and  probably  25  per  cent  more." 
Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood:  "Will  try  to  do>3  well  as  last  year."  Dean 
Davi^:  "Trinity  Cathedral  will  try  to  raise  same  as  last  year.''  Rev. 
Keeble:  "Will  try  to  do  what  we  can  and  try  to  do  better  than  last 
year."  Rev.  D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter  would  try  to  raise  .•^20  at  Morrilton. 
Rev.  W.  T.  Allen:  "Fort  Smith  will  try  to  raise  i<95,  but  don't  know." 
Revs.  Vaulx  and  Flowers  not  yet  heard  from. 

The  Board  is  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  the  amount  raised  this 
year  is  not  as  much  as  last  year  by  -^97.  A  part  of  this  may  be  due  to  the 
long-continued  financial  depression,  but  the  Board  feels,  with  deep 
concern,  that  it  has  not  succeeded  in  arousing  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
Diocese.  It  may  be  owing  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  attention  of  the 
laity  has  not  been  sufficiently  drawn  to  the  very  small  portion  of  the 
Diocese  that  is  occupied  by  the  Church,  and  the  pressing  and  instant 
need  of  funds  to  put  missionaries  in  the  field.  Little  or  no  aggressive 
work  has  been  done,  except  in  Helena  Convocation.  We  have  only 
held  the  ground  already  occupied.  From  whatever  cause,  it  is  heart- 
rending to  compare  the  apparent  apathy  of  the  Church  with  the  burn- 
ing zeal  of  the  religious  bodies  around  us,  who  are  preoccupying  every 
hamlet  and  cross-roads,  almost.  The  Methodists  alone,  as  we  ere  in- 
formed, number  300  preachers  and  100,000  members  in  the  State,  as 
against  fourteen  Episcopal  clergymen  and  2,400  communicants.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  ground  lost  now  can  rarely  be  regained.  At  many 
of  the  places  we  are  losing  families  every  year,  who  are  going  off  to 
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Bome  one  of  the  other  religious  bodies  in  despair  of  getting  the 
Church's  services.    The  Board  begs  leave  to  suggest  to  the  Board  of 
Missions  thrft,  in  view  of  the  poor  attendance  at  the  Board  meeting 
during  the  past  year,  no  one  be  elected  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  who  cannot  or  will  not  attend  its  meetings  regularly,  as 
their  absence  causes  lack  of  interest  in  the  Board  throughout  the 
Diocese,  and  precludes  consultation  as  to  the  wisest  methods  of  arous- 
ing that  interest  and  missionary  zeal  w'hich  would  be  fruitful  of  more 
liberal  missionary  offerings  and  more  energetic  work.    With  the  same 
object  in  view,  the  Board  further  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  changing  its  official  organ,  Our  Diocese,  from  a  quarterly  to  a 
monthly  paper  and  making  it  distinctively  a  subscription  paper,  since 
a  quarterly  paper,  in  this  Board's  estimation,  fails  to  keep  alive,  much 
less  increase,  interest  in  the  mission  field,  and  that  this  committee  re- 
port at  its  earliest  convenience.    The  board  reports  a  total  of  8683.73 
collected  for  the  year  and  8500.40  expended,  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer,  including  balance  brought  forward,  of  8382.91. 
In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  record  our  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father,  and  to  the  clergy  and  laity,  as  instruments  in  his  hands,  for 
what  has  been  accomplished,  and  we  pray  that  Qod  may  kindle  in  the 
hearts  of  both  clergy  and  laity  such  a  flame  of  sacred  love  to  our 
common  Father  and  his  children  who  are  wandering  in  the  night  of 
unbelief  and  sadneHs  that  it  shall  send  us  forward  to  larger  gifts  and 
more  strenuous  efforts  to  lighten  their  darkness  with  the  blessings  of 
his  Church,  so  that  this  coming  year  may  see  new  temples  erected  to 
his  glory  and  worship  and  more  missionaries  in  the  field,  which  is 
white  to  the  harvest.

The  special  order  for  this  hour  being  the  subject  of  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  coadjutor. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  for  free  and  full  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject,  the  Council  went  into  committee 
of  the  whole,  John  Gatling  in  the  chair. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  by  Rev.  Dr.  James,  which, 
after  full  discussion  and  amendment,  was  adopted;  when 
the  committee  arose  and  reported  the  same  to  the  Council, 
as  follows : 

Resolvedj  That,  owing  to  the  incomplete  state  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund,  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  be  postponed  for  the  present, 
and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  call  a  special  Council  so  soon  as, 
in  his  judgment,  and  in  that  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  finances 
of  the  Diocese  shall  justify  the  election. 

A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  on  this  resolution  was 
sustained,  which  resulted  as  follows: 

Clerical — Yeas,  10;  nays,  2.     Lay — Yeas,  5;  nays,  5. 

The  resolution  was  lost. 

Col.  W.  Q-.  Whipple  moved  that  the  Council  proceed  to 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  raised  the  point  of  order  of  no 
quomm,  under  Canon  V,  Title  I. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the  necessaiy  two-thirds 
of  the  clergy  were  present,  and,  on  a  call  of  the  roll  of  the 
parishes,  it  appeared  that  there  were  twenty  parishes  in  the 
Diocese,  and  that  there  were  present  lay  delegates  from  ten 
parishes. 

The  Bishop  held  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well 
taken — the  lay  delegate  from  St.  Paul's  (Newport)  hav-

Kev.  \V.  T.  Allen  introduced  the  following  resolutions: 

That  the  Bishop  call  a  special  Council  for  the  elect- 
ion of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  when  in  his 
judgment  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  shall  justify  it. 

Second.  That  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen  be 
appointed  to  devise  and  report  to  this  Council  the  best  method  of 
raising  the  Episcopate  Fund  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Third.  That  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  be  request-ed  to  lay 
the  urgent  necessity  of  this  fund  before  his  congregation.

Council  convened  at  the  Cathedral  pursuant- to  adjourn- 
ment and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

Roll  call  was  dispensed  with  by  vote  of  the  Council. 

Committe  on  credentials  reported  that  they  had  exam- 
ined the  credentials  of  lay  delegates  from  St.  John's 
Parish,  Fort  Smith,  and  found  them  regular;  that  $40  of 
the  assessment  had  been  paid  and  that  the  remaining  $13 
would  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  and  they  recommend  the 
lay  delegates  E.  F.  Furner,  Jas.  H.  Foster,  M.  D.,  John 
Archer;  alternates — Wm.  M.  Mellette,  Isaac'  Ham- 
monds, J.  H.  Hambleton  be  admitted  to  seats  in  the 
Council. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  on  call  of  the  roll  of  lay 
delegates  J.  F.  Martin  not  heretofore  present  answered  to 
his  name. 

Col.  Whipple  for  Maj.  P.  K.  Roots  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  and  as  Treasurer  of  the  fund  for  disabled  clergj' 
submitteed  his  reports  which  were  referred  to  the  Audit- 
ing Committee. 

Rev.  D.I.  Hobbs  rose  to  a  question  of  personal  privi- 
lege and  begged  leave  of  the  Council  to  withdraw  any  and 
all  words  spoken  by  him  on  yesterday  in  the  heat  of 
debat^^  under  influence  of  his  earnestness  and  zeal  in  the 
subject  then  under  discusion  which  had  or  might  be  con- 
strued to  have  broken  the  harmony  and  good  feeling  that 
existed  in  the  council. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  on  question  of  personal  privilege 
said  that  he  had  in  the  debate  on  yesterday  used  the  word 
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''slur"  when  the  idea  he  intended  to  express  was  no 
stronger  than  '*a  reflection"  an<l  as  amends  had  been 
made  to  the  i)erson  aggrieved  he  hoped  the  council  would 
attribute  the  intensity  of  the  language  used  to  the  inten- 
sity of  the  speaker's  '^phosphorescence." 

The  Au<liting  Committei*  submitted  the  following 
report:

Tlie  (.'ouiieil  resumed  its  session  as  a  Board  of  Missions 
]>ursuant  to  adjoui'iunent. 

The  Comniitt(M'  on  tlie   Dioseesan  J^apcn*  submitted  the 

foHowing  re])ort: 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  paper  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  with  power  to  act. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  authorized  to  expend  such 
Sams  from  the  Missionary  Fund  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  publication  of  the  "Arkansas  Missionary." 

The  Board  of  Missions  arose,  and  the  Council  resumed 
its  session. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Increase  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund  submitted  their  report. 

Col.  W.  G.  Whipple  moved  the  following  substitute: 
Standing  Committee  on  Episcopate  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  proceed  to  increase  the  Episcopate  Fund 
by  adding  thereto  the  sum  of  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
fi^eneral  manner  following: 

That  a  committee,  to  carry  out  the  plan  be  chosen  by  this  Council, 
to  consist  of  three,  to  be  known  as  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Episcopate  Fund,  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  to  be  Chairman 
of  the  said  committee. 

The  said  committee  proceed  at  once  to  raise  said  fund  by  cash,  or 
by  means  of  the  promissory  notes  of  the  Church  people  and  friends 
of  the  Church,  said  notes  to  be  payable  on  or  before  five  years  from 
date,  and  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  date  until  paid,  int^est  payable  annually. 

That  the  amount  of  said  notes  shall  be  by  said  committee  appor- 
tioned to  the  people  in  each  Parish  and  Mission  according  to  the  best 
judgment  of  said  committee,  having  in  view  in  making  said  appor- 
tionment the  number  of  communicants,  the  comparative  means  of 
the  people,  and  the  annual  revenues  of  the  Parish  or  Mission. 

It  being  understood  that  this  general  plan  may  be  varied  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  said  committee  in  individual  cases  to  meet  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case. 

That  aU  expenses  of  said  committee  necessarily  incurred  for  post- 
age and  printing  be  paid  out  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

That  when  said  committee  shall  have  completed  their  work,  and 
from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion,  they  shall  report  to  the  Bishop. 

Pending  discussion,  the  Council  took  a  recess  until 
2  p.  m.

CouiKfil    assembled   and   was   called  to   order  bv  the 
IJishop. 
The  substitute  offered  by  Colonel  Whipple  was  lost. 
Mr.  A.  F.  Adams  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute 
for  the  report  of  the  committee: 

That  an  assessment  of  ><1,800  be  made  upon  the  Diocese  for  the  en- 
suing year,  divided,  pro  rata,  among  the  communicants  of  the  Diocese, 
and  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  communicants  in  each  Parish  and 
Mission,  to  be  collected  between  the  1st  of  June  and  Ist  of  January 
next  and  paid  over  as  collected  to  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund.  Also,  that  a  committee  of  three — one  clergyman  and  two  lay- 
men, of  which  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  shall  be  chairman 
— be  elected  by  the  Council,  with  full  power  to  raise  and  collect,  by 
voluntary  Hubscriptionor  otherwise,  the  amount  of  ^20,000,  or  as  much 
thereof  an  may  bo  possible,  the  subscriptions  so  raised  to  be  turned 
over  as  collected  to  the  Trustee  and  the  lists,  accompanied  by  the 
cash  or  receiptH  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  reported  to  the  next  Council, 
and  that  said  committee  l^e  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  neccHsary  expenses  incident  thereto. 

The  Counril  took  a  hmu^ss  for  an  liour,  which  was  de- 
vottMl  to  tln'  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

On  roass<.*]iil)liiiLC  of  the  (■ouinjil,  tlie  substitute  of  Mr. 
A(hims  was  lost. 

The  (juostiou  recurriuiz;  on  the  rc^port  of  the  committee, 
the  same,  after  some  sliiicht  amendments,  was  adopted,  as 
follows: 

That  an  assessment  of  >«20,000  be  made  upon  the  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, to  be  divided  pro  rata,  according  to  the  number  of  communi- 
cants, between  each  Parish  and  ^lisHion,  and  that  the  same  be  appor- 
tioned according  to  the  reports  made  to  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual 
Council. 

The  collection  of  this  assessment  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
committee  of  three,  of  which  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  shall

be  chairman,  and  two  laymen,  elected  by  this  Council,  who  shall  de- 
termine as  to  the  manner  of  securing  the  payment  of  the  assessment, 
after  fully  discussing  the  plan  with  the  rectors  and  vestries  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Parishes  and  Missions.  Said  committee  to  have  plenary 
power  to  raise  and  collect  the  amount  assessed. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Purvis  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Eagland  were  elected 
members  of  the  committee,  and  the  committee  was  em- 
powered to  fill  vacancies. 

Rev.  W.  T.  Allen  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  due,  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Bishop,  to  the  Dean,  Chapter  and  congregation  of 
Trinity  Cathedral,  and  to  the  rector,  wardens,  vestry  and  congrega- 
gation  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  for  the  gracious,  generous  and 
considerate  hospitality  shown  to  the  members  of  this  Council,  and  to 
the  ladies  who  accompanied  them.

Resolwdy  That  the  Council  hereby  directs  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese, after  paying  costs  of  printing  and  distributing  the  Journal,  and 
paying  the  assessment  of  the  General  Convocation,  to  transfer  to  the 
Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  whatever,  if  any,  Diocesan  Funds  are 
remaining  in  his  hands,  excepting  and  reserving  only  860.00  for  inci- 
dental expenses,  and  such  additional  amount  as  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may  estimate  will  be  required  for  clerical  mem- 
bers attending  meetings  of  such  committee. 

Tlu»  following  resolution  was  u<lopted: 

UcHolvt^d,  That  the  expenses  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  Committee  for 
postage  and  printing  be  paid  out  of  the  Episcopate  fund. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

That  the  Secretary  be  ordered  to  have  500  copies  of  the  Journal  of 
this  council  printed  and  dintributed  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  eouncil  llien  procecMled  to  the  election  of  tlie 
reniaininir  i^hM'tive  oflieers  and 

Mr.  S.  S.  FaukncM*  was  unaniniouslv  elected  Trustee  of 
the  Episcopate  Fund. 

Mr.  P.  K.  Hoots  was  unaniniouslv  ele(*ted  Treasurer  of 
the  Dio(M\se  and  also  as  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  Dis- 
abled Ch^rgy. 

The  eonimittee  on  wavs  and  means  submitted  their 
report  which  was  a<loi)te(l. 

Eev.  J.  J.  Vaulx  introduced  tin*  following  resolution 
which  was  adoi)ted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  prepare  a  form  for  the 
report  required  by  Canon  V,  Title  II  and  send  copies  to  the  several 
vestries  so  that  the  Canon  may  be  complied  with. 
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Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce  introduced  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  directed  to  collect 
from  the  previous  jurnals  all  standing  resolutions  and  publish  them 
together  in  all  future  journals,  with  all  new  ones  of  like  kind  which 
may  be  passed. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Council  shall  meet  the  first  Wednesday  in 
May,  1897,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock. 

The  motion  of  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  to  abolish  the  Coun- 
cil sermon  was  lost. 

The  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  was  elected  to  preach  the  next 
council  sermon,  and  Rev.  John  Gass  was  elected  alternate. 

The  Chancellor,  appointed  a  committee  of  one  at  the 
last  Council  to  report  form  for  incorporation  of  the  Dio- 
cese under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  reported 
that,  in  his  judgment,  incorporation  at  the  present  time 
was  inexpedient,  and  asked  to  be  relieved  from  further 
consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Council  adjourned  until  after  evening  service  to- 
morrow.

The  Council  reasseml)Ie(l  i)ui'suant  to  adjournment. 

The  evening  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen. 

The  sermon  was  an  address  to  men,  l>v  Mr.  Samuel  A. 
Haines,  of  Indiana. 

Imniediatelv  after  the  service^  the  Couneil  was  called  to 
onler  by  tlie  Bisliop. 

Tlie  Committee  on  Unfinishe<l  Business  reported  that 
the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  made  at  the  last 
Council,  and  regularly  printed  and  notified  to  the  several 
Parishes  by  tlie  Secretary,  had  not  been  adopted  by  the 
Council.     Thev  were  as  follows:

Adopted. 

Arti<*le  II.  Change  see()n(l  ]>aragragh  to  read:  ''The 
Chanci'Uor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall, 
ex  officio,  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  with  privilege 
of  debate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  as  such.-'     Adopted. 
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Article  II.  Change  third  line  in  third  paragraph  to 
read:   ''May  require  action  hy  the  Diocese."     Adopted. 

Article  II.  Change  third  paragraph,  fourth  line  to 
read:   ''Diocese/'  instead  of  "whole  Church.''    Adopted. 

Article  III.  Change  to  read  as  follows:  "In  the  Dio- 
cese of  Arkansas,  all  parishes,  missions  and  congregations 
shall  be  organized  in  conformity  with  the  canon  relating 
thereto,  and  no  parish  shall  have  an  organic  existence  or 
coi-porate  life  in  said  Diocese  unless  acknowledged  by  the 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Bishop."     Adopted. 

Article  IV.  The  committee  recommended  that  Article 
IV  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  clause,  so  that 
article  will  begin:   "The  Council,"  etc.     Adopted. 

Article  IV.  Change  first  line  to  read  "or  resolution," 
instead  of  "awrf  resolution."     Adopted. 

Article  VI.  Change  second  line  to  read  "any  congrega- 
tion, instead  of  "any  church.''^     Adopted. 

The  resolution  fixing  the  first  Wednesday  in  May  next 
as  the  day  of  meeting  of  the  next  Council  was  reconsid- 
ered, and,  on  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  next  session 
of  this  Council  be  held  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  first  Fri- 
day of  May,  1897,  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Bishop  expressed 
his  satisfaction  and  gratification  with  the  work  of  the 
Council  and  the  outlook  for  the  Diocese,  and  pronounced 
the  benediction,  when  the  Council,  on  motion,  adjourned.

fourth  Auniuil  CouiKnl  of  tlu*  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  am 
rejoiced  to  say  that  deatli  has  uia<le  no  inroads  on  our 
lines  within  the  ])ast  roneihar  vt»ar.  In  our  clerical  ranks 
we  have  had  chanjLces,  but  uouo  have  i»assed  from  us  to 
the  world  unset»n.  Tli(»  liev.  John  Davis  has  been  trans- 
ferre<l  bv  letters  diniissorv  to  tlie  Dio(»ese  of  Tokio, 
Jai)an,  wliere,  as  a  professor  in  the  collejre,  he  has  found 
conjrcnial  work,  for  wliicli  Ik*  is  unusually  well  fitted. 
The  vaeancv  made  bv  his  n^moval  has  l)een  well  filled  by 
th(»  Rev.  Douiclas  1.  llobbs.  ree(»iv(»d  on  letters  <limissorv 
from  tlie  Diocese  of  Indiana,  who  entercMl  on  his  duties 
as  Dean  of  Ti-initv  ('athedral  on  the  1st  of  November, 
18!>r).  Anotlier  loss  to  our  clerical  staff  will  soon  be  felt 
Ia  nie  and  bvllie  whole  l)ioc(»s(».  The  Ke v.  William  J. 
Miller,  HM'tor  of  St.  Luke's  (Mnirch.  Hot  Springs,  whose 
residence  in  this  Diocese*  is  for  hMit^th  ot  time  second  onlv

to  tlnit  of  the  rcM'tor  of  St.  Paul's,  Fayetteville,  has  ac- 
cepttMl  a  call  to  Clnrksville,  Tenn.,  and  will  soon  ask 
for  liis  l(4tiM-s  dimissorv  to  that  l)io<*ese.  He  has 
done  a  noble  work  at  Hot  Springs.  The  new,  substantial, 
b(»autifullv  finished  and  furnisJKMl  St.  Luke's  is  a  monu- 
m(»nt  commemorative  of  his  long,  faithful  and  efficient 
lal)ors  th(»re.  As  to  his  work  as  Dioc(*san  Secretary,  and 
in  nnuiv  other  wavs  for  thc^  (Jhurcli  in  Arkansas,  I  need

say  nothing  to  this  l)ody.     You  well  know  and  appreciate 
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what  he  has  done  for  this  Diocese,  and  you,  with  me,  will 
not  soon  cease  to  regret  his  deeply  felt  loss.  May  God 
send  to  that  important  parish  a  pastor,  and  to  this  Dio- 
cese a  laborer  as  true  and  efficient  as  he  has  proved  him- 
self to  be. 

The  only  other  clerical  change  in  the  Diocese  during 
the  past  cohciliar  year  has  been  the  removal  of  the  Rev. 
E.  J.  Williams  from  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Mammoth 
Spring,  to  the  charge  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Marianna, 
and  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City,  hav- 
ing under  his  chai;ge,  also,  St.  Luke's  Mission,  Brinkley. 
This  change  took  place  in  August  last.  This  field  has 
greatly  prospered  under  his  hand.  To  these  changes  may 
be  properly  added  one  of  another  kind.  The  Rev.  Isaiah 
P.  Daniels,  formerly  Deacon  in  charge  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Little  Rock,  was,  on  the  25th  day  of  Januaiy, 
the  Feast  of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  ordered  priest 
in  Trinity  Cathedr^il,  Little  Rock. 

As  to  the  Diocese  at  large,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the 
year  past  has  been  one  of  decided  progress.  The  Cathe- 
dral Parish  at  Little  Rock  has  made  great  advances. 
Under  the  energetic  pastorate  of  Dean  Hobbs,  the  con- 
gregation has  steadily  increased.  A  few  more  years  of 
equal  advancement  will  make  the  Cathedral  what  it  was 
designed  to  be — not  only  a  strong  parish,  but  a  grand 
center  of  missionary  work,  both  for  the  city  of  Little  Rock 
and  for  a  large  territory  more  or  less  distant  from  the 
capital  city  of  the  State.  As  this  center  becomes  stronger, 
its  influence  for  good  will  become  more  widely  extended. 
Keeping  pace  with  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  Parish,  and 
even,  as  yet,  outrunning  it,  has  been  the  material  im- 
provement in  the  Cathedral  edifice.  Within  the  past  few 
months  the  church   has  been  carpeted  throughout   and 
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splendidly  illiiiniiiated  with  electric   lights.     The   lar^e 
transept  windows  have  l»een  glazed,  adding  much  to  the 
cheerfulness  of  the  interior,  an<l  verj'  substantial  repairs 
have  l)een   made  on  the  organ.     These  great  improve- 
ments, as  well  as  numerous  othei"S  ali^eady  made  or  now 
in  progress,  we  almost  entirely  owe  to  the  noble  gen- 
erosity of  Mrs.  Logan  H.  Roots,  who  has  thus  created  a 
visible  memorial  of  the  much  lamented  Colonel  Logan  H. 
lioots,  whose  memory  is  deei)ly  impressed  upon  unnum- 
bered hearts  in  this  and  many  other  communities.     The 
I)io(»ese  of  Arkansas   mav   well  remember  her  in  their 
prayers.     I  may  add  here  that  the  surpliced  choir,  dis- 
l)ande<l  for  many  months,  is  improving  weekly  under  the 
skillful  instruction  of  the  al)le  organist  and  choirmaster. 
Prof.    (.)'( Carroll.     I  <*lose  this  account  of  the  Cathedral 
by  informing  you  that  there  is  no  debt  on  the  church 
building,  and  that  the  only  debt  now  resting  on  the  Parish 
is  o\w  on  tlu*   l)ean(M*y  of  a  few  hundred  dollars,  which 
is  constantlv  riMluced  by  nionthlv  pavments  to  the  Buihl- 
ing  Association. 

Clirist  Cliurch,  Little  Kock,  is  in  a  flourishing  c*ondition. 
Never  was  the  Parisli  so  prosperous  and  so  full  of  life  and 
energy  as  it  is  now.  Its  Paroeliial  ^lissions  are  carried 
on  witli  viiror,  and  it  shows  fine  irrowth.  The  Missions 
in  Xortli  Little  Koek,  1  am  informed,  are  preparing  to 
unite  and  erect  i\  commodious  (Mniju*!.  (fod-speed  Christ 
(church  and  her  grand  wcn-k.  Tnder  its  devoted  and  able 
Rector,  the  F^arish  debt  has  been  much  reduced,  and  I 
doubt  not  will  be  s]>eedily  extinguished. 

St.  "Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  also  hns  reduced  its  debt,  and 
has  it  well  in  hand.  It'  the  Rector  (b'ems  it  best  to  leave 
his  charge,  he  choost\s  wisely  the  time,  for  the  Parish  is 
in  admirable  condition. 
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I  am  rejoiced  to  see  that  St.  John's  Parish,  Fort  Smith, 
has  already  laid  a  fine  stone  foundation  for  the  new  Church, 
so  long  and  so  much  needed.  The  stiTicture  will  be  in 
stone,  and  the  plans  are  well  chosen.  The  Rector,  the 
Rev.  W.  T.  Allen,  has  wisely  judged  a  new,  more  com- 
modious and  larger  Church,  to  be  just  now  the  greatest 
need  of  the  Parish,  and  absolutely  indispensable  to  its 
development  and  increase.  The  excellent  foundation  has 
been  furnished  without  incurring  debt.  Indeed,  quite  a 
sum  is  left  in  hand  towards  the  expense  of  carrying  up 
the  wallSn  The  untiring  energj^  of  the  Recter  convinces 
me  that  the  date  of  opening  the  new  Church  for  worship 
is  not  a  remote  on^. 

The  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  at  Forrest  City,  is 
preparing  to  pay  off  the  remainder  of  its  debt  in  July. 
The  wav  that  this  new  Parish  has  dealt  mth  its  indebt- 

fly 

edness  is  little  less  than  phenomenal.  The  brave  little 
band  of  workers  have  taken  up  their  notes  in  advance, 
and  the  last  note  to  be  taken  up  in  July  next,  does  not 
actually  fall  due  before  July,  1898.  They  have  not  only 
shown  energy,  but  they  ^  have  also  practiced  a  wise 
economy  and  saved  themselves  manj-  a  dollar.  The  ex- 
ample presented  by  them  is  worthy  to  be  followed  by 
everj^  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  and,  in  fact,  in  t'lis  country. 
All  honor  to  such  wisdom.  Of  St.  Luke's  Mission  at 
Brinkley  I  can  hardly  speak  in  terms  less  strong.  The 
handful  of  Church  people  there  have  purchased  a  building 
in  a  good  locality,  and  when  I  visited  them  on  Tuesday 
in  Holy  Week,  they  had  nearly  completed  a  recess  chan- 
cel. All  this  they  have  accomplished  with  very  little  aid 
from  outside  the  Mission.  It  does  my  heart  good  to  see 
such  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Church.  The 
Rev.  E.  J.  Williams  has  wrouscht  noblv  at  Brinkley,  as 
well  as  elsewhere. 
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St.  Johii\s  Parish,  Helena,  is  in  one  sense  of  the  wonl^ 
readjl  to  begin  the  erection  of  a  much  needed,  larger,  and 
more  permanent  church.     But  she  is  biding  the  favorable 
time,  when  this  <»an  be  effected  with  comparative  ease.   A 
Parish  so  full  of  life  an<l  vigor  will  carry  out  whatever  it 
undertakes. 

Dean  Hobl)s  has  been  giving  regular  week-day  ser- 
vices at  Searcy  for  several  months  past  and  he  reports 
that  steps  toward  the  erection  of  a  church  are  being  taken 
there. 

The  Kev.  A.  W.  Pierce  has  been  gi\ing  for  nearly  a 
year  one  Sunday  a  month  to  services  at  Rocky  Comfort. 
I  confirmed  a  class  of  ten  {Persons  there  last  September. 
The  movement  to  bniM  a  church  at  this  point  is  held  in 
abeyance  for  a  while,  because  of  uncertainty  as  to  the 
direction  to  be  taken  by  a  railroad  now  under  construc- 
tion. If  it  i)ass  near  to  Rocky  Comfort  without  going 
throujrh  it.  tlie  I'emoval  of  the  town  will  naturally  follow. 

Sonu^  s(M-vices  have  been  lield  at  Jonesboro  and  at 
Wynne,  and  our  Hoard  of  Missions  is  considering  a  plan 
of  uniting  Mammotli  Spring,  Jonesboro  and  Brinkley 
under  one  Missionary.  This  will  leave  the  clergj^man  in 
charge  of  Forrest  City  and  Marianua  at  liberty  to  establish 
stiite<l  sei'viees  at  Wvniie. 

f  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  Lake  Village,  Chicot 
( j)unty,  is  d(^sirous  of  having  the  services  of  the  Church 
again.  Tlie  (Imreli  i)eople  there,  I  am  informed,  are  wil- 
ling and  ready  to  eonti'ibute  liberally  towards  the  support 
of  a  missionary,  who  will  otlieiate  there  two  Sundays  in 
the  month.  If  we  ean  revive*  our  once  veiy  promising 
work  at  Arkansas  City,  we  can  res])ond  to  this  loud  call. 
EitluM-  Monticello  or  Hamburg,  may  be  comprised  in  this 
field. 
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On  the  debt  resting  on  the  Church  property  at  Darda- 
nelle,  I  paid  last  September  $90,  and  I  am  prepared  to  pay 
$100  more  in  June  or  July  proximo.  Ere  long,  we  must 
plant  a  missionaiy  .there,  and  at  first  provide  largely  for 
his  support.  We  need  more  clergymen  and  a  wider  ex- 
tension of  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  and  for  meeting  these 
needs  I  must  have  more  monev.  If  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas  cannot  largely  increase  her  contributions  to  our 
missionary  work,  I  must  at  once  begin  to  reduce  the 
stipends  allowed  to  Parishes  from  the  appropriation  made 

bv  the  Q-eneral  Board  of  Missions.    Several  Parishes  have 

•I 

received  aid  from  this  source  for  many  years.  They  can- 
not continue  missionary  station-s  forever.  They  must  be- 
come self-supporting,  and  they  can  do  this  and  ought  to 
do  it.  If  nee<l  requires,  I  shall  begin,  in  Septepiber  next, 
to  reduce  gradually  all  missionary  appropriations  to  estab- 
lished Parishes.  The  process  of  reduction  will  be  veiy 
gradual,  but  it  Avill  be  continued  year  by  year,  till  the 
whole  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  General  Board  is 
free  to  be  used  in  Church  extension. 

Both  justice  and  wisdom  <lemand  tliis;  nor  do  I  think 
it  \vill  work  hardship  to  any  faithful  priest  of  the  Church 
in  Arkansas.  Eveiy  Pai'ish  will  grow  in  spiritual  vigor, 
in  good  works  and  in  self-respect,  as  it  becomes  more 
nearly  self-supporting. 

And  in  both  Parishes  and  missions  the  fair  rule  is  to  be 
content  with  such  services  as  they  can  meet  the  expenses 
of.     To  demand  more,  is  to  sue  in  fonmi  pauperis. 

I  am  very  much  in  favor  of  adopting  as  a  general  rule 
(to  be  departed  from  only  in  peculiar  cases),  that  any 
missionarv  field  in  this  Diocese  shall  receive  missionarv 
aid  for  a  term  of  onlv  ten  vears  at  farthest.  It  should  bo 
understood  in  every  case  tliat  the  time  of  receiving  pecu- 
niary assistance  from  \ritliout  is  not  unlimited. 
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I  cannot  recall  to  mind  that  I  have  omitted  anything 
that  ought  to  be  siiid  here.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  Bishop's  address  on  this  and  like  occasions  is,  to  a 
considerable  degree,  supplementary  to  the  parochial  re- 
ports. Hence  the  specific  mention  of  some  Parishes  and 
Rectors  is  not  to  be  construed  as  depreciation  or  forget- 
fulness  of  the  good  and  efficient  work  wrought  in  other 
Parishes  by  other  Rectors.  I  mention  what  is  new  and 
pass  in  silence  the  regular  and  highly  valued  labors  of  our 
faithful  clerg5\  If  I  have  failed  to  mention  anything 
which  relates  to  the  external  gro\\i:h  of  the  Diocese,  I  beg 
you  to  remind  me  of  mv  omission.  In  closing  this  part 
of  my  address,  I  i)resent  to  you  a  brief  report  of  my 
clerical  acts  during  the  past  year.

Mav  8,  WcdiK^sdav:  At  11  a.  m.,  in  Trinitv Cathedral, 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  I  jfaid  the  Communion  Office,  the  Rev. 
.1.  ^.  Vaulx  reading  the  (iospel  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  J. 
Miller  the  Epistle.  Tlie  R(»v.  C.  E.  Cabaniss  preached, 
and  1  (rlchntfr/l  thr  Ilalji  Enrltansi^  assisted  in  the  admin- 
istration 1)V  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx.  After  the  sermon,  the 
Twentv-third  Annual  Council  of  tlio  Diocese  of  Arkansas 
was  called  to  order,  an<l  took  a  recess  till  3  p.  m.,  at 
which  time  the  ('ouncil  reassembled  and  completed  its 
oganization. 

May  9,  Thursday.  At  1)  a.  ni.  I  attended  Morning 
Prayer,  after  which  I  ])resi<le(l  in  the  Council  till  10:45 
a.  m.,  and  I'oad  my  Atrfntal  Addrrss.  This  day  was  made 
commemorative^  of  my  consecration  to  the  Episcopate 
twentv-five  vears  ixgo  last  St.  Paul's,  Januarv  25,  A.  D. 
1870. 
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At  11  a.  m.,  I  said  the  Communion  OflSce;  the  very 
Rev.  John  Davis  reading  the  Gospel,  and  the  Rev.  D.  B. 
Ramsey  the  Epistle;  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx  preached 
a  Commemorative  Sermon.  I  consecrated  a  beautiful 
green  altar-cloth,  presented  as  a  memorial  by  Mrs. 
Helen  Norton  and  Miss  Lizzie  Peterson,  two  ladies 
whose  zeal,  energy,  good  works  and  liberalitj^  are  well 
known  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist,  being  assisted  in  the  administration  by  Dean 
Davis.  After  the  close  of  the  services,  the  Hon.  Wm.  G. 
Whipple,  Chaucelor  of  the  Diocese,  presented  me,  in  the 
name  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  with  a  very  rich  and 
exceedingly  beautiful  Cope  of  crimson  color,  which  color 
is  the  true  Royal  Pui-ple  of  ancient  days.  Col.  Whipple's 
presentation  address  was  very  eloquent,  and  my  reply  was 
brief.  I  may  say  in  this  connection  that  I  received  on 
the  occasion  of  jny  twenty-fifth  anniversary^  additional 
gifts  in  silver  coin  from  two  Parishes — St.  Paul's  Fay- 
etteville,  and  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs.  This  money  was 
sacred  to  me,  and  my  feeling  forbade  me  to  put  it  to  com- 
mon uses.  Therefore,  by  adding  something  more  to  the 
sum  from  my  own  purse,  and  from  the  loving  gift  of  my 
daughter,  Mrs.  G.  A.  Lyman,  who  had  charge  of  the 
matter  and  superintended  the  execution  of  my  design,  I 
had  made  a  mitre  of  such  durability  as  will  enable  me  to 
hand  it  down  to  mv  successors  in  office.  Its  form  was 
taken  from  that  on  the  effigy  of  the  old  crusader,  Bishop 
of  Jerusalem,  in  the  Temple  Church,  London,  England, 
and  the  lettering  in  the  Hebrew  language  is  that  which 
God  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  mitre  of  the  High  Priest 
Aaron,  which  is,  being  interpreted, ^'Holiness  to  the  Lord. " 
Thus  you  see  that  this  Arkansas  mitre  links  you  with  the 
distant  past  of  Israel  and  the  more  recent   past  of  the 
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me<liteval  a*i:es,  and  through  them  with  the  apostolic 
<lays,  for  Enise])ius  assures  us  that  St.  John,  the  Evange- 
list, wore  a  golden  (»ir<*let  of  like  eharaet^^r.  The  9th  day 
of  May,  1895,  will  live  in  my  memory  as  long  as  I  am  on 
this  earth.  And  sin(»e  Abraliam  (*ould  sav  to  Dives  in 
hades,  ''  Son,  remember,  I  shall  bear  the  grateful  i-emem- 
l)ran<*e\vith  me  through  the  (Cycles  of  eternity."  From  3 
to  ."):,')()  p.  m.,  T  j>resided  in  the  Council.

Of  this  sum  I  am  to  pay,  next  month,  $100.00  on  the 
Dardanelle  Church  proi>orty,  and  have  i)romised  $50.00 
towards  extinguishing  the  debt  on  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City. 

Before  closing  this  address  li^t  me  briefly  advert  to 
several  matters  of  much  interest  to  all  of  us. 

I  am  rejoiced  to  see  that  there  is  good  grounds  for  the 
hoi>e,  that  we  are  soon  to  have  a  strong  Diocesan  Branch 
of  that  grand  organization,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
firmly  established  in  Arkansas.  We  have  been  long  and 
liberally  aided  by  the  General  Society,  and  now  the  auspi- 
cious time  has  come,  when  church-women  of  this  Diocese 
are  to  become  earnest  co-workers  in  this  great  cause.  Mrs. 
'  John  Gass,  whom  under  the  general  iTiles  of  the  general 
organization,  I  have  api)ointed  Diocesan  Secretary,  is 
showing  great  zeal  in  the  cause.  I  ask  the  bodies  in  eveiy 
Parish  in  this  State  to  i>roceed  at  onee  to  cUily  organize 
and  prosecute  the  great  work  so  vigorously  and  effectively 
carried  on  in  the  ohler  and  stronger  Dioceses. 

I  am  glad  to  see  also,  that  the  two  noble  societies 
known  as  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew's  and  the 
Daughters  of  the  King  are  gradually  spreading  through 
the  Diocese.  If  a  dergj^man  will  take  the  pains  of  tra(*ing 
the  history  of  these  organizations  and  their  working  he 
will  not  fail  to  desire  to  avail  himself  of  the  aid  of  su(*h 
valuable  bands  of  workei*s  in  building  uj)  and  carrying  on 
his  parish.    Individual  zeal  however  ardent  is  generally  apt 
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to  grow  cold.  A  single  stick  of  wood  keeps  up  no  fire. 
It  may  bliize  awhile,  but  it  soou  expires,  unless  others 
be  laid  upon  the  pile.  The  sticks  added  may  be  cold 
when  firet  laid  on,  but  soon  the  heat  of  the  whole  pile  will 
greatly  exceed  that  of  all  the  sticks  taken  separately.  The 
best  organized  Parish  generally  becomes  the  most  success- 
ful one. 

I  hoi)e,  my  dear  brethren,  you  will  not  forget  what  I  told 
you  last  year,  that  the  vigorous  extension  of  the  Church  in 
Arkansas  will  be  largely  dei)endent  on  its  having  addi- 
tional Episcopal  oversight,  i  have  been  more  than  once 
asked  whether  I  desire  to  have  a  coadjutor  Bishop  elected 
now.  I  have  answered  publicly  and  positively,  "just  as 
soon  as  you  can  wisely  and  safely  do  so."  It  is  tnie  that  I 
am  not  (*.ompletely  broken  down,  but  it  is  equally  tiiie 
that  I  do  not  wish  so  to  be  and  that,  so  far  as  I  can  pre- 
vi^ut  it,  I  do  not  intc^nd  so  to  be.  Brethren,  you  suppose 
that  a  Bishop  has  but  to  travel  to  the  Parishes  and  there 
exercise  his  Episcopal  functions.  Let  me  tell  you  that 
this  is  but  a  small  part  of  the  burden  he  has  to  bear.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  I  appoint  an  Archdeacon  to 
attend  to  sonu^  of  my  arduous  duties — not  now  I  say.  He 
would  but  incn^ase  my  burdens  instead  of  relieving  me  of 
them. 

Eor  a  while,  at  least,  (lod  hel])ing,  I  can,  if  need  be, 
still  visit  the  t\^w  Parishes  in  Arkansas,  but  I  can  not  ex- 
tend the  Church  into  new  fields  as  I  once  did.  What  we 
want  most  now  is  a  Bishop  who  can  largely  devote  himself 
to  missionary  work  in  this  State.  Were  the  number  of 
Parishes  even  consideral>ly  iu(*riuised,  I  should  hardly  be 
able  to  visit  them  all. 

Yet,  it  is  a  bitter  grief  and  a  constant  source  of  anxiety, 
more  wearing  than  travel  and  labor,  that  our  clergy  list 
does  not  increase,  and  oui*  Parishes  multiply  more  rapidly 
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A  Coadjutor  Bishop,  unfettered  to  a  great  degree  by  other 
duties,  as  he  can  be  as  long  as  my  strength  holds  out, 
could  devote  most  of  his  time  to  Churc^h  extension. 
Should  the  whole  burden  of  the  Diocese  fall  on  him  at 
once,  he  must  be  a  strong  man  if  he  succeeds  in  doing 
more  missionary  work  than  I  di<l  fifteen  and  twenty  yeai-s 
ago — ^yet,  we  need  far  more. 

If  the  Diocese  is  not  prepared  to  act  just  now,  I  beg 
you  take  at  once  more  vigorous  action  than  you  have 
liitherto  taken  toward  readiness  in  a  future  less  than  a 
year  hence.  For  when  I  know  that  I  actually  must  have 
rest,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  take  it,  and  to  prolong  my  ab- 
sence from  active  duty  till  my  judgment  warrants  my  re- 
suming it  again.  One  about  to  enter  on  his  77th  year 
can  not  expect  to  look  forward  to  a  long  future  of  any 
kind,  and  especially  to  one  filled  with  cares  and  anxieties. 

But  let  us  now  turn  our  attention  to  a  topic  of  another 
kind.  You  know,  Brethren,  that  I  rarely  discuss  in  my 
Annual  Address  any  other  than  Diocesan  matters.  What 
the  Church  at  large  in  this  land  is  thinking  or  doing,  is  a 
subject  as  much  within  your  knowledge  as  it  is  within 
mine.  Therefore  I  do  not  generally  descant  upon  the 
doings  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church.  You 
leave  me  to  foim  my  judgment  concerning  them,  and  I  as 
freely  leave  you  to  form  yours.  But  T  wish  on  this  occa- 
sion to  express  my  satisfaction  with  the  action  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  in  one  respect  at  least.  In  the  admira- 
ble Pastoral  Letter  issued  by  that  body  at  the  last  Tri- 
ennial Meeting  of  the  American  Church,  assembled  in 
council,  the  American  Episcopate  made  their  own  and 
gave  sanction  to  the  excellent  statement  concerning  the 
Catholic  faith  and  the  authority  of  the  Holy  Scripture, 
set  forth  by  some  of  the  Bishops  of  our  (^omnumion  about 
a  year  previous.     To  allow  that  a  document,  issued,  as 
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that  was,  by  a  number  of  our  Bishops,  spoeially  assoin- 
bhwl  for  another  ])UTpose  and  un<lor  a  call,  which  gave  no 
intimation  that  questions  of  sueh  a  kind  were  to  bo  con- 
sideiiMl  and  aeted  ui)on,  was  tlie  utterance  of  the  Amer- 
i(»an  Episcoj^ate,  would  l)e  to  (»ivate  a  precedent  full  of 
danger  to  our  l)ranch  of  the  ('hurch  Catholic.  But  the 
requisite  authority,  lacking  on  the  first  issuance  of  that 
clear  and  (?atholi<*  utterance,  has  now  l)een  supplied  by 
the  hearty  end()rs<»ment  of  it  made  in  the  regular  Pastoral 
of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  I  rejoice  thei'eat;  for 
having  shown  that  th(»  Faith,  once  delivered  to  the  Saints, 
is  our  guide,  and  the  statement  of  that  faith  by  the  Holy 
(Catholic  Church,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth,  is  to 
b(»  our  verbal  (>xi>ressi()n  of  it  in  our  formal  utterances. 
The  House  of  Bishops  has  logically  l>ound  itself  to  set 
forth  an  authorized  translation  of  the  creed  of  the  undi- 
vided (Church  of  (b)d,  as  litcM-al,  (*xaet  and  faithful  as  can 
lie  given  in  tlu»  p]nglish  lauguage.  To  allow  tht»  least 
thing  in  the  original  creed  to  be  addiMl  to,  sul)tra(*ted 
from  or  altered,  is  to  be  inconsistent  with  tlu^ir  ojkm] 
declaration. 

Ff  the  Hous(»  of  Bisho]»s  ])ermits  one  corruption  of  that 
chmmI  to  stand  uncorrected  in  our  stnnchirds,  thev  can  not 
with  any  show  of  (M)nsist(Micy  com])lain  that  others  cor- 
rupt th(*  faith  still  more*.  Ff  they  are  not  (»ontent  to  abide 
bv  i\w  decisions  of  tht^  \vhol(»  (Miurch  of  (rod,  whv  s.:ould 
th(\v  (*xi)(»ct  othiMs  to  b(\  and  blame  tluMn  for  not  l)eingf 
Why  appeal  to  the*  Catholic  faith,  without  telling  the 
peoph*  exactly  what  that  faith  is? 

Concerning  the  tea(»hing  as  to  th(»  authority  and  relia- 
bleness of  the  Holy  Scriptun»s,  mu(»h  the  same  may  l>e 
said.  The  more  we  make  out  the  Bibh»  to  be  the  word  of 
(fod,  the  mon»  are  W(>  bound  to  give  that  Divine  word  in 
its  absolute  i)urity  to  the  peo|)le.   How  dare  we  hide  God's 
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word  from  the  world?  How  dare  we  set  forth  to  the 
people  as  God's  word  what  is  in  fact  not  the  word  of 
God  J  But  we  are  aware  that  in  the  King  James'  vei^sion 
of  the  Bible,  and  also  in  the  so-called  revised  version,  are 
numerous  passages  which  we  know  to  be  mistranslated. 
One  of  them,  at  least,  is  a  mere  typographical  eiTor^ 
which  we  allow  to  be  printed  and  reprinted  again  and 
again,  because  we  are  foolishly  afraid  to  correct  it.  It 
seems  to  me  that  consistency  demands  the  House  of 
Bishops  to  take  steps  at  once  towards  giving  the  people 
God's  word  in  its  purity. 

If  it  be  God's  word,  let  God  speak  to  His  people  in 
words  that  they  can  understand. 

Let  the  utterances  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  the  ut- 
terances of  His  Kingdom  of  Heaven  on  earth,  the  Holy 
Catholic  Church,  be  given  to  the  American  people  as  they 
were  uttered,  uncorrupted  by  human  glasses.  Till  the 
American  Church  does  this,  she  will  show  herself  recreant 
to  her  duty.  I  love  my  brethren  much,  but  I  love  God's 
truth  more ;  and  even  my  love  to  them  bids  me  pray  that 
God  will  grant  us  all  grace  to  be  consistent  with  ourselves, 
and  that  we  may  do  rightly  as  well  as  say  rightly.  No 
braver  body  of  men  ever  lived,  and  I  believe  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  the  American  Church  will  be  as  ab- 
solutely Catholic  in  fact  and  pra(»tice  as  she  is  already  now 
in  spirit  and  profession. 

Brethren,  I  have  not  been  brief  to-day.  I  could  not 
well  be.  I  leav^e  you  to  your  deliberations.  May  the 
Holy  Ghost  guide  you  in  all  you  say  and  do.

Secretan\ 

June  I7th.  Consent  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Frank  Rosebrook  Millsi)ough,  B.  D.,  as  Bishop  of 
Kansas. 

The  bond  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  (in  the  sum  of  t^u 
thousands  dollars)  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate 
Fund,  received  and  appi'oved,  and  the  same  ordered  to  be 
filed  with  tlu^  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

December  17th.  Consent  given  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  William  Lewis  Burton,  A.  M.,  as  Bishop  of  the 
Dio(*ese  of  Lexington. 

The  i)apers  of  the  Rev.  Isaiah  P.  Daniels  (colored) 
<leaeon,  were  received,  recommenriing  him  for  ordination 
to  the  Priestliood;  also,  liis  re(iuest  asking  for  a  dispen- 
sation from  the  study  of  the  Greek  language.  The  dis- 
l)ensation  was  graut(Ml.  His  ])apers  being  found  in  proper 
form,  and  (Complying  with  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Churcji, 
he  was  I'ecommended  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for 
ordination  to  tlie  Priesthood. 

Consent  given  to  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Helena,  to  sell  lots  Nos.  XM  and  238,  on  the  east  half  of 
Broad  alley,  in  tlu*  Citv  of  Helena. 
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A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
IBishop  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaulx,  as  to  what  steps  had  been 
'taken  in  raising  money  for  the  Permanent  Episcopate 
IFund,  said  committee  to  have  full  power  to  act  for  the 
Standing  Committee  with  the  Bishop,  as  provided  by  the 
action  of  the  last  Diocesan  Council. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee,  the  Revs. 
Oass  and  Miller,  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots. 

December  18th.  The  committee  appointed  to  confer 
"with  the  Bishop,  reported  that  it  had  done  so,  and  learned 
^hat  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaulx  had  made  a  beginning  in  se- 
<3uring  funds  for  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  committee  also  reported  that  the  Bishop  agreed 
"with  the  Standing  Committee  as  to  the  desirabilities  of 
appointing  an  additional  Agent' in  the  interests  of  the 
lEpiscopate  Fund. 

The  Bishop  was  requested  by  the  Standing  Committee 
to  appoint  such  additional  Agent. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Maj.  John  J.  Horner  to  assist 
^»nd  co-operate  mth  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaulx,  in  work  of  se- 
c?uring  an  Endowment  for  the  Episcopate  in  the  Diocese 
^of  Arkansas. 

February  5,  1896.  Consent  given  to  the  consecration 
-^Df  the  Rev.  Gr.  Mott.  Williams,  M.  A.,  tq  be  Bishop  of 
IMarquette. 

Consent  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Joseph 
^Korsfall  Johnson,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Los  Angeles. 

Consent  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
"Oates  Satterlee,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Washington. 

Consent  was  also  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Alexander  C.  ftarratt,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Northern   Texas,  as  the   Bishop  of   the   Diocese  of 
Dallas. 
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The  committee  ai>poiiited  to  confer  w^th  the  Bishop, 

reported  that  the  Bishop  had  received  a  communication 

from  Maj.  John  J.  Horner,  in  which  he  stated,  that  after 

due  and  earnest  deliberation,  he  felt  obliged,  owing  to 

the  many  demands  made  upon  his  time,  to  decline  the 

appointment  as  Agent  in  the  work  of  assisting  the  Rev. 

Mr.  Vaulx  in  securing  funds  for  the  Episcopate  in  the 

Diocese  of  Arkansas.

As  from  what  I  roiild  learn  there  had  been  no  definite 
phui  put  into  eff<M*t  to  in(*reasf*  this  fund,  and  as  there  was 
no  action  taken  by  the  Touneil  to  assist  it,  1  took  it  upon 
myself  to  write  pi^rsonal  lettc»rs  to  the  Ke(*tor  in  charge  of 
Parish(»s,  and  where  there  was  no  RtH'tor,  I  wrote  to  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  a])pealed  to  them  in  the  most  urgent 
manmM*  [  knew  how,  to  make  a  Six^eial  Offering  at  some 
time  before  the  meeting  of  the  Onun'il.  My  report  shows 
when*  the  api)eal  was  heeded.  In  most  eases  the  Rectors 
paid  no  attention  to  my  letter.  We  cannot  expect  to  build 
up  this  fund  without  tin*  earnest  e<)-operation  of  the  Clergy, 
and  unless  tli(\v  will  talk  the  matter  up  among  their  parish- 
ioners, wt»  eannot  aeeomplish  much.  I  have  twice  before 
reeommendtMl  that  the  Parislies  be  assessed  an  equal 
amount  to  their  ••(\')un<*il  Assessment.''  While  this  will 
not  give  us  any  lai-ge  amount  it  will  bring  the  necessity 
I^efon*  them  in  su(*h  a  wav  that  thev  will  begin  to  realize 
it  is  a  debt  that  they  will  have  t(»  jn'ovidefor  in  the  future, 
and  1  eannot  help  but  beli(»v(»  many  of  the  larger  Parishes

will  increase  their  offering.  I  regret  that  it  is  necessary 
to  report  a  loss  to  the  fund.  In  the  settlement  of  the  Bell 
claim  the  fund  lost  $270.00;  this  was  occasioned  by  his 
death  and  on  account  of  the  security  being  on  farm  land. 
I  apprised  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  terms  of  settle- 
ment and  they  concurred  in  terms  proposed ;  the  full  cor- 
respondence is  made  a  part  of  this  report.  We  are  indebted 
to  Mr.  J.  B.  Trulock  for  his  kindness  in  looking  after  the 
Pine  Bluff  property,  and  had  it  not  been  for  his  interest 
our  loss  on  the  Bell  loan  would  have  been  much  more.  I 
desire  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  confidence,  and  trust 
I  have  fulfilled  my  trust.

In  certain  parts  of  the 
l)io(*ese  outside^  of  the  old  Parishes  and  Missions  aggres- 
sive work  has  been  done.  Your  committee  feel  that  thev 
must  direct  special  attention  to  the  work  done  by  Rev.  E.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 


PREAMBLE. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  conforms  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  of 
the  same,  to  which  Constitutions  and  Canons  this  Diocese 
hereby  accedes,  and  subordinates  herself,  according  to  the 
rules  of  ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICLE  I. 

* 

Of  the  Clergy  and  Laity. 

There  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy: 

First — The  Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of 
the  Ministry,  presides  over  the  Church  by  Apostolic 
Authority,  and  has  the  sole  right  to  ordain,  to  confirm 
and  to  pronounce  judicial  sentence  on  oflfendei'S;  and 
governs  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  according  to  the  Holy 
Scriptures  and  the  Canons  of  this  Church. 

Second — The  Priests,  or  Presbyters,  who  preach  the 
Word,  administer  the  sacraments  of  the  Church  and  have 
the  oversight  and  pastoral  care  of  the  Laity  in  their  sev- 
eral Congregations.  They  also  have  the  right  to  adAise 
their  Bishop  and  to  share  in  the  government  of  the 
Church,  according  to  the  Canons. 

Third — The  Deacons,  w^ho,  having  received  limited 
office  in  the  general  Ministry,  serve  in  the  same  where 
they  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  They  are  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  Bishop,  cannot  take  the  Rectorship 
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of  a  Church,  and  must  be  under  the  cai-e  and  supervision 
of  some  priest,  who  shall  direct  them  in  their  work. 

The  Laity  are  divided  and  organized,  according  t/O  local 
convenience,  into  Parishes  or  Congregations.  They  com- 
mit the  general  management  of  their  parochial  business 
to  a  portion  of  their  own  number,  annually  elected,  and 
called  Wardens  and  Vestrymen.  To  these  belong  the 
administration  of  all  the  secular  concerns  of  their  partic- 
ular Parish ;  but  they  have  no  part  in  the  spiritual  gov- 
ernment of  the  Church,  which  belongs  to  the  Clergy  alone. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  the  Council. 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Council  may,  from  time  to 
time,  determine;  and,  in  case  of  its  failure  to  do  so,  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place.  In  the  Council, 
the  Bishop  shall  preside  by  virtue  of  his  office.  The  clergy 
shall  sit  by  right  of  their  order,  and  the  laity  shall  be  rep- 
resented by  delegates  chosen  by  the  vestry  for  that  pur- 
pose from  among  the  male  communicants  of  each  congi'e- 
gation,  or  in  ease  of  organized  Missions,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Minister  in  charge. 

The  Chancellor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall,  ex-officio,  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  with 
privilege  of  debate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  as  such. 

Special  Councils  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  or  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, when  some  urgent  necessity  may  require  our  ac- 
tion by  the  Diocese. 

Without  the  concurrence  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  no 
rule  or  law  of  the  Church  can  be  adopted,  changed  or 
done  away. 
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ARTICLE  III. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Congregations. 

See  Amendment  Article  III,  page  29,  Proceedings  1895, 
as  follows : 

''In  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  all  Parishes,  Missions 
and  congregations  shall  be  organized  in  conformity  with 
the  Canon  relating  thereto,  and  no  Parish  shall  have  an 
organic  existence  or  corporate  life  in  said  Diocese  unless 
acknowledged  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the 
Bishop." 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Support  and  Advancement  of  the  Church. 

The  Council,  by  Canon  or  resolution,  may  establish 
special  funds — 

First — For  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Second — For  the  support  of  missionaries. 

Third — For  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen. 

Fourth — For  church  building. 

Fifth — For  education  of  men  for  the  ministry;  and 
take  all  other  measures  necessary  for  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom:  Provided^  That  this  article  does  not 
imply  any  power  to  make  any  assessment  except  for  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  ** 'which  shall  include 
all  current  expenses,  and  proper  provision  for  the  Episco- 
pate Fund." 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  Administration  of  Justice, 

The  Clergy,  Priests  and  Deacons  may  be  tried  by  an 
ecclesiastical  court,  composed  of  Presbyters  chosen  for

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that  purpose.  But  there  shall  be  no  such  trial,  except  oa 
due  presentment,  and  according  to  the  Canon  for  the  trial 
of  Clergymen  set  forth  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  rules  of 
ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Tenure  of  Church  Property. 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry,  or  other  persons  in 
whose  names  the  property  of  any  Congregation  or  Parish 
may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other  means, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee, under  their  hands  given,  grant,  alienate  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  any  lands,  messuages  or  hereditaments  in 
them  vested  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Congregation 
or  Parish  nor  charge  nor  encumber  the  same  to  any 
person  whatever. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

0/  Amending  the  Constitution. 

A  proposal  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  laid 
before  the  Council  in  writing,  and,  if  appioved,  shall  lie 
over  until  the  next  annual  Council,  and  in  the  meantime, 
shall  be  notified  to  the  Parishes;  and  then,  if  it  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy, 
and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Laity  present,  voting  by  orders, 
the  proposed  admendment  shall  become  a  part  of  the 
Constitution.

TITLE  I. 
OF  THE  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

CANON  I.* 

OF  THE   COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  Council  shall  consist 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  having  the  follow- 
ing qualifications:  Every  Clergyman  having  been  ad- 
mitted eanonieally  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Council ;  but  no  Clergyman  shall  be 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  election  of  a  Bishop  unless  he  shall 
have  been  eanonieally  and  actually  a  resident  of  the 
Diocese  for  six  months.  Eveiy  Parish  regularly  organ- 
ized as  required  by  the  Constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  three  Delegates  to  the  Council,  and  every  duly 
organized  Mission  Station  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one 
Delegate;  Provided  always,  That  such  Delegates  shall  be 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 

"Amended  by  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Council  by  omitting  the  words, 
^^Episcopate,  Fund  and  the  current,"  and  in  lieu  thereof  inserting  the 
word  '^necessary."  By  the  action  of  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Council 
amended  to  read  as  now  printed. 

Amended  by  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Council  by  inserting  the  words, 
'^and  that  their  Parish  is  not  in  arrears  on  any  prior  assessment." 

Note— By  action  of  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Council,  1896,  it  was 
ordered  that  the  sections  be  numbered  consecutively. 
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that  no  person  under  Ecclesiastical  censure  or  process, 
whether  Clergjnnan  or  Layman,  shall  be  allowed  a  seat  in 
the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  standing  committee  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  after  the  Council  has  been  duly  organized,  and 
the  last  to  make  a  report,  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  consisting  of  one  Priest  and  two  Laymen, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  the  condition  of  each 
Parish  and  Mission,  and  to  make  an  equitable  assessment 
upon  them,  to  be  applied  to  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese, 
wliich  shall  include  all  current  expenses  and  proper  pro- 
\Hsion  for  the  Episcopate  Fund.  The  Lay  Delegates  from 
each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan  Council  shall,  as  a  necessar>' 
part  of  their  credentials,  present  to  the  Council  the 
receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or  other  satisfac- 
toiy  e\idence,  showing  the  payment  of  this  assessment 
and  that  their  Parish  is  not  in  arrears  on  any  prior  assess- 
ment. Provided,  That  the  Council  when  formally  organ- 
ized, may,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  excuse  any 
delinquent  Parish  or  Mission  from  the  payment  of  any 
portion  or  all  of  this  assessment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall,  ordinarily,  deliberate  and 
vote  without  any  distinction  of  orders;  but  any  member 
may  call  for  a  division  upon  any  question,  and  if  this  call 
is  sustained  by  two  other  members,  then  the  question 
shall  be  put  first  to  the  Clergy  and  next  to  the  Laity,  who 
shall  vote  by  Parishes;  and  in  such  a  case  a  majority  of 
both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  an  affirmative 
vote  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  presides  in  Council  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  and  has  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  upon 
every  subject  that  may  come  before  the  Council.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall  elect  a  Chairman 
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from  the  Clergy  present.  At  each  Council  a  Secretaiy 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the 
whole  body. 

Sec  5.  When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  Council 
shall  always  vote  by  orders,  in  this  wise:  The  Clergy 
shall  make  a  nomination  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  Lay 
Delegates,  voting  by  Parishes,  shall  concur  by  ballot,  in 
order  to  constitute  an  election. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  great  necessity  shall  arise,  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  may  call  a  special  Council.  In  such 
case,  four  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  Clergj^- 
man  and  to  one  of  the  Wardens  in  every  Parish  in  the 
Diocese,  stating  the  time,  place  and  objects  of  the  special 
Council ;  and  no  other  matters  shall  be  proposed  or  acted 
upon  than  thosespecified  in  the  call  of  said  special  Council. 

CANON  II.* 

OF  THE    SECRETARY   AND    TREASURER. 

Sec  7.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  keep  in  a 
fit  book,  full  and  exact  records  of  all  its  acts,  and  shall 
preserve  all  papers,  documents,  memorials,  etc.,  belong- 
ing to  same,  duly  indorsed  and  filed  in  such  way  that  they 
may  be  easily  consulted  whenever  recourse  to  them  may 
be  necessary.  He  shall  also  prepare,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  annexing  their  respective  stations,  distin- 
guishing Priests  from  Deacons,  but  not  inserting  the

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name  of  any  Clergyman  who  is  suspended  from  the  Min- 
istry. The  list  thus  prepared  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Council  immediately  after  it  shall  be  called  to  order,  and 
the  names  of  the  clerical  members  shall  be  called  there- 
from. Nevertheless,  the  Council  has  power  immediately 
to  order  the  correction  of  any  errors  or  omissions. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  General 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  other  funds  which  the  Coun- 
cil may  commit  to  his  care,  and  shall  keep  a  strict  account 
of  the  same  in  a  fit  book,  with  distinct  places  therein  for 
all  proper  entries.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  account  with 
all  funds  and  with  all  persons  and  Parishes  concerned, 
and  shall  annuallv  exhibit  a  balance  sheet  to  the  Council, 
He  shall  indorse  and  file  away  all  warrants,  orders  or 
other  papers  belonging  to  his  department,  and  shall  have 
his  accounts  audited  at  each  Council  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mitte. 

Sec.  9.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
taiy  or  Treasurer,  or  Trustee  of  any  fund,  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  who  shall  receive  all  records,  funds  and  papers 
from  the  hands  of  the  former  officer  or  his  legal  repre- 
sentatives, and  such  appointee  shall  continue  in  office  and 
perform  all  the  duties  thereof  until  the  the  ensuing  Coun- 
cil shall  have  elected  some  one  to  fill  the  same. 

CANON  III.* 

OF   THE   REGISTRAR. 

Sec.  10.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council, 
into  whose  keeping  shall  be  committed  all  documents  per- 
taining to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of

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Arkansas,  that  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become,  the 
property  of  the  Council.  Said  Registrar  shall  preserve  all 
documents  herein  referred  to,  in  some  suitable  place  of 
deposit,  and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  the  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

Sec.  11.  Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  another  shall  be  chosen  in  his  place. 

CANON  IV.* 

OF  REGULAR  ATTENDANCE  AT  COUNCIL. 

Sec  12.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  attend 
the  Annual  Council,  unless  he  is  excused  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  13.  Eveiy  Parish  shall  send  Lay  Delegates  to  the 
Annual  Council,  and  the  Vestry  shall  make  provision  for 
their  representation  unless  excused  by  the  Council. 

Sec  14.  No  member  of  the  Council  shall  leave  the 
same  during  the  sessions  without  having  obtained  leave 
of  absence  from  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 

OF  THE  NUMBER  NECESSARY  TO  CONSTITUTE  A  QUORUM. 

Sec  15.  A  quorum  for  ordinary  business  at  the  An- 
nual Council  shall  consist  of  such  Clergy  and  Delegates 
from  the  Parishes  as  may  be  present;  but,  if  the  Bishop 
be  not  present,  such  quorum  shall  have  power  only  to 
receive  reports  of  committees  and  Parishes,  and  to  refer 
the  same;  to  elect  the  ordinary  officers  and  committees, 
and  to  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  next  Council.  In 
the  election  of  a  Bishop,  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  Parishes  shall  be  present  before  the

than  as  provided  for  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution, 
quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Clergy  enti 
tied  to  seats,  and  Lay  Delegates  from  four  or  more  Par 
ishes. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  16.  At  the  opening  of  every  Council  there  shall 
be  a  celebration  of  the  Holv  Communion,  and  a  sermon 
by  a  Priest  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  when  the  Bishop 
himself  does  not  deliver  at  that  time  a  sermon  or  charge. 
And  this  may  be  preceded  by  Morning  Prayer. 

CANON  VII.* 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  17.  At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  l)e 
elected  three  Priests  and  two  Laymen,  by  ballot,  as  a 
Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  They  shall 
elect  from  their  own  body  a  President  and  Secretary. 
Thev  shall  meet  on  the  summons  of  the  President.  A 
quorum  shall  consist  of  three,  two  of  whom,  at  least,  shall 
be  Priests.     When  required,  they  shall  vote  by  orders. 

Sec.  18.  The  Secretarj"  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of 
their  proceedings  in  a  book,  which  shall  belong  to  the 
Diocese,  and  which,  together  with  all  papers  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Committee,  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Committee,  or  the  Council  or  the  Bishop  when  re- 
quired. 

Sec.  19.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  summoned 
on  the  requisition  of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish 
their  advice;  and  they  may  meet,  of  their  own  accord  and 

♦As  amended  by  action  of  Twenty-third  Annual  Council,  1896. 
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agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may  be  disposed 
to  advise  the  Bishop.  And  the  President  shall  call  a 
meeting  at  any  time  on  the  request  in  writing  of  any  two 
members,  or  when  he  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  20.  When  the  Episcopate  is  vacant,  through  any 
cause,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  call  a  meeting  forth- 
with, and,  after  consultation  as  to  the  time  and  place, 
summon  a  special  Council  of  the  Diocese,  to  elect  a  suc- 
cessor, with  all  convenient  speed.  Provided,  That  if  such 
vacancy  occur  within  less  than  six  months  before  the  An- 
nual Council  there  shall  be  no  special  Council,  but  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  deferred  until  the  Annual 
Council;  and  during  the  vacancy,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority consistent  with  their  character  as  the  administra- 
tors of  the  Diocese  under  Council. 

CANON  VIII.*

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CANON  IX.* 

OF  THE  ELECTION   OF  TRUSTEES. 

Sec.  22.  Every  Council  shall  elect  Trastees  for  all 
funds  that  may  be  created. 

Sec.  23.  A  Trustee  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
Council,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Epis- 
copate Endowment  Fund,  and  who  shall  be  specially 
charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the  accumulation  and 
investment  of  said  fund.  As  often  as  the  amounts  re- 
ceived by  him  shall  aggregate  the  sum  of  $50,  he  shall 
invest  the  same,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.

shall  file  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  X. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Sec.  24.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be 
chosen  at  each  Annual  Council,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  others  are  chosen. 

Sec.  25.  The  Deputies  to  the  Greneral  Convention  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  the  ( 'lergj-and  Laity  separately  elect-

Substitutes  for  Deputies  shall  be  elected  one 
at  a  time;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  inability 
of  any  Deputy,  Clerical  or  Lay,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Substitutes  in  the  order  of  election,  and  the 
Journal  must  show  the  order  of  election  of  Substitutes, 
Clerical  or  Lay.

TITLE  II. 
OF  PARISHES  AND  PARISH  MINISTERS. 

CANON  I. 

Sec.  32.  All  vacant  Parishes  shall  be  under  the  pasto- 
ral care  of  the  Bishop.  He  shall  provide  for  public  wor- 
ship, as  far  as  he  can,  by  occasional  services  of  the  Clergy, 
and  by  fit  persons  appointed  as  Lay  Readers. 

CANON  II.* 

Sec.  33.  When  any  Parish  shall  have  elected  a  Rector, 
and  he  shall  have  accepted  the  call,  the  Vestry  shall  file 
with  the  Bishop  a  minute  of  their  Proceedings,  includinii^ 
the  particular  agreement  on  their  part  and  the  acceptance 
of  the  elected  Minister,  shomng  that  he  accepts  on  the 
terms  and  agreements  stipulated  by  the  Vestiy.  The 
Bishop  shall  make  record  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be 
binding  on  the  parties  concerned,  and  held  as  a  firm  con- 
tract. 

CANON  III. 

Sec.  34.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  Vestry  meet- 
ings, if  present,  and  open  the  same  with  prayer,  and  may 
advise,  but  not  vote,  on  any  question.

To  the  Rector  belongs  the  control  of  the  keys 
of  the  Church,  and  the  right  to  open  the  Church  for  pub- 
lic prayer,  sermons,  chatechetical  instructions,  marriages, 
funerals,  baptisms,  and  all  rights  and  ceremonies  author- 
ized by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  America,  at 
all  times  when  he  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  36.  The  Church  building  shall  never  be  used  for 
any  secular  or  profane  pur|)ose. 

CANON  IV.* 

Sec.  37.  Every  Parish  Minister  shall  keep  a  Parish 
Register,  which  shall  be  a  well-bound  book,  and,  as  far 
as  may  be,  uniform  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  38.  In  it  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons 
ba])tized,  confirmed,  mal'ried  and  buried  in  the  Parish. 
It  shall  contain  a  list  of  all  the  communicants,  of  all  fami- 
lies, and  of  individuals  not  thus  included,  belonging  to 
the  Parish,  or  regularly  attending  its  servic?s.  A  record 
of  all  collections  made  in  the  Church  shall  be  kept. 

Sec.  39.  From  this  Register  shall  the  annual  parochial 
reports  be  made  to  the  Council,  under  all  the  heads  that 
may  be  required  by  the  Council  or  Canons. 

CANON  v.* 

Sec.  40.  The  Vestry  shall  report,  annually,  to  the 
(]5ouncil,  by  their  delegates,  a  full  statement  of  their 
financial  condition,  according  to  general  order  of  the 
Council.  This  statement  shall  contain  the  amount  and 
value  of  their  property  and  the  net  income  of  their  Parish.

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CANON  VI. 

Sec.  41.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make  a 
full  exhibit  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  time  of  his  annual  visi- 
tation, if  he  shall  so  require,  of  all  their  affairs,  and  re- 
ceive from  him  counsel  and  advice  for  the  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Parish. 

CANON  VII. 

Sec.  42.  The  organization  of  a  new  Parish  shall  be 
forthwith  notified  to  the  Bishop,  and,  if  approved  by 
him,  the  Parish  may  elect  a  Rector,  and  send  Delegates 
and  apply  for  admission  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  43.  But  if  the  new  Parish  proposed  to  be  organ- 
ized be  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  any  existing 
Parish,  the  Bishop  shall  notify  the  Rector  and  Wardens 
thereof,  and  if  objections  be  made  thereto,  notice  shall 
be  given  to  both  parties,  and  the  Bishop,  within  thirty 
days  thereafter,  shall  hear  the  same  before  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  the  decision  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
approved  by  the  Bishop,  shall  determine  the  case.  Pro- 
vided, That  no  Parish  within  any  city  shall  be  divided  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  and  independent  Parish, 
^nthin   its  boundaries,  except  by  express   order  of  the 

Council. 

CANON  VIII. 

Sec.  44.  Congregations,  Parishes,  and  the  members 
thereof,  shall  never  recognize  any  suspended  Clergyman, 
otherwise 'than  as  declared  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  45.  If  any  Parish,  or  the  members  thereof,  shall 
take  part  with  a  contumacious  Clergyman,  they  shall  for- 
feit their  rights  in  the  Council. 
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Sec.  46.  All  Parochial  property  is  held  by  a  tenure 
subject  to  this  rule. 

Sec.  47.  In  case  any  Congregation  should  be  so  far 
forgetful  of  the  honor  of  God's  Church  as  to  transgress 
in  this  matter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  or  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Fund,  to  pro- 
ceed at  once  to  recover  all  the  Church's  property  in  such 
contumacious  Parish,  and  to  reduce  it  to  the  control  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sec.  48.  The  organization  of  every  Parish  shall  rec- 
ognize this  rule,  and,  if  it  be  not  expressed  in  the  Arti- 
cles of  Association,  their  admission  into  union  with  the 
Council  shall  bind  them  to  this  law. 


TITLE    III 


OF  CONVOCATIONS,  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS  AND 

CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

CANON  I.* 

Sec.  49.  The  Bishop  may  divide  the  Diocese  into  Dis- 
tricts, naming  the  town  in  each  District,  which  shall  be 
the  canter  of  a  Missionary  work;  and  eveiy  Clergj^man 
in  tlie  Diocese  of  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station 
shall  be  assigned  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  Missionary 
centers. 

Sec.  50.  The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  each  District,  when 
organized,  shall  constitute  a  Convocation,  and  have 
charge  of  the  Missionary  work  in  the  field  assigned  by 
the  Bishop.

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Sec.  51.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Clergy 
in  each  District  as  Dean  of  Convocation.  The  Convo- 
cation shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  Clergyman, 
and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  a  Layman. 

Sec  52.  The  Convocation  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  as  they  shall  adopt,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  and 
each  shall  report  through  its  Dean  to  the  Bishop  annually. 

Sec.  53.  Every  Parish  shall,  by  its  Vestry,  appoint 
one  Delegate  to  the  Convocation. 

Sec  54.  In  Missionary  Stations,  the  Missionary  in 
charge,  or  Dean  of  Convocation,  shall  appoint  the  Lay 
Delegate. 

CANON  XL 

Sec  55.  All  organized  Mission  Stations  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec  56.  All  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop. 

Sec  57.  Missionary  Stations  duly  organized  shall  re- 
port to  the  Annual  Council  the  same  as  the  Parishes,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  Delegate,  who  shall  have  the 
right  to  debate,  but  not  to  vote. 

CANON  III. 

Sec  58.  In  any  community  where  there  are  twelve 
baptized  adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  male  communi- 
<»ant,  desirous  of  organizing  a  Missionaiy  Station,  they 
shall  assemble  themselves — thcdr  own  Missionary  being 
present,  or,  if  they  have  no  Missionaiy,  any  Clergyman 
of  the  Diocese  being  present  and  consenting — and  adopt 
the  following  torm  of  organization,  affixing  their  signa- 
tures thereto,  and  sending  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  his  approval: 
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**We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous 
of  enjoying  the  privileges  of  religious  worship  and  in- 
struction of  the  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church, 
according  to  the  forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  have, 

this  day  of ,  A.  D.  ,  at ,  in  the 

State  of  Arkansas,  formed  ourselves  into  a  Congregation, 
and  adopted  the  following  Articles  of  Association : 

** Article  I.  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  of  the Mission. 

''Article  II.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes 
to,  and  will  be  governed  by  the  Constitutions,  Canons, 
doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Arkansas. 

*  'Article  III.  When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authori- 
ties mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article,  he  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  this  Association,  and  shall  no  longer  en- 
joy the  privilege  of  voting  in  the  election  of  officers,  of 
being  elected  an  offioer,  or  of  exercising  any  function  con- 
cerning or  connected  with  the  said  Association;  hut  this 
exclusion  shall  not  nffed  the  spiritual  standing  of  the  ex- 
cluded, 

''Article  IV.  In  this  Mission,  regular  attendants  at 
the  services  of  the  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
officers  and  on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter 
meeting. 

* 'Article  V.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be: 
The  Minister  in  charge  as  President  ex-officio;  a  Warden, 
who  must  be  a  male  communicant,  and  appointed  by  the 
Minister ;  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot 
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annually  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  possible,  due  notice  having  been  given  of  time 
and  place  of  election. 

"Article  VI.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  of  like  officers  in  organized  Parishes. 

"Article  VII.  All  lands,  tenements,  or  other  property ^ 
real  or  personal,  of  this  Association,  shall  vest  in  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it  may 
for  the  time  be,  and  his  canonical  successors,  to  be  by 
him  and  them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mission. 

"Article  VIII.     We  promise  to  pay  the  sum  of  $ 

per  annum  for  the  support  of  the  Missionary  whom  the 
Bishop  or  Missionary  Committee  may  send  to  us." 

CANON  IV.* 

Sec.  59.  The  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  are 
by  their  baptism,  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  Diocesan  Council  is  the  proper  Board  of  Missions 
of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  60.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  sit  as  a  Board  of 
Missions  at  such  times  as  the  Council  shall  itself  determine 
by  its  rules  of  order,  or  by  special  vote  at  any  time. 

Sec.  61.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  Mis- 
sionaiy  interests  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cared  for  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, as  President  ex-officiOj  the  General  Missionary,  if 
there  be  one,  and  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to 
be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  sitting  as  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

Sec.  62.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to 
regulate  all  matters  of  Missionaiy  work  not  ordered  by

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the  Council  of  the  Diocese;  Provided,  That  all  appoint- 
ments and  removals  of  Missionaries  shall  be  made  by  the 
Bishop  alone,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  that  no  new  Mission 
shall  be  opened,  no  old  Mission  abandoned,  and  no  change 
made  in  the  stipend  of  any  particular  Missionary,  with- 
out the  Bishop's  consent. 

Sec.  63.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  organized  by 
the  election  of  a  Secretaiy  and  Treasurer,  and  its  meetings 
shall  be  held  not  less  than  four  times  during  the  year. 

Sec.  64.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionar}' 
Fund  shall  receive,  hold  and  pay  out  funds  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  His  accounts  shall  be 
audited  by  the  Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 

Sec.  65.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of 
the  year's  work,  re\dewing  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  itself  and  the  Missionaiy  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  66.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a 
General  Missionary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  scat- 
tered  and  pastorless  i)eople  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our 
ordinary  ministrations,  and  also  the  supplying  of  services 
in  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions.  Provided,  however,  That 
the  General  Missionary  thus  appointed  shall  have  no 
work  assigned  him,  as  General  Missionaiy,  in  any  Parish 
or  Mission  hH\ing  a  priest  in  charge.  Such  General  Mis- 
sionary will  l)e  expected  to  report  annually  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  concerning  liis  work  in  the  Diocese,  with 
special  reference  to  the  care  of  tlie  neglected  and  the  sub- 
ject of  openings  for  new  work. 
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TITLE  IV. 

OF  VESTRIES  AND  WARDENS  AND  THEIR 

DUTIES,  ETC. 

CANON  I.» 

Sec.  67.  Annually,  at  a  meeting  on  Easter  Monday, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  members  of  the 
Parish  entitled  to  vote  shall  elect  from  the  male  communi- 
cants of  the  Parish  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
eleven  Vestrymen,  of  whom  the  rector  or  minister  shall 
appoint  one  as  Senior  Warden  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect 
another  as  Junior  Warden.  Froridedj  That  the  congre- 
gation worshiping  in  the  Cathedral  Church  may,  on  the 
Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  early  thereafter  as  practi- 
cable, elect  into  a  Chapter  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  eleven  male  communicants  to  represent  them,  sub- 
ject to  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  parochial  rep- 
resentation ;  and,  jyroiided  further^  that  this  qualification 
as  to  Vestrymen  shall  not  affect  the  eUgibility  to  future 
election  of  any  person  now  serving  as  a  Vestryman. 

Sec.  68.  Notice  of  the  election  shall  be  given  on  Easter 
Day,  or  at  the  service  last  preceding  the  election,  after 
morning  prayer,  and  the  congregation  duly  warned  of  the 
importance  of  the  election. 

Sec.  69.  The  Vestry-elect  shall  meet  within  ten  days 
thereafter,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  the  Junior 
Warden,  Treasurer  and  Secretary.  As  soon  as  the  offices 
are  filled,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  if  not  re-elected, 
shall  pass  over  to  their  successors  the  books,  papers,  ac- 
counts and  moneys  in  their  hands.    The  Vestry  shall  then

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managei*s 
to  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of 
the  year's  work,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  itself  and  the  Missionarj'  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  66.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a 
General  Missionarv  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  scat- 
tered  and  pastorless  people  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our 
ordinary  ministrations,  and  also  the  supplying  of  services 
in  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions.  Provided,  however,  That 
the  General  Missionary  thus  appointed  shall  have  no 
work  assigned  him,  as  General  Missionarj^  in  any  Parish 
or  Mission  having  a  priest  in  charge.  Such  General  Mis- 
sionary will  be  expected  to  report  annually  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  concerning  liis  work  in  the  Diocese,  with 
special  reference  to  the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the  sub- 
ject of  openings  for  new  work. 
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pay  them  out  on  the  order  of  the  Vwstry  in  the  manner 
they  shall  provide.  Two  weeks  before  Easter,  every  year, 
the  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Vestry  a  full  statement 
of  his  accounts,  and  the  Vestiy  shall  audit  the  same,  and, 
if  found  correct,  order  the  annual  balance  to  be  made  up 
in  accordance  therewith. 

Sec.  76.  The  Minister  may  call  meetings  of  the  Ves- 
try whenever  he  shall  desire,  and  shall  call  a  meeting 
when  requested  by  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  of 
which  he  shall  give  due  notice ;  but  meetings  may  be  held 
at  regular  periods  by  regulation  of  the  Vestry.  At  every 
meeting,  the  minutes  in  the  former  meeting  shall  be  read 
and  approved,  or  corrected  and  approved. 

Sec.  77.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Vestry,  at 
the  time  of  public  service,  or  other  meeting  in  the  Church, 
to  see  that  the  Congregation  is  properly  seated,  and  in 
the  performance  of  this  duty  they  shall  give  special  at- 
tention to  strangers. 

CANON   II.* 

FORM   FOR   ORGANIZATION   OF   PARISHES. 

Sec.  78.  Hereafter  all  Parishes  shall  be  be  organized 
by  the  adoption  of  the  f ollo\ving  form  of  organization : 

**  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desirous 
of  enjoying  the  privilege!?  of  religious  worship  and  in- 
struction of  the  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  ac- 
cording to  the  forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  have, 

this  day  of  ,  A.  D. ,  at  ,  in  the 

State  of  Arkansas,  formed  ourselves  into  a  Parish,  and 
adopted  the  following  Articles  of  Association : 

*A8  amended  by  the  action  of  the  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second 
Annual  Councils,  and  also  by  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of  1895. 
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* 'Article  1.     This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the 

name  of  '  The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  

Church.' 

* 'Article  2.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes 
to,  and  will  be  govered  by,  the  Constitutions,  Canons,  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worsliip  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Arkansas. 

** Article  3.  When  any  pei-son,  uniting  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authori- 
ties mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article,  he  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  voting  in  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  of 
being  elected  a  Vestryman,  or  of  exercising  any  function 
concerning  or  connected  with  the  said  Association;  buf 
this  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual  standing  of  the 
excluded. 

''Article  4.  In  this  Parish  all  communicants  of  the 
Church,  of  lawful  age,  who  are  duly  registered,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrj-men,  and  on  all  matters  brought 
before  the  Easter  meeting. 

'* Article  5.     The  Vestrymen  of Church  shall 

be  elected  annually,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  as- 
sembled for  that  purpose,  notice  to  that  effect  having 
been  given  publicly  to  the  congregation  on  the  preceding 
Sunday.  The  Vestrymen  so  elected  shall  continue  in 
office  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

' 'Article  6.     The  rector  of  Church  shall  be 

elected  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting, 
which  shall  be  duly  convened  for  that  purpose,  they  hav- 
ing due  regard  in  all  such  elections  to  the  pre\iousiy  as- 
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certained  wishes  of  the  congregation,  and  especially  of  the 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

^'Article  7.  No  person  shall  be  chosen  rector  or  min- 
ister, or  associate  rector  or  assistant  minister  of 

Church,  or  be  allowed  to  exercise  any  of  the  functions  of 
the  sacred  ministry  in  the  same,  unless  he  be  recognized 
by  the  Bishop  having  charge  of  this  Diocese,  or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same, 
as  an  ordained  minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  good  standing.  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this 
article  shall  prevent  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  from  invit- 
ing any  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in 
good  standing,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  the  Church,  or 
interfere  with  the  performance  of  the  usual  services  by 
the  lay  readers,  duly  appointed  so  to  officiate  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  rector  or  minister. 

^'Article  8.  The  annual  rents,  contributions  and  other 
revenues  raised  by  this  congregation,  shall  be  applied  by 
the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  the  rector  or  minister,  and  to  such  other  objects  as  are 
connected  with  the  well-being  of  the  Church,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever. 

"Article  9.  This  Association,  or  the  rector,  Wardens 
and  Vestry,  or  other  persons  in  whose  name  the  property 

of Church  may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or 

any  other  means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  under  his  hand  given,  grant,  alienate,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  any  lands,  messuages  or  heredita- 
ments, in  them  vested  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
Church,  nor  charge,  nor  encumber  the  same  to  any  person 
whatever. 

* 'Article  10.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  or  extinction  of 
this  Association,  for  any  cause  whatever,  the  lands,  tene- 
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ments,  and  other  estate,  real  or  personal,  if  such  there  be, 
shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it  may  for  the 
time  be,  and  his  canonical  successors,  to  be  by  him  and 
them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  future  congrega- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  may  be 
formed  in  the  same  place  or  vicinity,  and  upon  the  same 
principles  as  the  present  Church  and  Association. 

'* Article  11.  This  canon  is  applicable  to  and  binding 
on  all  Parishes  now  existing  in  the  Diocese,  and  cannot 
be  altered  or  amended  except  by  the  action  of  the  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas." 

Sec.  79.  Hereafter  no  organized  Mission  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  Parish  into  union  with  this  Council  until  it 
shall  have  a  Church  building  and  can  show  positive  evi- 
dence of  its  ability  to  contribute  at  least  four  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum  to  the  support  of  a  rector;  and  whenever 
a  Parish  shall  no  longer  l)e  able  to  contribute  said  amount 
for  said  purpose,  or  no  longer  have  enough  male  com- 
municants to  constitute  a  Vestry,  the  Bishop  shall  be 
authorized  to  remand  said  Parish  to  the  condition  of  a 
Mission. 

CANON  III. 

Sec.  80.  Clergvmeu  and  Lavmen  shall  exercise  due 
care  in  signing  the  papers  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry, 
and  shall  not  sign,  except  on  ])ersonal  knowledge  or  rea- 
sonable evidence.  And  if  anv  fraud  or  concealment  mav 
have  been  used  to  obtain  certificates,  the  signers,  on  evi- 
dence of  the  focts,  may  revoke  their  recommendation. 
And  if  they  shall  rashly  or  unadvisedly,  without  due  care 
and  caution,  or  through  favor,  or  with  corrupt  purpose, 
sign  the  recommendation  of  candidates,  whereby  unwor- 
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thy  or  unfit  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the  Ministry, 
whether  they  be  Clergymen  or  Laymen,  they  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  Ecclesiastical  censure. 


TITLE    v.* 
TRIAL  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  81.  Every  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  shall  be 
liable  to  presentment  and  trial  for  the  following  offenses, 
to-wit : 

First — Crime  and  immorality. 

Second — Holding  and  teaching,  publicly  or  privately, 
and  advisedly,  any  doctrine  contrary  to  that  expressly  and 
generally  set  forth  in  the  standards  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  United  States. 

Third — Violation  of  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of 
the  Geueral  Convention,  or  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Fourth — Any  act  that  involves  a  breach  of  his  ordina- 
tion vows. 

Sec.  82.  If  a  minister  of  this  Chuich  shall  be  found 
guilty  of  any  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  the  foregoing 
section,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended  or  degraded. 

Sec.  83.  In  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  a 
charge  or  charges,  with  specifications,  shall  be  made  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee,  signed  by  at  least  two  male 
communicants  of  the  Church,  affirming  that  the  same  is 
true,  and  that  the  accusers  will  make  the  charge  or  charges 
good.  Should  the  Bishop  have  reason  to  believe  that  a 
Clergyman  is  guilty  of  any  or  all  of  the  above  named

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ments,  and  other  estate,  real  or  personal,  if  such  there  be, 
shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it  may  for  the 
time  be,  and  his  canonical  successors,  to  be  by  him  and 
them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  future  congrega- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  may  be 
formed  in  the  same  place  or  vicinity,  and  upon  the  same 
principles  as  the  present  Church  and  Association. 

** Article  11.  This  canon  is  applicable  to  and  binding 
on  all  Parishes  now  existing  in  the  Diocese,  and  cannot 
be  altered  or  amended  except  by  the  action  of  the  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas." 

Sec.  79.  Hereafter  no  organized  Mission  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  Parish  into  union  with  this  Council  until  it 
shall  have  a  Church  building  and  can  show  positive  evi- 
dence of  its  ability  to  contribute  at  least  four  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum  to  the  support  of  a  rector;  and  whenever 
a  Parish  shall  no  longer  be  able  to  contribute  said  amount 
for  said  purpose,  or  no  longer  have  enough  male  com- 
municants to  constitute  a  Vestiy,  the  Bishop  shall  l>e 
authorized  to  remand  said  Parish  to  the  (*ondition  of  a 
Mission. 

CANON  III. 

Sec.  80.  Clergymen  and  Laymen  shall  exercise  due 
care  in  signing  the  papers  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry, 
and  shall  not  sign,  except  on  personal  knowledge  or  rea- 
sonable evidence.  And  if  anv  fraud  or  concealment  mav 
have  been  used  to  obtain  certificates,  the  signers,  on  evi- 
dence of  the  facts,  may  revoke  their  recommendation. 
And  if  they  shall  rashly  or  unadvisedly,  without  due  care 
and  caution,  or  through  favor,  or  with  corrupt  purpose, 
sign  the  recommendation  of  candidates,  whereby  unwor- 
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ing  Committee  to  consider  of  the  charge,  and  if  in  the 
opinion  of  at  least  two  of  said  Clerical  members,  the 
charge  be  cleariy  within  the  scope  of  the  Canons  and  sus- 
tained by  the  proof  adduced,  they  shall  cite  the  accused 
to  appear  before  them,  either  in  person  or  by  representa- 
tive, together  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  in 
their  presence  they  shall  select  by  lot  seven  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  to  meet  on  a  certain  day  after  thirty  days,  at 
a  certain  place,  within  which  the  accused  may  reside.  Im- 
mediately upon  their  selection,  the  accused  shall  strike  off 
one  name  from  the  list  of  seven  drawn ;  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate shall  then  strike  off  a  second  name ;  the  acused  shall 
strike  off  a  third  name;  and  lastly,  the  Judge  Advocate 
shall  strike  off  a  fourth,  and  the  three  remaining  shall 
constitute  the  Court.  Should  the  accused  refuse  to  ex- 
ercise his  right  of  striking  off  the  names  as  proposed, 
then  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  present 
shall  draw  by  lot  from  the  seven  names  first  cliosen,  three 
to  constitute  the  Court.  In  case  the  accused  or  his  repre- 
sentative, should  not  appear,  then  the  drawings  should 
proceed  without  him.  The  court  shall  bo  judges  both  of 
law  and  fact. 

Sec.  85.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  prosecutors 
in  the  case,  and  shall  appoint  a  Judge  Advocate,  who 
shall  be  a  Priest  to  this  Diocese.  The  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  give  the  accused  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  also  deliver  to  him  at  the 
same  time,  a  copy  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him ; 
and  he  shall  not  be  required  to  answer  to  anything  not 
contained  in  the  presentment. 

Sec.  86.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial,  the  members 
of  the  Court  shall  assemble  at  the  place  designated,  and 
choose  a  President  and  Clerk  from  their  own  number;  and 
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they  shall,  before  they  proceed,  adopt  and  declare  the 
rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted,  if  rules  of 
Ecclesiastical  trial  have  not  already  been  set  forth  by 
authority.  Provided,  however,  That  all  the  evidence  heard 
at  the  trial  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  at  the  time  it  is 
given,  and  signed  by  the  witness  before  he  leaves  the 
room. 

Sec.  87.  The  accused  shall  be  allowed  counsel,  whom 
he  may  choose  from  among  the  Priests  of  the  Church, 
and  he  may  also  advise  with  a  Lay  communicant  learned 
in  the  law.  If  the  accused  decline  to  choose  counsel,  the 
Court  shall  appoint  counsel  for  him  from  the  Priests  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sec.  88.  If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  for  trial,  with- 
out assigning  sufficient  cause,  the  Court  shall  proceed 
against  him  for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  by 
the  Bishop  from  the  exercise  of  all  Clerical  functions  for 
the  space  of  three  months.  And  if,  in  three  months,  he 
shall  not  apply  for  trial,  at  any  time  afterwards,  with  the 
consent  and  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the 
Bishop  may  proceed  to  pronounce  upon  the  recusant  the 
sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  89.  But  if,  in  the  three  months  above  named,  the 
accused  shall  appear  for  trial,  the  Court  may  proceed  on 
the  presentment  originally  made,  and  shall  adjudge  him 
guilty  or  not  guilty,  according  to  the  evidence.  The  court 
shall  render  their  verdict  before  separation ;  and  if  it  shall 
be  guilty,  they  shall  designate  the  penalty  or  degree  of 
censure,  which,  in  their  judgment,  ought  to  be  pro- 
nounced against  him;  which  the  Bishop  may  not  exceed, 
though  he  may  modify  it. 

Immediately  upon  rendering  the  verdict,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  t^e

action  of  the  Court,  delivering  to  him  all  the  pleadings 
and  evidence  in  the  case;  and  he  shall,  at  the  end  of  ten 
days,  pronounce  sentence,  unless  the  condemned  has  ap- 
pealed to  him  from  the  verdict  of  the  Court.  In  case  of 
appeal,  the  Bishop  shall  give  notice  to  both  the  Judge 
Advocate  and  the  accused,  that  on  a  day  fixed  he  will 
hear  the  case  on  appeal.  At  such  hearing  the  accused 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  a  Lay  communi- 
cant learned  in  the  law,  and  the  Bishop  may  call  two  of 
the  neighboring  Diocesans,  who  shall  sit  with  him  at  the 
hearing,  to  assist  him  in  arriving  at  a  correct  determina- 
tion. 

Sec.  90.  The  Clerk  of  such  Ecclesiastial  Court  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  shall  contain 
a  copy  of  the  presentment,  the  specifications  under  par- 
ticular charges,  the  notice  to  the  accused,  his  answer, 
his  plea  or  pleas,  a  clear  statement  of  the  evi- 
dence for  and  against,  both  oral  and  written,  and  the 
judgment  of  the  Court.  An  attested  copy  of  this  record 
shall  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  91.  On  hearing  the  case  on  appeal,  the  Bishop, 
or  the  Bishop  and  his  Assessors,  shall  confirm  the  de- 
cision of  the  Court,  and  at  once  pronounce  sentence;  or, 
order  a  new  trial,  stating  in  order  the  reason  and  grounds 
of  such  decision,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be 
formed,  after  the  same  manner  as  before;  oi,  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  Court,  according  to  the  finding  in  the  case, 
and  shall  declare  him  innocent  accordingly.  When  the 
sentence  of  the  Court  is  less  than  deposition,  the  Bishop 
may,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  him,  reprieve  or  wholly 
pardon  the  condemned. 

Sec.  92.  Every  summons,  notice  or  citation,  men- 
tioned in  the  proceedings,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly 
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served  by  the  delivery  of  a  written  notice  to  the  person  to 
be  summoned,  notified  or  citM,  or  by  leaving  it  or  a  cer- 
tified copy  at  his  residence,  or  last  known  residence,  by  a 
pr^rson  duly  appointed  in  writing,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  Court,  as  the  case  may  require.  Depositions 
must  be  taken  according  to  the  rules  of  law. 

Sec.  93.  The  Court  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  or 
to  a  day  certain,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  parties  to 
obtain  evidence  that  they  may  affirm  to  be  necessary  to 
the  maintenance  of  their  cause;  but  to  obtain  a  postpone- 
ment of  trial  for  more  than  three  days,  the  party  making 
the  motion  shall  solemnly  affirm  that  such  postponement 
is  sought,  not  for  delay,  but  that  justice  may  be  done, 
and  that  he  expects  thereby  to  obtain  evidence  which  is 
material  to  his  cause,  and  which  he  cannot  now  produce. 

Sec.  94.  Suspensions  from  the  exercise  of  the  func- 
tions of  the  Ministry  shall,  ipso  facto^  sever  the  connection 
botwoen  a  Clergyman  and  his  Parish. 

Sec.  95.  If  any  Clergyman  shall  be  contumacious 
when  suspended,  and  attem))t  to  perform  any  of  the  func- 
tions of  the  Sacred  Ministry,  the  Bishop  shall  at  once  cite 
him  before  the  Standing  Committee;  and,  if  the  alleged 
facts  be  admitted  or  proven  by  sufficient  evidence,  on  hav- 
ing been  duly  cited,  such  sus])ended  Clergyman  shall  not 
apj)ear,  or  give  reasons  for  not  appearing,  the  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  proceed 
at  once  to  pronounce  upon  said  recusant  the  grave  sen- 
tence of  deposition  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  96.  No  Clergj^man  shall  be  suspended,  or  receive 
any  public  censure  from  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  without  having  l)een  adjudged  thereto  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  Canon. 

Sec.  97.  If  an  accused  Clergyman  shall,  to  avoid 
notice  or  citation,  remove  himself  out  of  the  Diocese,  he 
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may  be  duly  served  with  all  notices  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  published  at  the  capital  of  the  State,  or 
the  Church  newspaper  which  the  Bishop  shall  have  adopted 
as  the  oflBcial  organ  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  98.  If  there  shall  be  a  necessity  for  the  trial  of  a 
Clergyman,  at  any  time  when  the  Episcopate  of  the  Dio- 
cese is  vacant,  the  Bishop  of  some  neighboring  Diocese 
may,  at  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee,  perform 
all  the  acts  assigned  by  this  Canon  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  99.  Any  resort  to  a  civil  court,  on  the  part  of  the 
accused,  for  the  pui-pose  of  impeding,  delaying,  or  avoid- 
ing trial,  shall  be  treated  as  contumacy,  and  shall  be  suf- 
ficient cause  to  suspend  such  Clergyman  from  the  exercise 
of  the  Ministry  for  contumacy,  until  he  shall  appear  and 
demand  a  trial. 

Sec.  100.  No  Clergyman  under  trial  or  suspension,  or 
against  whom  charges  have  been  presented  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  can  be  transferred  to  any  other  Diocese, 
or  be  received  therefrom ;  and  if  charges  are  made  against 
a  Clergyman  who  has  already  obtained  letters  diraissory, 
said  charges  shall  be  sent  to  the  Diocese  to  which  the  let- 
ters were  taken,  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  said 
letters,  and  not  later;  and  if  such  letters  have  not  been 
presented  and  received  at  the  time,  the  party  shall  be  re- 
manded to  his  Diocese  for  trial,  and  his  letters  dimissory 
thereby  revoked. 

Sec.  101.  All  rights,  claims  and  privileges,  which  any 
Clergyman  may  enjoy,  or  have  alright  to  enjoy  or  receive, 
in  the  Diocese,  by  virtue  of  her  general  law,  or  by  particu- 
lar Canon,  are,  by  the  sentence  of  suspension  or  depo- 
sition, ipso  facto,  forfeited  and  rendered  void;  and  every 
Clergj'^man  shall  hold  his  ecclesiastical  rights  subject  to 
this  tenure. 
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TITLE  VI  • 

OF  THE  AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS. 

Sec.  102.  No  Canon  or  part  of  Canon  can  be  amended 
except  in  the  following  manner:  Any  proposed  amend- 
ment shall,  after  being  introduceil  at  any  Council,  lie  over 
until  a  succeeding  Council  for  final  action,  and  must  then 
receive  a  two-thirds  vote.

I 
uee<l  the  assistance,  which  can  be  extended  to  lue  in  this  way 
only,  in  the  labors  already  incumbent  on  me.  I  need  a  Coadju- 
tor still  more  in  order  to  extend  the  Church  in  Arkansas.  If 
you  will  look  over  the  earlier  journals  of  this  Coimcil,  you  will 
lind  there  the  reports  of  no  little  strictly  ^Missionary  work  done. 
J  lament  that  I  cannot  do  as  much  now.  Yet  the  work  must  be 
<l(»no.  Therefore  I  shall  assign  all  of  the  Mission,  work  of  the 
Dioc*ese  tx)  the  C<)a<ljutor.  He  will  also  assist  me  in  the  care  and 
visitation  of  all  the  Parishes  alreadv  established.  Graduallv,  or 
speedily  as  the  ease  may  Ik»,  all  of  the  Episcopal  duties  of  the 
Dioeese  will  devolve  upon  him;  how  soon  this  will  l>e,  God  only 
knows.

The  committee  rose  and  the  Council  resumed  its  session, 
vnth  the  Bishop  in  the  chair.

Coimcil  met  as  a  Board  of  Missions  and  adjourned  to  meet 
on  Monday  next,  at  3  p.  m. 

The  Council  resumed  its  session. 

Mr.  Fay  llcnipstead,  of  Christ  Church,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Diocesan  Council  of  Arkansas, 

1.  That  until  otherwise  ordered  the  stipend  of  the  Bishop- 
Coadjutor  of  this  Dioe(*se  be  $2,500  per  annum,  payable 
monthly. 

2.  That  for  the  i)urpose  of  paying  such  stipend  an  assess- 
ment on  the  basis  of  $1  for  each  communicant  be  and  the  same  is 
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hereby  levied  upon  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  this  Diocese,  to  be 
paid  by  July  1  of  each  year.  Each  Parish  or  Mission,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  take  the  necessary  steps  to  collect  said  assessment, 
^nd  the  Treasurer  thereof  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  payment  of  such 
stipend  the  income  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  over  and  above  what 
may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  monthly  dues  on  the 
Building  Association  stoclc  thereof,  or  that  may  be  necessary  to 
otherwise  properly  preserve  such  fund,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  to  make  up  the  deliciency  in  such  stipend, 
shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  to  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer. 

4.  That  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  shall  make  a  separate 
annual  report  to  this  Council  of  the  amounts  received  and  dis- 
biu^ed  by  him  on  account  of  such  stipend.

After  service  Council  convened  pursuant  to  adjournment, 
with  the  Bishop  in  the  chair. 

A  call  of  the  roll  showed  seventeen  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates of  ten  Parishes  present,  being  the  necessary  quorum  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  election  of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor.

The  chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well  taken, 
and  that  if  the  Canon  was  in  any  way  ambiguous  its  construction 
was  settled  by  a  precedent  established  at  the  Council  in  which 
the  Canon  was  first  adopted  and  by  usage  in  other  Dioceses. 
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The  Chancellor  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  chair. 

On  call  for  a  division  the. chair  was  sustained.  Ayes,  20; 
noes,  11. 

A  motion  to  resume  the  election  of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor  was 
carried,  on  a  division.     Ayes,  17;  noes,  13. 

Rev.  Geo.  G.  Smeade,  seconded  by  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen, 
moved  to  reconsider. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  raised  the  point  of  order  that  neither 
the  mover  nor  his  second  had  voted  in  the  aflSrmative. 

The  chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  well  taken. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots,  seconded  by  Mr.  Arthur 
F.  Adams,  who  both  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the  last  motion  was 
reconsidered. 

Rev.  Dr.  James  offered  the  following  resolution: 

^'Resolved,  That  further  action  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop-

The  resolution  was  adopted.

Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity during  the  Missionary  deliberations  for  the  presentation 
and  consideration  of  their  work. 
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Resolved,  That  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pillow,  President,  and  Mrs. 
John  Gass,  Secretary,  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas, be  requested  to  furnish  the  Secretary  of  this  Council 
with  a  copy  of  their  reports  read  Sunday  afternoon,  and  that 
the  same  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  this  Diocese.

Kev.  J.  J.  Yaulx  introcluced  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  severally  adopted:

attending  meetings  of  such  committee. 

^*Kesolved,  That  an  honorarium  of  $75  be  presented  to 
llie  Secretarv  for  his  efficient  services." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  James  it  was  voted  that  the  Treasurer 
pay  to  the  organist  and  sexton  of  the  Cathedral  $5  each  for  ser- 
vices rendered  during  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  (.^ouncil  be  returned  to 
Trinity  Cathedral  and  Christ  Church  Parishes  for  the  kindly  and 
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generous  hospitality  extended,  and  to  the  railroads  for  courtesies 
shown  to  the  members  of  the  Council.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  tlie  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We  are  about  to  organize  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  rejoice  to  see  again  the  familiar 
faces  of  those  who  have  assembled  with  us  in  Council  year  after 
year.  I  rejoice,  too,  to  see  some  new  faces,  which  are  already 
dear  to  me,  and  I  believe  will  become  very  dear  to  all  as  time 
rolls  on.  But  I  miss  one  venerable  face,  that  was  seen  hero  a 
year  ago.  On  the  8th  day  of  October  last,  at  the  Rectory  of 
St  Agnes'  Church,  in  the  city  of  Morrilton,  Ark.,  the  much- 
loved  Rector  of  that  Parish,  the  Reverend  D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter, 
J).  D.,  entered  into  rest.  Of  all  the  men  I  have  known,  whether 
Clerical  or  Lay,  I  have  known  none  more  closely  answering  to 
the  epitomizing  description  of  Xatlianiel  Ben  Tholmai  (as  the 
ancients  called  him)  given  by  our  I^rd:  "Behold  an  Israelite 
indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile."  Yet  it  must  not  be  supposed  that 
the  Xathaniel-likc  guilelessness  of  Dr.  Potter  arose  from  a  lack  of 
wisdom  or  of  acquaintance  with  the  ways  of  the  world.  It 
originated  in  an  unselfish  heart,  in  the  conscious  purity  of  his 
own  motives  and  in  that  charitv  whi(*h  thinketh  no  evil.  Dr. 
Potter  w^as  not  a  man  of  little  reading  and  shallow  thought. 
Much  of  his  earlier  life  had  been  s])ent  in  teaching  and  nothing 
tends  to  fill  the  mind  with  much  and  definite  information,  as 
does  the  conscientious  instruction  of  others.     Though  the  siui- 
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plicity  of  his  character  forbade  all  ostentatious  display  of  learn- 
ing, yet  Dr.  Potter  was  not  only  a  well-informed,  but  a  schol- 
arly man.  In  his  theology  he  was  sound,  evangelical  and 
thoroughly  Catholic  in  the  true  sense  of  that  much  misapplied 
word.  In  the  pulpit  he  always  had  something  to  tell  of  Christ 
and  His  Church  worth  the  hearing.  Though  he  was  a  tender 
and  wise  pastor,  yet  in  Parochial  work  he  never  had  that 
facility  and  skill  that  produces  the  greatest  visible  results.  It 
was  impossible  that  he  should  have  them.  The  long  years  spent 
in  teaching  forbade  that  he  should  have  that  which  can  be  ac- 
quired only. by  practice  in  these  days,  when  we  can  best  adapt 
ourselves  to  circumstances  and  assume  habits.  The  simple 
routine  of  the  school  does  little  to  prepare  us  for  the  complicated 
workings  of  a  Parish,  large  or  small.  We  all  have  our  true 
sphere  in  this  world  and  our  work  therein  to  do,  and  our  dear 
departed  brother  did  his  part  faithfully,  honestly  and  honorably. 
May  God  give  us  grace  to  follow  his  good  example. 

The  vacancy  at  St.  Agnes',  Morrilton,  has  not  yet  been 
filled.  The  propositions  made  by  me  to  supply  the  Parish  with 
services  have  not  been  met  by  the  Congregation.  I  am  now 
awaiting  their  acceptance,  as  I  have  been  for  several  months. 
Since  the  last  Council  I  have  given  Letters  Dimissory  to  two 
(Herg^Tnen,  the  Rev.  AVm.  J.  Miller,  formerly  Re<itor  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Hot  Spring8,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Cabaniss, 
formerly  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff.  The  departure 
of  the  first  mentioned  had  already  taken  place  when  our  last 
Council  met,  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  ^liller  had  then  removed  to 
Clarksville,  Tenn.       The  Rev.  Mr.  Cabaniss,  a  month  or  more 
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later^  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Springfield^  HI.      The 
other  changes  within  the  Diocese  are  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  who  a  year  since  had  chai^  of  the 
Parishes  at  Marianna  and  Forrest  City,  last  June  resigned  that 
charge  and  accepted  a  missionary  circuit  embracing  ^[ammoth 
Spring,  Brinkley  and  Jonesboro.  In  April  last,  Mammoth 
Spring  was,  for  various  rea9ons  not  to  be  discussed  here, 
dropped  from  that  circuit  and  Imboden  taken  into  it.  Last 
October  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Pierce  resigned  charge  of  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Hoi)e.  This  was  done  with  my  approval 
and  for  various  reasons  also.  St.  Agnes',  2ii(orrilton;  St 
^Mark's,  Hope,  and  St.  Andrew's,  Mammoth  Spring,  arc 
now  without  stated  services.  What  shall  be  done  \v'itii 
and  for  these  weak  Parishes  is  a  matter  for  consideration. 
I  wish  to  do  the  best  thing  for  them,  but  what  that  best  thing 
is,  remains  to  l)e  determined.  I  shall  wait  patiently  a  few 
nionths  longer  and  trj'  to  obtain  their  co-operation  in  carrying 
out  some  plan  devised  by  tliemselves  or  by  others,  inehuling 
myself.  I  have  Canonical  power  to  simplify  the  whole  matter, 
but  I  deem  it  unwise  to  use  it  till  all  other  means  fail. 

While  I  have  given  Ix»tters  Dimissory  to  two  Clergymen 
isince  the  last  Council,  I  have  been  much  comforted  by  receiving 
four  Clergymen  into  the  ])ioc*ese  on  I-,etter8  Dimissory.  So, 
taking  into  our  account  the  lamented  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Potter,  our  Clerical  gain  has  been  one.  From  the  Diocese  of 
Long  Island,  X.  Y.,  I  have  received  the  Rev.  James  Xoble, 
Deacon,  who,  T  trust,  is  soon  to  be  priested:  from  the  Diocese  of 
]\Iichigan,  the  Rev.  William  Cross;  from  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
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sylvania,  tlie  Kev.  Edward  L.  Ogilbv,  Deacon,  who,  on  the  third 
Sunday  in  Lent,  1897,  was  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  in  Trinity 
Cathedral,  Little  Kock;  from  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia, 
the  Rev.  George  Gordon  Smeade.  I  have  given  the  names  in 
the  order  in  which  these  Clergymen  became  Canonically  and 
actually  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  These  Clerical 
brethren  are  now  laboring  successfully  and  most  acceptably,  the 
Rev.  James  Noble,  as  assistant  minister  of  Christ  Church,  Little 
Rock;  the  Rev.  William  Cross,  as  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Hot  Springs;  the  Rev.  Edward  L.  Ogilby,  as  the  Rector  of  the 
United  Parishes  of  St.  Andt'ew's  Church,  Marianna,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City;  and  the  Rev. 
George  Gordon  Smeade,  as  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Pine 
BluflF.  I  heartily  thank  God  for  these  valuable  additions  to  our 
Clerical  corps,  and  pray  our  Heavenly  Father  to  send  us  more 
of  such  able  workmen,  for  the  great  field  is  ripe  for  the  harvest, 
and  the  laborers  far  too  few. 

My  brethren^  I  feel  that  the  present  is  an  epoch  of  vast 
importance  to  the  growth  and  future  prosperity  of  this  Diocese. 
Xew  towns  are  springing  up  in  every  part  of  this  State  and 
those  foimded  years  ago  are  rapidly  increasing  in  population. 
Hamlets  are  becoming  villages;  villages,  towns;  towns,  cities.  If 
we  fail  now  to  plant  our  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  in 
these  rapidly  multiplying  and  as  rapidly  growing  centers  of  pop- 
ulation, we  shall  lose  what  we  cannot,  even  ^yit\l  a  large  expeu- 
diture  of  money  and  labor,  regain  in  fifty  years. 

As  a  preliminary  to  more  definite  action,  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  we  place  in  the  field  a  General  Missionary,  or  Arch- 
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deacon,  to  explore  the  ground  and  begin  the  work  of  planting. 
Doubtless  such  an  official  could  accomplish  much  good,  and  I 
hope  in  days  to  come  this  Diocese  may  be  able  to  sustain  several 
of  such  pioneers  and  general  overseers  in  Missionary  work.  But 
in  the  present  state  of  affairs  I  am  totally  and  determinedly  op- 
lK)sed  to  any  such  action. 

And  the  grounds  of  my  opposition  to  any  project  of  this 
kind  are  two-fold.  (1)  It  would  largely  increase  my  labors  and 
lay  upon  me  a  burden  under  which  I  must  inevitably  sink  within 
a  twelvemonth.  T  have  already  on  my  shoulders  more  than  I 
have  any  assurance  of  being  able  to  carry  even  one  year  more.  I 
know  my  own  physical  condition  far  better  than  any  other  hu- 
man being  knows  it.  I  know  what  strains  it  has  undergone  since 
the  last  Annual  Council.  I  tell  you  frankly  that  the  accimiu- 
lated  years  are  pressing  heavily  upon  me  and  that  I  will  not, 
because  I  dare  not,  promise  to  make  a  single  visitation  during 
the  coming  conciliar  year,  and  moreover  that  I  cannot  afford  to 
be  at  the  expense  of  securing  any  one  to  do  my  work.  I  have 
warned  you  before,  and  you  have  been  deaf  to  my  words.  I 
shall  wani  von  no  more,  for  the  time  has  come  when  words  are 
vain  and  action  im[)erative.  ily  second  reason  for  rejecting  the 
})lan  spoken  of,  is  tliat  the  cost  of  employing  a  competent  Arch- 
deacon would  be  about  as  great  as  that  of  supporting  a  Coad- 
jutor-Bishop, who  could  do  all  that  an  Archdeacon  can  do,  and 
all  that  I  could  do  in  our  Missionary  field,  and  also  relieve  me  of 
my  present  burden,  every  day  becoming  harder  to  bear,  even 
if  it  becomes  no  heavier.  Kemember  that  vou  cannot  relieve 
1110  of  the  burden  of  years  ever  increasing  in  weight  and  pressure. 
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I  ask,  and  in  justice  as  well  as  in  mercy  to  myself,  I  demand  that 
this  Council  make  it  their  first  business  to  elect  a  Coadjutor- 
Bishop  of  the  Uiocese  of  Arkansas.  This  matter  can  be  no 
longer  postponed.  Both  justice  to  myself  and  the  welfare  of 
the  Diocese  demand  that  there  shall  be  no  more  postponements. 
Two  years  ago  you  resolved  to  go  into  an  election  at  the  ensuing 
Council.  One  year  ago  you  decided  to  delay  for  one  year  in 
order  to  prepare  for  the  better  support  of  the  Coadjutor-Bishop. 
Accordingly  a  committee  or  commission  was  elected,  who  were 
instructed  to  take  certain  well-defined  steps  to  increase  the  Epis- 
copate Fund.  They  were  not  appointed  to  consider  the  matter 
and  work  out  a  scheme.  They  were  not  appointed  to  use  their 
discretion.  The  course  of  action  was  all  agreed  upon  and  they 
were  chosen  to  carry  out  the  adopted  scheme.  They  were  to  do 
a  certain  thing.  They  have  done  nothing.  Their  reasons  for 
nonaction  may  appear  in  their  report,  but  whatever  these  rea- 
sons may  be,  I  cannot  imagine  that  they  will  be  satisfactory  to 
this  Council. 

As  the  action  taken  a  year  ago  has  proved  to  be  utterly 
fruitless,  we  must  proceed  on  other  lines. 

The  election  of  a  Coadjutor-Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas has  become  imperative  and  absolutely  necessary.  To  de- 
lay longer  Is  to  leave  the  Diocese  without  proper  oversight,  or  to 
sacrifice  my  life.  That  you  do  not  wish  the  former  I  know. 
That  you  do  wish  the  latter,  I  shall  be  slow  to  Ixdieve  of  you, 
who  have  given  me  so  many  proofs  of  your  love  in  the  many 
years  now  gone  forever.

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Now,  what  shall  we  do?  Shall  we  lay  a  burdensome  tax 
on  the  Parishes  in  order  to  supplement  the  revenue  derivahle 
from  our  Episcopate  Fund,  when  capitalized  so  as  to  yield  us  a 
definite  annual  income,  and  thus  provide  a  competent  su|)i)ort 
for  the  Bishop?  I  know  pretty  well  the  financial  condition 
of  every  Parish  in  this  State,  and  I  greatly  fear  such  a  procedure 
would  be  unwise  and  even  perilous.  A  half  dozen  years  hence 
such  taxation  might  be  safe,  if  not  unnecessary.  But  we  can- 
not wait  for  the  expiration  of  these  six  years.  We  cannot  wait 
even  one  year,  much  less  six.  I  tell  you  again  you  must  act 
now,  or  the  probability  is  that  a  year  hence  you  will  be  obliged 
to  elect  a  Diocesan  Bishop  instead  of  a  Coadjutor.  If  tliat  is 
what  you  desire,  then  delay.  I  shall  then  know  how  much 
I  am  in  your  hearts,  and  find  myself  ten  years  older  than  my 
birthday  indicates. 

If  you,  the  Rectors  and  Representatives,  are  willing  to  have 
your  Parishes  burdened  with  this  taxation  and  ready  to  insure 
the  payment  of  the  tax  levied,  I  shall  not  persuade  you  to  the 
<?ontrary  decision.  But  bear  in  mind  that  I  am  innocent,  if 
troubles  and  jx^i'plexities  ensue,  for  I  have  warned  you.  If 
you  are  not  willing  to  so  bunlen  your  Parishes  and  become  se- 
curity for  them,  then  we  must  consider  what  course  is  to  be  pur- 
sued. An  iuiiiiediatc  increase  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  is 
impossible.  That  requires  time.  A  whole  year  has  been  lost. 
You  cannot  have  even  three  months  more  to  see  what  can  be 
done  in  this  way.  We  must  then  offer  as  a  salary  the  income  to 
be  derived  from  our  K})isco])ate  Fund,  after  so  reinvesting  it 
as  to  make  tlie  interest  on  it  available  for  use.       Will  this  sum 
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be  sufficient?  Generally  speaking,  I  do  not  think  it  would.  I 
was  many  years  a  Parish  Priest,  and  I  have  been  many  yeai's  a 
P.ishop,  and  I  know  the  relative  cost  of  living  in  these  two  posi- 
tions. I  shall  not  go  into  details.  But  I  speak  from  personal 
cx^xirience.  I  can  assure  you  that  as  a  Parish  Priest,  even 
with  a  less  salary  than  I  have  had,  I  should  now  be  many 
thousands  of  dollars  better  off  financially  than  I  am,  had  I 
never  been  Bishop  of  Arkansas.  Therefore,  as  I  said,  I  do  not 
consider  what  we  can  easily  offer  a  sufficient  salary  for  a  Coad- 
jutor-Bishop, speaking  in  general  terms.  Yet  it  may  prove 
adequate  to  secure  us  the  services  of  a  very  able  Clergyman 
;ind  an  admirable  Bishop,  if  we  proceed  discreetly  and  wisely. 
There  are  at  least  three  contingencies  in  which  our  limited 
means  might  be  available  to  secure  our  much  desired  object  and 
c^nable  us  to  attain  our  much  needed  relief. 

First.  We  may  elect  an  able  man,  in  every  respect  aJ- 
ijiirably  fitted  for  the  Episcopate,  who  has  so  strong  an  influence 
in  the  Church  at  large  that  he  would  feel  certain  that  he  could 
from  extra-Uiocesan  sources,  increase  our  Episcopate  Fund  till 
the  revenue  from  it  would  be  an  adequate  support.  Most  of 
the  Episcopate  Funds  in  the  Western  Dioceses  have  been  de- 
rived from  the  contributions  of  the  older  Dioceses,  whereas  the 
Arkansas  Fund  has  reached  its  present  decent  proportions  with- 
out the  addition,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  of  a  single  dollar  given  by 
any  one  beyond  the  State  lines.  Since  we  have  called  so  little 
for  external  aid  in  any  way  and  for  any  i)urpose,  the  Church  at 
large  might  be  willing  to  help  us  in  our  need,  especially  if  one 
known  and  trusted  asked  for  it. 
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morning  prayer,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce  reading  the  lessons  ami 
the  Rev.  C.E.Cabani»s  saying  the  Creed  and  other  prayers.

the  Dardanelle  Church  property  debt. 

I  cannot  close  this  address  without  brief  reference  to  two 
points. 

1.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  have  at  last  a  Diocesan  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  organized  and  at  work.  I  hope  the 
ladies  will  be  able  next  year  to  report  that  every  Parish  in 
Arkansas  has  its  Parochial  branch.  I  would  suggest  that  they 
be  requested  to  make  a  condensed  report  to  the  Council  every 
year  and  that  the  same  be  presented  when  the  Council  sits  as  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  be  printed  in  our  Journal.  If  there  is 
anything  closely  connected  with  Missionary  work  it  is  the  Wom- 
an's Auxiliary. 

2.  The  Lambeth  Conference  meets  again  this  year.  I 
shall  not  attend.  AVhether  these  merely  Anglican  Conferences 
have  not  already  done  about  all  the  gooil  they  can  do  is  a  ques- 
tion worth  considering.  1  see  a  possible  danger  in  giving  them 
any  real  power,  or  making  them  a  permanent  institution.  Hith- 
erto it  has  been  simply  a  Conference.  Is  there  not  some  intima- 
tion that  attempts  may  be  made  to  change  it  into  an  Anglican 
Council?  i-^^ 
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I  should  be  strongly  opposed  to  its  becoming  a  decree-pro^ 
nouncing  and  Canon-making  body.      There  may  come  a  tini<:? 
when  it  ^nll  be  necessary,  or  at  least,  wise,  to  discuss  this  subject 
thoroughly.      But  let  us  hope  for  the  best,  even  when  we  guai 
ourselves  from  the  worse. 

With  this  suggestion,  I  close  these  remarks  and  leave  yoi 
to  your  deliberations,  in  which  may  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  guid< 

you  as  the  Di^ane  Father  wills  and  the  Divine  Wisdom  directs

Consent  given  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock, 
to  sell  50  feet  off  east  end  of  lot  No.  6,  block  286,  together  with 
the  buildings  thereon,  all  in  the  city  of  Little  Rock.

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APPENDIX  111. 

Helena,  Ark.,  May  1,  1897. 
To  the  Diocesan  Council  of  the  State  of  Arkansas: 

Brethren — We,  your  connnittee  appointed  to  raise  an 
amount  suthcient  to  increase  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Funtl 
to  such  a  sum  whereby  the  interest  on  same  would  be  great 
enough  to  pay  a  comfortable  competency  to  our  Diocesan,  who' 
ever  he^may  be,  beg  leave  to  report,  and  say: 

Your  committee  have  had  several  conferences  in  regard  to 
the  trust  placed  upon  them,  and  have  fully  discussed  the  im- 
portance of  same  in  all  of  its  bearings.  We  conceiveil  that  the 
financial  condition  of  the  country  was  the  paramount  issue  and 
the  one  we  should  consider  above  all  others.  It  is  almost  use- 
less for  us  to  call  attention  to  the  recent  election,  which  most 
of  you  know  was  fonglit  with  a  distrust  up(m  the  part  of  nearly 
all  tlio  iiuancinl  institutions  in  the  ccMintrv  as  to  the  effect  the 
r(\sull  U(»ul<l  have.  The  cro])s  in  most  ])arts  of  the  State  have 
proven  a  failure,  and  placed  the  farmer  in  a  condition  that  it 
was  almost  iiujuissiblc  for  him  to  liquidate  an  ordinary  indebted- 
ness. For  the  j)ast  few  months  the  floods  throughout  the  coun- 
try have  ])een  of  such  a  nature  that  nearlv  everv  benevoleur 
•  •  • 

nnn<l  has  been  occupied  with  ])lans  f(n*  the  relief  of  the  suffc^-er-. 
With  these  facts  before  us,  we  realized  that  those  who  might 
wish  to  contribute  to  this  imjjortant  fund  would  decline  at  this 
time  to  do  so. 

We  realized  further  that  to  attempt  the  collection  or  to  ask 
for  subscri])tions  to  this  fund  and  then  meet  with  failure,  that 
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a  result  would  ensue  which  would  prove  very  disastrous  to  it, 
and  greatly  impair  any  effort  to  this  end  in  the  future. 

We  have,  therefore,  concluded  to  report  back  our  decision  to 
this  body,  and  say: 

We  have  not  attempted  the  undertaking  of  the  collectiou 
of  this  fund,  for  the  reason  hereinbefore  set  forth.  It  is  with 
regret  that  no  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Parishes  for  contri- 
butions,  and  we  do  not  understand  why  the  people  do  not  awakea 
to  our  great  needs  and  each  and  every  communicant  come  for- 
ward and  do  their  duty.  We  believe  it  to  be  a  duty  of  every 
member  of  the  Church-  to  contribute  for  the  support  of  our 
Bishop,  equally  as  much  as  it  is  their  duty  to  aid  in  supporting 
the  Rectors  of  their  Parishes.

REPORT   OF   TRUSTEE   UNIVERSITY  OF  THE 

SOUTH. 

Last  Slimmer,  as  your  Trustee,  I  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  at 
Sewanee,  Tenn.       After  an  absence  of  fourteen  years,  many 
changes  and  imj)rovements  were  to    be    seen.        Sewanee    has 
^own  into  a  town  in  which  are    many    beautiful    residences. 
Several  permanent  buildings  of  stone  have  been  erected  for  the 
University,    among   them   the    Convocation   Hall   and   Walsh 
^lemorial  Building.       The  institution  is  in  a  healthy  condition, 
with  one  exception.       The  faculty  is  stronger  than  ever  before, 
the  students  as  many.      The  exception  referred  to  is  the  one  that 
has  always  existed,  money.      It  does  seem  strange  that  this  insti- 
tution, the  one  Church  University  in  the  South,  should  go  beg- 
ging for  money  and  depend  for  its  support  upon  gifts  from  other 
parts  of  the  countrs'.       Thanks  to  the  liberality  of  Northern 
friends,  the  L'niversity  still  lives.      The  Church  above  all  bodies 
stands  for  education  and  the  one  place  where  our  boys  can  get 
an  education  under  the  influence  of  the  Church  is  at  Sewanee. 
Let  the  L'^niversity  be  destroyed,  then  from  Xorth  Carolina  to 
Texas  there  will  not  be  a  spot  where  the  Church  gives  higher 
education.      But  the  C^hurch  in  this  Diocese  is  not  called  upon  to 
support  the  University,  only  to  aid  the  Theological  Department. 
The  teachers  in  this  de])artment  depend  for  their  salaries  upon 
the  contributions  from  the  Dioceses     in     the     South.       These 

5-n.  of  A. 
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salaries  are  a  pittance  at  the  best,  and  yet  are  not  paid.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  board  a  teacher  forgave  the  University  a 
ealary  debt  of  $800,  and  proposed  to  accept  a  salary  of  $800 
instead  of  $1,200.  This  man  could  command  a  large  salary 
elsewhere.  The  assessment  upon  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  was 
$225.  It  was  cut  down  to  $125.  Your  Trustee  promised  this 
should  be  paid.  The  sixth  standing  resolution  of  this  Council 
is:  "That  the  Diocesan  Council  strongly  recommend  that  an 
oflFering  be  taken  annually  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  purposes  and  at  the  dates  named:  On  Advent 
Sunday  for  the  University  of  the  South,"  etc. 

I  wrote  letters  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  calling  atten- 
tion to  this  resolution  and  urging  that  the  offering  be  taken. 
Very  few  responses  have  been  made.  Just  here  let  me  quote 
a  recent  letter  from  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  University: 

Upon  investigation,  I  find  the  following  credits  for  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  for  the  last  three  vears: 

1894-181):)— Christ  Church,  Little  Kock,  $30. 

1895-180G— St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  $5. 

1805-1890— St.  John's,  Helena,  $2.80;  $7.80. 

1890-1897— Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  $18. 

1890-1897- St.  John's  Chiuvh,  Helena,  $5. 

You  will  bo  glad  to  learn  tlint  the  University  has  opened 
very  encouragiiiji^ly.  The  Grammar  School  is  overflowing,  and 
I  have  been  ('oiii])elleJ  to  build  eleven  additional  rooms.  The 
other  de])artiiU'ntvS  show  a  slight  increase. 

I  have  just  returiKMl  from  Xew  York  where  I  met  the  heirs 
of  the  late  Doctor  Hoffman,  and  they  expressed  their  intention 
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to  build  for  us  the  students'  dormitory,  whicli  Doctor  Hoffman 
liad  promised,  but  which  he  had  not  pro\4ded  for  prior  to  his 
death.  We  shall  have  one  of  the  handsomest  dormitories  in 
the  country,  which  will  prove  a  great  blessing  to  the  Univer- 
sity. In  addition  to  this,  we  received  a  gift  of  $5,000  last  fall, 
and  I  have  just  received  notice  of  a  similar  donation. 

If  the  Southern  Dioceses  would  only  manifest  a  real  in- 
•terest  in  the  University  the  future  would  be  well  assured.

Kiglit  Keverend  Bishop,  tlie  Honorable  Boily,  the  Council  and 
Members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary: 

I  feel  const raine<l  to  acknowledge  that  I  can  rei>ort 
but  little  progress  since  our  formation  a  year  ago,  yet  I 
am  not  discouraged,  be<*ause  I  feel  that  we  have  gained 
someriiing  in  sc»nding  out  through  the  Diocese  the  glad 
news  that  we  have  banded  ourselves  together,  and  wish  all 
sister  Parishes  to  join  us  in  this  grand  work.  With  few 
exception^'  I  have  written  every  Parish  in  the  State;  true, 
in  some  instances,  I  have  received  no  resjwnse,  while  in 
others  the  hearty  good  will  is  most  gratif\'ing.  Yet  I  am 
sure,  that  even  in  those  Parishes  which  apparently  are  indiffer- 
ent, soujcthing  has  l)een  done,  for  they  have  begun  to  think. 
AVhen  our  women  realize  that  the  rite  of  baptism  makes  k^xery 
woiiiiiii  a  iiienil)(*r  of  this  Missionarv  Societv,  and  that  it  rests 
with  her  whctlicr  she  shall  he  an  active  member,  bv  work,  bv 
prayer  and  irivin^,  or  whether  slie  shall  let  the  opjK)rtunity  slip  of 
workina  f<>r  the  Master,  and  that  in  either  case  the  responsibility 
is  the  sanu^  then  we  will  not  have  to  ])lead  with  them  to  join, 
l)ut  the  qnestion  will  be,  "What  can  I  doT'  Without  either 
much  experience  or  knowledge,  1  believe  I  speak  truly  when  I 
say  that  by  joinin<i-  this  arcat  bo<ly  of  workers  we  will  grow  botli 

])hvsica]lv  an<l  nM»rallv  more  than  we  ever  have  before.     I  believe 
lit  • 

this  bond  of  union  will  be  a  tie  t(>  draw  us    nearer  to   our    own 
State  Parishes,  and  through  them  to  the  irreat  world,  of  which 
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^ve  are  such  a  small  part.  Women  coming  together  in  tliis  way 
realize  that  the  weak,  struggling  Parish  at  home  is  not  all  the 
Church  of  Christ;  thev  come  to  understand  more  trulv  what  St. 
Paul  meant  by  the  body  of  Christ,  for  whose  perfection  "no 
single  member  must  be  lacking  in  its  duty  to  the  whole."  "There 
is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth."  This  cannot  do  away 
with  other  giving,  but  all  societies  of  the  Church  should  \u\ite 
in  this,  because  it  is  woman's  work.  In  our  Church  work  let 
God's  glory  be  our  ruling  motive,  let  us  try  to  have  an  elevation 
of  thought  and  mind  that  vnW  lift  us  above  many  of  the  little 
annoyances  by  which  we  are  constantly  beset.  Let  no  engage- 
ment crowd  out  our  elected  duty. 

This  is  a  time  of  great  activity.  The  whole  Christian  world 
is  up  and  doing,  and  all  over  our  land  there  is  work  going  on 
whose  influence  is  felt  to  its  farthest  borders.  Plans  and  efforts 
are  being  systematized  to  make  the  work  more  efficient.  Under 
the  guidance  of  a  Rector  we  can  each  have  such  a  field  of  duty 
assigned  us  as  will  fill  the  time  we  feel  we  can  give  to  such  work. 
3>e  always  and  everywhere  a  learner,  and  in  case  of  failure,  look 
where  we  might  have  done  better,  and  finding  the  cause,  avoid 
it  in  future.  In  the  business  world  certain  qualities  are  essential 
to  prosperity,  and  success  is  the  reward  of  the  earnest,  faithful 
seeker,  and  not  a  chance.  Many  cannot  and  do  not  prosper  be- 
cause, owing  to  ignorance,  indolence,  lack  of  judgn^ent  and 
honesty  they  do  not  desire  to  do  so.  Study  self-control,  and  one 
of  the  most  effectual  ways  of  doing  this  is  by  a  strict  guard  over 
si)eech.  If  our  motives  are  pure,  we  will  avoid  many  disappoint- 
ments and  vexations.     Svstem  sliould  characterize  our  efforts  in 
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the  Master's  service.  There  is,  of  course,  good  done  without 
it,  but  '^order  is  Heaven's  first  law"  is  an  old  motto  we  all  remem- 
ber.  I  believe  svstein  is  most  essential  to  success  in  any  enter- 
prise.  The  best  of  men  have  been  guided  by  rules  for  self- 
goverament.  Everywhere  in  Scripture  man  is  given  the  pre- 
eminence; j)ossiblv  woman's  inferiority  is  the  punishment  in- 
flicted by  our  first  mother  yielding  to  the  temptation  in  the 
garden.  The  eating  of  the  apple  has  not  prevented  the  short- 
sightedness and  disobedience  of  many  of  her  descendants.  So 
in  Parish  work  she  should  allow  herself  to  lead  under  the  guid- 
ance of  her  Rector:  "A  sixvonful  of  honey  attracts  more  flies 
than  a  barrel  of  vinegar,"  so  if  we  err,  let  it  be  on  the  side  of 
gentleness;  the  spirit  in  which  we  work  is  more  important  than 
the  work  itself,  and  good  actions  are  often  spoiled  by  conceit  or 
egotism.  The  wise  men  from  the  east  offered  to  the  new-born 
babe  gold  for  His  royalty,  frankincense  for  His  priesthoo<l  and 
uivrrh  for  His  liunianitv;  so  should  we  trv  to  follow  their  ex- 
ample  and  give  of  our  best  to  the  Ix>rd.  In  working  for  our 
niotlier  C'lnnvh  we  should  consider  it  a  privilege  to  be  allowed  to 
take  the  least  part  in  the  building  up  of  His  kingdom  here  on 
earth,  and  not  feel  hurt  because  we  are  not  asked  to  take  a  lead- 
ing part.  Under  the  old  Jewish  law,  offerings  were  regulated; 
if  a  [xjor  \v(>nian  could  not  offer  a  hunb,  she  could  bring  a  pair  of 
turtle  doves,  or  two  young  pigeons,  as  did  the  virgin  mother.  So, 
if  we  have  not  gold  or  jewels,  what  we  do  give,  if  from  a  pure 
heart,  will  l»e  e^pially  aceeptalJe.  The  Jews  had  about  ten 
khids  of  offerings:  weekly,  monthly,  yearly  and  on  special  occa- 
sions.    The  salary  of  the  priests  was  the    j)ortion    of    sacritices 
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reserved  from  the  altar,  the  first  fruits  of  the  crops,  everything 
devoted  to  the  Lord;  the  firstlings  of  all  cattle,  the  first  fleece  of 
all  sheep,  the  redemption  money  of  the  first  bom,  a  tenth  of  the 
Invites'  tithes,  a  fifth  of  the  trespass  offerings,  and  a  fourth  of 
the  fruit  of  all  planted  trees.  Thus  about  a  fourth  of  all  the 
property  of  every  Jew  was  given  to  the  Lord.  The  Scribes  and 
Pharisees  in  the  days  of  our  blessed  Lord  followed  every  precept 
of  this  law,  and  our  righteousness,  we  are  told,  must  exceed 
theirs.  Does  it  equal  it?  Do  we  show  our  gratitude  by  larger 
offerings  than  the  Jews?  Our  Lord  is  the  same  yesterday,  to-day 
and  forever,  and  the  things  that  pleased  Him  then  please  Him 
now.  The  original  meaning  of  the  word  "religion"  is  rule,  and 
if  we  wish  to  lead  a  religious  life  we  must  do  it  by  the  rule  of 
God's  law.  Everywhere  the  field  seems  ripe  for  the  harvest, 
but  the  reaper's  hand  is  stayed  for  the  lack  of  material  to  gather 
it  in. 

I  have  read  that  "life  is  education,  time  a  measured  portion  , 
of  infinite  duration,"  given  to  fit  us  for  higher  spheres  of  activity 
and  duty  when  we  shall  have  passed  from  this  one  room  of  our 
Father's  mansion  to  another.  "I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you,'' 
said  the  Holy  One  before  He  took  the  last  step  in  the  life  oi 
suffering  that  purchased  for  us  the  right  to  enter  it.  He,  a 
spotless  victim,  came  in  the  fullness  of  time  to  bear  our  sins  in 
His  own  body  on  the  tree,  and  shall  we  fail  in  following  the 
blessed  steps  of  His  most  holy  life,  in  loving  as  He  loved  and 
showing  that  love  by  faithful  service  to  Him  in  ministering  to 
His  suffering  children  ? 
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"Give  U8  light  amid  our  darkness, 

Let  lis  know  the  good  from  ill ; 

Ilate  118  not  for  all  our  blindness, 

Tijead  iis,  love  us,  show  us  kindness, 

You  can  make  us  what  You  will. 

AVe  shall  be  whate'r  You  make  us, 

Make  us  vn&e  and  make  us  good; 

l^iake  us  strong  for  times  of  trial. 

Teach  us  temi)erance,  self-denial. 

Patience,  kindness,  fortitude."

Rev.  Father — We  respeetfully  submit  to  you  the  fol- 
lowing, which  is  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Arkansas  for  the  year 
ending  May  10,  1897: 

One  year  ago,  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  the  Arkan- 
sas Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliarv  held  their  first  annual 
meeting.  The  Secretary  made  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
three  Parishes  in  which  the  Auxiliarv  was  established.  After 
its  reading  a  motion  carried  to  organize  a  State  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary.  A  constitution  was  adopted  and  the  elec- 
tit>n  of  the  following  officers  ensued: 

President,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pillow,  of  Helena;  First  Vice  Presi- 
<lent,  Mrs.  D.  1.  Ilobbs,  of  Little  Rock;  Second  Vice  President, 
Mi's.  0.  H.  Lockwood,  of  Helena;  Third  Vice  President,  Mrs. 
J.  J.  Vaulx,  of  Fayette ville ;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  P.  K.  Roots,  of 
Little  Rock;  Secretary,  Mrs.  John  Gass,  of  Little  Rock. 

A  set  of  by-laws  was  adopted  and  the  date  of  the  next 
annual  convention  of  the  Auxiliary  set  for  the  next  Diocesan 
Council.  Letters  have  been  written  to  such  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese as  we  thought  might  organize  a  branch  of  the  Auxiliary, 
and  all  indications  are  that  we  will  soon  have  organizations  at 
Fort  Smith,  Pine  Bluff,  Forrest  City,  and  we  hope  other  points. 
Mite  chests  have  been  sent  to  Forrest  City  for  the  united  offer- 
ing, and  also  to  Hamburg,  where  we  have  a  few  scattered  Church 
people.     Helena  has  organized  since  our  last  annual  meeting, 
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and  the  SecTctarv  gives  the  following  report  of  work  done  in 
that  branch  during  the  past  year: 

This  organization  in  Helena  is  composed  of  twenty-five 
earnest,  active  members.  They  have  kept  their  meetings  up 
regularly  each  month,  sometimes  twice  a  month  when  the  work 
demanded  it.  A  box  sent  to  Rev.  H.  P.  Dodge,  of  Georgia,  to 
assist  him  in  his  Mission  work,  consisting  of  valuable  clothing 
and  household  goods,  occupied  them  during  the  Epiphany  and 
Lenten  season.  This  box  was  valued  at  $70.  Thev  have  mite 
chests  out  for  the  imitcnl  offering,  the  contents  to  be  taken  in 
September  and  sent  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  Airs.  P.  K.  Roots. 
This  offering,  which  is  made  at  the  triennial  convention  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  1898,  is  for  the  training,  sending  out  and 
support  of  women  workers  in  the  Mission  fields.  We  hoi)e  all 
branches  of  the  Auxiliary  who  are  not  supplied  with  mite  chests 
for  the  united  offering  will  apply  at  once  to  the  Secretary.  We 
must  have  our  share  in  that  grand  offering  made  by  tlie  women 
of  the  Cluircli.  For  women,  our  representatives  in  Mission  work, 
Helena  is  doing  good  faithful  work  under  the  management  of 
her  efficient  otlicers  and  devoted  Rector. 

'JVinity  Cathedral,  Little  R(K*k,  reports  regular  meetings, 
held  weekly  during  Advent,  Epiphany  and  Lent.  This  brancli 
prepared  a  box  of  clotliing,  valued  at  $'J5,  for  Rev.  D.  Watson 
Winn,  of  Georgia.  They  have  on  hand  a  box  of  hospital  sup- 
plies to  be  given  to  the  Logan  11.  Roots  Memorial  Hospital  at3 
soon  as  formally  opiMied.  During  I^nt  they  did  charitable 
work  in  our  citv  and  aave  an  offerine:  of  $6  to  Diocesan  Missions. 
The  Secretary  writes:     ''We  do  not  feel  discouraged;  we  are 
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learning  more  of  the  Cliiirch's  needs  and  of  the  demand  for 
woman's  work.  Our  small  band  of  earnest  workers  will,  I  am 
sure,  be  ever  ready  to  do  their  part  in  extending  the  Church  in 
Mission  fields.  The  officers  of  the  Cathedral  Branch  are  Mrs. 
P.  K.  Roots,  President;  Mrs.  D.  I.  Hobbs,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  has  held  monthly  meetings  ^vith 
much  regularity  and  good  attendance.  During  the  Trinity 
season  they  gave  $20  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  that  time 
facing  the  dreadful  deficit  to  be  met  in  September. 

Advent  was  occupied  with  preparing  and  sending  a  box  of 
clothing  to  Mr.  Frank  Smith,  Lay  Reader  in  El  Reno,  Okla- 
homa. The  value  of  the  box  was  $50.  We  place  no  estimate 
upon  the  privilege  this  branch  considered  it  to  prepare  and  send 
this  box.  Epiphany  and  Lent  they  worked  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, sending  an  offering  to  Mr.  Adams,  the  Treasurer,  of  $25. 
They  also  made  a  gift  of  $4.75  to  Mr.  James,  of  Eureka  Springs^ 
for  the  purchase  of  hymnals  to  be  used  in  his  Parish. 

"The  Spirit  of  Missions"  is  kept  in  circulation  in  Christ 
Church  Branch  and  we  believe  much  good  has  come  from  the  in- 
formation given  by  this  valuable  little  pamphlet.  We  com- 
mend it  to  all  branches  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Lake  Village  has  kept  up  faithfully  with  its  meetings  and 
monthly  pledges,  sending  quarterly  a  donation  to  Miss  Emery 
to  be  used  for  Missions  in  any  way  tliat  she  saw  fit  to  advise. 
This  little  band  of  faithful  devoted  Church  women  have  given 
$43  to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  for  the  spread  of  His  kingdom 
within  the  last  year.     If  all  would  catch  the    spirit    of     I^ke 
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Village  and  do  as  I  urged  in  my  report  of  last  year,  send  a  small 
offering,  which  could  be  combined  %nth  other  small  offerings, 
we  would  soon  have  a  blessing  upon  the  Church  in  Arkansas. 
Your  Secretary  and  President  have  been  in  correspondence 
about  the  work  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  consulting 
as  to  the  best  way  to  get  the  Auxiliary  established.  We  believe 
the  time  is  fast  coming  when  all  of  our  Clergy  will  see  the  neces- 
sity of  establishing  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of 
Afissions  in  their  Parishes.  Xothing  so  strengthens  and  blesses 
as  to  go  outside  of  ourselves  and  do  something,  however  little, 
for  some  others  less  fortunate  than  we  are.  The  proof  of  love 
is  in  giving.  A  love  that  gives  nothing,  makes  no  sacrifice, 
is  not  love.  Love  is  large  and  generous,  high  and  holy.  He 
that  seeks  onlv  his  own  loves  not  God  or  man,  and  to  love  only 
self  is  to  miss  the  sweetness  of  life,  its  hope,  its  aim,  its  end. 

Canon  Liddon  savs  it  was  bv  such  love  as  this  that  the 
Church  was  built  up.  It  was  built  up  not  by  the  powerful  or 
the  learned  or  the  wealthy  but  by  thousands  of  poor  men  aiul 
women  whose  liearts  were  tilled  with  the  love  of  our  Lord  and 
who  spent  their  lives  in  giving  their  little  all  to  the  cause  of 
His  Kingdom  and  His  Olory.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF   DIOCESAN  MIS- 
SIONS TO  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1896-7. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  begs  leave  Lo 
report  as  follows: 

It  has  held  meetings  May  1,  1896,  July  22,  1896,  Xovem- 
ber  11,  1896,  February  3,  1897,  May  6,  1897,  and  May  7, 
1897.  These  meetings  were  much  better  attended  than  last 
year.  At  the  meeting  May  10,  1896,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  write  a  letter  to  the  different  Parishes  and  Missions, 
stating  that  the  Board  contemplated  occupying  the  following 
new  places  during  the  current  year,  with  the  assistance  of  two  a4- 
ditional  Missionaries:  In  Helena  Convocation,  Lake  Village, 
Monticello,  Arkansas  City  and  l^aconia;  in  Little  Rock  Convo- 
cation, liussellville,  Conway,  Dardanelle  and  Atkins;  in  Fort 
Smith  Convocation,  Ozark  and  Alma;  that  in  consequence  a 
much  larger  sum  would  be  needed  this  year  than  last, 
begging  increased  appropriations  and  asking  them  to 
state     definitely     what     they     would     do.  Most     of     the 

responses  to  this  letter  were  indefinite,  declining  to 
make  specific  pledges,  but  saying  they  would  do  what 
they  could.  Kev.  E.  J.  Williams,  then  at  Marianna  and 
Forrest  C'ity,  thought  he  would  be  safe  in  promising  $25  for  For- 
rest City,  and  i[arianna  the  same.  They  would  do  more  but 
one  was  busy  clearing  off  the  debt  on  the  Church  and  the  other 
building  a  Kectorv.       Kev.  T.  P.  Paniels  promised  $5,  and  more 
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if  he  could.      The  subjoined  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that 
at  the  Ix^nning  of  the  year.  May  1,  1896,  the  balance  on  hand 
was  $382.91;  that  the  receipts  during  the  year  were  $484.63,  and 
the  expenditures  during  the  year  $559.75.     So  that,  had  it  not 
been  for  the  balance  on  hand,  the  Board  could  not  have  met  the 
Dressing  needs  of  the  Missionaries  now  in  the  field.  Under  the  <*ir- 
<!uniFtnnce8  of  course  no  new  territory  could  be  occupied  without 
lessening  the  services  at  places  now  worked,  and  these  services 
are  too  few  as  they  are.     JTo  doubt  the  falling  off  in  the  receipts 
is  due  largely  to  the  increased  financial  depression  and  the  vexed 
financial  policy  of  the  country.     The  fact  that  nearly   all    the 
contributing  places  showed  about  the  same  per  cent  of  deficit 
would  seem  to  indicate  this.  But  it  is  also  due,  in  part,  the  Board 
i^  of  opinion,  to  the  failure  of  many  places  to  put  into  opera- 
tion systematic  monthly  contributions.     Many  places  liave  not 
given  until  this  last  quarter,  and  some  not  at  all.    'The  Deans 
of  the  several  Convocations  have  done    their    best    to    arouse 
enthusiasm  and  zeal.     Rev.  John  Gass,  Dean  of  the  Little  Rock 
Convocation,  read  letters  from  points  in  his   territory,    in    sub- 
stance as  follows: 

**Dardanelle  would  do  all  in  its  power  to  help  him.  Only 
two  members  there;  not  enough  to  build  up.  Russell ville  did 
not  think  it  advisable  to  hold  services  there,  as  there  were  no 
members.  Conway  had  thirteen  members,  and  the  outlook  was 
good." 

In  the  Helena  Convocation  a  splendid  work  has  been  done, 
considering  the  limited  resources,  l^ut  the  Board  feels  that  il; 
■ought  to  say  that  the  Missionary  field  of  Arkansas  is  in  a  deplor- 
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able  condition,  owing  to  lack  of  money,  and  consequently  of 
men,  and  it  reiterates  its  conviction  that  now  is  the  crisis  in  the 
historv  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas.  As  we  are  able  to  see  and 
grapple  with  the  conditions,  so  will  take  our  place  among  the 
religious  bodies  in  influencing  and  molding  the  character  of 
citizenship  and  of  the  Christianity  of  the  people  of  Arkansas  for 
all  time  to  come,  so  will  be  our  success  or  failure  as  a  Church. 

The  attempt  to  publish  a  Diocesan  Missionary  organ  has 
been  a  failure,  partly  owing  to  want  of  co-operative  effort  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  Clergy,  and  partly  to  the  lack  of  means  of 
the  Laity.  The  Kev.  John  Gass  reported  only  one  subscriber 
heard  from  at  Fort  Smith  and  one  at  Van  Buren,  and  none  from 
any  other  place,  and  the  enterprise  was  dropped  until  the  will  of 
the  Council  shall  be  known. 

The  Board  expects  to  secure  250  pass  books  in  a  few  weeks 
to  be  used  in  the  various  Missions  that  are  unable  to  purchase. 

A  second  letter  was  issued  bv  the  Board  to  the  various  Par- 

%/ 

ishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese  at  its  last  meeting,  February 
3,  1897,  which  was  productive  of  good  results.  The  Mission 
force  has  also  been  weakened  during  the  last  year  by  the  death 
of  Tiev.  D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter,  D.  D.,  of  Morrilton.  Our  beloved 
brother  was  old  and  full  of  years  of  faithful  and  unostentatious 
service  in  the  Master's  cause,  and,  having  fought  a  good  fight, 
having  kept  the  faith,  having  finished  his  course,  he  has  been 
called  home  to  rest  and  enter  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord. 

We  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  that  He  has  spared  in 
health  and  strength  our  beloved  Diocesan,  who  has  gone  in  and 
out  among  us  with  such  wisdom,  tenderness  and  sympathy;  and 
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we  pray  that  his  ilays  may  yet  he  prolongeil  for  many  years. 
But  we  feel  that  the  hardships  of  tlie  Missionary  field  of  this 
Diocese,  with  its  few  facilities  for  travel,  are  too  much  for  him 
to  bear  unassisted,  as  he  has  often  warned  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  while  the  neeils 
of  the  Mission  field  are  constantly  increasimr^  the  offerings  are 
diminishing,  the  amount  raised  this  year  being  $99.10  less  than 
last.  That  many  small  places  have  made  large  offerings,  while 
others  much  lietter  able  have  done  little,  and  five  places  abso- 
lutely nothing. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  both  Clergy  and  Laity  will  realize 
the  vital  emergency  and  will  put  forth  everj-  effort  to  increase 
their  offerings  the  coming  year,  and  send  them  in  quarterly.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  STAIE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

AVG)  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  report: 

We  find  that  owing  to  inadequate  reports  from  some  places 
and  no  reports  from  others,  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  the  true 
condition  of  the  Diocese.  We  would  therefore  urge  upon  the 
Council  the  necessity  of  exacting  more  complete  and  accurate  re- 
ports and  that  each  place  should  be  reported.  Some  of  the  re- 
ports are  self -contradictory. 

If  we  are  to  judge  from  the  reports  handed  in,  the  Church 
throughout  the  whole  Diocese  has  had  a  net  gain  of  104  com- 
municants, and  an  actual  loss  of  262  confirmed  persons.  Its 
property  has,  according  to  reports,  decreased  to  the  extent  of 
$5,047,  which  might  be  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  die 
purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  and  the  consequent  apparent 
shrinkage  in  values,  for  the  reports  further  show  an  actual  in- 
crease in  property  and  funds  of  the  Church.  The  debts  are  only 
5  1-2  per  cent  of  the  value  of  Chirrch  property  as  reported. 

Contributions  have  fallen  off  $3,733.71  from  last  year. 

There  has  be^n  a  gain  of  $1,451.49  in  the  Bishop's  Endow- 
ment fund,  but  it  is  inadequate  to  our  needs,  and  we  recommend 
an  additional  tax  upon  each  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  order 
to  raise  the  salary  of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

The  Diocese  has  gained  greatly  in  the  additions  to  its  Clergy 
list  since  last  Coimcil,  whose  work  has  been  productive  of  great 
results  considering  the  short  time  they  have  been  in  the  Diocese, 
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thus  Strengthening  the  C'lnireli  in  all  respec»ts.  But  it  is  evi- 
dent to  your  eoniniittee  that  no  aggressive  work  in  the  extension 
of  the  Church  has  l)een  done  or  can  be  done  without  an  Assistant 
Bishop. 

AVe  herebv  record  our  love  and  loyalty  to  our  dear  Dioceoan 
and  our  liigh  appreciation  of  the  great  work  he  has  done  in  this 
Diocese  of  outlying  Missions,  with  few  facilities  of  travel,  entail- 
ing many  liardsliips  in  reacliing  them,  and  we  pray  that  our 
Heavenly  Father  may  spare  him  to  us  for  many  years  to  come. 

But  we  feel  that  tlie  necessities  of  this  Diocese  are  far  Ix?- 
yond  his  strength,  and  ungrateful  longer  on  his  growing  years. 
Because  we  would  keep  him  with  us  and  for  the  good  of  the 
Church,  we  record  our  earnest  conviction  that  a  Bishop-Coadju- 
tor is  a  pressing  and  instant  necessity. 

From  information  at  hand  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  fully 
sustained  tlie  wcU-meritcd  scriptural  reputation  for  devotion  to 
the  ^Master's  cause,  hy  their  magniticent  work  in  the  places  at 
which  it  liiis  been  established,  strengthening  the  Church  luuI 
i)roviiig  its  titiicss  to  permanent  recognition  and  right  to  be 
ranked  as  one  of  tlie  stron<»est  arms  of  the  Church.  Thev  have 
borne  ample  witness  to  the  wisdom  of  tlie  choice  of  its  officers  In 
this  tield,  and  we  bid  them  a  hearty  Godspeed. 

The  Parish  at  Helena  is  about  to  erect  a  splendid  brick 
Church  at  a  cost  of  about  $25,000,  nearlv  all  of  which  is  in  hand. 
The  Parish  at  Fort  Smith  has  lai<l  its  stone  foundation  at  a  cost 
of  over  $:^jlOO,  and  has  assets  to  the  amount  of  $5,000  towards 
completing  the  superstructure.  It  will  be  of  stone.  Both  of 
these  Church  edifices  will  be  urcat  additions  to  the  Di(x*ese. 
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The  reports  of  our  Missionaries  show  earnest,  faithful  work 
in  their  difficult  field.  A  lot  has  been  given  the  Church  at  Im- 
boden  which  is  in  charge  of  Rev.  E.  J.  AVilliams. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  reports  a  fall- 
ing off  in  receipts  owing  to  failure  in  many  places  to  give,  and 
to  financial  depression. 

We  cannot  close  the  report  without  expressing  our  deep 
regret  at  the  death  of  our  beloved  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev. 
D.  S.  C.  M.  Potter,  D.  D.,  of  Morrilton.  A  faithful  Priest,  a 
true  friend,  a  loyal  Churchman,  a  guileless  soul,  he  has  entered 
into  that  rest  that  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God.  His  place 
is  vet  vacant.  We  trust  God  will  send  us  the  man  to  till  it  in  the 
near  future. 

On  the  wliole  tlie  Diocese  appears  to  your  committee  to  be 
in  its  nonnal  condition,  with  an  upward  tendency  that  is  encour- 
aging.

Rev.  J.  J.  Vanlx,  Fayetteville — Report  includes  St. 
Stephen's  Mission,  AVinslow,  and  communicants  under  my  care 
in  other  parts  of  Washington  and  in  Benton  County.  We  have 
$500  towards  a  Church  home  and  about  $100  towards  endow- 
uient  of  the  Rectorship  in  hands  of  a  Trustee  for  investment- 
The  prospects  for  the  Church  in  my  field  w^ere  never  brighter. 
AVe  badly  need  another  Clergyman  in  the  field. 

Rev.  E.  L.  Ogilby,  Forrest  City — Took  charge  first 
Wednesday  in  Advent  last.  The  attendance  upon  the  services 
has  increased.  A  fine,  large  new  organ  has  been  provided  and 
paid  for,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  complete  the  furnishing  of 
the  excellent  and  well  arranged  Church  building.  There  is  a 
very  encouraging  outlook  for  the  Parish. 

Rev.  W.  T.  Allen,  Fort  Smith — Owing  to  removal  of 
jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory  from  the  United  States  Court 
here,  during  the  ecclesiastical  year,  great  loss  of  trade  and  busi- 
ness depression,  affecting  the  Church's  revenues,  has  resulted;

Rev.  Wm.  Cross,  Hot  Springs— The  Rev.  W.  J.  Miller 
held  his  last  service  as  Rector  of  this  Parish  Mav  3,  1890.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS- 


PREAMBLE. 


The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas conforms  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  I'nitod  States  of  America,  as  set  forth 
by  the  General  Convention  of  the  same,  to  which  Constitutions 
and  Canons  this  Diocese  hereby  accedes,  and  subordinates  her- 
self,  according  to  the  rules  of  ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICLE  L 

OF  THE  CLERGY  AND  LAITY. 

There  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy: 

1.  The  Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of  the 
^Ministry,  presides  oA'cr  the  Church  by  Apostolic  Authority,  and 
has  the  sole  right  to  ordain,  to  confirm  and  to  pronounce  judicial 
sentence  on  offenders;  and  goAerns  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
according  to  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Canons  of  this  Church. 

2.  The  Priests,  or  Presbyters,  who  preach  the  AVord, 
administer  the  sacraments  of  the  Cliurch  and  have  the  oversight 
and  f>astoral  care  of  tlie  Laity  in  their  several  Congregations. 
They  also  have  the  right  to  advise  tlieir  Rishop  and  to  share  in 
the  government  of  the  Church,  according  to  the  Canons. 

?>,  The  Deacons,  who,  having  received  limited  office 
in  th(?  general  Ministrv,  serve  in  the  same  where  tliev  mav  be 
appointed  by  the  I]i>li()p.       Thev  are  subject  to  the  orders  of 

7  -l>.  nf  A.    " 
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the  Bishop,  cannot  take  the  Kectorship  of  a  Church,  and  must 
be  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  some  Priest,  who  shall 
direct  them  in  their  work. 

The  Laity  are  divided  and  organized,  according  to  local 
convenience,  into  Parishes  or  Congregations.  They  commit 
the  general  management  of  their  parochial  business  to  a  pcnrtion 
of  their  own  number,  annually  elected,  and  called  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen*  To  these  belong  the  administration  of  all  the 
secular  concerns  of  their  particular  Parish;  but  they  have  no 
part  in  the  spiritual  government  of  the  Church,  which  belongs 
to  the  Clergy  alone. 

ARTICLE  IL 

OP  THE  COUNCIL. 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Coimcil  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine; 
and,  in  case  of  its  failure  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  the 
time  and  place.  In  the  Council,  the  Bishop  shall  preside  by 
virtue  of  his  office.  The  Clergy  shall  sit  by  right  of  their  order, 
and  the  Laity  shall  be  represented  l>y  delegates  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  for  that  purpose  from  among  the  male  communicants  of 
each  Congregation,  or  in  case  of  organized  Missions,  to  be 
iippointod  by  the  Minister  in  charge. 

'Jlie  Cbancollor,  Socretarv  and  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall,  ex-officio,  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  with  pri\41ege 
of  debate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  as  such. 

Special  C  onn(»ils  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
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Aviien  some  urgent  necessity  may  require  our   action    by    the 
Diocese. 

Without  the  concurrence  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  no 
rule  of  law  of  the  church  can  be  adopted,  changed  or  done  away. 

ARTICLE  ni. 

OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  CONGREGATIONS. 

See  Amendment  Article  ?»,  page  29^  Proceedings  1895, 
as  follows: 

^*Li  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  all  Parishes,  Missions  and 
Congregations  shall  be  organized  in  conformity  with  the  Canon 
relating  thereto,  and  no  Parish  shall  have  an  organic  existence 
or  corporate  life  in  said  Diocese  unless  acknowledged  by  the 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Bishop." 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  THE  SUPPORT  AND  ADVANCEMENT  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Council,  by  Canon  or  resolution,  may  establish  special 
funds — 

1.  For  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

2.  For  the  support  of  Missionaries. 

3.  For  the  support  of  aged  and  infirmed  Clergymen. 

4.  For  Church  building. 

5.  For  education  of  men  for  the  ]Ministrv;  and  take  all 
other  measures  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  king- 
dom; Provided,  That  this  article  does  not  imply  any  power  to 
make  any  assessment  except  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
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Diocese,  *''whicli  shall  include  all  current  expenses,  and  proper 
provision  for  the  Episcopate  Fund." 

ARTICLE  V. 

OP  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

The  Clergy,  Priests  and  Deacons  may  be  tried  by  an  ecclesi- 
astical court,  composed  of  Presbyters  chosen  for  that  puri>ose. 
But  there  shall  be  no  such  trial,  except  on  due  presentment,  and 
according  to  the  C-anon  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen  set  forth  in 
this  Diocese,  and  the  rules  of  ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICT^  VI. 

OF  THE  TENURE  OF  CHURCH  PROPERTY. 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry,  or  other  persons  in  whose 
names  the  property  of  any  Congregation  or  Parish  may  be 
vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other  means,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  under  their  hands 
given,  grant,  alienate  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,  mes- 
suages or  hereditaments  in  them  vested  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  Congregation  or  Parish,  nor  charge  nor  encumljer 
tlie  same  to  any  person  whatever. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  AMENI)IN(;  THE  COXSTITUTIOX. 

A  pro])Osnl  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  laid  before 
llie  ( Vninci]  in  Avritiii^-,  and,  if  approve<l,  shall  lie  over  until  tlie

TITLE  I. 

OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS. 

CANON  !.♦ 

OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  Council  shall  consist  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  having  the  following  qualifi- 
cations: Every  Clergyman  having  been  admitted  canonically 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Council;  but  no  Clergyman  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Bishop  unless  he  shall  have  been  canonically  and 
actually  a  resident  of  the  Diocese  for  six  months.  Every  Parish 
regularly  organized  as  required  by  tlie  Constitution,  shall  he 
entitled  to  send  three  Delegates  to  the  Council,  and  every  duly 
organized  Mission  Station  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  Delegate; 

•Auiended  by  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Council  by  omitting  the  words, 
"Episcopate  Fund  and  the  current,"  and  in  lieu  thereof  inserting  the 
word  "necessary."  By  the  action  of  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Council 
amended  to  read  as  now  printed. 

Amended  by  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Council  by  inserting  the  words 
"and  that  their  Parish  is  not  in  arrears  on  any  prior  assessment." 

Xote—By  action  of  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Council,  18&5,  it  was 
ordered  tliat  the  sections  be  numbered  consecutively. 
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Provided  always,  That  such  Delegates  shall  be  communicants  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  no  person  under 
ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  whether  Clergyman  or  Lay- 
man, shall  be  allowed  a  seat  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  Standing  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  after  the  Council  has  been  duly  organized,  and  the  last 
to  make  a  report,  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
consisting  of  one  Priest  and  two  Laymen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  consider  the  condition  of  each  Parish  and  Mission,  and  to 
make  an  equitable  assessment  upon  them,  to  be  applied  to  the 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  Avhich  shall  include  all  current  expenses 
and  proper  provision  for  the  Episcopate  Fund.  The  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan  Council  shall,  as  a  neces- 
sary part  of  their  credentials,  present  to  the  Council  the  receipt 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  or  other  satisfactory'  evidence, 
showing  the  payment  of  this  assessment  and  that  their  Parish 
is  not  in  arrears  on  any  prior  assessment;  Provided,  That  the 
Council,  when  formally  organized,  may,  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  excuse  any  delinquent  Parish  or  Mission  from  the  pay- 
ment of  any  portion  or  all  of  this  assessment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall,  ordinarily,  deliberate  and  vote 
without  any  distinction  of  orders;  but  any  member  may  call  for 
a  division  upon  any  question,  and  if  this  call  is  sustained  by  two 
other  members,  then  the  question  shall  be  put  first  to  the  Clergy 
and  next  to  the  Laity,  who  shall  vote  by  Parishes;  and  in  such  a 
case  a  majority  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  an 
affirmative  vote  of  the  Council. 
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See.  4.  The  Bishop  presides  in  Council  by  virtue  of  his 
ofiiee,  and  has  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  upon  every  subject 
that  may  come  before  the  Council.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Council  shall  elect  a  Chairman  from  the  Clergy 
present.  At  each  Council  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall !« 
elected  by  a  joint  Imllot  of  the  whole  body. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  liishop  is  to  l.>e  elected,  the  Council  shall 
always  vote  by  orders,  in  this  wise:  The  Clei^^  shall  make  a 
nomination  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  I^y  Delegates,  voting  bv 
Parishes,  shall  concur  by  ballot,  in  order  to  constitute  an  election. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  great  necessity  shall  arise,  the  Bishop, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, may  call  a  special  Council.  In  such  case,  four  weeks' 
notice  shall  be  given  to  everv  Clerg>'man  and  to  one  of  the 
AVai-dens  in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  stating  the  time,  place 
and  objects  of  the  a|iecial  Council;  and  no  other  matters  shall  be 
pro])osed  or  acted  upon  than  those  sixK*ified  in  the  call  of  said 
8j)ecial  Council.

OF  THE  SECRETAUY  AND  TREASURER. 

Sec.  7.  The  Ro(»retarv  of  the  Council  shall  keep  in  a  fit 
book,  full  and  exact  records  of  all  its  acts,  and  shall  preserve  all 
j^apors,  documents,  memorials,  etc.,  l>elonging  to  same,  duly 
indorsed  and  filed  in  such  wav  that  thov  mav  ]ye  easilv  consulted

at ,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  formed  ourselves  into  a 

Congregation,  and  adopted  the  following  Articles  of  Associa- 
tion: 

^^ Article  1.  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be 
knowTi  by  the  name  of  the Mission. 

"Article  2.  Tliis  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to, 
and  will  be  governed  by  the  Constitutions,  Canons,  doctrine,  dis- 
cipline and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

"Article  3.  When  any  i)erson  uniting  with  this  Asso- 
ciation sliall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformitv  to  the  authorities

niciitionod  in  the  preceding  article,  lie  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Association,  and  sliall  no  longer  enjoy  the  p^i^'iIege 
of  voting  in  the  election  of  officers,  of  being  elected  an  officer,  or 
of  exercising  any  function  concerning  or  connected  with  the  said 
Association:  but  tliis  exclusion  shall  not  affect  the  spiritual 
standing  of  the  excluded. 
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*' Article  4.  In  tliis  Mission  regular  attendants  at  the 
services  of  the  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  and 
on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter  meeting. 

^* Article  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be:  The 
Minister  in  charge  as  President  ex-officio;  a  Warden,  who  must 
be  a  male  communicant,  and  appointed  by  the  Minister;  a  Sec- 
retary and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  annually  the  Monday 
in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  due  notice  hav- 
ing been  given  of  time  and  i)lace  of  election. 

"Article  G.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  of  like  officers  in  organized  Parishes.

ex-officio,  the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  and  three 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Council,  sitting  as  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  62.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  re?;- 
ulate  all  matters  of  Missionary  work  not  ordered  by  the  Council 
of  the  Diocese;  Provided,  That  all  appointments  and  removal 
of  Missionaries  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop  alone,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  CommitteOj 
and  that  no  new  Mission  shall  l>e  opened,  no  old  ^^[ission  aban- 
doned, and  no  change  made  in  the  stipend  of  any  particular 
Missionary,  without  the  Bishop's  consent. 

Sec.  03.  The  B4:)ard  of  Managers  shall  l)e  organized  bv 
the  election  of  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  its  meetings  shall 
Ik?  held  not  less  than  four  times  during  the  year. 

Sec.  Oi.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionarv  Fund 
shall  receive,  hold  and  pay  out  funds  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the 
Council  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund. 

Sec.  f>r>.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  ^lissicnis  at  the  close  of  the  years 
work,  reviewing  the  i)nK*ee(lings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  itseK 
and  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sec.  66.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  a  Gen- 
<?ral  Alissionary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  scattered  and 
pastorless  ])eople  who  are  ont  of  reach  of  our  ordinary  ministra- 
tions, and  also  the  supplying  of  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and 
Missions.  Provided,  however,  That  the  General  Missionary, 
thus  ap]:)ointed,  shall  have  no  work  assigned  him,  as  General  Mis- 
sionary, in  any  Parish  or  Mission  having  a  Priest  in  charge. 
Such  General  Missionary  will  be  expected  to  report  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  concerning  his  work  in  the  Diocese,  with 
special  reference  to  the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the  subject  of 
openings  for  new  work. 


TITLE  IV- 

OF  VESTRIES  AND  WARDENS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES,  ETC. 

CANON   I.* 

Sec.  67.  Annually,  at  a  meeting  on  Easter  Monday,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  members  of  the  Parish  entitled  to 
vote  shall  elect  from  the  male  communicants  of  the  Parish  not 
less  than  three  or  more  than  eleven  Vestrymen,  of  whom  the 
Kector  or  Minister  shall  a])point  one  as  Senior  Warden  and  the 
Vestry  shall  elect  another  Junior  Warden.  Provided,  That  the 
C()ngregati6n  worshiping  at  the  Cathedral  Church  may,  on  the 
Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  early  thereafter  as  practicable, 
elect  into  a  Chapter  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  eleven 
male  communicants  to  represent  them,  subject  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  governing  Parochial  representation;  and,  provided

further,  that  this  qualification  as  to  Vestrymen  shall  not  aflFect 
the  eKgibility  to  future  election  of  any  person  now  ser\''ing  as  a 
Vestryman. 

Sec.  68.  Notice  of  the  election  shall  be  given  on  Easter 
Day,  or  at  the  service  last  preceding  the  election,  after  morning 
prayer,  and  the  Congregation  duly  warned  of  the  importance  of 
the  election. 

Sec.  69.  The  Vestrv-elect  shall  meet  within  ten  dav? 
thereafter,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  the  Junior  Wanlen, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary..  As  soon  as  the  offices  are  filleil,  the 
Secretarj*^  and  Treasurer,  if  not  re-elected,  shall  pass  over  to  their 
successors  the  books,  papers,  accoimts  and  moneys  in  their 
hands.  The  Vestry  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  delegates  to  rep- 
resent the  Parish  in  the  next  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Vestrv*,  or  the  Rector,  shall  give  the  Delegates- 
elect  certificates  to  that  effect. 

Sec.  70.  It  is,  in  general,  the  duty  of  the  Wanlens  and 
Vestrymen  to  consider  and  determine  upon  the  elec*tion  of  a 
Minister  wlien  the  Parish  is  vacant;  to  see  that  the  Alinister  i;^ 
well  and  properly  supported,  sufficiently  and  punctually  paid; 
and  together  with  tlie  Keetor,  to  make  and  execute  all  contracts 
for  the  erection  of  Church  edifices,  Rectories,  and  other  Cluircli 
buildings;  to  i)rovide  for  their  furnishings  and  repair  and  clue 
preservation;  to  have  and  to  hold  all  Church  pro[>erty  as  Trustees 
of  the  Parish,  and,  as  such,  generally  to  transact  all  temj>oral  and 
financial  business  of  the  Parisli. 

Sec.  71.  It  is  the  special  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  si*e  that 
the  Chureh  editiee  is  ke])t  from  unhallowed  use;  that  it  be  kept 
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clean  and  in  good  repair,  duly  lighted  and  warmed;  to  provide 
a  sufficient  supply  of  books  and  ecclesiastical  vestments   to    be 
used  in  the  public  ministrations  by  the  Minister,  and  to  provide- 
proper  elements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  and     . 
preserve  due  order  during  service. 

Sec.  72.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  the  Wardens  pre- 
side at  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings. 

Sec.  73.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens  their  duties  de- 
volve on  the  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  74.  It  is  the  dutv  of  the  Secretarv^  to  attend  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Vestry,  and  to  keep  a  record  of  all  its  pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec.  75.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive 
from  the  Secretarv  all  moneys  collected  imder  authority  of  the 
Vestry,  giving  his  receipt  therefor,  and  to  pay  them  out  on  the 
order  of  the  Vestry  in  the  manner  they  shall  provide.  Two 
weeks  before  Easter,  every  year,  the  Treasurer  shall  present  to 
the  Vestry  a  full  statement  of  his  accounts,  and  the  Vestry 
shall  audit  the  same,  and,  if  found  correct,  order  the.  annual  bal^ 
ance  to  be  made  up  in  accordance  therewith. 

Sec.  7G.  The  Minister  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry 
whenever  he  shall  desire,  and  shall  call  a  meeting  when  re- 
quested by  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  of  which  he  shall 
give  due  notice;  but  meetings  may  be  held  at  regular  periods  by 
regulation  of  the  Vestry.  At  every  meeting,  the  minutes  of  the 
former  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved,  or  corrected  and 
approved. 
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Sec.  77.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Vestry,  at  the 
time  of  public  service,  or  other  meeting  in  the  Church,  to  see  that 
the  Congregation  is  properly  seated,  and  in  the  performance  of 
this  duty  they  shall  give  special  attention  to  strangers.

•'Article  4.  In  this  Parish  all  communicants  of  the  Church, 
of  lawful  age,  who  are  duly  registered,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  Vestrymen,  and  on  all  matters  brought  before  the  Easter 
meeting. 

**Article  5.     The  Vestrvmen  of Church  shall  be 

elected  annually,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  by  a  majority  of  the  votei*s  assembled  for 
that  purpose,  notice  to  that  effect  having  been  given  publicly  to 
the  Congregation  on  the  preceding  Sunday.  The  Vestrymen  so 
elected  shall  continue  in  office  one  vear,  or  until  their  successors 
are  chosen. 

^'Article  G.     The  Kector  of   Church    shall    be 

elected  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting,  which 
shall  be  duly  convened  for  that  purpose,  they  having  due  regard 
in  all  such  elections  to  the  previously  ascertained  wishes  of  the 
Congregation, and  es])ecially  of  the  communicants  of  the  Church. 

^'Article  7.     Xo  person  shall  be  chosen  Kector  or  Minister, 

or  Associate  Kector  or  Assistant  ^[inister  of Church, 

or  be  allowed  to  exercise  anv  of  the  functions  of  the  Sacred  Min- 
istry  in  the  same,  unless  he  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  having 
charge  of  this  Diocese,  or,  if  there  l)e  no  Bislio]),  by  the  Standing 
(Committee  of  the  sjmic,  as  an  onlaiued  Minister  of  the  Protes- 
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tant  Episcopal  Church  in  good  standing.  Provided,  That  noth- 
ing in  this  article  shall  prevent  the  Wardens  and  Yestrv  from 
in^dting  any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in 
good  standing,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  the  Church,  or  int«^r- 
fere  with  the  performance  of  the  usual  services  by  the  Lay  Read- 
ers, duly  appointed  to  so  officiate  in  tlie  absence  of  the  Rector  or 
Minister. 

^^ Article  8.  The  annual  rents,  contributions  and  other 
revenues  raised  by  this  (congregation,  shall  be  applied  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
Rector  or  Minister,  and  to  such  other  objects  as  are  connected 
with  the  well-being  of  the  Church,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever. 

"Article  9.     This  Association,  or  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 

Vestry,  or  other  persons  in  whose  name  the  property  of ■ 

Church  may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  any  other  means, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  under  his  hand 
given,  grant,  alienate,  or  otherwise  disi)Ose  of,  any  lands, 
messuages  or  hereditaments,  in  them  vested  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  Church,  nor  charge,  nor  encumber  the  same  to 
any  pei-son  whatever. 

^'Article  10.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  or  extinction  of  tlii3 
Association,  for  any  cause  whatever,  the  lands,  tenements,  and 
other  estate,  real  or  ])ersoiial,  if  such  there  be,  shall  vest  in  the 
JUshop  of  the  Protestant  Episco]>al  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or 
uii(h'r  whoiiQ  snj)ervision  it  may  for  the  time  be,  and  his  Canonical 
successors,  to  be  by  liiiu  and  them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
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a  future  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  place  or  vicinity,  and  upon  the 
same  principles  as  the  present  Church  and  Association. 

"Article  11.  This  Canon  is  applicable  to  and  binding  on  all 
Parishes  now  existing  in  the  Diocese,  and  cannot  be  altered  or 
amended  except  by  the  action  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas." 

Sec.  79.  Hereafter  no  organized  Mission  shall  be  admitted 
as  a  Parish  into  union  with  this  Coimcil ,  imtil  it  shall  have  a 
Churcli  building  and  can  show  positive  evidence  of  its  ability  to 
contribute  at  least  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  the  support 
of  a  Rector;  and  whenever  a  Parish  shall  no  longer  be  able  to 
contribute  said  amount  for  said  purpose,  or  no  longer  have 
enough  male  conmiunicants  to  constitute  a  Vestry,  the  Bishop 
shall  be  authorized  to  remand  such  Parish  to  the  condition  of  a 
Mission. 

CANON  III. 

Sec.  80.  Clergymen  and  Laymen  shall  exercise  due  care 
in  signing  the  papers  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  shall 
L'ut  sign  except  on  personal  knowledge  or  reasonable  evidence. 
And  if  any  fraud  or  concealment  may  have  been  used  to  obtain 
certiticates,  the  signers,  on  evidence  of  the  facts,  may  revoke 
their  recommendation.  And  if  they  shall  rashly  or  unadvisedly 
without  due  care  and  caution,  or  through  favor,  or  with  corrupt 
purpcjse,  sign  tlic  recommendation  of  candidates,  whereby  un- 
worthy or  unfit  pci*sons  may  be  admitted  to  the  Ministry, 
whether  they  l)e  Clergymen  or  Laymen,  they  shall  be  subject 
to  ecclesiastical  censure. 
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TITLE  V:^ 

TRIAL  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  81.  Kvery  Clergyinau  of  this  Dioc»ese  shall  be  liahle 
to  presentinent  and  trial  for  the  following  offenses,  to-wit: 

1.  Crime  and  innnoralitv. 

2.  Holding  an<l  teaching,  juiblicly  or  privately,  and 
adxdsedly,  any  do<'trine  contrary  to  that  expressly  and  generally 
set  forth  in  the  standards  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churcli  of 
the  United  States. 

3.  Violation  of  the  Constitntions  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention,  or  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  ot  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

4.  Any  act  that  involves  a  breach  of  his  onlination  vows. 

« 

Sec.  82.  If  a  ^linister  of  this  Church  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  any  of  the  off(>nses  enumerated  in  the  foregoing  section,  he 
shall  l)c  admonished,  susj)euded  or  degraded. 

Sec.  So,  111  order  to  bring  a  Clergyman  to  trial  a  clmrirc 
or  charg(\s,  with  specitications,  shall  be  made  to  the  Judicinr- 
Committe(N  signed  by  at  least  two  male  communicants  of  the 
C^hurch,  atH ruling  that  the  same  is  true,  and  that  the  accusers  will 
make  the  charge  or  charges  good.  Should  the  Bishop  have  reason 
to  believe  that  a  ( 'lcri»vman  is  uiiiltv  of  jiiiv  or  all  of  the  above 
nauuMl  offenses,  he  shall  notify  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
fact,  and  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
at  once  proceed  to  an  investigation  of  the  case,  and  should  they

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be  convinced  of  the  guilt  of  the  Clergyman,  they  shall  make  the 
charges  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  affirming  as  above.  There- 
upon it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  committee  to 
furnish  the  accused  a  copy  of  the  charge,  and  require  an  answer 
to  be  filed  thereto  \vnthin  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt 
of  said  copy.  On  the  coming  in  of  the  answer,  a  copy  of  the  same 
shall  be  furnished  the  parties  making  the  charge,  accompanied 
by  a  notice  that  all  proof  on  the  issue,  of  both  parties,  must  be 
taken  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  notice,  unless  for  good  cause  shown  the  time  be 
extended  by  written  order  of  the  Bishop.  All  proof  must  be  by 
deposition,  taken  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  and  must  be  upon  reasonable  notice.  Both  parties  have  the 
right  to  be  present  at  the  taking  of  the  depositions  and  to  be 
represented  by  counsel. 

AVhen  the  taking  of  testimony  is  closed  the  committee  shall 
consider  the  charges,  and  if  two  members  of  the  same  shall  deem 
the  charges  clearly  within  the  scope  of  the  Canons,  and  sustained 
by  the  proof,  it  shall  be  so  declared  in  writing,  and  they  shall 
file  all  the  papers  in  the  case  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

In  case  the  accused  is  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  two  remaining  C^lerical  members  shall  choose  a  Priest  of  the 
Diocese  to  supplv  his  place,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  trial  the 
Priest  so  chosen  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Sec.  84.  On  the  receipt  of  the  presentation  and  i)apers  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 

9     n.  of  A. 
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inittee  to  consider  the  charge,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  at  least 
two  of  said  Clerical  members,  the  charge  be  clearly  within  the 
scope  of  the  Canons  and  sustained  by  the  proof  adduced,  they 
shall  cite  the  accused  to  appear  before  them,  either  in  peruou  or 
by  representative,  together,  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  Dioce9e, 
and  in  their  presence  they  shall  select  by  lot  seven  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  to  meet  on  a  certain  day  after  thirty  days,  at  a  cer- 
tain place,  within  which  the  accused  may  reside.  Immediately 
upon  their  selection,  the  accused  shall  strike  off  one  name  from 
the  list  of  seven  drawn;  the  Judge  Advocate  shall  then  strike  off 
a  second  name;  the  accused  shall  strike  off  a  third  name;  and 
lastly,  the  Judge  Advocate  shall  strike  off  a  fourth,  and  the 
three  remaining  shall  constitute  the  Court  Should  the  accused 
refuse  to  exercise  his  right  of  striking  off  the  names  as  proposed, 
then  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  present  shall  drsv: 
by  lot  from  the  seven  names  first  chosen,  three  to  constitute  the 
Court.  In  case  the  accused  or  his  representative  should  not 
appear,  then  the  drawings  should  proceed  without  him.  The 
Court  shall  be  judges  both  of  law  and  fact. 

Sec.  85.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  prosecutors  in 
the  case,  and  shall  appoint  a  Judge  Advocate,  who  shall  be  a 
Priest  to  this  Diocese.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  give  the 
accused  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  and 
shall  also  deliver  to  liini  at  the  same  time,  a  copy  of  the  charges 
preferred  against  him;  and  he  shall  not  be  required  to  answer 
to  anything  not  contained  in  the  presentment. 

Sec.  86.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial,  the  members  of 
tlie  Court  shall  assemble  at  the  place  designated,  and  choose  a 
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President  and  Clerk  from  their  own  number;  and  tliey  shall, 
before  they  proceed,  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the 
trial  shall  be  conducted,  if  rules  of  ecclesiastical  trial  have  not 
already  been  set  forth  by  authority.  Provided,  however.  That  all 
the  evidence  heard  at  the  trial  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  at  the 
time  it  is  given,  and  signed  by  the  witness  before  he  leaves  the 
room. 

Sec.  87.  The  accused  shall  be  allowed  counsel,  whom  he 
may  choose  from  among  the  Priests  of  the  Church,  and  he  may 
also  advise  with  a  Lay  communicant  learned  in  the  law.  If  the 
4iccused  decline  to  choose  counsel,  the  Court  shall  appoint  counsel 
for  him  from  the  Priests  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  88.  If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  for  trial,  without 
assigning  sufficient  cause,  the  Court  shall  proceed  against  him 
for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  by  the  Bishop  from  the 
exercise  of  all  Clerical  functions  for  the  space  of  three  months. 
And  if  in  three  months  he  shall  not  apply  for  trial,  at  any  time 
afterwards,  with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, the  Bishop  may  proceed  to  pronounce  upon  the  recusant 
the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  89.  But  if,  in  the  three  months  above  named,  the 
accused  shall  appear  for  trial,  the  Court  may  proceed  on  the  pre- 
sentment originally  made,  and  shall  adjudge  him  guilty  or  not 
guilty,  according  to  the  evidence.  The  court  shall  render  their 
verdict  before  separation;  and  if  it  shall  be  guilty,  they  shall 
ilosignate  the  penalty  or  degree  of  censure,  which,  in  their  judg- 
ment ought  to  be  pronounced  against  him;  which  the  Bishop 
may  not  exceed,  though  he  may  modify  it. 
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Iiiiiiiciliately  iipfm  rendering  the  verdict,  it  shall  be  tbe 
duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  aetioii 
of  the  Court,  delivering  to  him  all  the  pleadings  and  evidence  in 
the  case;  and  he  shall,  at  the  end  of  ten  days,  pronounce  sen- 
tence, luiless  tliis  condemneil  has  appealed  to  him  from  the  ver- 
dict of  the  Court.  In  case  of  appeal,  the  Bishop  shall  give 
notice  to  both  the  Judge  Advocate  and  the  accused,  that  on  & 
day  fixed  he  will  hear  the  case  on  appeal.  At  such  hearing  the 
accuseil  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  a  Lay  communi- 
cant learned  in  the  law,  and  the  Bishop  may  call  two  of  the 
neighboring  Diocesans,  who  shall  sit  with  him  at  the  hearing,  to 
assist  him  in  arriWng  at  a  correct  determination. 

Sec.  90.  The  Clerk  of  such  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  shall  contain  a  copy  of  the 
})resentment,  the  specifications  under  particular  charges,  the 
notice  to  the  accused,  his  answer,  his  plea  or  pleas,  a  clear  state- 
ment of  the  eWdence  for  and  against,  both  oral  and  A\Titten,  and 
the  judgment  of  the  Court.  An  attested  copy  of  tliis  record 
shall  Ik*  fortlnrith  delivered  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  Ul.  On  hearing  the  case  on  appeal,  the  Bishop,  or  the 
Bishop  and  his  Asst^ssors,  shall  confirm  the  decision  of  the  Court, 
and  at  once  pronounce  sentence;  or,  order  a  new  trial,  stating  in 
onler  the  reason  and  grounds  of  such  decision,  in  which  case  a 
new  Court  shall  be  formed,  after  the  same  manner  as  before:  or, 
ri*vers(»  the  decision  <»f  the  Court,  according  to  the  finding  in  the 
cnso,  an<l  shall  <lcclarc  him  inn<K*ent  accordingly.  When  the 
sentence  of  the  Court  is  less  than  (le])osition,  the  Bishop  may,  for 
reasons  sjitisfactorv  to  him,  reprieve  or  wholly  panlon  *^he 
condennKMl. 
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Sec.  92.  Every  summons,  notice  or  citation,  mentioned  in 
the  proceedings,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  served  by  the  de- 
livery of  a  written  notice  to  the  person  to  be  summoned,  notified 
or  cited,  or  by  leaving  it  or  a  certified  copy  at  his  residence,  or 
last  known  residence,  by  a  person  duly  appointed  in  writing,  by 
the  Standing  Committee  or  Court,  as  the  case  may  require. 
Depositions  must  be  taken  according  to  the  rules  of  law. 

Sec.  93.  The  Court  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  or  to 
a  day  certain,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  parties  to  obtain 
evidence  that  they  may  afllrm  to  be  necessary  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  their  cause;  but  to  obtain  a  postponement  of  trial  for 
more  than  three  days,  the  party  making  the  motion  shall 
solemnly  affirm  that  such  postponement  is  sought,  not  for  delay, 
but  that  justice  may  be  done,  and  that  he  expects  thereby  to  ob- 
tain e\'idence  whi(;h  is  material  to  his  cause,  and  which  he  can- 
not now  produce. 

Sec.  94.  Suspension  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions 
of  the  Ministry  shall,  ipso  facto,  sever  the  connection  between 
a  Clergyman  and  his  Parish. 

Sec.  95.  If  any  Clergyman  shall  be  contumacious  when 
suspended,  and  attempt  to  perform  any  of  the  fimctions  of  the 
Sacred  Ministry,  the  Bishop  shall  at  once  cite  him  before  the 
Standing  Connnittee;  and  if  the  alleged  facts  be  admitted  or 
proven  by  sufficient  evidence,  on  having  been  duly  cited,  such 
susj)ended  Clergyman  shall  not  appear,  or  give  reasons  for  not 
appearing,  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, may  proceed  at  once  to  pronounce  ui)on  said  recusant  the 
grave  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  Ministry. 
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Sec.  96.  Xo  Clergyman  shall  be  suspended,  or  receive  any 
public  censure  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
without  having  been  adjudged  thereto  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  Canon. 

Sec.  97.  If  an  accused  Clergyman  shall,  to  avoid  notice 
or  citation,  remove  himself  out  of  the  Diocese,  he  may  be  duly 
sensed  with  all  notices  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  the  capital  of  the  State,  or  the  Church  newspaper  which 
the  Bisliop  shall  have  adopted  as  the  official  organ  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  98.  If  there  shall  be  a  necessity  for  the  trial  of  a 
Clergyman,  at  any  time  when  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  is 
vacant,  the  Bishop  of  some  neighboring  Diocese  may,  at  the 
request  of  the  Standing  Committee,  perform  all  act^  assigned 
by  this  Canon  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  99.  Any  resort  to  a  civil  court,  on  the  part  of  iht> 
accused,  for  the  purpose  of  impeding,  delaying,  or  avoiding 
trial,  shall  be  treated  as  contumacy,  and  shall  be  sufficient  cause 
to  susi>end  such  Clergyman  from  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  for 
contiiiuaey,  until  he  shall  appear  and  demand  trial. 

Sec.  100.  Xo  Clergyman  under  trial  or  suspension,  or 
against  whom  charges  have  been  presented  by  the  Standing 
Coniinitteo,  can  be  transferred  to  any  other  Diocese,  or  be  re- 
ceived therefrom;  and  if  cliarges  are  made  against  a  Clergy- 
man who  has  already  obtained  Letters  Dimissory,  said  charges 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Diocese  to  which  the  letters  were  taken  wdthin 
six  months  after  the  date  of  said  letters,  and  not  later;  and  if 
such  letters  have  not  l^een  pres(»nted  and  received  at  the  time. 
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the  partj'  shall  be  remanded  to  his  Diocese  for   trial,   and   his 
Letters  Dimissory  thereby  revoked. 

Sec.  101.  All  rights,  claims  and  privileges,  which  any 
Clergyman  may  enjoy,  or  have  a  right  to  enjoy  or  receive,  in  the 
Diocese,  by  virtue  of  her  general  law,  or  by  particular  Canon, 
are,  by  the  sentence  of  suspension  or  deposition,  ipso  facto 
forfeited  and  rendered  void;  and  every  Clergyman  shall  hold 
his  ecclesiastical  rights  subject  to  this  tenure. 


TITLE  VI* 


OF  THE  AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS. 

Sec.  102.  No  Canon  or  part  of  Canon  can  be  amended 
except  in  the  following  manner:  Any  proposed  amendment 
shall,  after  being  introduced  at  any  Council,  lie  over  until  a  suc- 
ceeding Council  for  final  action,  and  must  then  receive  a  two- 
thirds  vote.  Provided,  That  any  regular  Council  shall  have 
power  to  amend  any  Canon  by  unanimous  consent.

A  Special  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  called  by 
the  Bishop  to  fix  and  provide  for  the  stipend  of  and  to  elect  a 
Bishop-Coadjutor,  convened  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Kock, 
on  Wednesday,  December  1,  1897. 

Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Kev.  James  J.  Vaulx,  B.  D.,  the  Senior  Presbyter  of  the  Di- 
ocese, the  Gospel  and  Epistle  ordered  being  that  appointed  for 
St.  Matthias'  Day. 

After  the  Holy  Communion  the  Council  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Bishop.

Tlie  Bishop  announced  that  the  former  Parishes  at  Mam- 
moth Spring,  Nashville,  and  Washington  having  at  present  no 
canonical  organization,  should  not  bo  counted  in  settling  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  there  was  the  required  quorum 
present,  and  names  of  those  Parishes  had  been  stricken  from  the 
Secretary's  roll,  and  were  not  called. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  majority  of  the  seventeen 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese  were  present  by  their  duly  accredited 
Delegates. 

There  being  a  constitutional  quorum  present  for  the  purpose 
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for  which  the  Council  was  called,  the  Bishop  declared  the  Coun- 
cil duly  organized. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  James  J.  Vaulx,  the  f olio  win  <»•  resolu- 
tion was  adopted: 

R^9otved,  That  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  during  thi$ 
called  session,  depart  from  the  original  and  ruled  construction  of  the 
Canon  on  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  and  that  all  nominations,  as  weU  as 
the  consideration  of  the  same,  he  in  open  session. 

On  motion  of  Chancellor  Whipple,  th«  subject  of  stipend 
of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  first  subject  in  the  Bi-?hop's  call, 
was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

The  Bishop  appointed  W.  G.  Whipple,  Geo.  C.  Latta,  and 
J.  A  Reeves. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  T.  Allen  it  was  voted  to  add  two 
Clergymen  to  the  committee,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  W* 
T.  Allen  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood.  The  committee  were  in- 
structed to  rejx^rt  immediately  after  recess. 

The  Council  took  a  recess  till  2  o'clock  p.  m.

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  on  motion  a 
further  recess  was  taken  till  2:30  p.  m. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION,  2:30  P.  M. 

Council  was  calle<l  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

Committee  on  the  Bishop's  stipend  submitted  their  report. 

Mr.  Geo.  G.  Latta  moved  the  following  amendment  which 
was  carried: 

Strike  out  all  the  last  lino  after  tlie  word  ''promptly"  in 
article  third  of  the  committee's  report,  and  add  tlie  following: 
^'Turn  the  same  over  to  the  Parish  Treasurer,  who  shall  remit 
the  same  at  once  to  the  I)ioi*esan  Treasurer,  to  be  credited  to  the 
fund  for  which  the  same  has  been  collected.- ' 

The  report  of  the  committee  thus  amended  was  then 
adopted  as  follows: 
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ARTICLES    PROVIDING    FOR    THE     SALARY    OF 
THE  BISHOP-COADJUTOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  ARKANSAS. 


ARTICLE  I. 


The  annual  salary  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas shall  be  $1,500. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  assessed  and  levied  upon  each  and 
every  communicant  of  the  Diocese,  the  sum  of  $1,  to  be  paid  annually, 
on  the  IH  day  of  December  in  each  year;  said  -sum  to  be  devoted  ex- 
clusively towards  the  payment  of  tlie  salary  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor; 
the  payment  of  'Which  assessment  by  each  communicant  of  the  Diocese 
is  hereby  solemnly  enjoined  as  a  duty  of  high  moral  obligation. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Junior  Warden,  and  in  his  absence,  of 
the  Seniot'  Warden,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  officers,  of  the  oldest 
A'estryman  in  service  of  each  Parish,  and  of  the  Warden,  and  in  his 
absence,  of  the  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  of  the  Secretary, 
of  each  Mission,  promptly  to  collect  said  assessment,  and  promptly  to 
turn  the  same  over  to  the  Parish  Treasurer,  who  shall  remit  the  same 
at  once  to  the  Diocesan  Ti'easurer,  to  be  credited  to  the  fund  for  which 
the  same  has  been  collected. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden,  or  other  Parish  or  Mission 
officer  having  this  collection  in  charge,  to  see  that  due  and  proper  notice 
is  given  annually  from  the  chancel  and  otherwise,  to  the  end  that  all 
communicants  may  be  duly  notified  and  prompt  collection  made. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Tlie  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  is  hereby  authi^rized  and  in- 
structed so  to  manage  and  conduct  said  fund  that  the  Building  Associa- 
tion stock  held  by  him  as  such  Trustee,  shall  be  allowed  to  run  on  and 
mature,  and  tlvnt  said  fund  may  be  converted  into  cash,  and  realized 
ui>on  in  the  most  expeditious  way  consistent  with  its  proper  and  prudent 
husbandry  «and  management;  and.  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  reinvest  -said  fund  in  the  best  manner 
available  for  the  production  therefrom  of  an  annual  income;  which, 
when  collected,  shall  be  promptly  paid  by  said  Trustee  to  said  Diocesan 
Treasurer.  It  beinj  the  intention  of  these  articles  in  nowise  to  inter- 
fere with  said  fund,  except  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Annual  Countfil. 

ARTICLE  VL 

There  shall  be  i>aid  to  said  Bishop-Coadjutor  such  sums  as  may  be 
received  and  realized  as  the  income  of  >a\i\  Ei)isct)pate  Fund,  and  from 
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said  per  capita  assessments;  provided,  that  the  salary  of  said  Bishop- 
Coadjutor  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $3,000,  untQ 
authorized  by  the  Oonncil  of  the  Diocese,  and  any  balance  that  shall 
accrue  in  excess  of  said  sum  shall  be  held  and  retained  by  said  Diocesan 
Treasurer  for  Diocesan  purposes  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Council 

of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  first  annual  per  capita  assessment  herein  provided  for  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  the  Ist  day  of  March,  1898;  and  the  second  annual 
assessment  shall  l)o  due  and  i>ayable  on  the  Ist  day  of  December, 
1898,  and  so  on  from  year  to  year. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  upon  the  receipt 
by  him  from  time  to  time  of  said  per  capita  assessment,  and  of  said 
income  from  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  pay  the  same  over  without  delay 
to  the  order  of  the  said  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  Is  hereby  constituted  the  Curator  of 
said  annual  per  capita  assessments,  and  is  hereby  charged  with  the 
special  duty  of  prompting  the  Parish  and  Mission  officers  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  respective  duties  in  reference  to  the  annual  collection 
of  said  assessments. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Dioci*se  Is  licreby  instructed  immediately  to 
liave  printed  500  copies  of  these  articles;  and  to  forward  one  dozen 
copies  thereof  to  each  of  the  Rectors  and  Wardens  of  Missions,  to  defray 
the  expense  of  which  a  sufficient  sum  is  hereby  appropriated. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Rectors  of  the  iliflPerent  Parishes  and  persons  In  charge  of 
Missions  are  hereby  requested  to  read  these  articles  from  their 
respective  chancels. 

The  Clergy  then  voted  to  proceed  to  a  iioinination  of  Bishop- 
Coadjutor.  Upon  call  of  the  roll  of  Clergy  and  Parishes  a  can- 
onical quorum  ^vas  found  present. 

Rev.  IJ.  S.  James  prest^itcd  the  name  of  Rev.  William 
Montgomery  l^rown,  Archdeacon  of  Ohio,  and  Rev.  W.  T. 
Allen  presented  the  name  of  Rev.  John  Gass,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock. 

The  hallot  resultcMl  as  follows:  AVhole  number  of  votes, 
IG;  necessary'  to  a  choice,  \).  Rev.  AVm.  ]\r.  Brown  received  9, 
Rev.  John  Gass  6,  and  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese  1. 
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The  Bishop  declared  the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown  duly  nomi- 
nated. 

Voted  by  the  Laity  to  proceed  to  ballot  on  confirmation  of 
the  nomination. 

On  motion  to  concur  the  roll  of  Parishes  was  called  and  the 
ballot  resulted  as  follows: 

Whole  number  of  votes  15;  necessary  to  a  choice,  8;  to  concur,  8; 
to  nonconcur,  7;  so  the  nomination  of  the  Venerable  William  Mont- 
gomery  Brown  wna  confirmed  by  the  Laity  and  he  was  declared  duly 
and  canonically  elected  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

On  motion  the  following  committee  was  appointed  to  notify 
the  Eev.  Mr.  Brown  of  his  election:  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood, 
Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  and  Mr.  Geo.  G.  Latta.

Tlie  Twentv-sixth  Ainmal  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas,  assembled  at  Trinity  (^liurch,  Pine  Bluff,  Wednesday,  May 
4,  1898. 

Holv  Oonimnnion  was  celebrated  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. ;  the 
Bishop  was  Celebrant;  Kev.  O.  Gordon  Snieade,  Rector  of 
Trinity,  Epistler,  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  H.  I).,  Gospeler.

Tljou^h  the  riglit  of  preference*  and  voice  belongs  to  every 
Clerjryman  and  I^iyman  in  the  Council,  yet.  forasmuch  as  the  Council 
and  each  individual  in  the  Council  lett  the  choice  of  a  Coadjutor-Bishop 
lu  the  hand>«  of  (kwl,  where  of  rijcbt  it  beloUKH,  by  oommittiiij:  the 
choice  to  Him  in  si)ecial  praytT,  thereby  imply inj;  passivenws  to  be 
guided  i\v  His  spirit,  and  lioldinj?  his  mind  and  heart  in  sul)ordi nation 
to  His  divine  decision,  as  expressetl  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Coun- 
cil, however  greatly  it  may  differ  from  his  own  wishes,  a  judgment; 
therefore,  I  feel  myself  in  duty  l)ound  as  a  loyal  Churchman  and  Chris- 
tian to  humbly  and  obetliently  defer  to  its  voi<*e,  as  the  only  expression 
of  the  Divine  Will. 

Third.    For  the  sake  of  the  Church,  to  conserve  onler  and  discipline 
in  the  Church,  in  the  Spirit  of  (lOiVs  Word,  which  bids  me  l)e  in  sulv 
jection  to  the  rowers  that  be.  as  ordained  of  (Jod,  and  lest  I  should 
j;ive  Oi'casion  to  others  to  rel>el  airainst  the  properly  constituted  authori- 
Tics  in  Church  or  State,  therefore  I  defer  to  the  voice  of  the  majority 
of  the  Council,  and  do  hereby  give  my  hearty  allegiance  to  the  voice  of 
the  Council,  representing,  as  1  believe,  tlie  voice  of  (rO<l  in  all  cases  of 
its  jurisdiction,  and  tlie  more  cheerfully  is  this  allegiance  given  in  that 
I  am  assured  of  the  entire  fitness  in  all  resian^-ts  of  the  Venerable  Wil- 
lian^  M.  Brown  for  this  position  in  the  Diocese   of    Arkansas,    and    I 
hereby  declare  my  intention  to  give  to  him  my  loyal  co-operation  and 
support  as  the  legally,  canonically  anJ  validly  electe<l  Coadjutor-Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  if  he  shall  be  consecrated  as  such.

MORNING   SESSION. 

Tuesday,  May  5,  9  a.  m. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Lockwood,  the  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Siueade  acting  as  Deacon. 

After  sendee  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

Roll  was  called  and  a  quorum  found  present. 

Record  of  yesterday's  pnx»eeding3  was  read  and  approved. 

The  invitation  of  Trinity  Cathedral  Parish,  Little  Rock,  to 
hold  the  next  Annual  Council  at  the  Cathe<lral  was  unanimously 
accepted. 

Committee  on  New  Parishes  reported  that  no  business  had 
been  referred  to  them,  and  therefore  they  had  no  report    to 

make. 

The  following  connnunications  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  was  read  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

To  the  EcclcMiaMik-al  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

IB  eonipliHuce  with  the  requironients  of  Title  III.,  Canon  1,  Section 
3,  of  the  Dijrt'st,  I  woukl  hereby  >:ive  particular  notice  that  the  foUow- 
iug  alterations  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proiwseil,  to-wit: 
T)iose  coniprisLKl  in  the  resolutions  subjoined,  said  resolutions  havlDg 
been  constitutionally  adopteil  by  a  General  Convention 'of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  held  in  the  city  of  Minneai)olis,  Minn.,  in  Octo- 
ber, A.  1).  181)5,  to-^^-lt: 

Fir*/.— It  Avas  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Con- 
vention (vide  Journal,  pages  30,  31,  222): 

Resolved,  That  the  ft>ll(>wiug  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  llnally  agreed  to  and  ratified  In  the 
next  Genenil  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
9  of  the  Constitution: 

Striice  out  the  Title  and  Insert  In  place  thereof  the  following: 
^'Constitutions  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  that  portion  of 
tlie  Catholic  Church  known  in  law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Unitetl  States  of  America:"  adding  thereto  the  subtitle,  **Con- 
stitutions." 

^rcowrf.— It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Con- 
vention  (vide  Journal,  pages  142.  143.  141,  325,  32G,  327): 
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Keaolvcdy  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  amendjnent  he  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the 
next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
9  of  the  Constitution: 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3,  of  the  Constitution,  the  fol- 
low* ing: 

CONSTITUTIONS. 

I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  con- 
sisting  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  which 
ILouses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately,  and  in  all  deliberations  free- 
dom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  pro- 
pose legislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be 
adopted  by  both  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the 
Presiding  Officer  and  of  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop-Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction 
shall  have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those 
who  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  and  those  who  are  Bishops  in 
foreign  lands,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecra- 
tion, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presid- 
ing Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  or,  for  its  own  needs  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall 
hold  office  for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a 
vote  of  a  majoiity  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the 
House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  commimicants 
of  this  Church,  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so 
entitled  shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  tlie 
Deputies  of  either  Order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  repre- 
sentation of  such  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more 
Deputies  of  either  Order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be 
represented  in  one  Order  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound 
by  the  acts  of  the  General  Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present 
shall  suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless 
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tlu»  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Dlof-ese  require  that  tlie 
vote  be  taken  by  Orders;  anc!  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  two 
Orders  shall  vote  separately;  each  Diocewe  having  one  vote  for  itj* 
Clerical  and  one  for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present;  and  the  con- 
iiirrence  of  the  votes  of  the  two  Orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in 
each  Onler  of  all  the  Dioceses  refiresented  in  that  Order  at  the  time 
of  the  vote,  shall  be  ne<'(»ssary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House;  Pro- 
vided, liowever,  that  If  it  shall  api)ear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of 
the  House  has  not  voted,  the  I*residing  Officer  shall  declare  that  there 
has  been  no  vote  of  th*»  Hoijse;  and  in  such  a  case  the  question  may  l>e 
a>?aiu  put  to  the  House  when  a  (luorum  shall  be  present,  at  any  time 
before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention  then  in  session. 

Sei'.  r».  In  either  House  any  numl)er  less  than  a  quorum  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the 
(ieneral  Convention  shall  adjourn  without  the  cofnsent  of  the  other  for 
more  than  three  thiys,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the 
Convention  shall  In?  sitting. 

Sec.  ().  One  Cleric*al  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Ml.ssion- 
ary  District  of  this  Chun-h,  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  American 
Cliurches  in  Foreign  I^nds,  convened  l)y  proper  Ecclesiastical  authority, 
shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the  qualifi- 
cations and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  exc^ept  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  (ieneral  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  different  day  be  ai>i)ointe<l  by 
the  priH'cdlng  C^>nventlon,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  bet^n  deter- 
mined on  by  the  ('onveution;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  tlie  House  of  Bisliops  sutficleut  csiuse  for  clianging  tlie  place 
su  ai)pointc<l,  Iw  may  appoint  anotlier  pla<-e  for  such  meeting.  Spe<*ial 
meetings  may  l»e  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention. 

Third.— It  was  i>y  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Con- 
vent icm  iridv  .journal,  i>agcs  87.  88,  i;i8,  14<5,  ;MC»,  3<m;.  319,  327,  328,  332»: 

Ri'solrrd,  That  the  following  amendment  Ik*  made  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  tiiat  tiie  proposed  amendment  i)e  made  known  to  the  several 
I)io<*cses  in  order  tliat  It  may  iu*  tinally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  tlie 
next  (ieneral  Convention,  in  nccordanct*  with  tiie  provisions  of  Article 
1»  cf  tile  Constitution: 

In  the  nlntli  line  of  Article  5  strilve  out  the  words  '*any  other  Dio- 
cese" and  insert  tlie  words  "any  Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  jmic- 
tion  of  any  two  or  more  Missionary  Districts  or  i»arts  of  Districts,  or 
any  existing  Diocese:"  and  in  tlie  tiiirieenth  line  strilve  out  tlie  word.s 
"as  well  as,"  and  insert  after  the  word  "concerned"  tlie  words  "and.  in 
the  case  of  a  Missionary  District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Con- 
vocation of  each,  and  In  no  case  without  the  consent"  so  that  it  shall 
read  as  follows: 

"Xo  new  Diocese  sliall  i>e  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
Missionary  District,  nor  i)y  tiie  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Missionarj' 
Districts  or  i  arts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
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Dloct'se  bo  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  DiiK'eses  or  parts  of 
Dioceses  or  Districtn,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Con- 
vention of  each  of  the  Dioceses  conc»enied,  and.  in  the  ca.se  of  a  Mis- 
sionary District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each, 
and  in  no  case  without  tlie  consent  of  the  (Jeneral  Convention,  and  such 
consent  shall  not  he  piven  by  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  «it- 
isfacK^ry  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  «upi)ort  of  the 
Episcoi>ate  in  the  contemplated  Diocese." 

Fourth.— It  was  bj-  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Con- 
vention  {ride  Journal,  pages  140,  152,  313,  314,  337): 

RfHolrfd,  That  the  followiujr  alteration  be  made  in  Article  5  of  the 
(^on><titution  ami  that  the  proposed  altenition  l>e  made  known  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Coiiventious  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  finally 
apreed  to  or  ratified  at  the  next  (ieneral  Convention,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Add  at  the  clo«e  of  the  second  i)arapraph  the  following  words: 
"And  also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority 
of  the  Parishes  or  Con prepat ions  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, or  of  the  Parishes  or  ConKrt»pations  canonically  constituted  in  a 
Missionary  District  witliin  the  territory  of  the  proi)osed  new  Diocese." 
So  that  the  condudiup  i)ortlon  of  the  second  i>aragraph  of  Article  5,  as 
thus  amendeil,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"And  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention 
until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  sup- 
iwrt  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese;  and  also  of 
the  consent  to  the  erection  of  suchDioiese  of  a  majority  of  the  Parishes 
or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of  the 
I'arishes  or  CongregatioiLs  canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionarj'  Dis- 
trict within  the  territory  of  the  proposal  new  Diocese." 

Fifth.  It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Con- 
vention (vide  Journal,  pages  1M5,  128,  319,  327,  328): 

Uenolrvd,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  tliat  the  jiroposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioi'cses  in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratifieil  in  the 
nert  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
9  of  the  Constitution: 

Add  to  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  the  following,  to-wit:  "The 
(jeneral  Convention  may  accei>t  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such 
Diocese  shall  projwse  such  cession,  and  three-fourtlis  of  the  Parishes  in 
the  ceded  territory,  and  also  the  same  proiortion  of  the  Parishes  within 
the  remaining  territory,  shall  consent  thereto." 

Article  5  as  amended  by  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  of  the  foregoing 
resolutions  will  read  as  follows: 

**A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
Territory  tliereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  tmie  hereafter,  be 
admitte<l  on  acc^ling  to  this  Constitution;  and  a  new  Diocese,  to  be 
formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the 
following  restrictions,  viz: 
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"No  new  Dioooge  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
MiR8i(>nary  Dintrict,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Missionary 
lilHtrictK,  or  iiarts  of  DiKtricts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
Dio<*e8e  be  fonued  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts 
of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of 
each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary  Dis- 
trict or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  and  in  no  case 
without  the  consent  of  the  (ieneral  Convert  ion,  and  such  consient  shall 
not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  until  It  has  satisfactory  assur- 
ance of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  supi>ort  of  the  Episcopate  in  the 
contemplated  new  Diocese;  and  also  of  the  consent  to  the  erectiofn  of 
such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the  I'arishes  or  Congregations  in  union 
w^ith  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of  the  Parishes  or  Congregations  can- 
onically  constituted  in  a  Missionary  District  within  the  territory  of  the 
proposed  new  Diocese." 

No  such  new  Dioct*se  sliall  l)e  formed  which  shall  contain  less  than 
six  I*arislies,  or  less  than  six  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one 
year  canonicall^v  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regu- 
larly settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a 
Bishop.  Nor  sliall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  existing 
Dioct»se  shall  be  so  reduced  a-s  to  contain  less  than  twelve  Parishes,  or 
less  than  twelve  I^resbyters  who  have  been  residing  therein  and  settled 
and  qualified  as  above  mentioned;  Provided,  that  no  city  sliall  form 
more  than  one  Dlo<*ese. 

In  case  one  Diocese  sliall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  Ditx^eses, 
the  Diocesan  of  the  Dio<ese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will 
be  attaclieil,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  tliereof ;  and  the 
Bishop-Coadjutor,  if  tliere  be  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will 
bo  attached;  and  If  it  be  not  tlie  one  elected  by  ilie  Bishoj),  he  slmil  be 
ihi>  Diocesan  thereof. 

Wlieuever  tlie  division  of  a  Di(K*ese  into  two  or  more  Diix-cses  sliall 
be  ratified  liy  tlie  General  Convention,  eacli  of  tlie  Dioces<»s  shall  be 
sulij(Ht  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  DiiK*ese  so  divid^nl,  except 
as  h)cul  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  tlie  same  may  1k»  altc^reil  in 
eitlier  Diocese  by  tlie  Convent i(m  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Dioct^se 
sliall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Diwese.s,  the  new  Dim^ese 
.shall  \}o  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  cme  of  tlie  said 
existing  I>i(K-eses  to  wliidi  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  sliall  have 
lielongeil  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may 
be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

The  (ieneral  Ccmveiition  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  terri- 
torial jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese   when   the  Bishop  and  Convention   of 
such    Diocese   shall    propose    such    cession,    and    three-fourths    of    the 
Parishes   in  the  ceded  territory  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the 
I'arishes  within  the  remaining  territory,  shall  consent  thereto.

C.  H.  Pun-is  and  S.  S.  Faulkner,  of  St.  John's,  Helena, 
appeared  and  took  their  seats  as  Lay  Delegates. 

S.  S.  Faulkner,  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate 
Fimd,  read  his  report  which  was  referreil  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee.

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed: 

Resohrd,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  directed  to  pay  to 
Mr.  John  M.  Da^Rett,  $100  as  an  honorarium,  for  services  rendered  at 
this  and  the  Special  Council  of  last  December. 

Resolred,  That  the  tlianks  of  this  Council  are  liereby  tendered  to 
the  Iron  Mountain  and  Cotton  Belt  Railro.id*  for  favors  to  those 
attending  the  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanlcs  of  this  Council  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Rector,  Vestry,  and  members  of  Trinity  Cliurcli,  Pine  Bluff,  and  to 
Rev.  D.  L.  Trimble,  for  entertainment  of  members  of  tlie  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  pay  to  the  sexton  of  Trinity  Church 
15  for  services  during:  the  session  of  this  Council. 

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  subujitted  the  following 
report: 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
find  the  Parochial  reports  presented  this  year  very  incomplete.      The 
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removal  diirinjr  the  year  of  three  Rwtors  from  the  Dloce«e  and  con- 
tinucHl  vacancies  in  other  Parishe**.  renders  it  impossible  for  this  com- 
mittee to  ascertain  the  true  propress  of  the  Chnrch  in  the  Diocese  for 
the  past  year.  Thv*  reiwrts  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  show 
a  net  pain  In  the  number  of  communicants  in  several  Parishes,  but  an 
actual  loss  in  a  majority  of  tliem.  While  on  the  other  hanJ,  the  Bai^ 
tisms.  confirmations  and  burials  are  still  an  averaijEe  of  iiast  years. 

The  ccmimittee  are  for  the  »ime  reasons  unable  to  give  a  complete 
rei)ort  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  I\irishe8  throughout  the  Diocese. 
In  several  placw,  notably  Pine  Bluff,  Van  Buren,  Fort  Smith,  and 
Kayetteville,  (he  contril)utions  are  gn»atly  in  .excess  of  last  year.  The 
vommittet*  is  glad  to  learn  that  the  Church  edifices  in  pi-ocess  of  con- 
struction at  Heleiw  and  Fort  Smith  will  soon  be  completed,  and  will 
be  handH)me  and  churclily  structures. 

Of  the  Missionary  woric  done  in  the  Diocc^se  the  committee  has  b<?eu 
unable  to  gather  any  information,  except  from  the  rejwrts  submitted  by 
Rev.  E.  J.  Williams.  We  are  glad  to  note  pn>gress  at  St.  I^ukeV, 
Brinlcley;  St.  Mark's,  .Ionesl>oro;  St.  Matthew's,  Imbo<len,  and  St. 
Thomas's,  Wynne. 

Tbe  committee  also  desires  to  aill  attention  to  the  decrease  in  the 
offerings  for  Dlwewan  Missions,  and  to  urge  iip'>n  the  Cler;:y  and  Laity 
more  interest  in  tliat  particular  fieU  of  the  Church's  work.

The  Council  resolved  itself  into  a  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Board  of  Managers  submitted  their  report  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  Ix^g  l^ave  to  report 
as  follows:  It  has  held  meetings  May  6,  1807.  May  11,  1897,  August  4, 
1897,  May  :?,  1898,  May  4,  1898,  and  May  5,  1898.  Tliese  meetings  were 
unusually  well  attendetl.  At  the  meeting  held  May  11,  1897,  the  new 
lioard  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  A.  F.  Adams  as  Treasurer, 
and  Rev.  \V.  T.  Allen,  as  Secretary.  Appropriations  were  made  as  fol- 
lows: |!100  to  Marianna,  Forrest  City,  and  Wynne;  $12.50  was  given  as 
a  sijecial  aipropriation  to  Rev.  E.  L.  Ogilby;  $150  to  Brinkley.  Jones- 
boro,  and  Imboden;  $100  to  Hope,  If  It  secured  a  Rector;  $25  to  Rev.  E. 
J.  Williams,  as  a  sjiecial  for  traveling  expenses,  and  the  same  appro- 
priation to  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  I).  D.,  of  Eureka  Springs,  ns  last  year. 
The  Secretary  was  in.structe<l  to  write  to  every  Parish  and  Mission  in 
the  Dioces<?  stating  the  work  to  be  done,  reminding  them  of  their  past 
appropriations,  and  ursing  them  to  do  as  well,  if  not  better  this  year, 
and  that  they  send  in  tlieir  contributions  regularly  and  punctually  each 
quarter.  The  Secretary  wrote  thc^e  letters  but  rt»ceived  only  two  or 
three  replies.  The  subjoined  rei>ort  of  the  Treasurer  shows  how  each 
place  responded  in  money. 

Your  board  reports  witli  deep  regret  the  sreat  falling  off  in  receipts 
this  year,  the  total  for  1898  being  $310.38,  against  $484.0;i  for  1897.  The 
oa«h  balaB<'e  at  the  l>eginning  of  this  year  was  $250.72,  as  against 
$3(»r).79  last  year.  The  board  was  unable  to  meet  its  indebtedness  with- 
out drawing  on  the  balance  from  last  year,  although  there  was  a  re- 
moval of  sevenil  missionaries,  the  deficit  being  $73.07.  This  loss  of 
men  has  been  keenly  felt  in  the  missionary  work,  and  it  is  hoped  their 
places  will  soon  l)e  suppUed.  It  is  with  great  urgency  and  emphasis 
that  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  much  of  this  decrease  of  receipts 
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was  due  to  the  failure  ou  the  part  of  many  places  to  make  monthly 
collections,  and  some  did  not  make  any.  Tliey  do  not  realize  that  though 
they  may  only  he  able  to  send  a  small  .sum  quirterly,  which,  by  itself, 
would  amount  to  little,  yet,  taken  with  many  such  small  sums,  the  aggre- 
gate is  considerable.  The  secret  of  this  system  adopted  by  the  Council 
is  small  contributiotis  given  by  every  baptized  person  in  the  Diocese 
monthl}'.  We  tcould  respectfully  impress  this  fact  as  deeply  as  itossible  on 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  beg  them  for  ChrisVs  sake  to  keep  it  contin- 
ually before  their  Parishes.  "While  we  sympathize  with  them  in  the 
many  calls  made  upon  them  and  their  people  for  many  benevolent  ob- 
jects, yet  we  feel  that  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese  is  of  paramount 
imi)ortance,  and  sliould  take  precedence  over  all  other  obligations, 
except  current  expenses.    It  is  the  life  of  the  Church. 

The  board  has  learned  by  exi)erience  that  a  considerable  sum  can 
be  raised  without  bewaring  on  any  individual  more  than  a  few  cents 
per  month,  if  only  it  is  systematically  and  thoroughly  done.  The  board 
reports  all  of  its  obligations  met  and  a  balance  on  hand  of  $263.72.  Ir 
has  secured  for  the  mission  field  250  prayer  books  and  hymnals. 

May  Go<l  in8i)ire  us  with  a  large  measure  of  His  grace  that  we 
may  be  full  of  zeal  for  His  Cause  as  represented  in  HJs  children,  our 
brethren;  and  that  we  may  recognize  and  rise  to  the  full  measure  of 
our  duty  and  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  same. 

The  l)oard  recognizes  its  loyalty  to  and  love  for  our  deir  Diocesan, 
and  its  sympathy  with  him  in  his  ever-increasing  work  and  ever-dimin- 
ishing strength.

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APPENDIX  I. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

The  Dl^c-ese  of  Arkansas  asxeinbles  tcMlny  In  her  Annual  Conncfl 
for  the  six  an.l  twentieth  time.  The  past  year,  in  some  respects  the 
most  sorrowful  one  of  my  life,  has^  added  to  my  adrancing  age  much 
more  than  a  twelvemcmth's  Increase  of  burden.  Since  our  hwt  Annual 
Council  the  names  on  our  Clergy  list  have  decreased  In  number  from 
seventeen  to  fourteen.  Soon  after  our  adjournment  last  May  the  Rev. 
Edward  L.  Ogllby  became  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  and  on 
the  17th  of  September,  1897.  I  sent  him,  at  his  request  letters  DimUmry, 
transferring  him  to  that  Diocese.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year  the 
Bev.  James  Noble,  very  much  to  my  regret,  expressed  fully  In  a  letter 
addressed  to  him  about  that  time,  resigned  his  charge  of  the  united 
Parishes  at  Marlanna  and  Forrest  City,  and  on  the  4th  of  January. 
1898,  I  gave  him  Ijettern  Diminmry,  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of 
Texas.  On  the  12th  of  February,  181>8,  I  gave  the  Rev.  James  W. 
Keeble  IMters  Dimissory,  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of  Dallas. 
Tex.  This  last  removal,  though  regretted  deeply,  was  not  unexpected, 
for  I  was  aware  that  Mr.  Keeble  had  been  for  several  months  seeking 
a  new  fleld  of  lalM>r.  The  fields  left  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Rev. 
Messrs.  Keeble  and  Noble  are  still  without  resident  pastors,  ami  I  have 
grave  doubts  whether  they  will  not  remain  so  till  the  coming  autumn. 
I  havo  noticed  that  Southern  vacancies  of  this  kind  are  seldom  tilled 
during  siring  or  summer.  But  notwithstanding  this  sad  temptimry 
decreaso  of  ChTical  force,  the  Couclliar  year  i)ast,  has  registered  sonic 
encourajrlng  advances.  The  beautiful  and  much  neeiled  church 
editl<cs  going  up  at  Fort  Smith  and  at  Helena  (the  first  In  stone  an! 
the  second  in  a  peculiarly  fine  brick),  are  by  contract  to  be  ready  for 
services  in  September  next.  I  anticipate  great  growth  in  these  impor- 
tant and  active  Parishes  during  the  coming  year.  Trinity  Churcli.  Pine 
Bluff,  has  l>een  resell  ted  and  very  effectively  decorated  by  its  now 
energetic  and  liarmonious  congregation.  Tlie  Rector,  The  Rev.  G.  (t. 
Smeade,  may  well  lie  congratulated  on  the  great  improvement  of  this 
I*arish  during  liis  lirief  rectorate. 

I  should  be  glad  to  announce  that  the  church  debt  resting  on  a  few 
of  our  Parislies  was  rapidly  dis.ippearing.  But  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
I  fear  that  the  progress  in  that  direction  during  the  past  year  has  been 
consideralily  slower  tlian  usual.  One  cause  of  this  is  doubtless  the 
continued  liuaucial  dei)ression  of  tlie  whole  country.  But  brethren,  I 
beg  you  to  make  strenuous  and  persistent  efforts  to  rid  your  Parishes 
of  the  burden  of  debt.  Wiiile  you  are  hampered  by  that,  3*ou  cannot 
freely  and  fully  do  (lod's  work— the  work  that  He  has  api)ointed  for 
us  to  do.  Daily  we  pray:  "Thy  Kini'dom  come."  and  daily  we  should 
endeavor  to  do  something  towards  tlie  advancement  of  Goal's  kingdom 
on  eartli.  As  the  soul  that  lias  its  one  earnest  desire  only  of  being 
saved  in  its  utter  selfishness  can  never  be  saved  unless  It  cease  to  be 
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selfish,  80  no  Parinh  will  continue  to  prospir  unless  its  rhiof  aim  l)e 
the  kingdom,  as  well  as  tlie  riphteous  of  God  and  not  merely  parochial 
prosperity.  The  truest  measure  of  a  congregation's  real  godliness  is  Its 
desire  for  the  salvation  of  all,  that  i*  its  self-sacrificing  missionary 
spirit. 

And  this  brings  me  to  the  consideration  of  our  Diocesan  Missions 
and  Church  extension  in  Arkansas.  That  I  cannot,  at  my  age  and  with 
the  increasing  infirmities  attendant  on  the  accumulation  of  years,  pros- 
ecute this  work  with  vigor  and  success,  I  have  exphiined  to  you  again 
and  again  in  my  annual  addresses.  It  is  needless  to  reiterate  a  truth  so 
obvious  to  everyone.  Far  better  than  anyone  in  this  Diocese  I  know 
what  is  needed  to  be  done  and  what  powers  are  required  for  its  suc- 
cessful execution.  If  I  could  have  accomplished  the  end  sought  even  by 
the  sacrifice  of  my  life.  I  would  have  willingly  maJe  the  sacrifice.  But 
to  sacrifice  life  and  then  leave  the  work  undone  would  be  folly  and  not 
Christian  devotion  or  j^elf-sacrifice.  I  ought  to  have,  I  must  have  a 
Coadjutor,  and  tlie  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in  Council  assembled  decided 
that  I  should  have  one  and  th.it  soon. 

The  question  as  to  who  that  Coadjutor  should  be  I  left  to  the  Dio- 
cese, reserving  to  myself  the  ri-ht.to  oppose  the  election  of  anyone 
unqualified  for  the  ofllce,  or  especially  repugnant  to  myself.  I  had  no 
cause,  however,  to  exercise  the  right  claimed.  All  of  the  Clergymen, 
three  in  number,  put  in  nomination,  were  pei'sonally  acceptable  to  me. 
Therefore  I  assumed  tind  maintained  a  strict  neutnility  between  the 
three  candidates  at  fir.'^t,  and  subsequently  between  the  two  candidates 
remaining  after  the  dignified  withdrawal  of  his  name  by  the  Very  Rev. 
C.  H.  Ixckwood.  I  do  not  intend  to  defend  myself  here  against  the 
unjust  and  totally  unfounded  charges  made  against  me.  Were  I  alone 
involved  in  tills  matter,  I  should  suffer  in  silence,  or  seek  my  vindica- 
tion before  another  triliuual  than  this.  But  the  honor  of  every  Clergy- 
man anil  layman  in  this  Diocese  has  been  assailed  in  calling  in  ques- 
tion the  action  of  the  Diocesan  Council  at  its  Special  Session,  December 
1,  1897.  I  would  gladly  refrain  from  even  touching  uron  this  matter 
which  has  been  a  grief  to  me  and  a  scindal  to  the  Cliurch.  But  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansai«  has  been  accused  in  the  most  public  mnnn€»r  and 
before  the  whole  American  Church  of  electing  the  Venerable  William 
MontgoH'ery  Brown,  Ardideacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Oiiio,  a  man  with  the 
most  brilliant  record  na  a  planter  of  churches,  as  a  Missionary  worker; 
a  man  of  whom  we  have  testimonials  such  as  I  believe  would 
be  given  concerning  no  other  I*riest  tliat  I  know  or  know 
of  in  the  American  Church.  I  reieat,  the  I)io<ese  of  Arkan- 
sas has  been  accused  of  electing  this  man  by  **undue  influence, 
manipulation  and  practices  fraudulent  in  fact."  With  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  all  the  facts  in  the  ca.se,  I  did  not  hesitate  to  certify  to  all  the 
Bishops  and  Standing  Committets  in  the  Unite  J  States  tiiat  "the  recent 
election  of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  wns  regular 
in  every  respect;'*  nor  were  charges  to  tlie  contrary  presented  to  the 
Council.    Having  carefully  weighed  all  that    has    >ince    appeared    im- 
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])U};ning  the  action  of  the  Diocc^san  CouDcil  in  its  late  Special  Session, 
I  have  not  found  the  slij^htest  reason  to  change  one  word  in  the  declara- 
tion then  made.  I  have  to  ad;i  but  one  word  more.  The  fair  honor 
of  this.  Diocese  has  been  rudely  assailed.  If  the  Diocese  chooses  to  rest 
passive  under  the  foul  imputations  cast  upon  her,  she  can  do  so.  If 
she  does  not  so  choose,  this  Council,  as  her  fullest  representative,  will 
take  sucli  steps  to  vindicate  htT  honor  as  you  in  your  wisdom  may 
deem  for  the  best.  I  leave  the  matter  entirely  in  your  hands.  What- 
ever information  I  liave  concerning  the  whole  matter  is  at  your  service 
if  called  for,  and  I  claim  the  right  to  lay  it  before  you  of  my  own 
motion  if  the  occasion  re<iuire8  it.  With  these  remarks  I  close  what  I 
liave  to  say  on  this  subject. 

I  have  made  but  a  partial  visitation  of  the  Diocese  since  our  last 
Annt»al  Council.  However,  the  number  of  confirmations  reported  is  no 
evidence  of  a  decrease  of  vital  energy  in  this  branch  of  the  Holy 
Catliolic  Church.  The  life  is  vigorous  still,  and  I  hope  in  the  coming 
year  to  se«»  growtli  here  liitherto  unprecedentcnl,  for  the  field  is  ripe  for 
tlie  liarvost.  and  laborers  will  not  be  few.

After  the  service 
the  Special  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkausa-s  was  calleil  to  order, 
duly  organized  -and  proceeiled  to  business.  The  matters  to  be  acted  on 
were,  as  specified  in  the  call,  two:  First,  to  settle  on  some  plan  for 
the  support  of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor;  second,  to  elect  a  Bishop-Coadjutor. 
Mr.  W.  G.  Whipple  presented  a  financial  scheme  which,  with  slight 
amendment^,  was  adopted  at  the  afternoon  session.  Three  nomina- 
tions having  been  made,  the  Clergy  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Laity  the  name  of  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  William  Montgomery 
Brown,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  After  mucli  discussion,  a  ballot  waj^ 
taken  and  the  nomination  of  the  Clergy  was  concurred  in  by  the  Laity. 
Archdeacon  Brown  was  declared  Coadjutor-Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas,  and  the  canonical  testimonial  attesting  this  fact  was  duly 
signed  almost  unanimously.  At  8  p.  m.  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die, 
after  a  brief  adiiress  and  prayer  by  the  Bishop. 

December  3"  Friday:  Having  during  the  whole  procee<llugs  looking 
to  the  election  of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor  preserved  the  strictest  neutrality 
between  the  two  candidates,  the  Rev.  .John  (Jass  and  the  Venerable 
W.  M.  Brown;  having  done  absolutely  nothing  to  secure  or  to  prevent 
the  election  of  either  of  them,  I  was  much  surprised  to  find  in  the  morn- 
ing paper  virulent  attacks  on  me  in  **intervlews"  from  several  well 
known  people,  two  of  whom  were  members  of  the  Special  Council  and 
signers  of  the  testimonial  of  Archdeacon  Brown's  election.  Tlie  "Inter- 
views" showed  plainly  the  spirit  that  dictated  them,  and  all  the  other 
documents  from  the  same  source,  that  sub.sequently  app€»areil.  It  is 
needless  to  .say  more  on  this  subject  here.  Had  the  questions  raised 
in  these  papers  been  presented  to  the  Special  Council  before  its  adjourn- 
ment they  would  have  been  settled  at  once  and  no  trouble  would  have 
ensued.

D.  B.  Ramsey, 
and  G.  G.  Latta,  Ewi.  Then  I  told  him  I  would  give  him  a  state- 
ment of  my  own  attitude  and  action  on  the  morrow,  it  being  late  at 
night. 

December  10,  Friday:  The  Rev.  G.  O.  Smeade  having  called  on 
Archdeacon  Brown,  I  expressed  my  desire  to  read  before  the  same 
Ijerson*  who  met  Archdeacon  Brown  yesterday  afternoon,  a  statement 
of  my  own  action  relative  to  tlie  election  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor.  Mr. 
Smeade  promised  to  nrrango  for  the  desired  meeting,  and  afterwards 
telephoned  me  that  the  time  fixed  upon  was  at  2  p.  m.  to-day,  and  the 
place  a  room  in  the  basement  of  Christ  Church.  I  read  my  state- 
ment to  Archdeacon  Brown,  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  being  pre^^ent.  At 
2  p.  m.  I  attended  the  appointed  meeting.  Major  P.  K.  Roots  accom- 
panied me  to  act  as  my  amanuensis  if  required.  By  my  request  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Oass  was  present  and  some  one  telephoned  to  Archdeacon 
Brown  and  he  soon  came.  I  read  my  statement.  Mr.  Whipple  began 
to  ask  questions  after  I  ceased  reading,  but  refused  to  write  them 
down.  Said  he  would  send  them  to  me,  to  which  I  assented.  Mr. 
Whipple  produced  a  letter  purport Injar  to  be  from  Eureka  Springs,  but 
who  was  the  writer  and  to  whom  it  was  addressed,  he  would  not  tell. 
This  letter,  according  to  Mr.  Whipple,  asserted  that  there  was  no 
Vestry  in  St.  John's  Parish,  Eureka  Springs,  nor  had  there  been  a 
Vestry  for  several  years  past.  Immediately  after  the  meeting  broke 
up  Archdeacon  Brown  caused  telegrams  to  be  sent  to  Rev.  Dr.  James 
4ind  soon  received  ample  rnnjf  of  the  falsity  of  the  statement  made  by 
the  unknown  lettemNriter.  Tills  show.<  the  second  position  assumed  by 
the  opponents  regarding  tlie  Eureka  Springs  vote.  The  first  was  that 
there  could  not  be  a  Vestry  tliere.  since  the  Parish  had  only  one  alult 
male  communicant.  A  third  and  finally  a  fourth  position  was  a-sumed 
iifterwards  as  will  be  seen  liereafter.

APPENDIX  VI. 

Rev.  Father,  Bishop  of  Diocese,  Clergy,  Laity,  and  Members  of  Wonian's 

Auxiliary: 

SInop  our  last  annual  meeting  a  s^raaU  gain  in  membership  can  be 
reported.  While  not  increasing  as  rapidly  as  we  could  wish,  we  can 
say,  **Wo  hold  fast  to  the  faith  that  is  in  us,"  and  that  it  is  the  nature 
of  all  irood  tilings  to  grow  slowly.  Thinking  women  of  the  Church 
are  coming  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  organization  of  forces  means 
success.  Concert  of  action  is  essential  to  all  successful  worli  in  the 
Parish,  and  those  to  whom  you  render  obedience  in  that  Parish  are  by 
<iod's  appointment.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  rendering  this  obedience 
tliere  is  often  a  mental  ivservatlon  that  we  could  suggest  improvement 
of  the  law,  but  no  human  judgme'.it  can  be  infallible,  and  your  own  is 
as  liable  to  be  mistaken  as  any  other.  After  more  than  twenty-five 
years  of  existence  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  not  yet  fully 
known.  By  one  it  has  been  described  as  a  sort  of  young  woman's  Chris- 
tian association  in  the  Churcli,  by  another  it  is  thought  of  as  a  means 
of  employment  of  women's  hands,  by  another  as  giving  women  some- 
thing to  think  about.  By  some  it  is  looked  upon  as  a  not  always  de- 
pendable bureau  of  supply,  by  others  as  a  well  disposed  but  imcertain 
friend.  By  the  women  themselves  it  is  often  considered  a  little  more 
tliau  a  sewing  society,  or  is  recognizeii  wholly  in  the  form  of  the  col- 
lector making  her  unwelcome  rounds.  The  knowledge  of  such  un- 
worthy views  to  which  we  have  made  ourselves  all  too  liable  in  the  past 
should  stimulate  us  to  l)etter  eflforts  in  the  future.  It  is  doubtless 
worth  the  effort  to  win  over  thase  who  hold  these  views  to  the  ranks 
of  those  who  have  a  truer  knowledge  of  what  the  Auxillaryis  or  would 
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be.  For  that  for  which  it  strives  is  lofty,  and  not  easily  obtained.  In 
helping  to  malte  of  the  women  of  the  Church  what  some  women  already 
are,  women  who  believe  that  life  is  something  more  than  meat,  and 
the  body  than  raiment;  women  who  do  ?iot  think  poverty  the 
worst  of  ills  or  suffering  an  evil  only;  women  who  see  in  every  human 
being  the  human  soul,  which  in  poverty  and  suffering  may  continue 
pure  and  strong  in  the  Itnowledge  and  love  of  Christ.  Blessed  with  this 
knowledge  and  heavenly  love,  these  women  want  to  bring  others  to 
that  Itnowledge  and  love.  These  women  wark  with  their  hand*  to  re- 
lieve our  Missionaries  in  the  measure  of  their  worldly  cares  that  they 
may  be  more  free  for  the  Divine  purpose  of  their  Ministry;  they  give  of 
their  wealth  of  poverty  that  through  Church  and  school,  and  home  and 
hospital,  through  the  ministrations  of  the  doctor  and  teacher,  the  nurse 
and  the  ordained  Missioaary,  Christ's  love  may  be  shown,  and  His 
kingdom  spread.  We  want  to  dr.iw  nearer  to  our  State  Parishes,  and 
tlirougb  tliem  to  tlie  great  world  of  which  we  are  such  a  small  part. 
We  want  to  under^stand  more  truly  what  St.  Paul  meant  by  the  Body 
of  Chdst,  for  whose  perfection  no  single  member  must  be  lacking  In 
lis  duty  to  the  whole.  Many  women  urge  that  Ihey  are  too  busy;  our 
J^rd  did  not  select  his  workers  from  the  leisure  class;  there  never  has 
been  a  command  given  that  it  was  not  possible  to  obey  in  the  spirit  at 
least.  The  jiea  so ojteu  heard,  **I  have  no  time,**  might  be  more  coirectly 

given.  **I  have  no  desire,  no  inclination  for  the  work.**  We  cannot  all 
go  in  our  own  persons,  but  we  can  encourage  with  prayeiv  and  substan- 
tial help  those  who  can  go.  Do  not  think  anything  too  small  to  do,  for 
who  can  tell  what  the  harvest  will  be.  Especially  we  women  of  Arkan- 
sas should  be  up  and  doing.  For  years  we  have  been  beneficiaries  of 
this  very  fund  which  we  sliould  now  seek  to  augment  by  bearing  our 
€»hare  of  the  burden.  If  we  look  at  it  in  that  light  we  must  not  rest  with 
doin^  what  our  own  hands  have  found  to  do,  but  we  mu«t  tell  it  out. 
Promptness  is  essential,  the  time  is  short,  and  unless  you  attend  at 
once  to  the  duty  of  the  hour,  the  opportunity  may  be  lost.  God's  tenth 
must  be  collected.  Delay  in  collecting  and  sending  it  has  caused  suffer- 
ing and  distress  to  the  faithful  Missionary  and  brought  care  and  debt 
upon  the  societies  which  look  after  their  interests.  God's  government 
is  one  of  strict  rule,  and  to  educate  and  develop  and  govern  our  bodies, 
minds  and  souls,  we  must  render  constant  obedience  to  the  laws  He  has 
given  us  for  our  physical,  mental,  and  spirituil  welfare.  Everywhere 
in  the  mysterious  economy  of  nature,  trifling  causes  may  produce  tre- 
mendous changes. 

**Littie  things  on  little  wings. 
Benr  little  souls  to  Heaven." 

The  influence  of  a  good  woman  can  cast  a  refining  and  elevated  tone 
over  any  .<ociety  in  which  she  mingles.  Everyone  has  some  igift, 
some  talent,  for  which  he  must  give  account  when  the  Lord  of  those 
servants  cometh  and  reckoneth  with  them.  Some  have  money,  which 
is  most  essential,  and  what  a  i  rivilege  theirs  is,  for  "more  blessed  is  he 
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who  gives  than  he  who  receives."  Others  have  executive  ability,  which 
is  needed,  while  there  are  others  who  only  have  their  time  to  give,  and 
In  God's  sight  how  precious  that  must  be!  Every  day  we  see  fulfilM 
the  promise,  **For  unto  everyone  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall 
have  abundance,  but  from  him  that  hath  not  shall  be  taken  away  even 
that  which  he  hath."  It  has  been  said  that  recently  Christian  people 
seem  to  be  awaking  to  more  coiTect  views  upon  the  subject  of  stimulat- 
ing and  directing  the  gifts  of  the  Caithfnl.  The  inquiry  is  being  made  as 
to  God*s  plan,  the  giving  of  tithes  for  the  support  of  His  worship,  teach- 
ing His  children,  feeding  His  poor,  beautifying  His  sanctuary,  spreat- 
Ing  abroad  His  gospel  among  heathen  darkness  and  superstition.  Do 
we  who  have  entered  fully  into  the  enjoyment  of  the  "Shadow  of  good 
things  to  come"  show  our  gratitude  by  larger  offering  than  the  Jews? 
The  Lord  is  the  same  forever,  and  the  things  that  pleased  Him  in  the 
days  of  the  Patriarchs  and  Prophets  please  Him  now.  Some  may  say, 
I  am  poor,  have  very  little  money,  so  how  can  I  do  these  things?  **If 
thou  hast  little  do  thy  diligence  gladly  to  give  of  that  little,"  and  do  It 
according  to  God's  commandment.  If  the  simple  rule  of  the  tenth  was 
followed,  the  treasury  of  tlie  Lord  would  be  filled  to  overflowing.  Every- 
where the  field  seems  ripe  for  the  harvest,  but  the  hand  of  the  reaper 
Is  stayed,  because  his  i)eople  fall  to  do  their  duty,  llie  early  fathers  of 
the  Church  taught  that  one-tenth  of  the  income  and  one-seventh  of  our 
time  was  the  least  of  God's  requirement,  and  for  hundreds  of  years  this 
wa.s  the  rule.  If  we  could  return  to  this  rule  prosperity  would  bless 
our  Church  and  land,  and  the  lyord  give  his  people  the  blessings  of 
peace.  Let  each  of  us  ask  ourselves  the  question:  "What  am  I  doing 
for  the  Master?"  Can  it  be  said  of  me  as  of  the  penitent  woman  in  the 
Gospel,  who  bathed  Hi^s  sa<?red  feet  witli  her  tears  and  wi[K»d  them 
with  the  hairs  of  her  head,  **Her  sins  whicli  are  many  are  forgiven,  for 
she  loved  much."  As  a  general  thing  the  nK>st  successful  workers  are 
tlie  busy  wivt*s  and  mothers  who  care  for  large  families,  manage  small 
incomes  in  a  way  to  meet  the  demands  upon  thtm,  and  have  a  heart 
to  love  and  a  hand  to  help  God's  poor.  Let  us  Incorporate  in  our  dally 
prayer  the  special  one  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Be  always  and 
everywhere  a  le^irner,  remembering  that  the  spirit  in  which  we  work 
is  more  important  than  the  work  itself.  The  most  successful  Parish 
work  is  that  under  the  authority  of  the  Rector,  so  with  this  broader 
field,  do  all  under  his  guidance.  The  plans  are  wisely  laid,  because 
he  brings  to  the  teaching  experience,  and  mucli  waste  of  time,  strength 
ajK^  .speech  is  obviated.  It  is  not  often  in  the  power  of  a  woman, 
unless  she  occupies  an  exceptional  position,  to  understand  the  best  way 
of  working  a  Parish,  but  by  obedience,  gentleness  and  faithfulness.  It 
is  in  her  province  to  see  things  in  their  true  li^'ht.  At  Whitsuntide 
we  pray  for  a  right  judgment  in  all  things:  to  do  this  we  must  try  to 
see  l>oth  sides  of  a  question.  If  you  believe  that  the  branch  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church  to  which  you  belong  retains  the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  Saints  in  Apostolic  purity  and  practice,  love  It,  teach 
its  doctrines  and  uphold  them  in  grandeur  and  simplicity. 
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We  want  our  women  to  understand  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  not 
think  of  it  as  something  beyond  their  pale,  comhifir  to  ask  money  and 
interfere  with  other  church  work,  hut  recognize  it  for  what  it  stands, 
as  one  of  the  great  factors  of  good,  and  rally  to  its  support.  We,  for 
whom  the  Missionary  spirit  has  done  and  is  still  doing  so  much  good, 
cannot  afford  to  ignore  its  value.  Money  is  not  the  chief  thing  in  this 
work.  Poverty  is  no  excuse  for  Parishes  or  individuals  refusing  to 
connect  themselves  with  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  If  our  minds  are 
filled  with  Missionary  intelligence,  our  hearts  with  Missionary  zeal,  wo 
will  find  the  means  to  help  in  this  great  w<M-k.  If  each  woman  in  this 
Diocese  would  give  her  little  mite,  do  a  little  missionary  reading,  say 
each  Sunday  her  prayer  for  missions,  as  is  her  privilege  and  duty,  and 
thus  keep  in  touch  with  what  the  women  of  our  Church  are  doing  in  all 
the  world,  our  branch  would  no  longer  be  comixxsed  of  a  few  weak, 
struggling  Parishes,  but  the  meetings  would  l)e  looked  upon  as  so  im- 
portant and  interesting  that  every  'Woman  in  the  Diocese  would  want 
to  be  in  the  front  iiank  to  do  battle  for  Christ  our  King. 

The  few  members  are  faithful,  but  we  must  have  more,  and  we 
appeal  to  the  Clergy  to  give  us  as  we  know  they  will,  their  aid  and  en- 
couragement, and  beg  that  tiiey  will  urge  into  the  Auxiliary  every  bap- 
tized woman  in  their  respective  fields  of  labor.  It*  they  can  do  nothing 
else,  attend  the  meetings,  and  learn  and  pmy  for  our  Lord's  kingdom. 
W^hy  there  is  not  more  enthusiasm  I  do  not  know,  vuless  we  do  not  pray 
enough;  unless  we  lose  sight  of  the  spiritual  side  and  give  ourselves  too 
much  to  the  practical  worship.  Many  branches  have  aqulet  day;  possibly 
that  would  help  us  to  avail  ourselves  of  a  day  passed  in  God's  presence. 
All  worldly  thoughts  and  cares  laid  «»slde  for  a  little  while;  to  sit  like 
Mary  at  His  feet,  when  we  will  arise  strengthened  and  refreshed  for  our 
work,  and  loving  to  help  those  who  sit  "in  the  darkness  and  shadow  of 
death."  The  late  Bishop  Brooks,  in  his  sermon  on  **The  Mind's  Ix)ve  to 
God,'*  says:  In  the  days  to  come  there  will  be  ever  increasing  demand 
for  thoughtful  saints,  for  men  and  women,  earnest,  lofty,  spiritual,  but 
also  full  of  intelligence,  knowing  the  meaning  and  the  reasons  of  the 
thinga  which  they  believe.  If  our  children  and  grandclilldren  are  to 
come  to  this  hiigh  plane  of  knowing,  thinking,  and  living,  let  us  place 
them  where  they  may  be  taught  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints, 
and  ourselves  make  the  way  for  them  by  definite  study  and  systematic 
work.  Let  maps  be  hung  up  In  all  the  Guild  rooms,  the  mission 
stations  located.  Bishop,  clergy,  men  and  especially  our  women  work- 
ers, known  and  called  by  name,  with  their  stories  of  love  and  labor 
interwoven.  With  this  mind's  love  t*  God  we  shall  have  definite, 
systematic  work  without  in  the  least  dampening  the  impulsive  ardor 
of  the  zealous,  for  the  heart  of  woman  will  always  outrun  the  head.

ENDING  MAY,  1898. 

Following;  is  the  tliird  annual  rei>ort  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Episcopal  Church  for  the  year  endhig 
May,  1808: 
To  Bishov  U,  N.  Pierce: 

Right  Reverend  Father— The  following  report  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  year  ending  May,  1898,  is 
respectfully  submitted: 

There  are  active  working  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
B(/ftTd  of  Missions  at  Christ  Church.  Little  Rock;  Trinity  Cathedral, 
Little  Rock;  St.  John's,  Helena;  St.  Paul's,  Newport;  St.  Luke's.  Hot 
Spriugrs.  and  the  junior  auxiliary  at  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff.  The  church 
won  cu  of  St.  Andrew's,  Mariantia,  while  not  formally  organized  into 
•i  brsincli  of  the  auxiliary,  linve  contributed  to  the  united  offering.  We 
have  rerisons  to  liope  that  very  soan  a  regularly  established  work  will 
l)e.i;in  tliere.  An  offering  from  scattered  cliurch  women  in  Hamburg, 
Monticello  and  surrounding  iK>ints  through  St.  Mar>'*s  Guild,  has  given 
something  to  the  united  offering,  showing  a  love  for  the  church  and  a 
desire  to  do  even  a  little,  wliich  is  acceptable  when  love  and  self- 
sacrifice  are  repr<*sented  by  it.  The  young  girls  of  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff, 
organized  into  the  jmiior  auxiliary,  the  only  branch  in  the  Diocese  as 
yet,  have  done  a  splendid  work.  The  officers  of  the  junior  auxiliary 
are:  Miss  Martha  Valliant,  president;  Miss  Adele  Hewen,  vice  presi- 
dent; Miss  Mamie  Eagle '^^^lite,  treasurer;  Miss  Pauline  Scull,  secretary. 
The  reiKirt  from  the  juniors  is  as  follows:  A  Christmas  l>ox  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  Clinrcli  Home  for  Oriihans  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  valued 
at  $2<i.  Ati  Easter  offering  for  general  missionary  work.  They  are 
now  working  for  the  united  offering,  and  we  predict  during  the  summer 
montlis,  in  vacjitiou  time,  tliat  these  young  workers  will  do  much  for 
the  development  and  growfh  of  their  auxiliary.  We  commend  the  girls 
of  Trinity.  Pine  Hluff.  for  tlie  interest  they  are  taking  in  the  church's 
great  work  for  the  Master.  We  l>elieve  their  example  and  influence 
will  reach  to  otliers  in  the  Dioct^se,  and  that  scx>n  the  junior  auxiliary 
will  be  established  in  other  parts  of  tlie  vineyard. 
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Tlie  Hoi  Springs  brancli  organized  October  5,  1887,  with  the  follow- 
ing officers:  Mrs.  P.  II.  Ellsworth,  i)re8ldefnt;  Mrs.  G.  G.  Latta,  vice 
president;  Mrs.  M.  C.  Tomhler,  secretary;  Mrs.  J.  P.  Mellard,  treasurer. 

We  welcome  this  new  branch  with  gratitude  for  their  eflPorts.  "By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them,"  is  the  lieautlful  motto  they  have 
chosen,  and  we  feel  it  will  ever  be  an  Incentive  to  them  to  labor  in  love 
and  devotion  to  the  Master's  cause.  They  rei)ort  as  having  given  to 
parochial  work  $331.23.  Initiation  dues  amounting  to  $2.30  have  been 
sent  to  the  Diocesan  treasurer,  and  we  hope  soon  for  an  offering  from 
St.  Luke's  for  the  united  fund. 

Newport  is  doing  well,  and  working  with  much  interest  under  her 
efficient  officers,  which  are  as  follows:  Mi's.  Magoffin,  president;  Mrs. 
Ella  Wlllmans,  secretary;  Mrs.  Mildred  Dorsey,  corresponding  secre- 
tary; Mrs.  McCauley,  treasurer.  They  are  now  at  work  for  one  of  the 
Indian  agencies.  The  secretary  writes:  "Our  meetings  are  profitable 
and  well  attended,  always  oi>eue<l  with  a  short  service  and  selection* 
from  the  Spirit  of  the  Missions."  St.  Paul's,  Newix>rt,  will  make  a  con- 
tribution to  the  united  offering.  We  feel  sure  there  Is  a  future  for  the 
work  In  this  part  of  our  dear  Ix>rd's  vineyard. 

St.  John's,  Helena,  has  had  no  change  In  her  officers  since  our  last 
report.  She  has  added  to  her  membership;  held  fortnightly  meeting* 
until  Lent,  when  weekly  meetings  were  necessary,  for  the  preparation 
af  an  Easter  box  of  wearing  apparel  sent  to  an  Indian  mission  in  Okla- 
homa, valued  at  $50.  In  addition  to  this,  a  generous  contribution  has 
been  made  by  this  branch. 

The  Cathedral  branch,  through  her  efficient  secretary,  Mrs.  D.  I. 
Hobbs,  and  faithful  president,  Mrs.  P.  K.  Roots,  have  sent  an  encourag- 
ing report  of  work  done  In  their  branch.  During  Advent  they  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Wey,  Waynesville,  X.  C,  for  his  missions,  a 
box  containing  new  clothing  for  children,  garments  for  adults,  and 
Christmas  gifts.  The  l)ox  was  valued  at  $30.  This  branch  has  also  con- 
tributed generously  to  the  united  offering,  and  during  I^nt  did  some 
work  for  Diocesan  purposes. 

Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  except  through  the  summer  months  of 
July  and  August,  have  held  monthly  meetings.  The  Re<-tor  is  always 
present  and  gives  some  readings  or  instructions  uiwn  missionary  sub- 
jects. The  newly  elected  officers  at  the  annual  elei'tlon  in  September 
are  as  follows:  Mrs.  Caroline  Cohen,  president;  Mrs.  Sue  Peay,  vice 
president;  Mrs.  Edgar  Ilohnan,  treasurer;  Mrs.  John  Gass,  secretary; 
Miss  Matilda  Jordan,  cbrrespondlng  secretary.  The  work  of  this  branch 
has  been  to  send  a  l)ox  to  a  missionary  In  Texas,  valued  at  $40.  He 
wrote,  expressing  his  appreciation  In  these  words:  "We  shall  both  feel 
much  encouragiMl  many  a  day  for  this  act  of  thoughtful  attention  from 
you  all.  May  you  be  ouableil  to  continue  in  this  loving  work  of  doing 
somewhat  towards  strengthening  the  hands  of  the  laborer  in  his  field 
upon  tlie  frontier."  This  branch  lias  contributed  to  general  missions, 
to  Diocesan  missions,  and  to  the  united  offering  during  the  year  now 
ending.    Christ  Church  has  organized  the  babies*  branch  in  connection 
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with  her  auxiliary.  Easter  Sunday,  1898,  twenty-five  members  were 
<^nrolled  and  piven  the  little  mite  chests,  with  the  prayer,  •*God  Wess 
tlie  miKsionaries  and  their  work,  and  all  the  little  helpers,  for  Jesus* 
saice/'  A  penny  a  week  is  all  that  is  asked  from  the  wee  ones,  and  a 
Krcat  work  might  be  done  if  all  the  branches  in  the  Diocese  would  take 
it  up  and  form  the  babies'  branch.  We  could,  in  this  beautiful  way, 
raise  enough  money  to  support  a  missionary  in  Arkansas.  Will  you  not 
think  of  this  and  let  us  give  our  children  the  privilege  of  doing  some- 
thing for  the  spread  of  His  kingdom? 

And  now  my  work  is  ended!  This  is  the  report  of  the  work  done  by 
tlie  women  of  the  church  through  the  auxiliary  in  this  Diocese,  the  year 
ending  May,  1808. 

We  must  and  do  feel  strengthened  and  encouraged  to  press  on.  We 
know  that  a  beginning  has  been  made,  and  that  each  department  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  is  now  established  in  our  Diocese.  It  is  God's 
Work  for  His  church,  for  the  8i>read  of  His  kingdom.  We  can  look  to 
Him  to  help  us  in  the  future  as  He  has  in  the  past. 

Let  us  be  united,  of  one  heart,  of  one  mind,  doing  all  to  the  glory 
of  God,  remembering  tliat  **A11  is  unity;  all  rests  in  unity;  all  springs 
from  unity—strives  for  and  leads  up  to  unity,  and  returns  to  unity  at 
last."

CONSTITUTIONS 


PREAMBLE. 


The  Protestant  Episcopal  Cburch  In  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  con- 
forms to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as  set  forth  by  the  General 
Convention  of  the  same,  to  which  Constitutions  and  Canons  this  Diocese 
hereby  accedes,  and  subordinates  herself,  according  to  the  rules  of 
ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICLE  I. 

OF  THE  CLERGY  AND  LAITY. 

There  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy: 

1.  The  Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of  the  Ministry,  pre» 
sides  over  the  Church  by  Apostolic  Authority,  and  has  the  sole  right  to 
ordain,  to  confirm  and  to  pronounce  judicial  sentence  on  offenders;  and 
governs  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  according  to  the  Holy  Scriptures 
and  the  Canons  of  this  Church. 

2.  The  Prie?>ts,  or  Presbyters,  who  preach  tlie  Woid,  administer  the 
sacraments  of  the  Church  and  have  the  oversight  and  pastoral  care  of 
the  Laity  in  their  several  Congregations.  They  also  have  the  right  to 
advise  their  Bishop  and  to  share  in  the  government  of  the  Church,, 
according  to  the  Canons.

3.  The  Deacons,  who,  having  received  limited  office  in  the  general 
Ministry,  serve  in  the  same  where  they  may  be  appointed  by  the 
BislK;p.  They  are  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Bishop,  cannot  take  the 
Kectorship  of  a  Churcli  and  must  l>e  under  the  care  and  supervision 
of  »*ome  IM'iest  who  shaJl  direct  tliem  in  their  work. 

4.  The  I-Jiity  are  divided  and  orjranized,  according:  to  local  conve- 
nience, into  Parishes  or  Congregations.  They  commit  the  general  man- 
agement of  their  Parochial  busines:*  to  a  portion  of  tlieir  own  number, 
Annually  elected,  and  calletl  Wardens  and  Vestrymen.  To  these  belong 
the  administration  of  all  the  se<*ular  concern  of  their  particular  Parish; 
but  they  have  no  part  in  tlie  spiritual  government  of  the  Church,  which 
belongs  to  the  Clergy  alone. 

AKTK^LE  ir. 

OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Council  may.  from  time  to  time,  detinnine;  and,  in  case  of 
its  failure  to  do  so.  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place.  In 
the  Council,  the  Bishop  shall  preside  by  virtue  of  his  office.  The  Clergy 
shall  sit  by  right  of  their  order,  and  the  Laity  shall  be  represented  by 
delegates  chosen  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose  from  among  the  male 
communicants  of  each  Congregation,  or  !n  case  of  t  rganizeil  Missions,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Minister  in  charge. 

Tlie  Cliancellor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  af  tlie  Dioces<*  shall  er 
officio  be  entitled  to  seats  in  th»^  Council,  with  privilege  of  debate,  but 
sliall  have  no  vote  as  such. 

Special  Councils  may  l>e  cailtMl  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  when  some 
urgent  necessity  may  reijuire  action  i)y  tlie  Di(H-ese. 

Witliout  tlie  concurrence  of  tlie  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  no  rule  of 
law  of  the  Cliurdi  can  be  adopted,  dianued  or  done  away. 

AKTK'LKIII. 

OF  THE  OKGAMZATIOX  OF  COX(4REC.ATIONS. 

See  Amendment  Article  8,  piije  21),  Proceedings  1895,  as  follows: 
**In  tlie  Di(K*ese  of  Arlv.-uisas.  all  T*arishes.  Missions  and  Conirre- 
gatlous  sliall  l)e  organized  in  conformity  with  the  Canon  relating  there- 
to, and  no  Parisli  shall  have  an  organic  existence  or  corporate  life  in 
.said  Diocese  unl(*ss  nclvnowledged  by  tlie  Council  and  api;roved  by  the 
Bij^hop." 

ARTTCLK  IV. 

OF  THE  SUPPORT  AND  ADVANCEMENT  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Tlie  Council,  by  Canon  or  resolution,  may  establish  special  funds: 

1.  For  tlie  supi>ort  of  the  Episcopate. 

2.  For  the  support  of  Missionaries. 
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3.  For  the  support  of  ujrecl  and  infinn  Clergymen. 

4.  P'or  Church  building. 

5.  For  education  of  men  for  the  Ministry;  and  take  all  other 
measures  necessary  for  tlie  advanreiuer.t  of  Ciirisfs  kingdom;  Proridtd, 
tJwt  this  article  does  not  imply  any  power  to  make  any  assessment 
except  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  ♦"which  shall  include 
all  current  expenses,  and  proper  provision  for  the  Episcopate  Fund." 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

The  Clergy,  Priests  and  Deacons  may  be  tried  by  an  ecclesiastical 
court,  c-omposed  of  Presbyters  chosen  for  that  iiurpose.  But  there  shall 
be  no  sucli  trial,  except  on  due  presentment,  and  according  to  the  Canon 
for  the  trial  of  Clergymen  set  forth  In  this  Diocese,  and  the  rules  of 
ecclesiastical  law. 

ARTICLE  VL  . 

OF  THE  TENURE  OF  CHURCH  PROPERTY. 

The  Rectors,  Wardens  and  Vestry,  or  other  persons  In  whose  names 
the  property  of  any  Congregation  or  Parish  may  be  vested,  shall  not, 
by  deed  or  any  other  means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee,  under  their  hands  given,  grant,  alienate  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  any  lands,  messuages  or  hereditaments  in  them  vested 
for  the  use  and  beneflt  of  said  Congregation  or  Parish,  nor  charge  nor 
encumber  the  same  to  any  person  whatever, 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  THE  CATHEDRAL. 

The  Parish  known  as  Trinity  Cathedral  Parish,  of  Little  Rock,  shall 
be  and  remain  the  Cathedral  Parish  (Session,  1898). 

ARTICLE  VIH. 

OF  AMENDING  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

A  proposal  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  laid  before  the 
Council  in  writing,  and,  if  approved,  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual 
Council,  and  in  the  meantime,  shall  be  notified  to  the  Parishes;  and 
then,  if  it  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy, 
and  by  two-thirds  of  the  Laity  present,  voting  by  orders,  the  proposed 
amendment  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution.
